OVER A ROYAL KNEE. 


HOW THE PRINCE OF WALES WAS 
CHASTISED BY HIS MOTHER. 


Her Majesty Is Benevolent, but She Hasa 
Violent Temper—Personal Observations 
of a Member of the Royal Household. 
Her Majesty's Home Life. 


{Special Correspondence.} 

Lonpon, Sept. 20.—Shortly after my 
arrival in London I was f@unate in 
making the acquaintance of an old lady 
through whom I have obtained consid- 
erable insight into the private character 
of the present occupant of the British 
throne, and from whom I have learned 
much of the domestic history of the royal 
family. 

I was entertained by this highly intel- 
ligent and interesting old lady—who had 
for 40 years formed one of the queen's 
household—with many tales illustrative 
of the home relations of her royal mis- 
tress. These if published would prove 
interesting and instructive, especially 
those including that period of the queen’s 
early married life when the rearing of 
her young family brought out in full re- 
lief manifestations of maternal sagacity 
which as models for imitation might 
well be impressed upon the thousands 
of young mothers among her subjects. 

I suspect that Queen Victoria’s uni- 
versal popularity among the masses is 
due more to the oral comments of mem- 
bers of her own household, to verbil 
expressions from her superannuated but 
loyal pensioners and to the well circu- 
lated but uurecorded testimony of the 
many thankful recipients of her private 
bounty than to any public display or 
published reports of her virtues. 

The accusation of stinginess, which is 
vulgarly believed to be achars ge prope. .y 
imputed to England's queen, is, acco. 1 
ing to my old friend, entirely without 
warrant. Queen Victoria is not Bae 0 
fisted or miserly. On the contra she 

encrous, constantly a ie 
acts of charity and giving aid and re- 
ward to the needy and deserving. But 
her charity is without ostentation. She 
does nothing for display. 


HER MAJESTY VICTORIA. 

No one ever hears of very large dona 
tions from the queen, for she is not lav- 
ish in that way. Her experience as 
Princess Victoria of Kent was such as to 
render practical economy necessary, 
and although quite young when called 
tothe throne the lessons taught by her 
father’s financial troubles made th+ir 
impression and developed that prudence 
which has guided her in her disburse- 
ments during the many years of her long 
reign. 

Queen Victoria’s charity begins at 
home. Her first care is for the welfare 
of those around her. Her solicitude for 
the comfort of those of her household is 
proverbial. With rare tact, her majesty 
makes herself familiar with the circumn- 


stances and needs of every member of | 


her vast retinue of servants—even the 
humblest domestic is not overlooked— 
and this without the least suggestion of 
an obtrusive espionage. 

It is seldom that any of these gracious 
acts within the royal household becomes 
known to the publie. Only once in 
awhile, when the gift is of a general char- 
acter, does the ever watchful press get a 
chance to chronicle it, as, for instance, 
when her majesty, having ascertained 
that a number of the children of the 
domestic and other servants at Bucking- 
ham palace were neglected in the mat- 
ter of education, ordered the pars shase 
of premises in Palace street, Pimlico, 
and had them fitted up as a school for 
these children. 

When it is considered that this school, 
which opened with 66 scholars, was sup- 
plied with teachers of tried ability, and 
that the entire expense was defrayed by 
the queen, who for nearly 40 years has 
continued to supp: rt t itout of her priv ate 
purse, it will be acknowledged that as 
one of the sacidantats this donation goes 
# long way toward refuting the charge 
of parsimony against England's illustri 
pus monarch. 

I find, however, from the same source 
which JI have hitherto quoted, that no 
exaggeration is possil ble in any report 
relative to her majesty’s ¢ abnormally vio- 
lent temper. It is a fact that England's 
queen is subject to outbursts of passion 
that are simply astounding in their vio- 
lence and ofcen appalling in their results. 
While these spasms last it is often neces- 
sary to resort to a degree of restraining 
force that is not compatible with our no- 
tions of a proper treatment of royalty, 

Fortunately these exhibitions of tem- 
per are gene rally indulged as an indoor 
amusement, and the public are spared 


the mortification of sors ssing the ex- | 


travagant gyrations of their sovere ign | 
when she is seized with one of her tan- | 
trums. I have heard of only one in- 
stance where a display of this ebullient 
affection Was mu le before a promiscu- | 
ous assembly of hersubjects, The occa- 
sion was a naval review.

SOME TOBACCO NEWS. 


Hard Times Increase Pipe Sigg: ing—Prizes 
to Dealers In Cigare ites. 
(Special Correspondence.) 

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 28.—‘‘It’s an ill 
wind that blows nobody good,” 
traveling man, whose specialty is smok- 
ers’ goods, tometoday. ‘The hard times 
have been the means of transforn 
many cigar smokers into devotees of 1 
pipe, and the result is that the trade in 
pipes, all things considered, is not so bad } 
as it might be. No, the covrerts to pipe 
smoking do not, as a rule, buy meer- 
schaums. They are too expensive when 
one is not certain how long he is likely 
to have tosmokea pipe. The most pop- 
ular pipes with these men are of brier | 
or tulip wood. With some the pipe habit 
will become fixed. Sometimes this wil 
be because the smoker learns to like the 
pipe better tuan the cigar and sometimes 
because, having realized from the chan 
how much money he has expended on 
cigar smoking all his life, he makes up 
his mind that it is an unnecessary waste. 

“T do not know,” he went on, “that | 
dealers are upt to try to force trade in 
either direction, but some are tempted 
to drive the cigarette business all they 
can. In fact, cigarettes are more profit- 
able under present conditions than either 
cigars or tobacco. You see, the compe- 
tition between cigarette makers has be- 
come so great that, in addition to the 
prizes and photographs which they put 
in the small packages, they place certifi- 
cates and half certificates in the big 
packages for the benefit of the dealers. 

“These certificates are redeemable in 
goods such us spoons, knives, silverware 
generally, clocks, umbrellas, guns, 
watches and parlor organs. These goods 
are of good quality and are worth all 
they are scheduled in the cigarette man- 
ufacturers’ catalogues. It would not do 
for the manufacturers to attempt to 
palm off inferior goods upon the deal- 
ers. In some of the larger cities there 
are men who go about among the deal- 
ers and buy these certificates at a dis- 
count and make a snug, little profit on 
the subsequent sale of the goods. In 
New York I know of two or three indi- 
viduals who get almost their entire in- 
come in this way. As there are fnore 
than 2,000 dealers in New York, it will 
be seen that there is quite a field there 
for that sort of business enterprise.”

ESTATE OF LATE DR. DUGGAN. 


House Bullt in 1806 and~ Evidently Upon 
Honor, as it Burned Long, 


The fire department was called out at 
3.06 o'clock Suuday afternoon by an alarm 
from Box 61 which was for a lively blaze 
in the old Dr. Duggan homestead on Squan- 
tum street. (When the department arrived 
the whole inside of the house was a roaring 
furnace and it was plainly seen that noth- 
ing could save the building. 

The nearest hydrant was a mile away 
and the steamer was stationed at a small 
brook nearly 3000 feet away. It was there- 
fore some time before any water could be 
put on the fire, and then it was little more 
than mud and <too late to attempt to save 
the building, as by this time the roof had 
fallen in, and the flames were coming 
through the sides, sending out a shower of 
sparks. 

The hooks were then applied and the 
building pulled down. 

The building was owned by N. G. Nick- 
erson of Wollaston, and was occupied by R. 
Augustus Duggan and William Duggan. 
It was the place where the officers recently 
found alarge quantity of the goods obtained 
from several firms by Chasles Parker alias 
Charles Duggan. 

The cause of the fire was doubtless due 
to an open fire place or a defective chim- 
ney, as it started in one of the rooms up 
William Duggan, one of the occu- 
pauts, says that during the afternoon he 
had been burning up a lot of old rubbish, 
but says that when he went down stairs 
the fire had burned out, although it is more 
than probable that there were some live 
embers left which caused the blaze. 

The fire was discovered by parties pass- 
ing through the street, who rushed into the 
house and gave the warning. The upper 
story was then all afire and it was impos- 
sible to save any of the furniture except 
that on the lower floor, which was dam- 
aged considerable in the hasty removal. 
Mr. Duggan estimates his loss at $175 upon 
which there was no insurance. 

It was the fifth time that the house had 
been on fire. 

The house was an old one, built in 1806, 
by the late Madison Glover, and was not 
insured. Mr. Nickerson would not place 
any valued on it but the Assessors value 
it at $800. The land is probably worth 
more withoutit than the estate was be- 
fore the fire. 

The house had oak timbers and was 
evidently built upon honor, as it made a 
hot fire for abouttwo hours, It removes 
an o!d Jandmark and recalls the name of a 
respected citizen of years ago. Dr. Wil- 
liam B. Duggan was for many years on the 
school board, and in 1844 was one of a 
committee of four of the town 
meet the Legislative Committee to make 
the best possible arrangement so as to 
have the proposed railroad from Boston to 
Plymouth pass through the centre of the 
village of Quincy. He began to practice 
medicine in Quincy about 1826. He was 
the first clerk of the North school district 
organized in 1831 serving at various times 
for ten years.

BOODLING CHARGED. 


Gloucester Aldermen and Liquor D. alers 
In a Law Scrape. 

GLOUCESTER, Mass., Oct. 2.—The case of 
the alleged bribery of Gloucester alder- 
men, in connection with the granting of 
licenses last April, will be taken tothe 
superior court. The aunouncement was 
made Saturday, when eight witnesses 
Were summoned to appear before the 
grand jury at Lawrence, today, to give 
evidence relating to an inquiry asto the 
alleged bribery. 

The witnesses summoned were George 
A. Davis, Benjamin F. Ellery, John S. 
Parsons, George W. Scott, Walter F. 
Osborne, William F. Moore, Moses Luf- 
kin and John W. Moore. 

The case is the outcome of an unfinished 
investigation begun by a special commit- 
tee of the board of aldermen. About the 
time licenses were granted there were 
many stories afloat as to the licenses being 
sold, or offered for sale, by members of the 
board, 

The stories more directly affected two 
} members of the board, and some of them 
got into print. This led to a number of 
high-worded resolutions being introduced 
into the board, and the appointment of a 
committee to look into the matter. 


BACK TO ITALY, 


Brasilians Would Not Allow the Remo's 
Passengers to Land. 

GENOA, Oct. 2.—The steamship Remo, 
which sailed from this port for Rio de 
Janerio and Santos, Brazil, on Aug. 15, 
with 1433 emigrants, has arrived at Santa 
Cruz de Teneriffe, in the Canaries, on her 
return voyage. Cholera broke out aboard 
her during the outward voyage, and the 
health officers atthe Brazilian ports re- 
fused to let her passengers be landed. Up 
to the time of her arrival at Santa Cruz 


there were 125 cases of cholera on the 
Remo and 64 deaths. She is still in- 
fected. 


Her officers say that the return voyage 
has been made under great difficulties. 
The steamer was in great need of coai, 
water and provisions, and the lack ot 
proper food and drink is believed to have 
facilitated the spread of the disease among 
the emigrants. The officials at Santa 
Cruz provisioned*the Remo and got suf- 
ficient coalon board for the voyage back 
tothis por

A DECLINING ART. 

Paper Hanging Is Not Nearly So Remuner- 
ative an Occupation as Formerly. 
[Special Correspondence.] 

New Yorks, Sept. 28.—‘‘A curious and 
to men in my trade a most disagreeable 
thing,” said James P. Archibald, repre- 
sentative of the paper hangers in the 
board of delegates to the building trades 
of New York, ‘‘is the decline in the earn- 
ing capacity of paper hangers during the 
past 10 years. Before 1883 some of the 
most skilled men could easily earn $2,- 
800 a year. Now there are very few 
whocan make half that amount. To 
what do I attribute this? Well, if I were 
to give you all my reasons, you'd think 
some of them political, but the chief 
cause has been the growing favor be- 
stowed upon the higher forms of arttstic 
interior decorations, 

“In the old days, when aman built a 
fine house, he devoted a great deal of 
time and thought to the artistic paper- 
ing of its interior walls, and skilled pa- 
per hangers with some sense of pleasing 
harmonies and contrasts in color were 
in great demand and could easily com- 
mand fancy prices. Thirty-five dollars 
was not considered a large weekly wage 
then by any means; $40 was often paid 
and sometimes $50. 

“Those were palmy days for grainers, 
too, as the painters who with a brush 
imitate the natural fiber of wood are 
called, and paper hangers and grainers 
were held in very high repute among 
all classes, But ‘natural wood’ oiled 
and polished, and fresco painting, and 
lincu I

down our earnings and drove us practi- 
cally out of the field, so far as work in 
the most expensive mansions is con- 
cerned, Tin afraid paper hanging will 
never reach its old place again.”

Interesting Samples of What It Costs 
For Maintenance. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 2.—The book of treas- 
ury receipts and disbursements for the 
last fiscal year has just been issued, It 
shows some curious facts in the matter of 
customs receipts. At the points named the 
total receipts from customs for the laat 
fiscal year were: Kennebunk, Me., 90,18;

FITCHBURG, Mass., Oct. 3.—The Park- 
hill Manufacturing company, employing 
more than 2000 hanis, resumed work yes- 
terday. Reductions in the schedules of 
Wages are made, varying from 5 to 15 per 
cent. In future all wages will be figured 
per hour, instead of ver day or per week. 

The Fitchburg Worsted company, the 
Booliand Baltic mills also started, and 
will try to run 10 hours a day for five days 
a week, with al0 per cent reduction in 
wages and wages figured by the hour. 

The Grant yarn mill is running on full 
time again, while the great Orswell mills 
expect to start at once. 

Mill No. 4 of the Fitchburg company, at 
West Fitchburg, hus orders ahead for 
three months and is on full time.

CONTRACTORS RESPONSIBLE 


For the Chelsea Disaster In Which Four 
Lives Were Lost. 

CHELSEA, Mass., Oct. 3.—Special J astice 
Hart, before whom the inquest was held 
as to the cause of the Chelsea Yacht club 
disaster, on Aug. 3, 1893, has rendered a 
verdict finding that Matilda Shuman, 
Christina Putnam, John P. Warren and 
A. L. Pemberton, the victims, came to 
their deaths in consequence of the defec- 
tive construction of the balcony of the 
clubhouse, causing a part of the balcony 
to break down and precipitating the per- 
sons to the float or landing stage in the 
water below. 

From the weight and character of the 
evidence given at the inquest, the court 
said it could reach only one conclusion, 
which is summe’ up as follows: 

If the balcony had been properly built by 
the contractors, Hussey Bros. of Lynn, it 
would have been entirely adequate to sustain 
any possible weight or strain that could have 
been put upon it, and this serious calamity 
would never have occurred. Either the con- 
tractors had no special training or knowledge 
of the mechanical principles involved in the 
erections of buildings nor any comprehension 
of the risks comprised in a faulty construc- 
tion of work of this character, or having such 
knowledge and comprehension. they were 
legally and morally bound to do their work in 
a manner which would insure the ¢ beolute 
safety of each and every person having occa- 
sion to go upon the premises. This they 
wretchedly failed todo, and are therefore, in 
the opinion of the court, alone responsible for 
She cause of the accident and the fatalities 
and injuries resulting therefrom.

NEW POSTMASTER. 


Daniel C. Lyons to Succeed Thomas 
Gurney at Atlantic. 
[Special to the Daily Ledger.] 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 2,—Mr. Daniel C. 
Lyons was today appointed postmaster at 
Atlantic, Mass., vice Thomas Gurney. 

Postmaster Gurney, when seen by a rep- 
resentative of the LepGER this morning, 
said he had received no official notification 
other than the news that a successor had 
been appointed, although he had heard of 
it and presumed it was correct. 

Mr. Gurney did not appear to be much 
surprised that he was to be removed, and 
as far as outward appearances went, did 
not seem to feel disappointed. 

When asked about the establishment of 
a post officein Atlantic, Mr. Gurney said, 
previous to 1873 there was no office in 
Atlantic and people from that section got 
their mail through the office at Neponset. 
The mail was not carried to and from 
Atlantic by any particular person but was 
taken by any person who happened to be 
going that way. The office at Neponset 
has since been discontinued. 

In 1873, a fourth class office was estab- 
lished in Atlantic, in Mr. Gurney’s store, 
on Hancock street, and Mr. Gurney ap- 
pointed postmaster by Gen. Creswell who 
was Postmaster General under President 
Grant. The compensation of the post- 
master at that time was $12 per year. 
This was later changed and fourth class 
offices were paid according to the amount 
of stamps cancelled. 

The office has continued to increase un- 
der Mr. Gurney’s administration, so that 
now the compensation is in the vicinity of 
$100 per quarter. 

The office was moved to its present loca- 
tion about 1875. 

Mr. Lyons could not be found this morn- 
ing, and itis not known what bis plans 
are, although it is rumored that the office 
will be located in the building near the de- 
pot, now used as a news stand.

ORDERED,—That the Mayor be and he is 
hereby authorized to procure plans tor a 
brick hose house in Ward Four, to be 
located upon alot of land in Ward Four to 
be determined upon later, the dimension 
and general arrangements of said building 
to correspond with plans recently submitted 
to the committee; and the sum of $200 
is hereby appropriated for the payment of 
the cost of said plans; and the City 
Treasurer is hereby authorized to borrow 
said sum of $200 and to issue therefor one 
note of the city for $200, payable in one 
year from date of issue, at a rate of inter- 
est not to exceed six per centum per 
annum, 

The order took its first reading. 

Councilman Federhen offered an amend- 
ment to strike out ‘to procure plans,” and 
insert, ‘‘ to publicly advertise for and sub- 
mit to the City Council plans.” 

The amendment provoked considerable 
discussion. Councilman Federhen thought 
there had been an unjust discrimination 
against architects. 

Councilmen Moxon, Baker, Anderson, 
Badger, Shackley, Johnson, Robbins and 
others thought it very unfair and unjust to 
use one architect's plans as a basis for 
procuring competitive plans. Few had 
objections to competitive plans but before 
the amendment was made all reference to 
existing plans should be stricken out. 

Councilman Federhen understood the 
Mayor to have furnished the plans gratuit- 
ously, and considered it no breach to use 
them as a basis. They were generally sat- 
isfactory and the architect would probably 
be selected in the end, 

Councilman Holbrook said some seemed 
to think it always ‘fair’? to support the 
Mayor and ‘‘unfair’’ to oppose. He un- 
derstood only rough sketches had been pre- 
pared. 

Councilman Drake set him right by say- 
ing the plans were in first class shape, that 
he never saw better plans, that architect 
expected pay only if plans were used. 

The amendment was lost, 

Councilman Fedethen thought he had 
the laugh on the Council in that members 


had not voted as they intended, but found 
himself mistaken. He moved to strike out 
reference to existing plans. 

Councilman Moxon thought the neces- 
sity did not now exist. 

Councilmen Baker and Brown opposed 
competitive plans, 

Councilman Lennon favored competion, 
saying the contract methods were rotten. 

Councilman Robbins thought order all 
right as it was. 

The amendment was lost by a vote of 10 
to 11 as follows:

MODEL POWER STATION, 


The Quincy & Boston Street Railway Now 
Supplies Its Own Power. 

The carsof the Quincy & Boston street 
railway are now propelled by power gen- 
erated at the company’s new power 
station. It was turned on for the first 
time Saturday afternoon. 

The new power station is a model one 
and constructed so as to meet future 
wants and is said to be the best in the 
State. 

The station is situated at Quincy Point 
in the old boiler manufactory building 
which bas been changed on the inside to 
mieet the requirements of the heavy and 
delicate machinery necessary to generate 
the powerful current. 

The north-east corner of the main 
building has been partitioned off as an 
engine and generator room, and here is 
located a lurge Ball high speed engine of 
350 horse power. This drives the armature 
of a 550 volt generator, which is practical!y 
165 horse power. 

The engine and generator are set upon 
solid granite foundations. There is also 
provision made for a second generator of 
like capacity, which has not as yet beer 
placed in position as it is not needed 
The engine, however, is powerful enough 
to drive both generators. 

The feed wires enter through a window 
and pass to 2 switchboard on the wall, 
from which the wires pass under the floor 
to the generator. 

The switchboard is of black marble, 
with brass and nickel trimmings. On this 
board there is a bus bar to distribute the 
current; a volt metre to show the voltag: 
on the line; a 300-ampier am metre to show 
strength of current used by the cars; 
automatic circuit 
tripper; 


an 
breaker, with reset and 
potential receptacie; a 215-ampier 
switches; rheostat field switeh and light- 
ning arrester, the whole forming a very 
handsome board, 

Beneath the floor of the engine room 
there is a condenser, pump and heater, the 
water used in the boilers being salt water 
which is pumped into the condenser, thence 
through the heater into the boilers. 

The boilers, two in number, are located 
in a large, roomy brick building, 55x55, ad- 
joining the main building, and are each of 
150 horse-power. It is only necessary at 
present, however, to use one of them, 

From the station two feed wires are run, 
one as far as Washington street where it 
joins the Quincy Point and North Wey- 
mouth line, and the other to the car house 
where it enters a switch-board which dis- 
tributes it to the other lines, 

This board is s9 connected that the ecur- 
rent on any one or the whole of the trolley 
lines can be immediately cut off. Thus, 
should there bea fire on the West Quincy 
line where the trolly might endanger the 
firemen, the current can be immediately 
cut off but would not interfere with run- 
ning cars on the other lines.

Escape From Orowning of 
Two Weshet Overboard.

A very high sea was running and it 
was unsafe to attempt an entrance. Capt. 
Ed. Richardson anda party of Neponset 
and Quincy gentlemen are on board on 
theirannual trip to the gunning grounds 
here. 

They had a very rouzh trip down, and 
broke their main boom when off Minots. 
Two of the party were washed overboard 
and had a narrow escape from drowning. 
Agaiv, while ashore, two more of the party 
were thrown overboard by the violent 
pounding the boat was receiving, but the 
boat was nearly high and dry and they 
were quickly hauled on board. 

Their yaw] boat went adrift avd was 
picked up on the béach further south. 

The craft floated about 10.30 and was 
kedged out into deep water, but went 
ashore again a few hundred yards further 
up the harbor.

IN CONGRESS, 


Senator Washbara Backs Up a State- 
met Which Was Questioned. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—The resolution 
proposing a postponement of action on the 
repeal bill and other measures until the 
three vacant seats from Montana, Wash- 
ington and Wyoming are filled was 
brought up incidentally by the senator 
who introduced it last week (Mr. Dubois, 
Rep., Ida.). He disclaimed any purpose 
of obstructioa in offering it. 

This revival of the subject gave Mr. 
Washburn (Rep., Minn.) an opportunity 
ofdeclaring the proposition to be abso- 
lutely absurd, particularly in view of the 
fact that two of the states concerned were 
not silver producing, and had no more in- 
terestinthe silver question than other 
states, and were, furthermore, now repre- 
sented in the senate by men who would 
vote for unconditional repeal of the Sher- 
man act. This last statement was in- 
stantly challenged by both Mr. Dubois 
and by Mr. Wolcott (Rep., Colo.), who 
asked for the authority on which it was 
made. 

There was no hesitation on Mr. Wash- 
burn’s part in gratifying their curiosity. 
His authority, he said, came from the two 
senators themselves (Messra, Squire and 
e arey), and he stated afterwards in precise 

at the senator from Washington 
(tr Squire) had teld him thit he would 
vote for the unconditional repeal of the 
Sherman law. 

The statement seemed to surprise the 
senators from Colorado and Idaho. Mr, 
Dubois usserte that Messrs. Squire and 
Carey would vote against the pending 
bill. He did net say what authority he 
had for the assertion. 

The debate on the silver purchase zepeal 
bill was continued by Mr. Kyle (Pop., 8. 
D.) against the repeal and by Mr, to 
Millan (Rep., Mich.) for it. Mr. Dolph 
(Rep., Or.) also made an argument against 
the free coinage of silver. 

Outside of ahumorous speech by Mr, 
Clark (Dem., Mo.) against the federal 
elections laws, the proceedings in the 
house were lackingin interest. He kept 
the attention of the house for mora than 
an hour, and his sallies were enjoyed alike 
by political friend and foe.

Officer Oliver swore out 
awarrant, and with Officers Faxon and 
Knight of Randolph went to the house

10 o’clock Monday, wires being down in 
every directior, and no news of the storm 
could be sent out until last night. 

Worst Not Yet Known, 

MOBILE, Oct. 4—The details of the 
storm which broke on the gulf coast Mon- 
day morning are just beginning to come 
in, and, as was f feared, indications are that 
the loss of life in the lowlunds east of the 
city has been. very great. There is no 
doubt that it will be a week or longer be- 
fore the full story of the storm, with all 
the attendant details of death and destruc- 
tion, will be told.

He believed 
the discussion of outside matters more 
profitable than city affairs.

Accomplished by the Use of a Powerfal 
Dynamite Cartridge.

Sacramento's Water Supply System. 

Peculiar specifications for supplying 
water toSacramento are under discus- 
sion in that city. The water is to be 
taken from wells at least half a mile 
from the present city limits, and at least 
the same distance from any natural sur- 
face stream or pond. The contractor is 
required to guarantee ‘‘clear, sweet and 
wholesome water suitable for drinking 
water and domestic purposes.” 

A minimum of 1,000,000,000 gallons a 
year is to be suppliedin such daily quan- 
tities, not exceeding 8,000,000 gallons, as 
may be required. At the end of five 
years this minimum may be increased 
by the city on giving six months’ notice. 
The water is to be delivered through a 
riveted steel or iron pipe, laidand owned 
by the contractor, and delivered through 
ameter. The contractor must not fur- 
nish water direct to the customers, and 
is to have no control whatever over the 
mains, laterals, distributing pipes or 
water rates, which are to be entirely in 
the hands of the city authorities.—Ep- 
gineering Record.

THE AUBURN BATTLE 


Oitizens Have Begun to Take an 
Active Part. 


BOTH SIDES REMAIN FIRM 


And Give Out Statements Re- 
garding Their Positions. 


AUBURN, Me., Oct. 4.—The shoe mann- 
facturers, the unfon men and the citizens 
each had something to say yesterday re- 
garding labor troubles in this city. 

Herman A. Packard of the firm of Mon- 
roes, Packard & -Linscott said to a re- 
porter last eveniug: “After our help left 
us, we kept our factories open for two 
wéeks for the sole purpose of giving 
% former employes tke first opportu- 
n fies toresume work in their old po- 

tions, and, having scarcely any applica- 
tions during that time from the old help, 
we deemed it just and for our interests to 
seek help elsewhere, which we did, and 
are meeting with very good success. 

“In regard to foreign help at work in 
our factory, I will say that they are Ar- 
menians, and have been taxpayersin the 
state of Maine, They are also experienced 
sboemakers, and are doing their work to 
our satisfaction, 

“T can say for ourselves and for all mem- 
bers of the asscciation that we much pre- 
ferred giving employment to those who 
left our factories, but, after waiting two 
weeks, we were obliged to seek help from 
other sources. During the two weeks of 
suspense mary conceived the idea of weak- 
ness among the members of the associa- 
tion, which idea was erroneous in the ex- 
treme, asthe entire association has been 
firm from the startin the move to conduct 
business under the plan of individual con- 
tracts, and have no idea of making any 
Concessions whatever.”’ 

The Strikers’ Side. 


The exesutive committee of the joint 
board of Lasters, Boot and Shoe Workers’ 
International and Cutters’ unions re- 
quested the reporter to say for that body: 

“First—That E. Y. Turner of Auburn 
has no influence whatever with the shoe- 
makers of Auburn, 

“Second—That we will not accept a re- 
duction of 10 per cent. 

“Third—That we will not sign the shop 
rules drawn up by the Manufacturers’ 
association under any circumstances what- 
ever. 

“This statement is made by order of the 
joint board of the three unions.” 

In the face of these statements from 
both sides that they will not yield a single 
point, 500 citizens gathered in Auburn 
hall last evening to select a committee, 
with a view of effecting a settlement. 

W. A. Robinson called the meeting to 
order, and stated that it was nota time 
for speechmaking, but for action, and said 
that the object of the meeting was to de- 
vise some means of offering aid in settling 
the labor troubles. 

He then called ou Mayor Bolster to pre- 
side, and A. W. Fowles was elected secre- 
tary. 

A committee wasthen appointed and 
directed to offerto both the manufacturers 
and the unions itsaid insettling the differ-- 
ences. 

No Further Violence. 

The Armenian shoe workers were fol- 
lowed totheir boarding house again last 
night by a crowd, although no violence 
was offered. In dispersing the crowd col- 
lected in front of the boarding house the 
police arrested several men, and there was 
great excitement. Thousands of people 
were on the street. 

Last night 75 special police officers were 
ondutyin the business portion of the 
city, and the services of all were needed to 
keep the streets passable.

QUIETLY AWAY. 


Embezzler Hutchinson Is Taking It Easy 
In Argentina. 

Boston, Oct. 4.—Ex-Judge Eben Hutch- 
inson, who was once a judge of the Chel- 
sea district court and was indicted by 
the grand jury for embezzlement, causing 
him to flee the country and become a fugi- 
tive from justice, is now in the Argentine 
Republic. 

When the erring judge fled this city 
after defranding confiding clients out of 
some $100,000 he went to Chicago and re- 
mained quietly ensconsed there while the 
detectives of this city were making every 
effort to “‘locate’’ him. He remained in 
the west for several months until the ex- 
citement caused by his crookedness had 
subsided, and then, some two months ago, 
he came guietly into this city, and re- 
mained here for several days. 

Then, learning the temper of those who 
sought to have him puuished and realiz- 
ing that if captured here he would be 
prosecuted criminally, he as quietly 
slipped away, and under the very eyes of 
the police inspectors he shook the dust of 
Boston from his feet and is now quietly 
enjoying himself in the land where he can 
laugh at extradition papers. 

Every effort has been made to keep the 
fact of his having been in this city since 
he was indicted by the grand jury from 
the newspapers, but the intelligence 
jeaked out yesterday. The judye’s crim- 
mal career was fraught with seusation. 


WONDERFUL WINDLE 


Covers a Mile In 1:58 1-5 on the Track 
at Hampden Park, 

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., Oct. 4.—W. W. 
Windle broke the world’s record for a 
mile, flying start, at Hampden park, mak- 
ing itin 1:5815. He was paced by Olm- 
stead, Measureand Broadhead on a triplet, 
James Clark and Arnold ona tandem and 
Sanger. 

Previous to this trial he made a world’s 
record for the half mile in 563-5. He was 
paced by Sanger for the first quarter and 
Tyler for the last. 

The world’s record fora mile was held 
by Zimmerman in 2:04. Windle, however, 
made a mile in 2:04 4-5. Last year Windle 
roade a half mile on the Springfield track 
fo 1:00 1-5. 


A TRYING EXPERIENCE. 


Edgar Mix Writes of His Trouble In an 
Austrian Town. 

LYNN, Mass., Oct.4.—Edgar W. Mix, 
formerly of this city, who was arrested in 
Pryems], Austria, a few weeks ago, 
charged with being a spy, writes toa 
friend here that when arrested he had left 
the train to ph tograph some odd looking 
Hebrews. He showed his passport to the 
Officers, but was searched in the depot 
and sent to prison and locked up in com- 


pany with four Hebrews. Permission to 
telegraph tu the American consul in Paris 
was refu-ed, but the information was sent 
by alawyer. Finally, upon the protest of 
the American consul at Paris, he was re- 
leased by order of the Austrian minister, 
“some hours after he waslocksd up.” He 
adds: 

“IT wrote our company in Paris to make 
a claim, in my name personally, of at least 
5900 francs damages and 500 francs for ex- 
pense and loss, for I lost my overcoat, and 
my camera was injured by the police, who 
wan:zed to ses what was insideit. I shall 
also make a heavier claim for damages in 
the name of the company, as I was delayed 
just three days, and business was very im- 
portant at O lessa.”

Clerk Botsford 
of the Connecticut shellfish commission 
furnished him with such statistical in- 
formation as he desired. De Varigny will 
spend several days here observing the 
local methed of dredging by steam and in- 
quiring into the other methods of culti- 
vating oysters,

IN LIGHT AND SHADE. 


WONDERFUL EPOCHS IN HISTORY 
SKETCHED UPON THE WALL. 


The Frescoes on the Walls of the Rotunda 
at the Capitol Soon to Be Finished—A 
Remarkable and Picturesque Series of 
Events. 


(Special Correspondence.]} 

Wasuincton, Sept. 28.—The host of 
distinguished people who had listened 
to the ceremonies in commemoration of 
the centennial of the laying of t»e cor- 
nerstone of the capitol the pther day 
left the platform on conclusion of the 
programme and passed out through the 
great rotunda. Many of them paused to 
look at the beautiful gallery and to gaze 
up at the allegorical ceiling of the noble 
dome —the noblest dome, considered 
both from its exterior and interior as-

pects, known to architecture. The eyes 
of many of them rested upon the scaf- 
folding which is suspended half way up 
the greut height. To many of these ob- 
servers this scaffolding had long been a 
familiar object. For many years nowit 
has hung there and for five or six years 
has not been occupied, except by the ac- 
cumulation of dust, cobwebs and cigar 
and cigarette stumps thrown from the 
gallery, whichis far above it and just 
underneath the beautiful allegorical 
canopy. Thescaffolding was placed there 
forthe accommodation of the Italian 
artist who was engaged for a long time 
in painting the frieze which traverses 
the whole circuit of the rotunda. 

I was one of those who gazed at this 
scaffolding, asI had gazed at it many 
times before. On this occasion it oc- 
curred to ine it was about time this 
unsightly object in the beautiful rotun- 
da were removed. Ithas obviously been 
kept there all these years waiting for a 
renewal of the work upon the frieze, 
which is nearly completed and could be 
finished by a few weeks’ work. This 
frieze is really one of the admirable 
works of art in the capitol. To the ob- 
server who stands on the floor of the 
great rotunda, far below it appears to bea 
sunken space or kind of shelf eight or ten 
feet high completely surrounding the ro- 
tunda. Itis painted with a frescoin a 
style which the artists call chiaro oscuro 
in imitation of alto relievo, though lam 
sure I do not know what that means. 
But if one is unable to determine what 
chiaro oscuro alto relievo is, he has no 
difficulty in understanding the wonder- 
ful series of sketches of American his- 
tory with which the frieze is adorned, 
nor is it difficult to perceive that the ex- 
ecution of this work, so far as it has 
gone, has been so perfect that while the 
scenes and figures are mere paintings 
they appear to stand outin the high re- 
lief of statuary. 

It occurred tome to ascertain why this 
work of art has not been completed and 
the unsightly scaffolding torn down. So 
I called upon Architect Clark, one of the 
grand old men of this capital city—the 
man who for many years has had sole 
control of the American statehouse, and 
who loves the great building as 1f it were 
his own child. Mr. Clark quickly in- 
formed me that the frieze had not been 
finished for the simple reason that the 
two committees on library, which have 
supervision over the capitol, had not as 
yet been able to agree upon the historical 
incident or episode which was to form 
the subject of the final painting. But 
one cartoon is now needed to complete 
the frieze and thus to encircle the mag- 
nificent 1otunda with a series of pictures 
designed to represent climaxes in the his- 
tory of the republic. Mr. Clark said the 
time had now come in all probability 
when the topic for the last cartoon could 
be decided upon and the work completed. 

Some year: ago the library committees 
ef the house and senate, which have the 
very good fashion of leaving these mat- 
fers very much to the control of the 
architect, had about concluded, on his 
recommendation, to fill up the series of 
pictures with a cartoon which should 
represent completion of the Pacific rail- 
way. That was indeed a great episode 
in the history of western civilization. It 
marked an era in the westward march 
of progress. But some difficulties and 
objections arose, and it was pointed out 
that not only had there been scandal in 
connection with the building of this rail- 
road, but that too many of the clef 
actors in the work were still alive to 
make it an appropriate topic for histor- 
ical treatment. In other words, it was 
too contemporaneous to be good history. 
This idea was at length abandoned, and 
ho other incident in the latter part of the 

| career of the country appearing to be of 
sufficient importance to deserve treat- 
ment in this manner, completion of the 
series was postponed. 
| But now the incident has come. The 
| historical climax worthy representation 
| pp this series of the centuries has made 
|its appearance. It is, of course, the four 
hundredth anniversary of the discovery 
of America and the memorable manner 
jin which that discovery has been cele- 
| brated by the World’s Columbian expo- 
‘sition at Chicago. While it has not yet 
been officially decided to employ this 
topic in completion of the frieze, little 
| doubt remains that it will eventually be 
‘decided upon. Nothing could be more 
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appropriate, and when the work shall 
have been finished there will be no finer 
cartoon in the series than that designed 
to show the meeting on the shores of the 
inland sea,in the very center of our 
wonderful western civilization, not only 
of the nations of the world in the rivalry 
of peace, but descendants of Ferdinand 
and Isabella, who sent Columbus forth 
on his voyage of discovery, and the de- 
scéndants of Columbus himself. 

With sketches of the beautiful archi- 
tecture of the White City at Chicago for 
a background, and with figures repre- 
senting the assemblage of tig nations 
and the descendants of the discoverer 
and of Aragon and Castile for the fore- 
ground, this picture should be a success 
not only from the artistic but from thé 
alfegorical point of view. What is bet- 
ter than this selection of topic is the 

robability that the great frieze begun 
y one Italian a quarter of acentury ago, 
and continued by another Italian after 
the death of the first, may now be com- 
pleted by the hand of an American artist.

We recognize no equal, either in 
quality, durability or beauty, and it would 
be a great benefit to the Quincy granite 
and local business, if these points were 
judiciously advertised. 

It would be unfair to expect one or two 
firms to do this advertising and the 50 to 
100 reap the benefit. One or two firms 
could not afford it, but there is merit in the 
suggestion that a stock company be formed 
to boom Quincy granite, to advertise it, 
send out agents, furnish designs, figure on 
work and let it out to Quincy manufac- 
turers. The middlemen’s profit would come 
to the Quincy manufacturers, or would be 
used by the association of Quincy manu- 
facturers in booming Quincy granite and 
making the granite business of Quincy 
better. 

As to the best medium for advertising, 
we would suggest the magazine list, ‘a few 
of the leading weekly papers in the New 
England and Middle States, and the QuINCY

Over 200 More Voters Than Oct, 1, 1892— 
The Changes, 


Tue Dairy LEDGER presents today a 
carefully prepared summary of the voters 
of the city. It shows the total number of 
voters in the city and in each ward now 
anda year ago. It also shows the total 
number of changes in each ward—the 
number dropped and added, Of the number 
added, but 38 are new voters, showing that 
99 voters have moved from one ward to 
another between May 1, 1892 and May 1, 
1893.

It will be noticed first that there are over 
200 more voters than on the preliminary 
lists last year. The greatest gain was in 
Ward Five, Wollaston, where the increase 
of 95 was more than any other two wards, 
Wards One, Four, Three, Two and Six fol- 
low in the order named. 

West Quincy continues to be the largest 
ward, but Ward One has also over 600 
voters. Ward Three is third, Ward Two 
is fourth, Ward Five a much better fifth 
and Ward Six last. 

In the revision there were 553 changes, a 
transfer from one ward to another count- 
ing twice. 

Most of the changes, over one-half the 
total number, were iu Wards Three and One. 
Ward Three lest the largest number and 
Ward Five the least. Ward One gained the 
most and Ward Six the least. 

Deducting the 99 transfers from 416, 
shows 317 to have disappeared from the 
lists. As names can be dropped only for 
death or removal from the city, it isevident 
that the assessors and registrars believe 
some 200 voters to have removed from the 
city during the year. 

It is probable that many more have 
moved ip, and that there will be 3400 to 
3600 on the list, at the State election Nov. 
7. The Registrars will hold several) meet- 
ings before registration closes Saturday 
Oct. 28, at 10 P.M.

Agents Swindle 200 or 
People—An Arrest Made. 


Another swindler has been working 
Quincy for the past two weeks and so 
successful has he been that two hundred 
and thirty people have parted with $1.75 
with the expectation of getting something 
of ten times that value in return. As 80 
many people have been taken in by 
swindlers in the past, it seems strange 
that when anyone who made such an 
offer as these parties did, they should find 
so many who would be taken in. It only 
shows, however, that a man with a smcoth 
tongue can find plenty of victims. 

The parties have been working this city 
for about two weeks. They have been 
making a systematic house to house canvass 
soliciting subscriptions to the Ladies’ Home 
Journa). As an inducement they offered 
to give twelve large oak framed lithographs 
and a year’s subscription to the above 
name journal for $1.75. Just think of it, 
the regular price of the Journal is $1 and 
for the seventy-five cents they were to give 
you what was worth outside of the pictures 
over $12. 

The bait was a tempting one and as said 
before, something over two hundred Quincy 
people swallowed it and parted with $1.75. 

One of the ladies who _ subscribed 
became suspicious when her journal did 
not arrive, and wrote the home office 
which promptly informed her that the 
parties were swindlers. She notified Chief 
of Police Langley who has been watching 
for the parties. 

The officers were unable to find them, 
however, until Wednesday evening when 
Officer Ferguson arrested one of the fellows 
at the depot. 

He refused to give his name to the 
Officers, but that availed him nothing, as 
they already knew that it was Richard 
Calef. 

While sitting behind the bars at the 
police station he told the following story: 

‘*My trade is a jeweller, and I came from 
the West in search of work. About five 
weeks ago I met a man in a billiard hall in 
Providence who gave his name as C, H. 
Booth. When he learned that I was out 
of work he offered to employ me as an 
agent. I was to receive $12 per week and 
a commission of twenty cents on every 
subscriber I secured. We worked in a 
number of places, coming to Quincy two 
weeks ago, I supposed everything was all 
right until Tuesday when I learned that it 
was a swindle. I met Booth in Boston 
Tuesday afternoon and told him it was a 
swindle. He denied it at first but after- 
wards owned that it was. I did not know 
what to do, but I came back to Quincy and 
was arrested.” 

The officers are inclined to place some 
reliance on Calef’s story. He was arraigned 
in court today.

THE GULF CYCLONE. 


Twelve Hundred Lives Supposed 
to Have Been Lost. 


REPORTS ARE INCOMPLETE. 


Harrowing Stories by Survivors 
of the Disaster. 


New Or.LeANs, Oct. 5,—The latest ad- 
vices from the section of the state de- 
vastated by Sunday night’s storm indicate 
that the death list will reach the appalling 
total of 1200. Train crews on the Grand 
Island road report the track covered with 
debris, in which dead bodies are profusely 
intermingled, and one of the passengers 
said that he counted no less than $5 bodies 
on his journey to this city from that part 
of the destroyed district. 

The country throughout is a scene of 
wreck and devastation. The trains which 
teached New Orleans last evening brought 
B number of the Bayou Cook survivors to 
the city, many of them wretchedly attired 
and their faces bearing the marks of fear- 
ful suffering. Tony Negevitch, one of the 
survivors, reports that 87 bodies had been 
found there up to the time he had left, 
and from information volunteered by 
other arrivals it is estimated that 300 
people perished on Bayou Cook and in 
that section of the country. ‘The deaths 
at other points all the way from Bayou 
Cook to Grand Isle and Cheniere will swell 
the total tomore than 1200, according to 
the best information now obtainable. At 
Grand Bayou not less than 26 perished. 

It is learned that the loss of life in Rosa- 
rio and Lincoln has been great. No 
definite information has been yet received 
from Grand island. The tracks are com- 
pletely washed away, and as there is no 
communication by telegraph it is impos- 
sible to verify the report that there has 
been great loss of life at that point. The 
houses on Grand island are built ona 
ridge that runs through the middle of the 
island, and us many of them are sheltered 
by the trees it is difficult to calculate What 
the result of the storm has been. There 
are only about 200 residents on the island 
and no one has arrived from there. 


CHENIERE WIPED OUT. 


Suffering of Its Inhabitants 
Told by a Survivor. 

NEW ORLEANS, Oct. 5.—Mathew Schurb 
of Goldsboro, just opposite the city, was 
one of the survivors of the Cheniere 
calamity and arrived yesterday on the 
steamer Gocd Mother. He brought with 
him a harrowing story of his experiences 
and of the loss of life at Cheniere. He 
saysin one house there were 25 people. 
The house was a rude establishment of 
boards, and proved to be a tomb of prob- 
ably a score of persons. 

Mr. Schurb estimates that the loss of | 
life on Grand Isle and Cheniere, Camina‘a, | 
andinthe Grand Lake, Adams, Cook, 
Chalon and Trister bayou settlements 
will reach 800, When he left Cheniere 
island he counted but five nouses stand- 
ing, out ofa total of about 300, while the 
land was covered with corpses. 

Mr. Schurb says that when daylight 
broke the picture of desolation was awful 
to behold. Only here and there stood a 
house. Here and there were ghastly faces 
of corpses turned upward to the peaceful 
skies, now bright and beautiful with the 
mild autumn sun, and bearing no traces 
of the fury of the night. Upon them 
were still evidences of the terrible agony 
that they had suffered before death came 
to relieve them of their troubles. Many 
of the men, women and children had lived 
through the night, but mortally wounded 
and with nothing to quench their thirst, 
and no medical as-istance at hand, had 
given up the struggle that verily tried 
men’s souls. 

There were broken arms and broken 
legs, bruised «and battered bodies, faces 
slashed ont of all human resemblance. 
Many a pile of debris was the temporary 
grave of a family. 

Cheniere lies across from Grand Isle, 
and is separated from the island by Chen- 
iere bay. Its bead is stuck out in the gulf, 
and when the storm came up the mighty 
waves of the ocean washed over the face 
of the stricken land and swept everything 
before them. Cheniere was the home of 
fishermen and storekeepers, and it com- 
prised a colony of 1400 souls, with churches 
and schools and evidences of modern civil- 
ization. 

Nearly all its residents were white 
people, the Spanish race largely predom- 
inating. There was no time to build cof- 
fins, and those remaining dug ditches in 
which to deposit the remains of the vic- 
tims. Mr. Schurb participated in the in- 
terment of not less than 50 persons, men, 
women and children, some of these havy- 
ing not a mark upon their persons to show 
what had caused death. 

Unless steps are taken immediately to 
organize relief parties it is not unlikely 
that many will perish from starvation and 
thirst. 

The water destroyed all the provisions 
on the Cheniere island. The result is that 
fresh water is. so scarce that it is not suf- 
ficient to relieve the thirst of the hun- 
dreds who are now without anything to 
eat and scarcely anything to drink.

VIGILANT HAS FRIENDS 


Who Are Willing to Bet That She Beats 
the Valkyrie.

HORRIBLE CRUELTY 


Meted Qut to a Little Boston Boy by His 
Bourding Mistress. 

Boston, Oct. 6.—A horrible case of cru- 
elty to a 38-year-old child was brought to 
light yesterday afternoon by the arrest of 
a woman who is alleged to have beaten 
the child in a most brutal manner. 

Her name is Bridget Dowling, she is 35 
years of age and resides at 158 Leverett 
street. She has been keeping the child for 
about a year, receiving $2 a week for her 
bother. The mother of the child is said 
to livein Cambridge. The child’s name is 
said to be Jonas James and he is of He- 
brew parentage. 

The head and body of the child is one 
mass of bruises. On the left side of the 
face isalarge black and blue bruise, and 
ander one eye is a severe cut, which must 
have been of recent date. The lobe of the 
left ear is also jet black, and on the head, 
when the little one’s hair is brushed back, 
may be seen black and yellow discolora- 
tions and the scars of a cut. The child’s 
abdomen and both legs are also frightful 
sights; and it was thought at first that 
one leg was broken, but an examination 
shows that this is not so. 

Agent Loring and the police are con- 
vinced that the bruises are the results of 
cruelty from the hands of the Dowling 
woman. 

She says in defense that the wounds of 
the lad were caused by a fall which he re- 
ceived in going down a flight of stairs, 
but a reputable physician said that the 
wounds could never have been caused by 
a fall, but must have been the result of 
abuse. 

The child is now being cared for at the 
home ofthe Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Children.

Vigilant and Valkyrie’s First Leg 
Declared a Draw. 


THE BRITISH BOAT LED. 


Vigilant’s Friends Glad That the 
Wind Failed. 


New York, Oct. 6.—Lack of wind made 
the first of the international yacht races a 
failure. Thousands of enthusiastic citi- 

ens hada delightful day’s outing on the 
water and saw Lord Dunraven’s Valkyrie, 
the pride of Great Britain, sail past our 
cup defender Vigilant (but it was while 
the Vigilant was becalmed), and saw the 
Vigilant creep up on the British boat 
whenever the wind held steady. They saw 
the Valkyrie gain a big advantage by be- 
Ing better handled, and they saw both

It was more ofa drifting match thana 
race. The wind at no time reached the 
dignity of asailinzg breeze. The race was 
started with the wind fromthe north. It 
ended with the wind from the south. Tie 
thousands of enthusiastic yachtsmen saw 
the Valkyrie at one time nearly two miles 
in the lead, and some of them were glad 
that the wind failed to carry the boats over 
the course in the six hours, as it looked at 
the last as if the Enaglish would, in all 
probability, have won the race. More fair- 
minded yachtsmen recognized the superior 
wayin which John Bull’s sailors out- 
generalled Uncle Sam’s tars, and regretted 


| that the English boat won only an empty 


victory. 
Enthusiasts Out In Force. 

The whole of New York and vicinity 
seemed to be on the water. A thick mist 
hung over the water in the morning, but 
at 11 o’clock it cleared away and the sea 
was like glass. ‘There were boats from 
Philadelphia, Boston, Baltimore and bun- 
dreds of nearby points. Had there beena 
heavy wind there would have undoubtedly 
been anumber of accidents, as large and 
small craft alike were in such close quar- 
ters that, as it was, many accidents were 
narrowly averted. 

The crews of the two yachts were astir 
atdawn. All unnecessary truck was put 
off on the tenders, and the boats made 
ready for the contest. The skippers looked 
dubiously at the sky and were disap- 
pointed, as both wanted a good strong 
wind. 

A few minutes after 8 o’clock the Vigi- 
lant’s anchor went up, andin tow of the 
tug Commander she passed out through 
the Narrows. On her were C. Oliver 
Iselin and Perry Belmont of the syndicate 
of owners; Captain Hansen, her skipper; 
Nat Herreshoff, her builder; Duncan 
Kew, the representative of Lord Dun- 
raven; Captain Terry and Newberry 
Thorne. 

The Valkyrie followed in tow of the tug 
Louis Palver 10 minutes later. On board 
her was a distinguished party, including 
the Earl of Dunraven. The New York 
Yacht club was represented on the Val- 
kyrie by Rear Commodore Archibald 
Rogers, head of the syndicate which built 
the Colonia. 

The yachts were saluted by tugs and in- 
coming ocean steamers as they passed 
down the bay and proceeded out to Sandy 
Hook lightship. They were followed by 
Commodore Morgan’s steam yacht, May, 
with the cup committee on board. With 
the committee on the May was the secre- 
tary of the navy, Mr. Herbert. 

The Vigilant arrived at the lightship 
ahead ofthe Valkyrie. The Valkyrie spent 
considerable time getting her mainsail up. 

The Start. 

The start was a pretty one, as the spin- 
nakers were broken out just before cross- 
ing the line, and the two tall single stick- 
ers presented a fine appearance as they 
stood down toward the Jersey coast. 

There was a big fleet at the turn, and 
Lord Dunraven and his men got a cheer 
and a salute of steam whistles and 
screams which they will not soon forget. 
The boats all waited for the Vigilant and 
gave heras good a blast as though she 
were leading instead of being a poor sec- 
ond. 

When it became apparent that there 
would be no finish, many of the excursion 
boats started for the city. After the race 
was over the committee announced that 
the next race will be Saturday. It will be 
overthe same course and will be the first 
race postponed from yesterday. 

The Vigilant was the first to announce 
her intention of giving up the unsatis- 
factory contest, which she did by hauling 
down her jib topsail and taking a line 
from the tug Cou:mander. The Valkyrie 
did likewise, being taken in tow by the 
tug Luckenbach. 

At this time the Englishman was lead- 
ing the American by one mile, which, 
added to the allowance of 1m. 48s, gave 
the Valkyrie really a lead of nearly a mile 
anda half. Had the boats continued to 
the starting point there isno doubt that 
the Valkyrie wou'd have held her advan- 
tage and the race resulted in a victory for 
Lord Dunraven’s cutter.

Free Libraries and Schools. 


Massachusetts has two very proud ex- 
hibits at the World’s Fair, in maps, one of 
which repiesents her free schools jin black 
dots over the surface of the map. There 
rre 7£09 free public schools, of which num- 
ber 245 are high, and 255 are evening 
schools. Boston has 574, Worcester comes 
second with 283. Of the teachers em- 
ployed, (10,965) 9,873 of them are women. 
3267 of them have greduated from the 
state normal schools, 

The other map shows in red figures in 
each city and town the free public libraries, 
and the number of volumes in each one, 
‘The Boston library bas over half a million 
of volumes alone, whigh number will be 
furiher increased when the new library is 
comple.ed. Of the 352 municipalities, 310 
have free libraries. Nearly three million 
books comprise the number. ‘Our free 
libraries comprise 97 per cent. of the entire 
population, while the individual gifts for 
their support amount to over $6,CC9,C20.

Children have taken out a number of 
profitable patents. The youngest in- 
ventor on record is Donald Murphy of 
St. John, Canada, who at six years of 
age obtained from the United States ex- 
clusive rights in a sounding toy. Mabel 
Howard of Washington at eleven years 
invented an ingenious game for her inva- 
lid brother and got a patent for it. Ar- 
thur G. Smith of Richwoods, Ills., at 
twelve years invented and patented a 
rowing apparatus, 

When only seventeen years old, Benja- 
min F, Hamilton of Boston took out 
patents ona number of devices for elec- 
tric and elevated railways. A dispute 
over a contract which he desired to 
escape from on the ground of his minor- 
ity made an interesting case not long ago 
before the commissioner of patents, 
Samuel Ker, eighteen years old, has 
patented a self-feeding pen. Other boys 
have invented useful devices for electric 
signaling, telephoning and _ cigarette 
making. George C. Pyle of Wilmington, 
Del., at the age of eighteen, patented a 
machine which turns out sixty horse- 
shoes a minute. He sold it for a sum 
sufficient to lift the mortgage off his 
father’s home. In fact, it was this pur- 
pose which inspired him to undertake 
the task of invention.—Cincinnati Com- 
merctal Gazette.

Government Railroads, 


In 1889 the railroads of Russia paid the 
government a net surplus of $77,500,C00, 
Taking this as a basis the railroads of the 
United States would pay all the state and 
national taxes. India has 16,000 miles of 
government railroad, magnificent depots 
and iron telegraph poles. The poor work 
ing people of India average only seven 
bents aday. The railroad fare is only one- 
Seventeenth of a cent per mile. So they 
can ride 119 miles for the price of a day’s 
labor. The average price per day in the 
United States for labor is $1.50. There is 
a wide difference between seven cents and 
$1.50. yet the citizen of India can ride 
sixty-nine miles further for the price of a 
day’s work than the American 
—Golden Rule.

VICTIMS OF COCAINE. 


Bound More Securely Than by Morphine 
or Alcohol. 

“Is the cocaine habit growing?” 

“T should say it was. Why, about six 
years ago cocaine was 85 cents a grain. 
There was none of this widéspread habit 
then. It has all grown upin recent years, 
Now the drug can be purchased at retail 
at 3 cents a grain, and three or four drug 
stores in this city sell it to its victims in 
quantities to suit. Most of the reputa- 
ble drug stores will not do this, notwith- 
standing the fact that the trade is very 
profitable. They don’t care to have such 
a class of customers about them. But 
the habit grows and grows and grows.” 

“Is it very degrading?” 

“Dreadfully so. Now, here is a hypo- 
dermic syringe I recently took from a 
West Point graduate, the son of an old 
general of the army. When he was 
brought here, I added it to the’collection 
there in the case. Look at that syringe! 
The point of the needle has been broken 
and filed down, because the victim 
couldn’t get money enough to buy a new 
Why, it’s enough to poison a man’s 
entire system to inject that dirt into his 
blood. But this West Pointer told me 
the last time he used the syringe he took 
a penknife and gashed his arm and then 
stuck the syringeintothe wound. ‘T} at’s 
the condition they get into.” 

“What is the effect of cocaine?” 

“It has a local effect of numbing or 
paralyzing the tissues immediately 
around the place where the injection is 
made, so you can cut those tissues with- 
out the patient’s experiencing the slight- 
est pain. So itis used in small surgical 
operations. But in addition to the local 
effect it has a general effect of exhilara- 
tion. People under its influence can do 
a great deal of work and go without 
But the effect wears off in about 
a quarter of an hour, requiring additional 
injections to maintain it. Morphine, on 
the other hand, has an effect lasting from 
six to eight hours.”—Interview With a 
Physician in San Francisco Examiner 


GIGANTIC COMPLICATIONS. 


The Lombard Investment Company's 

Troubles Only Just Begun. 

Now that the Lombard Investment 
company has passed into the hands of 
receivers, its methods and the way in 
which it was excluded from doing busi- 
ness in Massachusetts will be interest- 
ing to the many people who have had 
dealings with the former concern. Be- 
sides investors in New England many 
mortgages also were taken in England 
and Holland, and the consul general of 
Holland in New York has been in re- 
peated communication with Mr. J. Rus- 
sell Reed, the state commissioner of 
foreign mortgage corporations (foreign 
meaning merely outside of Massachu- 
setts) regarding the interests of Dutch 
mortgage holders in this much adver- 


| tised company. 


All summer there has been an effort 
to find trustworthy men among those 
interested who would take hold of the 
corporation and make the best of its as- 
sets for the benefit of the holders of the 
mortgages. About $32,000,000 in guar- 
anteed mortgages are now in the hands 
of purchasers from the company on 
which the company had a contingent lia- 
bility. Itis the belief of Mr. Reed that 
up to the day the company was put into 
the hands of receivers it might have 
been continued if the right men could 
have been found to go into it. 

Mr. M. B. Whitney of Westfield, who 
has held the presidency of the company 
since the forced retirement of the Lom- 


bards, regarded himself as an ad interim |

Dullness In the Theatrical Business. 

In theatrical affairs at present the ex- 
tremes of adversity do not meet; but, on 
the contrary, they lie a whole continent 
apart.

In the small towns of New England the 
situation is deplorable. Thirty dollars 
were the gross receipts which several 
good combinations haveearned in towns 
of from 15,000 to 25,000 inhabitants. In 
fact, many of the local managers are can- 
celing their dates insheer despair. After 
all, it is the local manager who is the 
biggest loser in a frost of this sort. The 
manager of the combination usually gets 
as his share 85 per cent of the gross re- 
ceipts. Out of the remainder the pro- 
prietor of the theater has to pay the ex- 
penses for light, fuel, ushers, etc. The 
theatrical manager cuts down the sal- 
aries of his company, but the lessee of 
the theater can’t adopt such methods 
with his coal and gas bill.

gon’s bay and Greenland, arrived last} 
evening.

With the information that reached th 
city from Grand Isle, Cheniere, Caman- 
ada, it is now estimated that between 1100 
and 1400 lives were lost, and damage to the 
extent of over $1,000,000 has been done to 
property by the late storm. 

In the Point La Hache district the 
death List has been swollento 80, and 
searching parties are still out. 

Around Shell Beach and Malo Isle the 
list of dead is in the neighborhood of 39. 

Itis pretty well determined that the 
loss of life in the Bayou Cook country 
will approach 200. Scores of fishing 
smacks aud luggers have been destroyed, 
and the country swept clean of its houses. 

Reliable news from Grand Isle give the 
loss of life there as 25, all colored. 

The Cheniere population was 1400 and 
the loss there is somewhat between 800 
and 1000. 

It is fair to estimate, therefore, that be- 
tween 1100 and 1400 persons perished in 
the storm. The property loss will be more 
than a million. 

There was 300 or 400 crafts engaged in 
the oyster and fish industry and one-third 
or half of these have been wrecked, turned 
bottom upwards and lost. 

MOBILE, Oct. 6.—Storm news is coming 
steadily. At Pascagoula the following 
vessels are ashore: Steamship Maurice, 
bark Phoebe, schooners Griffin, Amelia 
Franklin, Webb Tyler, Palos, Fair Wind, 
and brigs Emma and Mary C Marmier of 
Key West. Two of these have been left 
lying on the railroad tracks. The damage 
in Scranton and Pascagoula is estimated 
at $250,000.

NOTHING BUT DUTCH. 


A CITY SURROUNDED BY A WALL OF 
FOREIGN CUSTOMS. 


Ls 


In a Thoroughly American Locality, but 
Wedded to Foreign Ways—A Devout and 
Peaceful People —Quaint Attire and 
Wooden Shoes—No Respect For Women. 

(Special Correspondence. ] 
OraNGE Cry, Ia., Sept. 28.—Less than 

a quarter of a century ago the site of 


| this quaint Dutch village was a dead 
| level sweep of prairie, unbroken by a 


solitary house or tree orshrub. An ocean 
of grass spread off to the sky liae on 
every side—an ocean without a sail! 
Then came a syndicate of Hollanders. 
They bonght a few sections of land in 
the heart of that wild waste of grass;! 
inducements for immigrants to come! 
hither from The Hague, from the country 
of dykes and windmills, where the cus- 
toms of the people differso broadly from | 
our own. 
And the immigrants came at the call ! 
—came 600 strong. They built this vil-} 
lage, and they named it in honor of the 
Prince of Orange—a man hated by the! 
Irish as only the Irish can hate. They 
planted trees by the hundred till now 
their homes and public honses are 
steeped in umbrageous foliage. They 
tilled the surrounding country till vast 
harvests were their reward, and right 
merrily their lives went on in this freer 
land they had come to call their own. 
A brave, aggressive, self respecting peo- 
ple were these Hollanders, but clannish 
to the last degree. If a man isn’t Dutch, 
they have no use for him. <A person mt 
of their nationality cannot buy a foot of 
soil within the limits of this village. 
“This is a Dutch village,” they will tell 
you, ‘‘and we propose to keep it Dutch.” 
The result is that other nationalities 
are represented here by less than 50 peo- 
ple, three-fourths of whom are Ameri- 
cans. 
The tradesmen are all Dutch, and the 
same can be said of the physicians, news-

for this is the county seat of Sioux 
county; but, strange to say, the lawyers 
are all citizens of American birth. Busi- 
ness is conducted principally in the 
Dutch tongue. In fine, Orange City is 
virtually a Dutch village transferred 
from Holland to the United States. 

The names of the people here are ver- 
itable jawcrackers, 2s a rule, but if they 


still to spell unless you know how. For 
instance, I meta man named Aa, but the 
spelling in this name, asin many others 
here, is wholly unlike the pronunciation. 
The dress of the ordinary citizen of 
Orange City would create a sensation in 
any American community. He wears a 
peaked cloth cap; he swathes his neck in 
Winter With a knit woolen scarf that is 
wrapped in fold upon fold round and | 
round his throat till he looks as if he 
would suffocate; his coat is a curiosity 
that defies description; his pantaloons 
are inches too short; then come the 
coarse homemade socks—you can always 
see his socks—followed finally by the in- 
evitable wooden shoes. 
Clamp—clamp—clamp, he tramps 
along, hands in pockets, and in nine cases 
out of ten smoking a short blackish pipe. 
About 10 o’clock every morning you 
will see the Dutch citizen, without re- 
spect to his social status, hurrying home- 
ward for his coffee, which he quafts 
without cream or sugar and then hurries 
back to business. He may live a mile or 
more from his shop or office; it may be 
raining cats and dogs; it inay be cold 
enough to freeze the ears off a marble 
image, but that 10 o'clock tramp after 
his coffee your Hollander is bound to 
take. 
The average Dutch citizen is very de- 


yout. On Sunday morning as soon as 
the churchbell begins to ring you will 


see nearly the whole population moving 
reverently toward the Lutheran courch. 
By the time the second bell has rung 
the streets are empty and the church is 
full. Sometimes it happens, however, 
that a man, woman or child is a little 
late, and they will run frantically in or- 
der to reach the church before the serv- 
ices begin. They remain there nearly ail 
jay, having brought a lunch with which 
to stay the zppetite throughout the in- 
*erminable talk of the pastor. 

The Dutch havea most detestable view 
of woman. They look upon a wife as 
the property of her husband and think 
there is no harm in ordering her around 
like a dog. Of course this idea is never 
carried into effect as far as the better 
classes are concerned, but it prevails 
with all the citizens here with whom | 
have conversed. It is an old world heresy 
that cannot survive long in the light of 
our new world civilization. 

Politics doesn’t cut much of a figure 
hereaway. Sometimes the Dutch yote 
for one party and sometimes for another. 
It all depends upon the order of their 
leader, who, by the way, is the weathiest 
man in the community. As goes Orange 
City, so goes the county, and for this 
reason the county is always making des- 
perate efforts to break the power of 
Orange City. There is nothing in com- 
mon between the two, the county being 
thoroughly American, while the people 
of Orange City retain all the customs, 
habits and prejudices that they brought 
from beyond the seas. 

Whether time will batter down the 
Chinese wall with which the Dutch of 
Orange City have surrounded themselves 
itis hard to say. Like the British, they 
move slowly along the lines of American 
thought, but I think they move.

Skinner and one of 
his children, a little girl, were eating 
breakfast when Cronin came in and shot 
him before the eyes of the child.

In 
1874 he was appointed on the supreme 
bench, from which he resigned about four 
years ago on account oj ill health. Judge 
Pardee was a Democrat in politics, and in 
1858 and 1859 served in the senate.

in railroad earnings the decrease being 
10.6 per cent, and in payments througk 
the principal clearing houses outside New 
York the decrease is 26 per cent. 

Reports from other cities disclose a dis 
tinct check iu business. There is, on the 
whole, less activity and less confidence re 
garding the future than there was a week 
ago, aud this is in many cases attributeo 
to the uncertainty regarding the mone 
tary future which delay in the senate 
causes, 

While the volume of all kinds of money 
in circulation has increased $21,377,247 
during the month of September, and is 
now greater by almost $108,00),009 than it 
was this time last year, the embarrass- 
ment is now, as has been all the time, due 
toa lack of confidence rather than toa 
lack of currency. 

It is observe! that, while the bank cir 
culation increased in September $5,052, : 
the amount of bank notes in the treasury 
has incrensed $4,657,804, and several of 
the banks which took out additional cir 
culation have reired it, and sold the 
bonds deposited. The stock of money in 
New York banks has increased rapidly, 
and the retirement of clearing house cer- 
tificates here and at other cities shows a 
great improvement in the monetary situa 
tion. 


Disappointment. 

There is not such encouragement as 
might be desired in the industrial reports 
for the week. Many concerns are work- 
ing short time. An increased number ol 
establishments is reported in operation. 

The markets for stocks and products 
have been comparatively dull. The move 
ment of wheat has been fairly large and 
the price has declined about 2% cents, while 
corn has also yielded about 1 c2nt. Cotton 
is 1-4 cent higher, without distinct reason: 
in crop prospects. 

Failures continue to decrease in num 
ber and importance, though not as much 
as has been hoped. The number reported 
in the United States during the past week 
has been 320, against 184 for the same 
week last year, and in Canada 45, against 
S6last year.

Many of the West Quincy Granite 
Works to be Connected 


ay FOUR MILES OF TRACK)

With te Old Colony System—Will De- 
velop the Quarries, 


Work on the new railroad of the Quincy 
Quarry Co, is being pushed forward as fast 
as possible, considering the number of ob- 
stacles they have to contend with, such as 
large boulders, deep gullies, etc., of which 
there are many, although the most difficult 
part of the work has already been accom- 
plished, and it is expected that the road 
will be in operation early next spring. 

The route of railroad has 
changed somewhat from that proposed, so 
that when completed ft will be about two 
miles in length and will have about the 
same amount of spur track. 

The company has purchased from differ- 
ent parties some 360 acres, including some 
of the 600 acre lot of the Quincy and 
Rochester estates. There are eighteen | 
quarries on this land but more will be 
opened as soon as the road is completed. 

The road commences at the spur track 
in the yard of the Granite Railway Co., | 


which joins the Granite branch of the Old |

Colony railroad, and then follows the old 


Bunker Hill railroad bed as far as

principles, dictates its nominations, and de- 
stroys its independence. 

It abhors the un-American doctrine of free 
trade coming from Texas no more than it exe- 
erates the practice of political despotism when 
- und in Massachusetts. 

It bows neither to a delusion nor to a trium- 
virate. 

It will give credit for a reform coming from 
any quarter; but it abominates a sham, 
whetherin the pension bureau,in the civil 
service or in the fiscal concerns of the govern- 
ment. 

Faith In Republicanism. 

In the past few years there has been on the 
part of some of our fellow citizens an inclina- 
tion todoubt the soundness of some of our 
principles. “Campaigns of education,” in 
which the pursuit of truth 
methods has not always been kept strictly in 
view, have no doubt shaken their faith. 
Others have : 
afascinating personality. Others still have 
been governed by different feelings. Yet I be- 
lieve there remains to all of these, in common 
with the majority of the people of Massachu- 
setts, an abiding faith in the principles of the 
Republican party. I am not here to extenuate 
its errors, and they are few: nor shall I stop to 
recount the glories of its achievement, and 
they are many; but I say that with as honest 
adesire for good government as has any mem- 
ber of the party nowin national control (and 
there are honest menin that party, even be- 
sides those who have of late years acted with 
it), after a somewhat patient study of its plat- 
forms, surrounded by the philosophic atmos- 
phere of independent thought, I have never 
been able to conclude that under the guidance 
ofthe Democratic party is to be expected 
eithersafe progress or permanent prosperity. 

If imitation is the sincerest flattery, that 
party has accorded to other parties its most 
distinguished consideration by copying many 
oftheir doctrines. By the aid of this con- 
trivance and. when withoutit, by the advo- 
cacy of skillful leaders, who have been able to 
make the worse appear the better reason, it 
has indeed obtained votes, and from time to 
time has gained control of government. What 
else it has accomplished it is more difficult to 
answer. 

It is the favorate boast of that party that it 
has outlived its opponents. Well, in name it 
has outlived them, but in name alone. In 
many of its professions it has changed almost 
Seyond recognition, and its members, like 
most men who profess what they do not be- 
lieve, feel the awkwardness of their position. 
Originally a party of “the less government the 
better,” it became a party of much govern- 
ment. Opposed at one time to internal im- 
provement, the internal improvement plank 
became common in its platforms. Denounc- 
ing paternalism, the very latest message of 
one of its present leaders, the President of the 
United States, makes the cause of paternalism 
a reason for congressional action. A party of 
free trade, it has become a party of—some- 
thing else—and what that is no man knows. 

Demanding within a brief period that the 
members of the state commissions should be 
put beyond the reach of executive control, for 
the past two years we have heard the demand 
loudly made that they should be removable at 
executive pleasure. These are some of the 
many changes made to suit its vote-getting 
purposes. But it has aiways retained its 
name. Thatis true. It will exist, we doubt 
not, dragging its slow length along, even after 
the measures which it now opposes have be- 
come an unquestioned partof our polity. Like 
its counterpart in nature, it has its place in 
the political kingdom, and students of its his- 
tory always find much that is curious in its 
characteristic traits. If itis ever raised to an 
upright position to face situations which it was 
never intended to meet, unable to support it- 
self in a strange attitude, it staggers for a 
while and then sinks back. still agitated, but 
disclosing its inherent weakness, a warning to 
other parties to adopt neither its pernicious 
habits nor its peculiar wisdom. It is true also 
that its opponents have changed. But they 
have been honest. They have changed their 
names when they have changed their princi- 
ples. 

Sticking to Old l’rinciples. 

We gladly yield to this ancient though 
mutable party a!l the distinction for inveter- 
ate instability which it may desire to claim, 
but we do not forget that we have clearly de- 
fined principles, that we have not yet changed 
them, and that the purpose of the Republican 
party isnot yet fulfilled. While ballots are 
cast that are not counted, while fiscal here- 
sies, whether relating to the tariff or to the 
currency, are rife, while the liquor traffic is 
rampant, while labor has not its just reward, 
while monopolistic greed absorbs the belong- 
ings of the people, while political service and 
not merit shall be the test for ministerial 
office, the purpose of the Republican party is 


not fulfilled. We love to dwell upon the illus-° 


trious record of our parcy because the record 
of our party bas for a generation been the 
history of our cvuntry, Let no man sneer at 
Us for reverencing the record of our party, for 
when he does that he sneers at the progress 
of the American people. And for another 
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xy Which glitters until it daz- 
velop. even of the virtuous. Let the 
3 sevede, once said wise leaders of 
nocratic party. Let there be 
now say those of its members 
have the sincerity of their doc- 
Let “the limit between the proper

,; subjects of governmental control and those 


which can be more fittingly left to the moral 
sense and self-imposed restraint of the citizen 
be carefully kept in view,” says Grover Cleve- 
land; in other words, let no sumptuary laws be 
passed. Let the liquor saloon flourish. Let 
there be unlimited license. Why, then, do they 
not say, in the confidence of their doctrine, let 
labor and capital gake their own course? Why 
do they not say, lét the people and the corpora- 
tions fight it out between themselves? You an- 
ticipate the answer. Itis because they dare 
not. Laissez faire! laissez faire! The princi- 
ple glitters, but the application! ah, the appli- 
cation! They let capital alone? They let the 
corporations alone? Oh, no! Not while there 
are votes to be got. 
No Fear For Opponents, 


But what about the Republican party? We 
scorn the misleading jeers of our ungracious 
opponents and we fearlessly assert that our 
party isnota party of paternalism, much as 
they like to mouth the word, but it is dis- 
tinctly and emphatically a party of inter- 
ference. Whenthe good of the citizen de- 
inands, the Republican party will interfere. 
It interfered with slavery, it interfered witb 
disunion, it interfere? wiih polygamy, it in- 
terfered with repudiation, it interfered with 
an unseund currency, and—I speak reverently 
—b; the grace of God and the help of the 
American people it will interfere with intem- 
perance in behalf of the citizen, it will inter- 
fere with capitalistic overreaching in behalf 
of labor, and it will interfere with trustsin 
behalf of the people themselves. 

{tisthe party of restriction. It will not 
only restrain the citizen from the indulgence 
of his own infirmities, but it will restrain op- 
pression which seeks to injure him and to de- 
prive him of his rights, whether that oppres- 
sion proceeds from a political party in the 
south or from a monopoly in the north. 
Laissez faire has brought stagnation or some- 
thing worse. Interference has brought 
progress or something better. The Demo- 
cratic party has stood for destruction. The 
Republican party has stood for construction. 
These are the fundamental principles of the 
two parties. 

And now, my temperance friends, in which 
party do you belong? Where, my laboring 
friends, should you seek relief? To whom, my 
good citizen, should you turn for aid and com- 
fort when the glutton corporation eats of 
your substance? Which principle satisfies all 
of you? 

In our commonwealth the members of the 
Democratic party, out of power, without re- 
sponsibilty, have done murder to their princi- 
ples, and, with a clamor loud enough to drown 


| ths groansof Thomas Jefferson, have posed as 


the friends of labor und the enemies of cap- 
ital. What has the Republican party done— 
the responsible party, as our unburdened op- 
ponents are fond of telling us, and may they 
long have the opportunity—what has the Re- 
publican party done? It has carefully, delib- 
erately and wi-ely caused to be enacted laws 
—yes, restrictive laws, but laws humane, sal- 
utary far beyond those of any other state, and, 
aslong as it has the power, the Republican

lawmaking, always with care, always with 
deliberation, and, we shall trust, always with 
wisdom. 

Concerning the Future. 

The possibilities of the future are, indeed, 
great, and their contemplation affords to the 
vision of our party spirita prospect no less 
pleasing thanis the memory of our glorious 
past. But, gentleme., we may not pause to 


| enjoy its felicity, gratifying though it must 


be, for 
“The Past and the Future are looking 
In the face of the stern Today.” 

This great council of the party assembles 
for the first time after national defeat, but it 
assembles amid the lamentations of many 
who unwittingly helped to bring about that 
defeat. We congratulate ourselves that 
Massachusetts remained true to the well-tried 
faith, with memorable presidential, con- 
gressional and legislative majorities. Could 
the nation have heeded the voice of our com- 
monwealth there would hardly have existed 
during these long, unhappy months the mis- 
ery and distress which make the sufferers 
curse the day when they were misled and de- 
luded; when they abandoned a party whose 
principles are well knowa for a party whose 
principles are unknown even to itself: when 
they exchanged confidence for doubt, cer- 
tainty for experiment, safety for danger, 
abundance for want. 

The Democra’‘ic party has now been in con- 
trol for seven months, and what has it done? 
It has not repealed the purchasing clause of 
the silver law, and it has begun to repeal the 
federal election law. 

In the last campaign we listened to free 
trade theories and to frée trad» reasons—to 
free trade in the abstract, if not in the con- 
crete—and we were distinctly told that the 
crushing force of the protective tariff ground 
down the poor for the tenetit of the rich; that 
its effect was vicious, direct, immediate. 
Why, then, was it not at once repealed? Why, 
fora day longer than was needed to convene 
congress, submit a bill, take the votes and 
affix the executive signature, allow to remain 
a law which the Democratic platform charac- 
terized as an atrocity, and which the Demo- 
cratic orators, in their mildest periods, de- 
nounced as a robbery? Why aid and abeta 
crime? Oris Democratic rhetoric to be effaced 
by Democratic inaction? Did our opponents 
trifle with the country when they proposed a 
tariff for revenue only, with the principle of 
protection absolutely rejected? Did they say 
one thing and mean another? 

Democrats Must Act Quickly. 


If we assume that our versatile opponents 
are sincere when they say “We don’t mean 
free trade, we don’t mcan even a revenue 
tariff, we mean tariff revision,” then we must 
assume that they adopt our principle, but 
contend that the application is at fault. The 
error shall be correc they say. What 
they will do we cannot | We have not the 
pift of prophecy. And \.u.t prophet confi- 
Lent enough to predict the future acts of the 
Democratic party! But we are patriots before 
we are partisans, end we can say in good 
faith that at atime like the present we make 
no factious opposition even to that inconstant 
party inanattemptto revise the tariff. Yet 
it occurs to us that the spectacle would be a 
novel one—the Democratic party applying the 
principle of protection. It is not strange that 
its members are ill at ease. We wonder not 
at their hesitation. They are handling un- 
familiar tools. One of two things they must 
do. This we can say with no tinge of partisan- 
ship. They must either revise the tariff 
quickly or they must let it alone. For the re- 
pilt of any other course they must be pre- 
pared to reckor with the country. Wecom- 
mend to them a prudent regard for their own 
welfare. 

Conscious that to our party alone belongs 
the genius for financial legislation, conscious 
that to us the country looks for safety even 
when we arein the minority, conscious that 
our opponentsin power are distrusted even 
when soundly advised and wisely led, we are 
prepared to meet the country’s just expecta- 
tions. It avails nothing for our elusive an- 
tagonists to atterapt to hold us responsible for 
the state of the public mind when the silver 
law of 189) was enacted.

The Republican party has both the discern- 
ment of its experience and the courage of its 
wisdom. 

In defeat and in success alike, secure in our 
principles, no more striking instance of our 
fidelity tothem could have been given than 
| when in the national house, nearly half of the 
president’s party having turned their backs 
squarely upon his recommendation, the Re- 
publican party voted almost unanimously for 
| repeal. Whena Demccratic president is right, 
he has not only our praise, he has our support, 
and glad he is to get it, too. But well may the 

nation continue to rejoice at the steadfastness 
| of the Republican party in the supreme 

moments of the nation’s trial. What else will 
| the party of the administration undertake? 

Are we to have a state bank currency? Are 
we to have the tariff on sugar again? Is the 
pension law of 18% to be repealed? Why don’t 
they repeal it, if they don't like it, so that our 
country’s heroes may know what to expect? 
What new scheme of government is to be 
| brought forward? , 

But, from the uncertainties of Democratic 
experiment with the welfare of the republic, 
having by the light ot history seme reason to 
expect that the performance of our opponents 
may not equal their pr¢.nises, we turn to the 
issues before us in this state where we are 
still largely responsible, and where we hope 
soon to become entirely responsible. 

The Temperance Question, 


Realizing that this imposing fabric of hu- 
man greatness which men call the common- 
wealth of Massachusetts has no solid founda- 
tion other than the purity of its homes, our 
first and foremost care is the cause of temper- 
ance—a cause which our party alone, of all 
the great parties in our country’s history, has 
dared to make a political issue. Always 
abreast of the growing intelligence of the 
community, which is po longer blind to the 
evil of intemperance, encouraged by the in- 
crease in the number of those whose practices 
show the strength of their convictions, and, 
at the same time, are illustrated by their 
physical superiority, conscious of the wisdom 
of our legislative policy which has revealed 
the steady advance made by our different 
cities and towns, without exposing the cause 
| tothe embarrassment of a general defeat, we 
still press on, making no permanent loss, re- 
cording a constant gain. 

We make no attack upon him who manufac- 
tures nor upon him who deals in the baneful 
merchandise. We recognize them as men and 
brothers, only more selfish, it may be, and of 
the welfare of their fellow men only less con- 
| Siderate than the man whose converse 
cruelty in manipulating the food market 
brings suffering to the home of the needy; but 
we say that their vocation causes more direct 
injury to the human race than any other 
which human weakness has legalized, while 
Its remoter consequences measure the largest 
partof human wretchedness. In all kindness 
we ask then, if they are Republicans, whether 
on the whole their vocation helps to fortify 
the Republican party. If they are patriots, 
we ask them if it helps to make good citizens, 
If they are philanthropists, we ask them if it 
helps to make mankind any stronger, any 
nobler, any better. If they say to us that 
their wealth is invested and that abandon- 
ment would enta:] loss and hardship, we ask 
them what signify the loss and hardship of 
abandonment, severe though it may be to the 
few, compared with the ruin to the many 
through the imneisurable torments of con- 
tinuance. Can they expest the Republican 
party, in truth, the guardian of the multitude, 
to do else than to labor for the restriction of 
intemperance? The principles of the party 
demand that it should; the principles of 
righteousness demand that it should. The 
Republican party must be right on questions 
of principle, even if it should be wrong on 
questions of expediency. 

The Labor Cause. 


In a free commonwealth, side by side with 
thecause of temperance, progresses the cause 
of labor. Both are moral questions, and both 
have always concerned us. If the laborer is 
to be temperate, he must be intelligent. If he 
is to be intelligent, he must have the time and 
the means by which alone intellizence can be 
acquired. If he is temperate, if he is intelligent, 
he will be a good citizen. Thus has reasoned 
the Republican party and accordingly has it 
secured the enactment of the benevolent pro- 
visions of law which have made our common- 
wealth a pattern for other states to follow. 
Shorter hours, weekly payments, factory in- 
spection, the board of arbitration, employers’ 
liability, Labor day, and all the long list of 
wholesome laws which the Republican party 
has caused to be written on the statute book, 
testify to its sincerity as much as to its 
wisdom. 

But, say our opponents, with shameless blus- 
ter, you did this only because of Democratic 
importunity. Well, we are never surprised at 
the claims of the Democratic party. Not long 
ago I read a political address in which it was 
contended that the nation was indebted to the 
doctrines of the Democratic party for the sup- 
pression of the late rebellion, We may expect 
to hear it claimed, if occasion shall offer, that 
it was Democratic importunity which caused 
the enactment of the ten commandments. 

No, gentlemen, we are not disturbed at the 
unmanly shout of the party which gives us 
no just credit wha we are in, and which can 
pass good laws, if at all, only with our assist- 
ance when we are out, 

The Republican party in Massachusetts 
need spend no time in showing what its at- 
titude is toward labor, whether there is in- 
volved its economic policy in national affairs, 
or whether there is involved its intention in 
this state, by the enactment of wholesale re- 
strictive laws, to furnish the amplest protec- 
tion to the labor interest. ' 

But the Repnblican party does not forget 
that in the economic problem there is another 
factor besides labor. It recognizes the im- 
portance—the necessity—of protecting labor, 
but it also recognizes the necessity of fostering 
the great interests upon which labor is so de- 
pendent, and with which it has produced 
wealth in such abundance that not only has 
this enlightened community been embellished, 
but distant states in our industrial empire 
have been developed by the welcome aid of 
Massachusetts capital. We remember the 
means by which this capital has been in- 
creased; how, by the combination of small 
earnings, our vast manufacturing establish- 
ments were built up; how, by aggregating 
the insignificant savings of individual effort, 
qr railroads were extended; how employ- 
ment was given to the unemployed and ac- 
cession to the resources of the thrifty, until 
there was reacl.el that eminence of riches 
which always attends the productive and 
commercial prosperity of a diligsnt and clear- 
sighted peopie. We do net forget the helps 
by which we climbed, and, remembering the 
sources of our prosperity, remembering our sol- 
tmn duty to both labor and capital. the twin 
fountains of our o¥orflowing wealth, refer- 
ring to the legisls.ive policy uf two genera- 
tions, we calmlyy await the reckless assaults 
which, to subserve the purpo e:of party ag- 
grandizement, Would crippie labor ani capi- 
talalike. Surly, it will be no longer disputed 
that if the’one is wounded the other is 
wounde] algo! 

Corporate Aggression, 


All judicious legislation, gll restrictive legis- 
| lation, which says to corporate grasping, this 
| thou shalt not take for this be.:ongs to labor, 
j and that hou shalt not take for that belongs 

tothe pepple; all regulatory legislation which 


is 


defines the boundary line between business 
enterprise and capitalistic encroachment, we 
have always supported. Let the fair-minded 
man take down the statute book and let him 
read the provisions for corporate organization 
which make the name of a Massachusetts 
2sompany a pillar of confidence in other states, 
let him read -the provisions for governmental 
surveillance that the public may not be mise 
led; let him read the provisions against the 
financial snares which the unscrupulous al- 
ways set for the unwary—all enacted by a Re- 
publican legislature—and then let him con- 
clude, if he can, that the Republican party 
has failed to restrict corporate ag- 
gression! Has the policy of the party 
changed? Will it not continue to enact re- 
strictive legislation when its need is clearly 
shown? Which is the party of restriction? 
Yes, but you move so slowly, say our un- 
abashed opponents, with thelr usual unblush- 
ing effrontery. Alas! The dismal Democratic 
croaker! Weregard him with charity, even 
ifhe does not command our respect. But 
this time he is rignt. We do move slowly, 
and we had best move slowly while we move 
thus surely. Does any principle of sound gov- 
ernment demand that the legislature shall 
makealaw one year torepeal it the next? 
Does the general court sit to enact hasty, 
crude and ill-digested legislation which the 
next general court andthe next after that 
must revise, alterand amend before any ¢ 
can come of it? Is not a measure to receive 
the strengthening benefit of a public discus- 
sion before it assumes the exalted but inex- 
orable function of a public statute? What- 
ever may be the cry of the irresponsible mi- 
nority, the good sense of the people of Massa- 
chusetts will give but gne answer. 

Our active adversaries, eager to divert at- 
tention from the real issue—the determination 
of the just share of capital and of the just 
share of labor. in the proud edifice of their 
joint producti ., as well as the determination 
of the rights uf the people whom they-beth 
serve—ouractive adversaries-may alarm the 
credulous and ensnare the unsuspecting, but 
the Thtelligens Judgment of this common- 
wealth will not readily believe that the inter- 
ests of the laborer are likely to be forgotten 
by the party of Henry Wilson; or that the 
rights of the people will be disregarded by the 
party of John A. Andrew; or that failure to 
do its whole duty, either to labor or to the 
people, will be the misfortune of the party 
which has said, let there be free text books, 
let the civil service and party service be the 
same no longer, let the man and not the dollar 
vote, let nine hours be a day’s work in munici- 
pa) service, and, since the leaves now rustling 
on their branches were full grown, has spoken 
to one corporation in no uncertain tones, and 
has recorded its clear purpose to put an end 
to stock watering in this commonwealth. 

A Warning. 

But, nevertheless, a mischief has been 
hatched, and we know full well that it wasa 
Democratic hen that laid the eggs and did the 
setting, and the Democratic party must take 
care of the chickens when they come home to 
roost. Wecharge the Democratic party with 
attacking the policy of the commonwealth— 
the policy by which our people have grown 
prosperous. Butit is not alone the policy of 


| our commonwealth which that party attacks, 
It isa system—the most useful of modern 


times—the system of co-operation. Capital 
co-operates. Labor co-operates. The com- 
bination of the one is called a corporation. 
The combination of the other is called a labor 
union. We warn our fellow-citizens who have 
made small or large investments in corporate 
stock. We warn our fellow-citizens whose 
féderation has made potential their demand 
for higher wages and shorter hours. We warn 
both labor and capital whose co-operation has 
produced our marvelous wealth, Keep an eye 
on the Democratic party, lest the clucking hen 
should become a destroying cormorant. 

Yet why goon to trace the tortuous course 
of a party in which plausibility {sa principle, 
inconsistency a rule of action, sincerity an in- 
convenience, and soundness an accident? 
Much more profitable would it be, did time 
permit, to examine some of the questions 
which the future will present for our deter- 
mination. Among them will be the sub- 
mission of certain legislative measures to 
popular vote for adoption or rejection; shorter 
hours of toil for a large industrial popula- 
tion, with greater public facilities for its 
moral, intellectual and physical im- 
provement; the municipal ownership of what 
are called natural monoplies, which may be 
said to embrace, besides water works and 
street lighting, that indispensable adjunct to 
city life, the street railway, the extension of 
the suffrage 1.ow held to a limited extent by 
women, than whom the Republican party has 
no mo;eenthusi atic supporters; besides other 
questions less important it may be, but en- 
tirely worthy of discussion,and which the 
Repub! ean party will meet with unswerving 
loyalty totle welfare of an intelligent and 
high-spirite! people. 

But, gentlemen, { have already had a full 
measure of your courteovg attention. There 
only remains to thank you and to detain youa 
moment for a final word. 

The Cause Will Revive. 


Gentlemen of the convention: In the history 
of the republic will be written the record of 
our party. If inthe past the party has been 
guided by greater and mightier hands, somuch 
the purer and the more unselfish should be 
our devotion. And the party is worthy of our 
devotion. 

It represents the view of government which 
achieved independence, established the fed- 
eral constitution, largely directed national 
development, preserved the Union, destroyed 
slavery and maintained the national honor. 
It represents the forces which insure progress 
at home and compel respect abroad. To its 
principles the safe leaders of the republic 
must always recur. and those principles will 
expire only with the republ’e itself. Let the 
young men of our country consider this be- 
fore they make their permanent choice. 

We have set our standard high, but none too 
high; no higher, indeed, than are the stand- 
ards of our indepen‘ent and of our prohibitory 
friends, who, on the track of our country's 
progress, conceive themselves to be the run- 
ning horses who set the pace, and yet who 
must admit that we alone carry the precious 
burden. The standard is no higher than 
American citizenship demands, and the stand- 
ard must be upheld. The purity of the 
home, the purity of the ballot, the up- 
lifting of the weak, the just restraint 
cf the strong,equal and exact justice to 
all, uprightness in private life, uprightness in 
public office, the moral and the material ad- 
vance of the state and of the nation, this is 
the cause of the Republican party. Selfish 
ambition and discordant faction may weaken 
it from within, Zealous but impatient friends 
may embarrass it, and hostile partisanship 
may misrepresent and abuse it from without. 
But the cause will remain, must remain, in all 
the grandeur of its original conception, until 
the people of Massachusetts and of the union 
no longer respond to the loftier aspirations of 
humanity. 

Then, and not till then, will there be no 
more use for the principles of the Republican 
party. 

Conscious of our great opportunity, shall we 
not renew our pledges, cast baser motives 
aside, and with united strength, relying upon 
the rectitude of our purpose, appeal to the 
voters of the commonwealth to pass sober 
judgment upon our cause?

FOR EXTERMINATION, 
Moors Exhorted by ‘“‘iloly Men’’ to Drive 
Qut All European Infidels, 
MaApnip, Oct. 9.—The cable to Melilla 
has been repaired and dispatches from 
various ports have arrived here, The 
holy men throughout Morocco are preach- 
ing a war of extermination. They exhort 
the Moors to drive out all European infi- 
dels and to give no quarter to Spaniards 
captured in battle. The Kabyles continue 
j to arrive at the camp of the tribesmen 
near Melilla. The Moors have now more 
warriors than can be fed from the district 
to which they have immediate access and 
a famine threatens. They have kept a 
desultory fire on tbe Spanish fortresses for 
the last 24 hours. The Spaniards have re- 
plied occasicnally, but without perceptible 

effect. 

The Moorish commander, with a small 
escort and a flag of truce, called upon the 
governor of Melilla Saturday evening and 
sued for peace. He assured the governor 
that the sultan’s intention” was to inflict 
exemplary punishment upon the belliger- 
ent tribesmen. The governor argued that 
Spain could not and wonld not await the 
sultan’s pleasure in the matter, especially 
as he was taking his leisure in giving sat- 
isfaction for the attack on the fort. The 


Moors fusiladed the Spanish gunboat 
Guervo Saturday as she was leaving 


Melilla harbor after having landed troops 
and ammunition. The gunboat put about, 
|} and for 20 minutes shelled the Moorish 
leamp. Tweuty-four shells were sent into 
the center of the Moors’ position and their 
fire was silenced. 

One marine on the Guervo was wounded. 
The loss of the Moors is believed to have

One seldom expects a_ special 
excursion traip to be on time, and Hart- 
well of the freight was careless, or else his 
superiors in not notifying him before 
leaving Boston. 


Ir 1s business with Friend Sproul to 
advocate advertising, and yet his conclu- 
sions as to advertising Quincy granite are 
worthy of attention.

An Unwarranted Delay Now Said to 
have been the Primary Cause. 

Oct. 8, was the fifteenth anniversary of 
that terrible disaster on the Old Colony 
railroad at Wcellaston, or to be more exact, 
at Norfolk Downs, as the new station is 
erected nearly on the site of that fearful 
scene. 

The Sunday Globe printed a column of 
‘““unpublished facts’? about the disaster, 
which lays the primary cause of the disaster 
to the conductor of the sp2cial train, who 
a’ the request of newspaper men and a 
telegraph operator in their employ delayed 
the starting of the train. 

It will be remembered that Conductor 
Hartwell of the freight, who wa3 arrested, 
tried and convicted of manslaughter, did 
not deny the opening of the switch, but

that the Silver lake train, on its inward 
run, had its own schedule running time, 
which had been sest out in a circular all 
over the road as a caution to those in 
charge of other trains. When he left 
Boston in charge of his way freight it was 
about 6 P. M. before which time the Silver 
Lake special, if on time, should have been 
back in Boston. His defense was he sup- 
posed the special had arrived, he having 
received no information tq the contrary 
from any of his superiors. He ran on his 
own train time to stop and pick cars at 
various points, and was at Wollaston en- 
gaged in picking up several freight cars soon 
after 7 o'clock. 

The new facts of the Globe are: ‘ The 
race was late at starting, although covered 
in fast time by Davis. It was afterward 
that the fatal delay occurred. The boat 
containing the judges at the upper turn 
only got down after it had gone all over the 
lake. It was at this juncture that the 
veteran Dick Sisson, as he was affection- 
ately called, showed his anxiety in getting 
the train started forhome. With the tardy 
judges accounted for the grove, was about 
deserted, and nearly everybody was oo the 
train, which was then about half an hour 
late. 

‘But in the telegraph box down by the 
water side was a telegraph operator, Billy 
McFarland, eager to catch the train. Billy 
had come down as a special operator, and 
with a lineman had run a wire to the lake 
from the depot at Plympton. 

Two Keporters, 
Bancroft and Keenan, had enlisted his 
services, 

‘**As Conductor Sisson passed by an- 
nouucing to the reporters that the train 
was about to start, Mr. McFarland spoke 
to Keenan, and, pointing toa pile of tele- 
grams remaiving to be sent, asked him to 
see the conductor with the view of keeping 
the train 20 minutes, Keenan did as re- 
quested, and explainev the case to Conduc- 
tor Sisson, and the latter good-naturedly 
agreed to accommodate. 

‘Even after getting underway there 
were other delays, for at one of the Abing- 
tous the ill-fated special had to wait for 
the down Plymouth train for fully a quar- 
ter of an hour. At South Braintree junc- 
tion there was more delay to allow the out- 
ward Fall River train to pass, 

** Altogether fully an hour was lost at the 
lakein starting. If the last half-hour of 
that time had not been lost the special could 
in that time made South Braintree, and 
have avoided the delay met with at both 
Abington and South Braintree. 

‘Tn all55 minutes loss of time would 
have been avoided, which would have 
carried the special without any obstruction 
from Hartwell’s freight. Few persons have 
known these facts during the past 15 years. 
Operator McFarland and Keenan are living. 
Both have kept their secret. Except for 
the death of the man who was most inter- 
ested, the facts in the case would continue 
a secret. 


TODAWS COURT. 


The Trouble Between the Police Officers 
and Firemen ot Braintree Ventilated. 
The first case to come out of the trouble 

between tbe police and the fire depart- 

ment at the fire in Braintree Sunday 
morning Oct. 1, came into court this 
morning when James A. Grogan, a member 
of the Hook & Ladder Co,, was arraigned 
foran assault on Officer Edwin F. Knight. 

The evidence was that on the morning 
in question that the Chief Engineer had 
ordered the department home and the 
Chief had given up the building. Officers 
Oliver, Knight and Faxon were engaged in 
searching the building when /Grogan at- 
tempted to enter the building. Officer 
Faxon was on duty at the door and told 
Grogan he could not enter. He did, how- 
ever, enter when he was met by Officer 
Knights who he told in response to ques- 
tions that he did not belong or did not 
have any business there. 

Officer. Knight told him he could not 
enter. A scuffle followed in which Grogan 
took hold of Officer Knight, but was put 
out, 

After all the evidence had been put in 
Grogan withdrew his plea of not guilty and 
entered one of nolo contendere,upon which 
he was fined $5. 

William Edwards was fined $3 for drunk- 
enness at Randolph, and was fined $7 for 
disturbing the peace at the same place.

PURE DEVILTRY. 


An Attempt Made to Destroy Property of 
Old Colony Railroad. 

The citizens who live or happened to be 
in the vicinity of the Quincy Adams depot 
Saturday evening were startled about 8 
o’clock by a loud explosion which shook 
the houses and rattled the windows ina 
manner which led many to think thata 
locomotive had exploded or some accident 
of a like nature. 

The noise came from the direction of the 
railroad track, and in a remarkably short 
time a large crowd had collected, It was 
so dark that little could be seen and Officer 
Nicol went for a lantern and made an in- 
vestigation, 

The investigation disclosed the fact that 
an attempt had been made to blow up the 
large railroad derrick of the Old Colony 
railroad just south of the depot, which had 
recently been erected at a cost of several 
hundred dollars. 

A dynamite cartridge had been exploded 
by means of afase. The force of the ex- 
plosion was such that a large piece of the 
main cog wheel was blown out and part of 
the frame that held the gear was splintered 
off. 

The amount of drmage is not great and 
as the derrick was built by Badger Bros. it 
will soon be repaired. 

It isnot known who placed the cartridge 
in the derrick but it is thought that it was 
placed there out of pure deyiltry.

THE VIGILANT’S VICTORY, 


Bhe Easily Won In the First of the 
Series of Races. 

NEw York, Oct. 9.—After one postpone- 
ment, the first race in this year’s contest 
for the America cup has been sailed and 
has been won by the Vigilant. Over a 30- 
mile course, in a light to moderate west- 
erly breeze and a rolling sea, the chosen 
cup defender defeated Lord Dunraven’s 
Valkyrie by 5 minutes 48 seconds, cor- 
rected time. 

The race was intended to be a leewerd 
and windward one, but a shift of the wind 
from west-by-north at the start to almost 
due southwest made the last part of the 
race on the first leg a broad reach and the 
second leg aclose lay to the finish with 
small jibtopsails the greater part of the 
way. 

In running, the boats were very evenly 
matched for a time in the light air, but as 
the breeze freshened the Vigilant drew 
away and spun outa still greater lead as 
spinnakers came in when the wind shifted. 

In the close lay to the finish in a freshen- 
ing breeze, the Valkyrie picked up on the 
Vigilant, and but for the failure of the 
wind at a most critical time just before 
the finish the Vigilant’s victory would 
have been a much narrower one. 

Taken altogether, the race gives Ameri- 
cans reason to feel justly proud of the 
splendid work of the Vigilant in running 
and reaching; still they must remember 
that at least two more races are to come 
and that indications point to a showing in 
windward work by the Valkyrie which 
may yet offset the Vigilant’s fine work in 
other ways. 

LonDoN, Oct. 9.—The Times says editor- 
ially this morning of the yacht race off 
New York Saturday: Vigilant’s victory 
was fairly earned, and doubtless raised 
the presumption that she will win three 
out of the five races. 

The Standard says: The race proves 
little more than did Thursday’s which 
yacht is the speedier. The wind was just 
as uncertain as at the first trial. The two 
races balance each other. Unless there 
are steady winds, which are moderate or 
strong, the question of superiority will not 
be decided. 


DRIVEN TO DRINK. 


Sad End of a Once Popular Preacher 
of New York, 
PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 9. — Waldo Mes- 
sares, who was once a well known minis- 
ter of this city and later of New York, 
died yesterday in the German hospital. 
Mr. Messares recently lost his church in 
New York, and later domestic discord 
added to his troubles, bis wife instituting 
a suit for divorce. This is said to have 
driven him to drink. He has b2en stop- 
ping at the Washington hotel up to last 
Friday, when some friends induced him 

to take the gold cure for drunkenness, 

He was found by friends, lying on the 
floor of a room in the gold cure establish- 
ment, sick and helpless, and died shortly 
after being removed tothe hospitsl. Mr. 
Messares, who was about 43 years old, 
will be remembered for his turbulent 
career as a pastor of the Northwestern In- 
dependent church of this city, which cul- 
minated shortly after in his arrest, trial 
and acquittal on a charge of attempted 
assault on Mrs. Coulston, one of his parish- 
ioners. He was an eloquent speaker and 
was very popular as a platform lecturer. 


A CAPE COD MYSTERY. 


of Dr. Charles T. 
to Bo Investigated. 

Buzzarb’s Bay, Mass., Oct. 9.—The 
body of Dr. Charles T. Olney, who was 
drowned here Saturday night, was re- 
covered yesterday. Miss Gussie White of. 
New York, who had been walking with 
Dr. Olney, saw the doctor fall in the water 
and ran to get a boat off to him. She 
found a small one on the beach, and 
pushed out. She grasped the doctor, who 
was unconscious, and attempted to pull 
him into the boat. It capsized and he 
went down. She clung to the boat and 
was savetl. 

Dr. Olney was 39 years old, a Harvard 
college man, a graduate of the veterinary 
department, and was a native of Taunton. 
He is well known in Amesbury and Salem 
and was a member of the Lynu order of 
Elks and the Salem cadets before going to 
Brooklyn last year to take a place with an 
electric company. The drowning is a 
mystery. An ugly cut inder the dead 
man’s ear may have been made by the 
dredging hooks. An inquest will be held.

DUBLIN, Oct. 9.—Funeral services in 
honor of C. S. Parnell were held here yes- 
terday. Thousands came from all parts 
of the country to show their reverence for 
the work of the great hcme ruler. A floral 
harp, with the following inscription: “Sent 
with love from the Irish of New York,” 
was received from New York. 


Not Satisfied With Robbery. 

Wavupreon, N. D., Oct. 9.—A desperate 
band of burglars entered the town of 
Lidgerwood and after blowing open the 
safe at the pcestoffice and robbing it of its 
contents burned the building. They se- 
cured less than $200 in money. Loss on 
the building will reach $10,000. 


Prince Augustus Wasn't Aboard. 

LisBon, Oct. 9.—The mail boat which 
sailed from Bordeaux for Rio Janeiro on 
Oct. 5and was reported to be carrying 
Prince Augustus, Dom Pedro’s son-in-law, 
to Brazil, stopped here yesterday.

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WERATHUER-CROP BULLETIN 


Issued by the Massachusetts State Board 
of Agriculture, 

BosTo:, Oct. 9.—The state board of 
agriculture has prepared the report on the 
crops forthe month of September, Ths 
weather conditions during the month of 
September were influenced by seven cy- 
clones and nine semi-cyclones. Indian 
corn was among the crops which were 
severely injured by the gales of the latter 
part of August and has never recovered 
from the damage it then suffered, 

Potatoes are generally reported to b: 
below an average crop, and this condition 
extends about uniformly over the state 
with the exception of Barnstable county, 
where more than an average crop is re- 
ported. 

The apple crop is very light in all sec- 
tions and in many localities isa re fail- 
ure. The drop of the early part of th 
season reduced the crop materially, an 
much of the little fruit remaining was 
blown from the trees by the severe gales 
of the latter part of August. Fall apples 
are reported more plentiful than winter 
fruit, but even they do not approach nearly 
an average crop. 

Cranberries are fully an average crop 
and probably a little above the average. 
The reports from Barnstable indicate the 
crops there as the largest ever harvested. 
In other sections they are on the whole 
rather below the average, but this will not 
affect the general supply to any extent. 

Onions are hardly anaverage crop. The 
midsummer drought seems to have been 
the great drawback, though there are 
afew complaints of maggots and of wet 
weather in the spring and Palle td 
germinate. 

Root crops generally promise well; re- 
ports of poor crops are exceptional. 

Rowen suffered severely fromthe dry 
weather directly after haying, and is far 
from being an average crop. Many report 
an entire failure, while many others speak 
of it as light 

The rains which came too late to save 
the rowen crop have materially helped fall 
feed, andit may now betermed fair. Fully 
the average amount of fall seeding has 


been done. wy

Let us think for a moment what this 
question involves. Suppose you write 
down yourownname. Then write down 
on one.line just above it the names of 
your father and mother—the father’s 


| name first on the left, the mother’s sec- 


ond on the right. You perceive that 
these two people had an equal interest 
inyour being. There is atleasta chance 
that you are like your mother in impor- 
tant physical and mental respects, 

Now, set down on a line above these 
two names the names of your grand- 
fathers and grandmothers, beginning 
with your father’s father and ending 
with your mother’s mother. These two 
couples again had as much interest in 
your father and your mother as your 
father and mother had in you, and there 
is in you as much of your mother’s 
mother as there is of your father’s fa- 
ther. Now above this line write down 
the names of your eight grandparents— 
which you should surely be able to do if 
you are a Yankee. Each one of these 
eight had an equalinterestin you. Now 
you perceive that you have a pyramid 
standing onits apex. Youare the apex, 
The left hand edge of it is your line of 
fathers, and on the right hand of it is 
your line of mothers. 

In all likelihood you derive rather 
more of your characteristics from the 
right hand edge of the pyramid than you 
do from the left and while in all prob- 
ability, if you are from a good New Eng- 
land family, you can go on stretching 
out the left hand edge of the inverted 
pyramid you cannot go on with the 
right hand edge any farther, and this 
means that your genealogy is a one sided 
and partial thing.—Boston Transcript.

ADVERTISING GRANITE. 


A Former Correspondent of the Monumen- 
tal News Gives his Opinion. 
Editors of the Daily Ledger : 

DeAR Str,—I have been greatly inter- 
ested in the communications which have 
already appeared in the LEDGER with 
reference to the use of advertising as a| 
means of making Quincy Granite more ! 
widely and more favorably known. I found 
some particularly interesting reading in 
your issue of yesterday, Oct. 5, which is of 
such a character as to impel me to do what 
I have not done fora long while, namely, 
“taken my pen in hand”? for publication. 

I read: with astonishment the editorial 
from the Monumental News, with the} 
managers of which paper I have had, in 
the past, something todo. While nobody 
would put the sale of granite in the 
category with the sale of ‘* patent medicines, | 
stove polish, or shoes,’’ as does the writer 
of the editorial, still it by no means follows 
that advertising cannot be made of great 
value to the granite industry. Of course 
such advertising should be of a wholly 
different character from that employed in 
pushing the commodities just mentioned, 
and it should be placed in quite a different 
class of mediums. 

Of course nobody supposes that a person 
would buy a.monument if he really did not 
need it, and such edvertising as would be | 
done would probably not decrease the} 
amount of effort necessary to be put forth 
by travelling salesmen; in fact, it ought to 
increase the scope of the duties of these} 
men. 

What advertising will do for Quincy 
granite is what it does for any other 
merchantable commodity, namely, to make 
its name and characteristicso familiar to 
the people, that the labor of making sales 
is very largely diminished. Every merchant | 
knows that it is much easier to sell any 
article which has been made familiar to the | 
people than it is to dispose of another, | 
equally good, concerning which little is 
known by the purchaser. 

There is but one way in which an article 
can be made widely and favorably known, 
and that is, through advertising. 

Such advertising should be, first of all, 
persistent; it should be begun only after 
careful consideration, and backed by an 
appropriation sufficient to cover at least 
one year. If this cannot be done, the pro- 
ject should never be entered upon, as the | 
greatest amount of money wasted in adyer- 
tising today is expended by those who do too 
little; that is to say, by people who expect 
too much at the outset, and are not satisfied 
to do what all conspicuously successful 
advertisers have done—face a balance on 
the wrong side of the ledger for a while, | 
until the tide turns in a favorable direction, | 
as it is certain to do.

Vocations of English Working Women. 
Some interesting facts may be gleaned 


by the English census returns concern- | 
ing the struggle of the sexes for profes- | 


sional supremacy. The present showing 
demonstrates that itisin the lower ranks 
of professional life that women are nu- 
merous. Excluded from the clergy they 
are found considerably in excess of the 
men in the subordinate fields of religious 
work. 

In the medical profession there are 100 
practitioners, 345 dentists and 2 veter- 
inary surgeons. In the legal profession 
women figure only as clerks, while as 
teachers their number is more than dou- 
ble that of men; 660 women journalists, 
with 127 reporters, figure in the lists, 
with 69 merchants, 3 bankers, 765 bro- 
kers and agents, 16 bill discounters, 985 
wholesale buyers, 165 commercial tray- 


elers and more than 17,000 clerks. 
More than 1,000,000 women are regis- 
tered in domestic and not far from 


2,000,000 more in industrial pursuits, 
but in the higher skilled industries they 
cut rather a poor showing, nor is their 
deftness shown to advantage in the 
making of watches and philosophical 
instruments, furniture decoration or 
jewelry, thongh some 4,000 miners and 
45,000 agricultural laborers are in the 
list. —Exchange.

UAN WALK UNAIDED. 


Ride of Eleven Hours Freshens 
Prince Bismarck. 


HE IS IN GOOD SPIRITS 


And Has a Dauntless Resolu- 
tion to Get Well. 


HambBuneG, Oct. 9.—Prince Bismarck’s 
special train reached Friederichsruhe at 
11:07 o’qlock Saturday evening. Bismarck 
had haraly felt the fatigue of the journey, 
and as he stepped on the platform be was 
apparently in better spirits than at any 
previous time since the beginning of his 
illness, With a gesture of impatience he 
declined Dr. Schweninger’s offer of assist- 
ance. He tooka few cautious steps from 
the train, then drew himself up, and turn- 
ing to the station master asked: 

“Are you all well here?”’ 

“Very well, your highness.’’ 

“Thank God; that pleases me.” 

The prince’s old head forester, in full 
uniform, hal been at the station two 
hours superintending arrangements for 
the reception { his master and mistress. 
He hurried « ; to inquire after the prince’s 
health and the whereabouts of the rest of 
the party, who were looking after bundles 
on the train. 

“We areall here, thank the good God,” 
said Bismarck, “and I feel better already.” 

Two carriages were waiting for the Bis- 
marck party. The prince walked unaided 
to the first one and Dr. Schweninger took 
his place in it beside his patient. Dr. 
Chrysander and the princess entered the 
other carriage. Bismarck laid the s‘out 
stick, which he had brought in his hand 
from Kissingen, across his knees, pulled 
down his great cloth cap and called to the 
coachman to go ahead. As the people of 
the neighborhood had been requested not 
to come to the station, only about 50 per- 
sons were Waiting behind the station to 
see the prince drive away, and they re- 
frained from making any sign or sound 
of recognition. 

In Silent Respect, 

The firemen of the Bismarck estate had 
come out with torches and formed about 
20 yardsapart on the road from the sta- 
tion to the castle, to light the party home. 
They were silent and dispersed as soon as 
the prince reached home. 
against making a demonstration which 
might excite Bismarck was obeyed with 
military exactness in every respect. 

When the train stopped at Eisenach 
Saturday afternoon the district governor 
greeted Prince Bismarck, and the station 
was crowded with high officials and large 
landowners of the district, who encircled 
the prince. The prince was cheered at 
Hanover also. 

Dr. Schweninger said that Bismarck’s 
fear of the journey had affected him un- 
favorably. The prince greatly feared that 
the fatigue would cause a relapse, as he 
had lost sleep and strength on account of 
his fear of the results. 

As the journey advanced, however, Bis- 
marck had found that he was none the 
worse for it and had gained confidence and 
courage so rapidly that, when he reached 
Friederichsruhe, after 11 hours in the 
train, he had stepped more briskly and 
felt even fresher than when at the station 
in Kissingen. According to Dr. Schwen- 
inger’s account, Bismarck is now erect 
when he stands or walks. He has lost 
the shruuken appearance, which was so 
noticeable a week or 10 daysago, and looks 
astallas hedid before his illness. His 
face, however, has grown thin and 
wrinkled. 

Bis narck passed a fair night, although 
he was troubled somewhat with sciatic 
pains. Sivee early morning messengers 
have been going to the castle incessantly 
with flowers and telegrams of congratula- 
tion and inquiry. 

King Humbert's Kindness, 

BERLIN, Oct. ¥.—Before leaving Kis- 
singen yesterday, Prince Bismarck re- 
ceived a dispatch from King Humbert of 
Italy, offering him for a winter residence 
the royal castle at Cape di Monte, near 
Naples. Bismarck, although declining 
the offer, expressed himself as greatly 
touched by the king’s kindness, Bis- 
marck’s dauntless resolution to get well, 
and his determination not to submit to 
the treatment accorded to a dying man, 
are his motives for refusing unasual favors 
from any quarter. 

Just what his condition is, it is dificult 
tolearn. The reports from day to day are 
entirely contradictory. Some of his old 
friends have ascertained, however, that he 
is again taking keeu interest in public 
affairs. In Kissingen, during last week, 
he dictated communications which have 
reached Herr Von Bennigsen, leader of 
the National Liberals; Baron Wangerheim, 
leader of the Agrarian league, and several 
other politicians. Probably some of these 
communications were merely answers to 
inquiries as to his health. Others are 
known to have had a bearing upon im- 
pending political developments,

Riverside and other woolen mills in 
Olneyville. 
Between 6900 and 7000 hauds are thrown 


out of work, making the largest and most 
serious strike that has ever occurred in the 
state. The operatives are in no condition 
to stand along strike, and grave result® 
are feared. 

This district contains the big woolen 
manufacturing concerns of the Provi- 
dence worste ! miils, the Saxon mills, the 
Wey bosset and the Riverside mills, which 
employ upward of 6000 hands. Buta few 
days ago, ata meeting of the woolen mill 
owners of the state, it was voted to re 
duce the schedule of prices paid to mill 
operatives. 

The schedule was arranged last week, 
and it was given out that it would be put 
into effect Oct. 16. The claim of the 
manufacturers was that the operatives of 
the woolen mills of the state since the 
general strike that occurred at the River 
side mills some time ago, were receiving 
more pay than that given to woolen mill 
operatives in other sections of New Eng- 
land. It was made known that the opera- 
tives were to bz cut from 10 to 20 per cent, 
the heaviest reduction being made in the 
weavers’ pay, aud but few of the mill em- 
ployes escaped the cut. 

Weavers Quit Work. 

When the milis were started yesterday 
morning it began to be rumored about 
that the new scale of prices was to go into 
effect. Half an hour later the wildest ex- 
citement prevailed. At the Saxon mills, 
where the first notice was posted, it was 
promptly decided not to accept the cut, 
and the weavers left their looms, which 
necessitated the shutting down of the 
mills. 

At 9:30 o’clock all the factories were de- 
serted and the doors closed. Between 
6000 and 7000 people were thus thrown out 
of work. 

The streets in the strike district present 
an unusual scene, mill operatives being 
found on all coraers, hotly discussing and 
loudly condemning the course taken by 
the manufacturers, and the polic+ are 
kept busy maintaining order. Extra 
guards have been seat toall the mills. 
There has ag yet been no trouble of any 
note, although at any moment the police 
fear an outbreak. 

A Big Meeting. 

Fully 10,000 persons assembled on the 
Merino flats yesterday afternoon, that be- 
ing the place selected for the holding of 
the mass meeting of the strikers, and 
when it was announced that the weavers 
of the Geneva worsted mills had quit 
their looms three rousing cheers went up. 

Three weeks ago, after a shutdown, 
these mills were started up at a reduction 
in wages of from 10to 25 per cent. Five 
days a week were run on this schedule. 
Yesterday asecond cut was posted of 25 
percent. ‘The weavers and other opera- 
tives who went out from the Geneva mills 
were warmly welcomed at the mass meet- 
ing. 

It was also made known at the meeting 
that at the Nicholson file works, where 
more than 500 are employed, a notice had 
been posted Saturday tothe effect that the 
workshops would shut down, and that 
when they started again there would bea 
reduction of salaries. The pay of the job- 
bers at the file works is now $2 a day, and 
the men say they will not stand a cut, 

The mass meeting was an enthusiastic 
one throughout. It lasted three hours, 
and the labor champions were loudly ap- 
plauded, while any reference to the mill 
owners met with showers of hisses.

IT WAS CHICAGO DAY. 


Nearly Three Quarters of @ Million 
Visitors at the World’s Fair. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 10.—Seven hundred thou- 


sand people—double the greatest crowd Vigilant Shows Her Heels to Her 


that ever congregrated—visited the 
World’s fair yesterday, breaking the 
greatest one-day record at Paris by an 
tverwhelming majority. The department 
of admissions had an extra force on duty 
and every turnstile was kept registering 
at its highest speed. Yet these facilities 
were inadequate. At 1o’clock every wagon 
gate was ordered opened. 

The weather was beautiful, and the 
grandness of Chicago day at the fair kept 
the crowds coming all the afternoon aud 
evening. 

The total number of paid admissions 
since the opening of the fair is 16,492,07. 
The greatest day at Paris was 297,150 and 
at Philadelphia 217,526. 

During the afternoon there was a “‘re- 
union of the states,” in which thousands 
of boys and girls took part, but the crown- 
ing glory of anniversary day was the pro- 
cession of floats which entered the 
grounds atdark. The first represented 
Chicago in her growth receiving all the 
nations of the earth, the Chicago Hussars 
acting as escort. The most magnificent 
float in the entire procession was illustra- 
tive of Columbus at the court of Isabella. 
Floats were also furnished by foreign- 
bora re- {lenis of Chicago. 

A remarkable feature was the compara- 
tively small number of accidents and 
emergency hospital cases. The precau- 
tions taken by the police and officers of 
the guards to resist the human tidal wave 
which swept toward the street and the 
stairway leading tothe elevated railroad 
were inefficient and many men apd women 
were injured in the crush. Thomas Rob- 
ertsou of Tremont, Minn., while return- 
ing from the grounds, was struck by a 
cable Car and died on the way to the hos- 
pital. 


LOCKED IN A TOMB. 


Residents of «» New Hampshire Town 
Feeling Pretty Blue. 

MAsoN, N. H., Oct. 10.—The action of 
the local authorities in locking up halfa 
dozen of their fellow townsmen in the re- 
ceiving tomb of the cemetery is likely to 
end in a legal battle and the erection of 
some sort of alockup. The men who were 
imprisoned are angry. Their offense con- 
sisted in drinking too much hard cider 
during the fair. When the constables at- 
tempted to urrest them they resisted and a 
fight ensued. After subduing the men 
the constables realized that there was no 
place in which to confine them, These 
were the first arrests made since the town 
was founded. Then somebody thought of 
the receiving tomb, and to this the prison- 
ers were taken. They were thrown in- 
side, and the big iron door was barred and 
locked. The next morning the men were 
almost physical and mental wrecks, and 
so pitiable was their plight that the 
justice who presided at the hearing dis- 
charged them without inflicting further 
punishment. 


End of the Schloss Case. 

New HAVEN, Oct. 10.—The case of Will- 
iam Cash of Ansonia, charged with mur-, 
der, with Drs. Lee and Whitten, for hav- 
ing caused the death of Annie Schloss, 
has been nol-prossed. If there was not 
probable cause in the case of the two phy- 
sicians there could not be in Cash’s case.

Democrats Turned Out. 

Boston, Oct. 10.—The Democrats went 
to Music hall last evening in vast num- 

ers to ratify the nominations made at the 
state convention. The audience was large 
and lively. The seats were all occupied, 
and the standing spaces crowded. Vigor- 
ous speeches were made by Candidates 
Russell and Carroll, Josiah Quincy, Mayor 
Matthews and others. 


Cruiser Boston at ’Frisco. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 10.—The cruiser 
Boston, whose marines were landed to 
preserve order the day Hawali ceased to 
be a monarcby, has returned aftera year 
in Honolulu. A message atthe navy de- 
partment announced her arrival in San 
Francisco. The Boston was relieved by 
the Philadelphia. 


Guilty of Abduction. 

SoMERVILLE, N. J., Oct. 10.—The jury 
in the case of Adam Stutts, who, with 
William Padolph, abducted Farmer 
Kliner’s 13-year-old daughter last August, 
brought in a verdict of guilty.

They led a triumphal procession 
of yachts and excursion craft up the har- 
bor, for the Vigilant had added a victory 
to herscore. She had walked away from 
the Valkyrie in a wind that topped the 
seas with foam and drove clouds of spray 
over her weather bow. 

The day was an ideal one for an outside 
race. The first of the international races 
was arunto leeward and return; that of 
yesterday, the second in the series of three 
in five, was a triangular course of 30 
miles, 10 miles to the leg. There was 
bound to be windward work and reaching, 
and that always makes a prettier race 
than a leeward run. 

There was the usual fleet of pleasure 
craft, excursion boats and tugs, which 
kept ata more respectful distance from 
the yachts than on any previous day and 
did nut interfere with the race in any way. 
The Dolphin, with Admiral Gherardi on 
board, was conspicuous in the fleet. 

The two yachts left their anchorage off 
Bay Ridge, where they had been over 
Sunday, rather early. The Vigilant got 
away at 7:49 a. m., and the Valkyrie had 
her anchor up at 8o’clock. Both boats 
were towed down to Sandy Hook. They 
Were salute! by incoming steamers, tugs 
and excursion boats as they went down 
the bay. The wind was south of south- 
west and blowing 13 miles an hour. The 
Vigilant made for the Horseshoe, where, 
under shelter of the land, she ran up her 
mainsail, jib and forestaysail. She then 
went on out to sea, with her sails aiding 
the tug. 

The Valkyrie did not seem to mind the 
breeze, which was getting stronger all the 
time, and takiug ashort cut through the 
Swash channel made sail as she went.

Ason Saturday, the 
Valkyrie forged ahead at the start, She 
was not running quite as close to the wind 
as the white sloop, but she was going 
aster. 

In 10 minutes the Valkyrie led by four 
lengths, but the Vigilant was a trifle to 
windward. Ihe Valkyrie increased her 
lead to 10 lengths at the end of the first 
half-hour. The Vigilant then began to 
shorten up the gap between her bow and 
the Valkyrie’s stern. 

She took thelead and the race wasa 
procession from that point. The cup de- 
fender gained 4m. 45s, in the first 10 miles, 
tacking to windwuard; 4m. 12s, in the sec- 
ond 10-mile run, and 3m. 36s, in the last 
10 miles. She crossed theline ahead of 
the Valkyrie 12m. 23s. actual time. 

The Valkyrie was overtwo miles astern 
when the Vigilant finished. The 30-mile 
race wasrunin 3h 25m. The winner re- 
ceived a salute from the hundreds of tugs 
and excursion boats. 

The next race will be Wednesday. 
Should the Vigilant win again, the Amer- 
ica’s cup will remain here at least another

RAMSAY MEMORIAL FUND. 


A Summary of the Work of the Com- 
mittee—The Latest Acknowledgments. 
The Ramsay memorial committee having 

accomplished the work assigned it, thinks 

it fitting to say afew words about the in- 
ception and progress of the memorial. 

On the evening of December 28, 1892, a 
few friends favorable to raising a memorial 
to perpetuate the memory of the late Mr. 
Ramsay met in the church hall. The fol- 
lowing committee was organized and ap- 
pointed to carry out the design of the 
meeting: Donald Mackenzie, chairman ; 
John Michael, treasurer ; Joseph Bonner, 
secretary (who has since joined his beloved 
pastor) ; Peter W. Dackers, interim secre- 
tary ; George Bowman, William Burret, 
George Chrystal, Alexander Emslie, Mur- 
doch Lamont, Alexander Souter, Mrs. 
Elliot, Mrs. Chisholm. 

The committee secured two lots in a 
prominent part of the cemetery, for one of 
which the church society has paid. This 
lot will be used for the interment of such 
deserving poor as die friendless and penni- 
less. In the adjoining lot, and directly 
in front of the monument, the remains of 
Mr. Ramsay are interred. It is resolved 
that no other name or inscription, other 
than the present one to Mr. Ramsay, shall 
ever be cut on the monument. 

The committee issued circulars to twenty- 
six of the best known sculptors of this city, 
inviting bids for the monument. About 
one-half responded. Of the designs sub- 
mitted, S. Henry Barnicoat’s was selected, 
and he was asked to execute the work. 
The committee hopes the result is satis- 
factory to the subscribers. Many of them 
are experts, and know a good thing when 
they see it. Of these the committee is not 
afraid. For excellence and uniformity of 
color, for the symmetry of its parts, and 
for good workmanship it is a superior 
sample of a Quincy ‘ cottage monument.” 

The Presbyterian church is mostly com- 
posed of stone workers. The baneful 
effect of last year’s protracted lockout, 
together with the stagnation of trade this 
season, have abridged their means of 
generosity. Many, whose heart was with 
us, and who in ordinary times would have 
liberally subscribed, were unable to give 
any assistance. To these, whose instincts 
of good will are broader than their 
resources, the committee wishes better 
times, 

To the members and adherents of the 
church who have subscribed it may be 
superfluous to offer thanks, Many of them 
know, better than the committee can 
express it, the loss they have sustained. 

The committee desires to express its 
cordial acknowledgments for the substan- 
tial assistance rendered by many outside of 
the Presbyterian society. These citizens 
are always in the van in every good work, 
and they appreciated the value of an 
accession tothe community of a man of 
Mr. Ramsay’s parts, and, under the infiu- 
ence of that power which makes the whole 
world kin, with us they felt they had lost 
a brother. 

To the Ramsay home in ‘bonnie Scot- 
land’ the committee desires to dedicate 
one paragraph. That their beloved son is 
laid at rest among friends who so highly 
appreciated his goodness; that his name 
will be perpetuated in lasting granite. 

“While the heather waves its purple bell 

O’er moor and mountain crest, 

Will be some consolation to the parents 

in their bereaved home beyond the sea. 
“* Praising what is lost 
Makes the rememberance dear.” 

And a lasting bond of unity and 
sympathy between the relatives in Glas- 
gow and their sympathizersin Quincy is 
cemented. 

And now it only remains for the Ramsay 
memorial committee to add, that every 
member of it has been stimulated and 
inspired by love for one whose personal 
character so amply exemplified the ideal 
of what a minister of the gospel and a 
good citizen ought to be.

REPEAL MEN FIRM 


But the Silverites Are Fully Pre- 
pared to Fight. 


TO DICTATE A COMPROMISE 


If They Should Prove to Be 
the Victors. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 10.—Both sides of the 
senate are strengthening their lines for the 
battle tomorrow. 

The repealers say that there will be no 
shirking on their part, and that they will 
not show the white feather, but will 
stand there until they can demonstrate 
whether or not a majority can legislate 
in the senate. They are fully convinced 
that by means of a protected, continuous 
session, if by any means,a vote can be 
reached on the repeal bill. Every other 
method has been adopted, and if that fails, 
the extraordinary spectacle will be pre- 
sented of a senate utterly incapable of 
doing anything which is opposed in any 
quarter. 

The silver men are now assuming the 
attitude of defiance which leads them 
rather to court a test of physical endur- 
ance. They may well do this, since the 
fatigue of continuous session must fall on 
the majority, which has in its composition 
& number of neu whoare not in a physical 
condition to endure the fatigue of all-night 
sessions. For this reason the general as- 
sumption is that a quorum will be broken 
gnd the protracted session ended without 
the accomplishment of anything. 

After this there can be nothing left 
but a compromise, and there is some ar- 
rogance being displayed by the radical 
silver men in their confidence of success. 
They are saying that the administration 
forces will find it more difficult to secure 
a favorable compromise after the test of 
physical endurance has been made and 
has failed than they could secure now if 
they would agree to enter into negotia- 
tions for a compromise at once. 

In anticipation of Wednesday’s battle 
the southern senators, who are fighting 
against the unconditional repeal, have 
been conferring together and have taken 
8 position of resistance, so that if the re- 
peal men could hold a quorum in the 
senate chamber, the silver forces would 
still be sufficiently strong to prevent a 
vote during a session protracted for many 
days. The outlook, therefore, seems to be 
more and more certainly toward a com- 
promise, and there is a possibility that 
within 24 hours after the protracted ses- 
sion is started the substantial terms of a 
compromise will be outlined and agreed 
upon in private conference. 

An Exciting Session, 

Yesterday’s session of the senate was 
given up entirely to considering the Sher- 
man act. The question came upin three 
separate forms. The first was a sort of 
personal explanation by Mr. Harris (Dem., 
pee in reply to resolutions adopted at a 

oint meeting of the Memphis committee 
and Merchants’ Exchange, condemning 
the course of the Tennessee senators on 
the silver question. 

Mr. Harris declared his dissent of 
threat contained in the resolutions and 
said that the maintenance of his self- 
respect was of vastly more importance to 
him than any office within the gift of the 
people. After that iacident came up the 
resolution offered by Mr. Wolcott (Rep., 
Colo.) last Saturday, instructing the 
finance committee to put in active form 
the bi-metallic declaration of policy con- 
tained in the Voorhees substitute. 

Some of the most impassioned speeches 
made since the opening of the debate took 
place on this resolution. Mr. Wolcott criti- 
cised the president for his letter to Goy- 
ernor Northen of Georgia, characterizing 
{tas “intrusive, offensive and unfitting 
the relations that should exist between 
the legislative and executive departments 
of the government.’’ Mr. Voorhees made 
the resolution the groundwork of a 
speech defending the repeal bill and assert- 
ing that the statement that it demonetized 
silver, even if repealed a hundred thou- 
sand times, was not true. He declared that 
he was ready, when the Sherman law no 
longer disgraced the statute book, to act 
promptly in carrying out the pledge 

which the bill contained. The Wolcott 
resulution was sent to the calendar and 
the repeal bill taken up. Upon it Mr. 
Cockrell (Dem.) occupied the floor for 
three and one-half hours and had not 
finished when the senate adjourned. 
Wild Rumors. 

Wild rumors, bearing upon the silver 
situation, were current about the Capitol, 
the most important of which includes the 
possibility of an attempt to adjourn con- 
gress until December. According to this 
story, which cannot be confirmed, but 
which has come to the ears of various 
senators, the president is credited with hav- 
ing expressed a hope that the senate 
would adjourn rather than accept any 
compromise. The silver senators, in dis- 
cussing this rumor, say they will oppose 
any attempt to adjourn, because they 
want action of some sort. It was also 
said, upon the authority of a senator, 
whose standing is high in his party, that 
a compromise had been practically agreed 
upon, Allof these statements were true 
—with a proper amount of salt. 

In the House. 

The debate on the federal elections bill 
closed yesterday and the voting will be- 
gin today. At no time during the dis- 
cussion has there been much attention 
given to speakers on either side of the 
Question. Throughout the past 10 days 
he attendance in the house has been far 

low the average and the disputants 
usually addressed a large array of empty 
seats. Even the last day of the discussion 
was not productive of much interest. 

The principal speakers on the Republi- 
can side were Dolliver of Iowa, Paine of 
New York and Boutelleof Maine. The 
latter is one of the aggressive talkers of 
the house, and heiutroduced some fire 
into the debate, but it soon died out. New 
York provided the Democratic contro- 
versalists, Coombs, Lockwood and 

| Fitch being its champions. The latter 
closed the debate in a carefully prepared 
speech, in which he contended for the re- 
peal of laws providing for the appoint- 
ment of supervisors aud deputy marshals.

BUILDING A DRAMA. 


An Interesting Account of How the Real 
Article Is Constructed. 

Areal drama is constructed and not 
written. It is built up as a house is 
erected by the bricklayer and stonema- 
son, and the words are only the bricks 
and stones and have the same relative 
value to the design of the playwright as 
these to the designs of the architect. The 
architect has the structure in existence 
and clearly wrought out before the first 
stone is laid, and the drama of the true 
playwright is in existence betore a word 
is written. Words there must be, just 
asthere must be bricks, but as the latter 
can be carted from the kiln at current 
pricesin any quantity, so can the former 
be brought to the playwright from the 
dictionary by any purveyor of sentences 
at current prices. 

The rare man who constructs a good 
play can hire men by the regiment to 
write the lines. But the dialogue, the 
epigram, the repartee, the brilliant 
speech such as we find in Congreve and 
in Sheridan, is not this an essential 
the reader will ask. Let us not put the 
cart beforethe horse. It is the situa- 
tions that produce the dialogues. It is 
not the dialogues that produce the situa- 
tions. Given a situation that calls for 
a smart, brisk, snappy, witty exchange 
of words, and the words will come. We 
see this in real life, and the stage copies 
real life. Eveninso simple a situation 
as when a couple of cartmen get their 
wheels locked on Broadway on a muddy 
day anda policeman comes up to sepa- 
rate them, you will hear a good deal of 
smart though coarse dialogue. Such 
dialogue and all dialogue that grows out 
of any situation (and no dialogue worth 
listening to grows out of anything else) 
is interesting in proportion as the situa- 
tion is interesting. 

Without situation to call forth an in- 
terchange of language suitable to the oc- 
casion, and especially such situation as 
of itself interests the audience and causes 
each member of it to ask himself what 
the characters will say next, a lot of 
well dressed people might stand or sit 
around on the stage and fire off epigrams 
at each other, and the audience would 
yawn. 

Dramas, s0 called, written in perfect 
accordance with syntax, witty here and 
there and always elegant, pour in upon 
the manager and are repeated with the 
utmost energy and dispatch because they 
are nothing but sermons or essays in 
three or four chapterscalled acts, Their 
authors style them dramas because they 
are not dramatic. They divide them 
into acts because they involve no action 
and subdivide them into scenes because 
where nothing is done nothing can be 
seen. I may remark in passing that the 
old fashioned shifting of scenes during 
an act is now only put into plays by nov- 
ices who have not studied the modern 
stage.—W. H. Crane in North American 
Review. 


How Gravitation Varies. 

That changes involving the displace- 
ment of immense masses are going on 
within the earth is one of the suggested 
explanations of some observations re- 
cently announced in France. It has been 
found at the Parc St. Maur observatory 
that the force of gravitation, or the 
weight of bodies, undergoes daily varia- 
tions. These are rendered sensible by 
placing in the earth a tube containing a 
column of mercury balanced by the pres- 
sure of hydrogen contained in a closed 
vessel connected with the tube and reg- 
istering by means of photography the al- 
terations in the level of the mercury, 

After all corrections have been made 
for the effect of changes of temperature 
it appears that certain sudden variations 
in the level of the mercury are only to 
be explained cn the theory that they 
are due to change in gravitation. These 
variations last from 15 minutes to an 
hour, They are of course very small, 
amounting at a maximum to only one- 
twentieth of a millimeter, but they may 
imply very great displacements of mat- 
ter in the interior of the globe. 

It has been suggested that similar ex- 
periments should be conducted in the 
neighborhood of active volcanoes, where 
liquefied rock is moving beneath the sur- 
face, and other disturbances of the strata 
of the earth are taking place. 

Such facts as these present to the im- 
agination avery formidable picture of 
the gigantic commotions that accom- 
pany the slow cooling and contraction of 
the globe, on whose hardened crust we 
rear our edifices, wondering, when some 
of them are occasionally shaken down 
by earthquakes, at the instability of a 
planet that is apparently so solid.— 
Youth’s Companion. 


The Ugliness of Trousers. 

Trousers appear to have been intro- 
duced into Rome at a comparatively late 
period and as a part of the military uni- 
form. They are worn by the Roman 
soldiers represented on Trajan’s column 
as well as by barbarians. The Greeks 
had neveradopted them. With their in- 
stinctive sense of beauty they had recog- 
nized that these are the only garments 
that cannot possibly be made graceful, 
A sleeve may become a part of the dra- 
pery of a figure. A trousers leg is more 
obstinate in its ugliness. If tight, it 
bags at the knees on the third wearing. 
Yet this is perhaps its least objectiona- 
ble shape. If somewhat loose, it takes 
petty and meaningless folds. Some ori- 
ental nations have tried to disguise it as 
a skirt, but the result is not entirely sat- 
isfactory. If the trousers do not appear 
to give freedom to the leg, they have lost 
their principal merit. Compromise, 
which is the life of politics, is the death 
of art, which should always struggle aft- 
er an ideal. So thought the Greeks when 
they entirely renounced for themselves 
the barbarous pantaloons,—Scribner’s,

_Strikers’ Plans, 


thoroughly organize every department of 
the mills. The weavers are to be taken 
first, organized by mills, and then amal- 
gamated into a Providence Weavers’ 
unicn, to joina proposed national body 
of weavers. 

It is uncertain yet whether the body will 
join the Federation of Libor or the Tex- 
tile union. The p!anis to thoroughly or- 
ganize the weavers here, following all 
over the country. Of course, all depart- 
ments of the mills are out here, but 1200 
of the 6000 being weavers. But the weav- 
ers are the skilled workers, and without 
themitis useless to attempt to run the 
mills. 

Following out this plan, the weavers of 
the Riverside mills, which employ about 
325 men and wemen in the weaveshops, 
metinthe armory at 11.30. Papers were 
provided, and a large proportion of the 
weavers enrolled themselves for the pros- 
pective union. 

At the same time the Saranac mill 
weavers were meeting in Carlisle hall, en- 
gaged in the same manner as their fellow- 
employes at the armory. 

In the afternoon the armory was filled 
with young girls. These were girls em- 
ployed in various departments of the 
woolen miils, mostly drawer tenders, 
twisters, spinners, carders and spoolers. 
They spent the afternoon in organizing as 
the Olneyville woolen workers. 

The drawers-in and handers-in, who are 
weaveshop employes, meet today at the 
armory, as will also the burlers and 
sewers, all for organization. In the ever- 
ing there wiil be a big gathering in the 
hall. 

Every day this week, with the exception 
of today, the armory will be open from 8 
a.m, toll p. m., and will be occupied by 
various bodies from the different mills, all 
engaged in the work of organizing. 

The strikers are realizing their weak- 
ness in not organizing long ago, for just 
such a contingency, and they are pre- 
paring to make amends for their negli- 
gence.

He is Interviewed as to Riverside Mill 
Trouble, 


An interview with Mr. Theophilus King 
of this city, the treasurer of the Riverside 
mills in Olneyville, R. I., where the big 
strike is in progress, will be of interest. 
Yesterday’s LEEGER gave the old and new 
schedule of wages and a column story of 
the ‘‘biggest strike in Rhode Island’s his- 
tory,” and on the first page today is 
another column. In an interview Treas- 
urer King told a Globe reporter: 

‘No one is at fault and to no one can be 
attributed any blame in this matter. 

“The mills cannot continue to make 
goods at the present market price at the 
price paid to labor. 

“The wollen mills which have made the 
reduction, bave been running behind for 
some time and this crisis has been delayed 
by the manufacturers as long as possible. 

‘But it had to come, and the only sur- 
prise is that it did not come sooner. 

“We don’t blame the men for going out 
and I can’t see how the workmen can 
blame the manufacturers for not contin- 
uing at the old schedule of wages under 
which they were losing money. 

‘“*We would much rather pay the old 
prices.”’ 

He further said that for the past twenty 
years the woolen and worsted manufactu- 
rers had only realized five per cent. net on 
the money invested in their business. 

He hoped for a speedy settlement of the 
strike, and said that the mill was open to 
those who wished to return to work,

Very Encouraging Reports from Its 
Various Committees. 


MUCH GOOD WORK BEING DONE 


In the Religious, Physical and Intellectua| 
Field. 


Seventy-five members and friends, in- 
cluding a number of ladies, were present 
at the annual meeting of the Young Men’s 
Christian Association, Tuesday evening. 

President Wason presided. The exer- 
cises were opened with prayer by Mr. T. B. 
Emery. President Wason read his report, 
congratulating upon the progress which 
had been made. He spoke especially of 
the physical department in charge of E. R. 
Johnson, the work of the Young Men’s 
Congress, and the aid given by the 
Woman’s Auxiliary. 

The report of the finances committee 
was given by Mr. A. D. Allee. The total 
amount received from subscriptions and 
memberships during the year was $3,612.22 
and from entertainments and miscellaneous 
sources $599.05, making the 

Total Income 84,211.27. 

The total expense of the year ending 
October 10 was $3,800.28, leaving $411.04 
when all subscriptions considered good and 
outstanding bills are paid, to be applied to 
the previous year indebtedness, which was 
$1108.85. This reduces Sthe indebtedness 
to $697.81. Atthe beginning of the year 
it was hoped to clear up this indebtedness 
entirely during the year, but the financial 
stringency made this impossible. The 
committee is determieed however to pay 
this off during the coming year. 

Mr. William Patterson, chairman of the 
Membership Committee, reported the paid 
up membersiip: Men, 287; boys, 54; a 
total of 321. Last year 232 men were re- 
ported and 24 boys. The net gain is 69 
Of the 287 men, 171 were new members 
and 116 were renewals. There were 2 
losses by death, 6 by removal and 116 dis- 
continued, The 

Active Membership 
Is 104, and the associate 217. 

The rooms committee, through its chair- 
man, Mr. Reuben 8. Elliot, called attention 
to the many additions made to the rooms. 
A library of 350 books, presented by mem- 
bers and friends, a book case, the gift of 
Mr. George E. Thomas. The organ which 
was bought with money given by the Kings 
Daughters of the Central Congregational 
church and the birthday offerings of the 
Wollaston Baptist church. ‘The paintings 
in the parlor are. kindly loaned by Miss 
Fannie B. Southworth and the large crayon, 
which probably has no equal in the city, 
by Mrs. George T. Elliot of Allston. The 
Woman’s Auxiliary has recently placed the 
piano in the parlor, and the same organiza- 
tion, has kept the rooms well supplied with 
flowers. Additional lockers have just 
been put in and 

Other Improvements are Under Way. 

The reading room will be better supplied 
than ever with papers and periodicals. 

Mr. Stephen A. Foster, for the committee 
on Classes and Lyceum, gave a very com- 
prehensive report of the Young Men’s 
Congress, The membership last year was 
fifty. Ten meetings were held, with a to- 
tal attendance of 320, an average of 52. 
He also gave the synopsis of the work as 
given in the LEDGER some time since. 

The entertainment committee reported 
uhat the total attendence at the Star Course 
in Hancock hall last winter was 1500, 
Two gymnasium exhibitions were given 
and two receptions, the latter having an 
average attendance of 218. Three mem- 
ber meetings and entertainments averaged 
60. 

No report however, affords so much en- 
couragement tothe Association as that 
given by Dr. C, T. Sherman, chairman of

Men’s meetings have been held every 
Sunday afternoon during the year. From 
Oct. 1 to April 1 the total attendance was 
1182, an average of 45. From April 1 to 
Oct. 1 the total was 599, an average of 23. 
The total for the year was 1781, an average 
of 34. During a part of the yeara Bible 
class and a worker’s training class was 
held; the former had an average atteud- 
ance of 9 and the latter 6. 25 men and 
boys have expressed a determination to 
lead Christian lives. Of this number 8 
have united with the church. 14 associate 
members have united with the churches of 
the city, and 6 o hers, who have regularly 
attended the meetings, have joined the 
cburch; 20 in all. The Association does 
not claim the credit of all these results, but 
there is no doubt that it has proven helpful

The report of the Woman's Auxiliary, 
by an oversight, was not given. During 
the year the ladies assisted in four social 
gatherings and furnished refreshments for 
three of them. Last May a successful art 
exhibition was given. The paid up mem- 
bership is 46. The receipts for the year 
were $99 77. 

Secretary Colton reported that the esti- 
mated everage daily attendance at the 
rooms was 48 during the fall and winter, 
and 26 during the spring and summer, 
making a 

Total Attendance of 11,570. 


Not including Sanday, seven gymnasium 
classes were held weekly from October Ist 
to April 12. The three evening classes 
had an average atteudance of 13, the boys’ 


class 15, and the business men’s 8. The 
estimated number of baths taken was 
3,437. A number of persons were directed 
to boarding places, several assisted in 
securing employment, and a few sick young 
men visited. He spoke of the credit due 
Mr. S. A. Foster for the successful organi- 
zation of the Congress and the valuable aid 
given by Mr. Heury R. Holden and Mr, 
Frank F, Prescott.

CELEBRATION ENDED 


Distinguished Men Pay a Visit to 
Williams College. 


GOVERNOR RUSSELL SPEAKS 


In Behalf of the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts. 


WILLIAMSTOWN, Mass., Oct. 11.—The 
centennial closed brilliantly with an 
alumni banquetat which an unusual num- 
ber of the most distinguished college presi- 
dents and professors appeared. Letters of 
regret were read from President Cleveland 

nd ex-President Harrison expressing re- 
gret at their inability to be present. 

The first speaker of the afternoon was Gov- 
ernor Russell, who made a timely speech. 

The family of the founder of the college 
was represented by Captain Epbriam 
Williams, who spoke with special appro- 
bation. 

Andrew Carnegie said he had received 
three impressions in Williamstown—that 
New England should be called New Scot- 
land, that college professors are touched 
by higher aims than those of wealth, and, 
it was impossible, having seen, to forget 
Williams. Prayer was offered, after 
tvhich the college fence in front of Thom- 
son laboratory was then formally presented 
by Thomson McDonough. Following is 


Governor Russell's Speech. 


An honorable, useful life, whether of an in- 
dividual or institution, is always worth com- 
memorating, not alone as a grateful remem- 
brance of worthy things accomplished, but as 
aduty to make them an influence helpful to 
the present and to the future. And when 
such life is part of the honorable history of 
the state. interwoven with her work and ful- 
filling her ideals, itis fitting that she should 
give it her recognition and commendation. 
So, today, as old Williams gathers her chil- 
dren hither to celebrate her anniversary and 
to renew their loyalty to her, the common- 
wealth of Massachusetts, to us a living, loving 
personality, gladly comes to rejoice in her re- 
joicing and to offer her greetings and con- 
gratulations. 

And yet the presence of the commonwealth 
suggests that a word should be said of the re- 
lation of Williams to the state and of higher 
education to the people. I doubt if in all his- 
tory there isan instance where the founders 
of astate so distinctively felt and clearly fore- 
cast theinfluence and necessity of the highest 
education for the success of their grand work 
as did our Puritan fathers and those who 
followed in their footsteps when they created 
and developed our state and national govern- 
ments. They seemed to comprehend the im- 
portance and result of their labor, to know 
that they were founding institutions for 
generations to come whose happiness and wel- 
fare depended upon the fathers’ wisdom and 
foresight. Sothey determined to make edu- 
cation through public school and college a 
permanent, permeating influence to strength- 
en character, promote good citizenship and 
the prosperity of the commonwealth. 

We all remember the first inst in this 
commonwealth of this purpose of the found- 
ers, in the establishment of the colleze at 
Cambridge. Outof their poverty they gave 
it; with struggle and sacrifice sustained it, in 
prayer and pious faith watched it; and brought 
the full power of church and state to guide 
and govern it. 

In the terse and simple language of its 
founders, in the colonial statute establishing 


nce 


the neces education in 
the body politic. As church and state became 
more distinct. and the latter assumed more 
fully the practical work of government, she 
did not fail to cherish the higher institutions 
of learning as an integral part of our great 
system of popular education upon which the 
security and prosperity of our free institutions 
must ever rest. 

Glories of the Past. 

Here in the depths of the primeval forest, 
in the daysof the colonial government and in 
the midst of war, a frontier colonel, with 
armor on, facing his country’s foes and stand- 
ingin the shadow of death, brave and gen- 
erous, filled with lofty, practical Puritan 
sentiment and the loving spirit and forecast 
of Harvard and Shepard, anxious that others 
should have advantages he lacked, here with 
this spirit and purpose he founded this college 
of the wilderness. But two conditions he im- 
posed—we thank him for both—one that his 
infant institution should “fall within the col- 
ony of Massachusetts,” and the other that it 
should bear his name. Its location, but not 
its influence or work, should be limited to our 
state. Like the Farmers’ Almanack of old 
Bailey Thomas, it is **calculated for the meri- 
dian of Massachusetts, but will answer for 
any of the adjoining states.” 

So came the second of our great institutions, 
which was to promote and develop that higher 
element in our public education, which, in 
accord with the dominant and universal sen- 
timent of the people, had found recognition 
through all our colonial legislation and be- 
come permanently embodied in the organic 
law of our state. And now we come to cele- 
brate its 100 yeurs of useful life, to rejoice in 
its prosperity and to note how faithfully it 
has carried out the purposes of its creation. 

Ojhers will tell its hi-tory, of the master 
minds that have guided its destiny, and of the 
many men who have gone forth from her, car- 
rying the influence and teaching of Williams 
into every walk of life. Religion and educa- 
tion have felt its quickening touch, literature, 
science and the professions have advanced by 
its work, and public life in state and nation 
uplifted by its high ideals. In all of this its 
life has gone out into the world’s activities, 
following the injunction of our constitution 
to diffuse wisdom and knowledge generally 
among the body of the people, and recognizing 
the duty of education not only toinstruct, but 
to influence and lead them. 

Mills and his associates, planning under the 
historic haystack in yonder meadow to carry 
religion and civilization, which their mis- 
sionary ancestors had brought to Plymouth 
Rock, back across continent and ocean to the 
Old World for the enlightenment of heathen 
people, rose tothe truest conception of the 
duty resting upon education, if it would fulfill 
the purposes of the founders of our colleges 
and the framers of our constitution. Many a 
son of Williams since, feeling the impress of 
Griffin or of Hopkins and their learned and 
pious associates or successors, has gone forth 
into other fields of usefulness in the spirit of 
the divine command, “Freely ye have re- 
ceived, freely also give.” 

So in the lives and work of her children this 
“missionary college” has made higher educa- 
tion nota mere preparation for the profes- 
sional life, but a pioneer and leader in great 
movements tv benefit mankind, and inthe 
leading and example of its authorities has 
ever followed the high ideals and inspirations 
ef its famous president, who believed the 
truest education to be “when the spirit of 
literature and the spirit of science shall 
minister before the spirit of piety and pour 
their oil into the lamp that feeds its waxing 
flame; when study shall be nerved to highest 
efforts by Christian benevolence and young 
men shall grow up at the same time into the 
light of science and the beauty of holiness.”

His View of the Cause of the Labor and 
Fivancial Troubles. 
“What 1s the cause of the labor and | 


financial troubles?” 
“In the first place, the mills and facto- | 
ries, furnaces and foundries of the world 
can produce more than the world will 
use. They produce, however, as long as 


i they can sell at a profit, and when the 


supply is too great the mills and facto- | 
ries must close, and then the laborers | 
are thrown out of employment. Then | 
the people become economical, and the | 
economy adds to the general distress. | 
The truth is that the extravagance of 
the people does not keep pace with the 
invention of labor saving machinery. | 
“The machines of the world are doing 
the work of hundreds of millions of 
men, and when the machines stop the 
laborers employed in making and feed- 
ing and running these machines stop, 
too, and then hard timescome. Those | 
who are a little ahead begin to draw | 
from the savings banks, and the savings 
banks collect their loans, and the other 
banks do the same, and then comes a 
currency famine, and then a few banks 
fail and lack of confidence becomes gen- | 
eral, and then comes panic. After a’ 
time the surplus is used, mills and fac- | 
tories light their fires, the men go to 
work, people put their money in the 
banks because confidence has returned, | 
and again notes and drafts and prom- 
ises take the place of money, and an- 
other era of prosperity commences, | 
“The farmers work like the manufac- 
turers. They either raise too little or 
too much corn or wheat or pork. Once 
in a few years, by accident, they hit the 
proper proportion, and then prices are 
good, and the farmers are prosperous. It 
is probable that as the manufacturer 
and farmer become better acquainted 
with the world—when they know what 
is being made and what is planted in va- 
rious countries—they can in some degree 
lessen or put off the present evils. But I 
do not see how they can be surely or per- 
manently avoided. 1 do not believe the 
purchase of silver by our government 
had much todo with the trouble.”—Rob- 
ert G. Ingersoll in New York World. | 


AFTER THE FAIR IS OVER. 


It Will Cost Nearly a Million to Put the 
Park In Condition. 

The directors of the fair are beginning 
to ponder very thoughtfully over tu. 
fate, after the fair is ended, of the big 
white buildings. The fair management, | 
before any of the work of alteration or 
construction was begun at Jackson park, 
was placed by the park commissioners 
under $700,000 bonds to put the park 
back after the fair in just the shape in 
which it was before work was com- | 
menced. In the early days of the fair, 
when the skillful promoter was doing 
his work, a good round sum was put | 
down in the column of assets, which 
sum was to be realized from the sale, at 
the conclusion of the exposition, of the 
materials that went into the construc- 
tion of the various buildings. It now 
develops that the work of removal will 
beso expensive that the materials will 
not pay for the process of tuking away.

A Graded Income Tax Bill. 

Representative De Armond of Missouri 
has prepared a bill for a graded income 
tax on rather remarkable lines. It im- 
poses a tax on all incomes in excess of 
$10,000 per annum, the amount to be 
fixed eavh year by the secretary of the 
treasury, the total amount of revenue to 
be secured to be equal to the amount ap- 
propriated for the payment of pensions 
for that year. Taking the rate of tax as- 
sessed upon incomes ranging from $10,- 
000 to $50,000 as a basis; that on incomes 
of from $50,000 to $100,000 shall be 
twice as large; on incomes of from $100,- 
000 to $200,000, three times as large; on 
incomes of from $200,000 to $500,000 
four times as large: on incomes of from 
$500,000 to $1,000,000, five times as large, 
and on all incomes in excess of $1,000,- 
000 six times as large.—Washington 
Dispatch. 


A Tower 1,150 Fect High. 

A tower designed to attain a height of 
150 feet greater than that of the cele- 
brated Eiffel tower of Paris is in course 
of construction at Wembly park, near 
London. The foundation of the tower 
has been completed, and the superstruc- 
ture has atiained a heightof 62 feet.

Much “business” followed, but at 
length the juggler said he must get them 
from the orchard of ‘the royal mother,” 
who dwells in he: He took from 
his box a piece of cord “some tens of feet 
long,” arranged it carefully and threw 
one end into the air, where it remained 
fixed, “asif caught by something,” and 
he paid it out from below. Higher and 
higher the rope mounted, until a small 
piece only remained in his hands, Then 
the man called his boy and de him 
climb up. Up went the boy, after more 
“gag,” like a spider running up its 
thread, and in a few minutes he was out 
of sight. 

Presently a peach fell down as largeas 
a basin.

SALMON A CENT EACH. 


For the Poor on the North 
Pacific Coast. 

Probably humpbacked salmon were 
never cheaper or thicker in Tacoma than 
they are right now. All sizes, from 
three to six pounds, are selling for a cent 
per fish. <A batch of 107 was sold to an 
enterprising expressman yesterday for 
$1. About 3,500 fish were brought in dur- 
ing the day by fishing boats. The fish ped- 
dlers came down in force and loaded up 
their wagons and started back up town 
singing: ‘Fresh fish here! Five for a 
nickel!” 

The fish, which for the past two weeks 
have been playing in schools around in 
the bay, are now beginning to go up the 
river and the creeks. Their meat on this 
account isnot as good as it has been 
heretofore. Fishermen say they will 
soon, disappear up the streams, and the 
silver salmon will put in their appear- 
ance. Two or three of the boatloads 
brought in yesterday were caught in the 
channel of the Puyallup river. The dif- 
ference in the meat of those and the meat 
of the ones caught out in the bay could 
be plainly seen. The meat becomes 
whiter and is less firm. 

The silver salmon in turn give way to 
the hideous dog salmon, which will not 
appear for several weeks yet.—Tacoma 
Ledger.

Factory inspectors know that child 
labor is one of the factors on which our

number of unemployed adults, With 
the effects of its labor upon the child we 
are sadly familiar. The census of 1880, 
the last yet available, gave the number 
of wage earning children at 1,118,258— 
a child in every 16 robbed of its birth- 
right of playtime, of pbysical growth, 
of mental training. It is probable that 
at the present time not less than 2,000,- 
000 children under 16 years of age are in 
workshops and factories.—A Factory In-

WASHINGTON, Oct. 12.—For first 
time since the beginning of this special 
session cf congress the people of Washing- 
ton and the many visitors to the national 
Capitol had an opportunity to witness a 
night session of the senate. They im- 
proved their opportunity to the full, and 
as a result the entire gallery was occupied 
by a great throng of people, representing 
all classes and conditions. The galleries 
were filled to their utmost capacity early 
in the evening. Even the diplomatic gal- 
lery was overrun, mainly by the families 
of senators and by reporters and repre- 
sentatives. 

The floor of the chamber presented an 
unusually fively appearance, as in addi- 
tion to the large attendance of senators, 
many members of the house, including 
Speaker Crisp, took seats at the desks or 
in the rear of the chamber and listened 
with interest to the proceedings, partic- 
ularly when Mr. Dubois cast his gauntlet 
at Mr. Voorhees’ feet, and the latter 
responded so energetically. As the even- 
ing wore along, the debate itself slack- 
ened in interest, and senators repaired to 
the cloakrooms. 

Mr. Allen was occupying the floor when 
at 6:05 p. m. Mr. Dubois (R«p., Idaho) rose 
and suggested that it was past the hour 
when the senator from Indiana (Mr. Voor- 
hees) usually made a motion to adjourn. 
He asked that senator whether he desired 
to submit that motion this evening. 

“T feel it my highest duty,” said Mr. 


the 


Voorhees, “not to make that motion this 
evening, but, on the contrary, to ask the 
senate to continue in session until the 


pending measure is disposed of.”’ 

During this proceeding the seats of the 
senators were being filled from committee 
rooms and cloxnkrooms, even Mr. Colquitt 
(Dem., Ga.) being wheeled to his seat in 
his invalid chair. 

After Mr. Voorlees’ response to the 
challenge of the senator from Idaho, Mr. 
Dubois rose aud “This announce- 
ment means that the senate is to be held 
in continuous until a vote is 
reached on the pending bill, or until it is 
demonstrated that a vote cannot be 
reached.”” He protested against such a 
course «s foolish, but gave warning that 
the silver senators would protect their 
side in a contest of endurance. 

Mr. Voorhees retorted by asking him 
whether he would name a day at any time 
for a vote. 

Voorhees’ Vigorous Argument, 


Afteran active argument by Mr. Du- 
bois, Mr. Voorhees continued: “I stand 
here asking the opponents of this bill 
whetber they will name any day fora 
vote; and they will not. They resort thus 
todilatory measures to preventany ac- 
tion being taken at all. When is this to 
quit? When is it to stop? I would 
rather be carried from this desk feet fore- 
most, and laid to sleep forever in my home 
in Terre Haute, than yield the right of 
majority to govern. 

“We started in here some weeks ago to 
discuss a measure of financial legislation. 
Ihave nothing to say ontbat question 
now, for we have reached a higher ques- 
tion than that. We have reached the 
question of free government. We have 
reached the question of constitutional gov 
ernment. We have reached the question 
whether we have got a government that 
can administer itself or not. 

“Mr. President—I have not a doubt of 
the result. The majority can govern, and 
the majority ought to govern. It is the 
rule of our being that it shall beso. The 
spirit of this government is on my side of 
the question. The spirit of liberty, reg- 
ulated by law, is that the majority (with 
proper respect for the rights of the minor- 
ity and with liberality for the minority) 
shall govern. I feel that we have swept 
beyond the magnitude of the mere repeal 
of the Sherman act to the greater and 
higher question of whether this body shall 
be governed by the majority, or whether 
the majority shall dictate. Shall the many 
govern, or shall the few?’ Mr. Voorhees 
spoke with great earnestness and feeling.

The episode introducing the continuous 
session closed shortly after, and Mr. Allen 
(Pop., Neb.) resumed the floor and pro- 
ceeded with his argument. He had 
scarcely begun before Mr. Palmer inter- 
rupted to ask whether it was his view of 
duty to resist a vote on the passage of 
the bill until the majority submitted to 
do something else. Mr. Allen replied that 
so long as he could doso within the pale 
of the law he would do so.

Likely to Spread. 

In some villages a cutdown has been or- 
dered by the millowners, but this does not 
go into effect until Oct. 23. The action of 
the operatives in Olneyville and Geneva 
will have a tendency to cause the opera- 
tives in these villages to resist the cutdown 
and leave their machines, 

Already 15,000 people are affected by the 
labor troubles in Olneyville alone, where 
but ope mill, the Delaine, is now in opera- 
tion. Thereisno appearance as yet of 
disorder in the place. Olneyville as a 
manufacturing community is unlikemany 
mill towns, in that an unusually large 
proportion of the operatives are estab- 
lished residents. A considerable propor- 
tion of them ure owners of their homes, 
although us a rule the real estate holdings 
are more or less encumbered. 

That the present sicuation has devel- 
oped without a single disturbance requir- 
ing official action by the authorities is 
largely due to the fact that the roving 
class of operatives are so few in number 
that they cannot exercise any noticeable 
influence in the progress of affairs. 

There is a general expression of opinion 
that there would not have been any strike 
had a moderate reduction been made. 
There is quite a general expression of be- 
lief that the strike would be terminated 
speedily if the manufacturers should show 
a willingness to make a reasonable com- 
promise. The strikers are, however, im- 
bued with the idea that it will be a stub- 
born fight. They feel that the manufac- 
turers should be willing to lessen the rate 
of reduction and should also give to the 
help the assurance that with the improve- 
ment in the cloth market the old rate of 
wages will be restored. 

Those who are in favor of compromising 
expect that by the organization, which 
they hope will now be effected and made 
permanent, they will be in a position, 
when the anticipated return of good times 
arrives, to demand ali that has been taken 
from them in this period of depression.

JOHN HANCOUK, 


The Centenary of His Death Observed by 
Sons of the Revolution. 

Sunday was the centenary of the death 
of Juhn Hancock, the patriot, and the 
Sons of the Revolution fittingly remembered 
the day, says the Herald, by placing a mag- 
nificent floral design on his grave. The 
tribute is in ihe form of a floral arch, in 
centre of which is the inscription ‘* John 
Hancock.”’ Hanging over the white arch 
of flowers is a white ribbon bearing the 
words ‘‘Sons of the Revolution.’’ The 
base of the design is of ivy leaves, on which 
rests a closed book of white carnations, 
bearing the date ‘* Oct. 8, 1793.’ 

Hancock was the first signer of the 
Declaration of Iudependence, yet no monu- 
ment kas ever been erected over bis grave 
to commemorate the deed. He was buried 
with pomp and ceremony, yet the remains 
of the patriot lie in a neglected grave just 
inside the gates of the old Granary burial 
ground, marked only by a dilapidated 
stone, upon whese surface can barely be 
traced the inscription. ‘* No. 16. Tomb of 
Hanccck.’’ The mass of shrubbery cover- 
ing the grave maxes it difficult even to 
read these few words, 

Havcock was born in Quincy Jan. 12, 
1736-7, bis parents then residing on the 
‘“* Hancock lot’ where the Adams Academy 
now s‘ands. Quincy has named one of 
its public schools in his honor. 

The Globe today says, ‘The moment 
that the attention of the citizens fs directed 
to the neglected condition of the great 
patriot’s grave there is po second opinion 
as to whether or not it ought to be allowed 
to remain as it is at present. 

“No storied urn or animated bust can 
add to the fame of John Hancock, or in- 
crease the affection which the people of 
Massachusetts feel fur his memory. 

“But it is generally agreed that it would 
be only a proper mark of respect if some 
monument were erected to tell to future 
generations the esteem with which the 
first goveri.or of Massachusetts, and signer 
of the declaration, is regarded by Massa- 
chusetts of today. 

‘The concensus of opinion seems to be 
that the State ought to take the initiative 
in the matter.” 

To this the LEDGER would add that as 
Hancock was a native of Quincy, and our 
granite has no equal, that the monument 
should certainly be of Quincy granite.

CHICAGO, Oct. 12.—Nearly 500 prominent 
residents of the Nutmeg state celebrated 
Connecticut day.

Rev. George C. Woodruff offered 
prayer, and Hon. D. M. Read, chairman 
of the World’s fair executive committee 
for Connecticut, spoke briefly regarding 
Connecticut's history and display at the 
exposition. 

Mrs. George H. Knight, jresident of the 
state board of lady managers, delivered an 
interesting address, telling of the women’s 
work .nd new field of usefulness as de- 
monstrated in the various branches of the 
exposition, dwelling particularly on what 
Conuecticut women had done, Chairman 
Read gave a brief sketch of the work of 
the board of managers, and an eloquent 
address of welcome on behalf of the state 
was delivered by Governor Morris.

WGAVITT IS DEAD. 


Took His Own Life After Trying to Kill 
Mrs. Roche, 

HARTFORD, Oct. 12.—Patrick McGavitt, 
who made a murderous assault on Mrs.

Roche why she was not in bed, went to 
his room, from there to the cellar and ob- 
tained a hatchet. 

Mrs. Roche was sitting by the table sew- 
ing. Exclaiming: “You've got to die, too,” 
McGavitt attacked Mrs. Roche with the 
weapon. Afcer knocking her down, he 
struck her five more blows on the head. 
McGavitt thought her dead, and evidently 
to kill her sister, Mrs. Miller, he went to 


her house near by and tried to gain ad- 
mittance, saying some one had nearly 


killed Mrs. Roche. She then went over to 
her sister’s house and found the assaulted 
woman, whoitis now thought will re- 
cover. 

McGavitt had been on a 
about a week and is thought to be par- 
tially insane from rum. His ill-will to 
Mrs. Miller arose from the fact that she 
had said Mrs. Roche should not allow him 
to board in her house. McGavitt’s body 
was found in the millpond near the dam.

But the Vigilant Was Ahead When the

ON SHORT ALLOWANCE. 


iow a Shrewd Sea Captain Made His Sap. 
ply of Water Last. 

“Water, water everywhere, nor any 
drop to drink.” Few people beside sail- 
ors can appreciate the terrible import of 
these simple words. A correspondent 
writes that on a short whaling, or, as 
sailors say, “plum pudding voyage,” 
which he once made in the brig Arnol- 
da of Nantucket, Shubael Higgins, mas- 
ter, they ran short of water, and at last 
the captain decided wo? ut into Goree, 
on the west coast of Africa. As they 
neared the Cape de Verde islands, how- 
ever, and gct into what are known to 
sailors as the horse latitudes, the wind 
fell calm, and the vessel drifted idly on 
the water. 

As day after day passed with no signs 
of wind, Captain Higgins became impa- 
tient. The surface of the ocean was as 
smooth as a mirror, and as the long, 
heavy swells came from the regions of 
the trade winds, the vessel rolled and 
tossed about like a cork upon the water. 

We furled the square sails to prevent 
their being worn outin slamming against 
the mast. The staysails were all set and 
the sheets hauled taut, which eased her 
somewhat in her rolling. 

By this time the water had run so 
short that the captain felt obliged to 
adopt some plan to avoid all unnecessary 
drinking. 

Calling me to his’ side, he said, ‘Boy, 
bring me a new tin dipper from the slop 
chest.” 

I did so. Then the captain had all 
hands called aft. 

“Men,” he said, ‘I have always dread- 
ed to put my crew on short allowance, 
but the time has come when something 
must be done to save what little water 
we have left.” 

With that he took a piece of spun yarn 
from his pocket, and tied it tothe handle 
of the dipper. Then turning to me, he 
said, ‘‘Take this to the masthead and tie 
it there.” 

“Now,” said he, addressing the men, 
“‘you can have all the water you want to 
drink, but you must first go to the top of 
the mast and get the dipper, and after 
drinking all you need you must carry 
the dipper back and tie it to the mast 
again. Under no conditions will one of 
you pass the dipper to another. Every 
man must get the dipper for himself. In 
case of sickness, I will send the boy aloft 
for the sick man, This rule will apply 
ty all on board, myself included.” 

At first we regarded the matter asa 
joke on the captain’s part, but as the 
days wore on and each of us made his 
trip aloft after the dipper the novelty 
wore off. We soon found, however, that 
the captain's plan for saving water was 
a very effectual one. The ship’s scuttle 
butt, which formerly we had been 
obliged to replenish from the casks every 


| other day, would now run a week with- 


out refilling. 

We were becalmed just 60 days. Then 
the trade wind set in, and we proceeded 
to Goree and refilled our casks. But the 
memory of the trips I made aloft after 
that dipper and the spirit in which Cap- 
tain Higgins performed his part of the 
contract, left an impression on ray mind 
which remains to this day.—Youth’s 
Companion.

JUAN AND YSABEL. 


In the rocky but pleasant little valley 
of the Rio Florido, in the state of Chi- 
huahua, not far from the station of Cor- 
ralitos on the Mexican Central railway, 
there may be seen the ruins of what 
50 years ago was the magnificent 
manor house or hacienda of a large 
rancho. There, too, were raised the 
strong, black bulls for the arenas of Chi- 


huahua and the lower provinces of 
Mexico. The gateway to this once fa- 


mous place, although dilapidated and 
thrown down, has not yet crumbled 
into dust, but still shows the marks of 
its former splendor. On the left side of 
the entrance, about 300 feet distant from 


the broad road which led to the stately | 


mansion, side by side, are two wooden 
crosses roughly fashioned out of oak 
logs, on both of which with care may 
still be traced a rudely carved inscrip- 
tion. The words are in that crude 
Mexico-Castilian language common to 
the country. 
face the line of what was once the fence 
surrounding the grounds of the haci- 
enda invites the passerby to offer: 

“One ave mariaand a pater noster for 
the repose of the soul of Ysabel Mora, 
who fell by the hands of the Indians on 
the 11th day of October in the year 1845, 
in the flower of her youth and beauty.” 

On the other: 

“Here lies Juan Maria Orteza, native 
of ——, killed by the Indians on the 11th 
of October, 1#45. Christian, for thesake 
of God, pray for him.” 

The story of the young girl and young 
man who lie under these rudely hewn 
crosses is a sad one and absolutely true. 
The rancho de Cadena is about half way 
between the cities of Durango and Chi- 
huahua. It flourished 50 years ago under 
the careful management of its owner, an 
aged Mexican known all over the region 
as “E] Coxo” (the game leg). He wasa 
widower, with a family of eight sons, 
each of whom was an expert in the ex- 
citing games of the country—‘Colea de 
toros,” or the more cruel and barbarous 
pastime of **E] gallo.” 

“Colea de toros” in plain English is 
bull tailing—that is, seizing the bull in 
the ring by the tail and securing it un- 
der the right leg. The rider then, by 
wheeling his horse suddenly outward, 
upsets the bull in the midst of his mad 
career, the huge animal rolling over and 
over in the dust, bellowing with pain 
and fright. ‘El gallo,” much more bru- 
tal, consists of fastening a rooster by 
the leg toa tree or toa picket driven into 
the ground, with its head and neck well 
greased. The game is played on horse- 
back, all, starting together, strive to 
reach the bird first, and seizing it by the 
neck try to brenk the strings that held 
it and ride off with the prize. The well 
greased neck generally slips through the 
fingers of the first who grasps it, but as 
soon as one finds himself in possession 
he rides off pursued by the rest, whose 
object is to rescue the fowl. Of course 
in the exciting contest which ensues the 
bird is torn to pieces. Then the fortu- 
nate possessor of the bleeding morsels 
presents them to his lady love as a gage 
d'amour. 

The eight sons of **E] Coxo” were con- 
ceded to be the bravest, the handsomest 
and the best in handling the lasso of any 
young men in the state of Chihuahua. 
Their experience from boyhood as va- 
queros or herdsmen on their father’s vast 
pastures had made them as used to sit- 
ting on a horse as in a chair, and the 
character of the fierce bulls which were 
raised on the ranch expressly for the are- 
nas of the City of Mexico inspired them 
with the brave nature of the famous ani- 
mals themselves. 

Residing with the family was a young 
|girl,a ward of “E] Coxo,” an orphan 
jand the daughter of a friend and class- 
}mate at school. Ysabel Mora was in 

1845 but 16 years old—a very pretty, 
black eyed, black haired girl, the “toast” 
of both the valley of Rio Florido and of 
the valley of Nazos. Her extreme love- 
liness even had been the talk of the great 
fair held in San Bartolomo.

| metropolis, he made his appearance in 
the arena in a most elaborate suit, fash- 
ioned from the reigning style at the “ap- 
ital, creating a surprise among his own 
sex that bordered upon jealousy and a 
furore among those of the opposite. He 
distinguished himself further by throw- 
| ing three bulls successively. 


Escamilla’s rival in good looks and ex- | 


pertness in the bull ring was his brother 
Juan Maria—in fact, there were many 
of the people of the Rio Florido, both old 
Vaqueros and young maidens, who 
thought Juan far surpassed Escamilla in 
manliness at least if not in personal 
beauty. He certainly equaled him in 
horsemanship, simply lacking perhaps 
some of that “brilliancy of execution” 
which Escamilla had acquired in the 
City of Mexico.

Before the return of Escamilla to Ca- 
dena Juan Maria was always the first at 
“El gallo” and “Colea de toros,” and had 
ever laid his tropnies of the sport at the 
feet of the bew-tching Ysabel. At a 
“gallo” in December, four months before 
the arrival of Escamilla, Ysabel was 
wooed and in a measure won by the 
presentation of the remains of a gallant 
rooster at the hands of Juan Maria, who, 
his offering being well received, from 
that moment looked upon the beautiful 
girl as his sweetheart. 

When, however, Escamilla took up 
his abode at the hacienda again, he, too 
much of an exquisite to work with his 
brothers and father in the great pas- 
tures, finding plenty of time on his hands 
for courting, supplanted Juan in the af- 
fections of the young girl.

Practically and from a business point of 
view, however, it was one of the most im- 
portant und pregnant sessions that have 
been held since Aug. 7 last. It began 
when the press dispatches closed at about 
8o’clock in the morning. The Populist 
senator from Nebraska, Mr. Allen, was 
then about two-thirds through his speech 
against the repeal bill, and he finished it, 
with intermitent rollcalls, at 8 a. m., hav- 
ing then occupied the floor for 14 3-4 hours. 

After he ha! retired from the scene an 
amusing little interlude took place, turn- 
ing around the parliamentary puzzle of 
how to make a senator vote in spite of 
himself. 

Mr. Dubois (Rep., Idaho) played the 
principal part, «nd although the senate 
voted not to excuse him for withholding 
his vote, he withheld it all the same, the 
only penalty imposed on him being the 
Officialentry of his recacitrancy on the 
journal of the senate 

Two other little episodes were played. 
One was the presentation by Mr. Stewart 
(Rep., Nev.) of a dynamite-threatening 
letter sept to him from Baltimore, and the 
other was a notice by Mr. Voorhees (Dem., 
Ind.) that if half-hourly rollealls were 
kept up for the purpose of forcing the

A D+ feat For Silverites. 

The curtain fell about 19a. m. upon the 
first act of the main drama. One of the two 
pending ameniments to the repeal bill 
was laid on the table by a vote of 33 to 17, 
and thus Mr. Petfer’s free coinage amend- 
ment was eliminated from the question, 
at least temporarily.

He began his speech against the 
bill at 9:49, and about 2 o’clock he apolo- 
gized for having allowed himself to be di- 
verted from the main current of his argu- 
ment and promised to devote himself to 
the subject in an orderly manner for the 
next 10 hours. 

The threat contained in the promise 
turned out, however, to be an empty one, 
for at 4o’clock Mr. Martin yielded to fa- 
tigue and left the floor, so that he could 
seek another opportunity of addressing 
the senate. 

After Mr. Martin the floor was taken by 
Mr. Teller (Rep., Colo.), who continued a 
speech against the bill which he began 
last week. 


Stewart's Chatter. 


About 8 o’clock last evening the situa- 
tion in the senate took on a new aspect 
and at that hour it appeared that the sil- 
ver men had assumed the aggressive, even 
to the extent of compelling the presence 
of their enemies. The visible signs of 
weariness on the countenances of the sen- 
ators were increasing with the passage of 
each hour, and every,time the sharp double 
ring of the electr# bells called for a 
quorum they rose from their lounges and 
came into the chamber reluctantly. Mr. 
Sherman went home after dark, declaring 
that he would not do more than 10 hours 
of such work continuously. 

At 6:20 Senator Stewart got the floor, 
and, intoxicated with the exuberance of 
his own verbosity, and stimulated by the 
sight of the tremendous audience in the 
galleries, he calmly replied,when appealed 
to to yield for a motion to take a recess, 
that he proposed to talk until Sunday 
morning withoutintermission. Hope was

Shortly before 1 o’clock Mr. Gallinger of 
New Hampshire asked the senator from 
Indiana (Mr. Voorhees) whether he ex- 
pected the senate to remain in session 
much longer without 
rest. He confessed that he himself 
would be glat to hear a motion to «d- 
journ. 
continued, “need not answer unless he 
chooses, but if he does not answer I shall 
ceytainly not remain here much longer.” 

Mr. Stewart continued his speech 15 
minutes longer, when, on motion of Mr. 
Voorhees, the senate adjourned, at 1:30 
a m. 

At 1:40 this morning the sergeant-at- 
arms submitted his report in writing, 
which showed that there were two sen- 
ators absent from the city, 12 excused by 
the senate, four unable to attend on ac- 
count of sickness, nine in the Capitol who 
made no answer to the summons and 16 
reported at their residences as absent from 
hom+and could not be found. Immedi- 
ately after this report, Mr. Voorhees said 
that, in view of the report of the ser- 
geant-at-arms, it was evident that no fur- 
ther business cou'd be transmitted and he 
therefore moved tuat the senate adjourn. 
There was no opposition, and at 1:45 a. m. 
the senate av jourued until 11 o'clock to- 
day, 

In the House, 

There was a sharp debate in the morn- 
ing hour of the house upon the bill, re- 
ported from the committee on public 
lands, to prot:cs public forest reserva- 
tions. It was vigorously attacked by 
Messrs. Pickler, Coffin, Simpson, Bell 
(Colo.), Herman and Doolittle, who as- 
serted that the billshould have been nom- 
inated an act to denude the public forest 
reservations; and defended by Mr. Mc- 
Rea, who reported the bill, and Delegate 
Rawlins of Utah. Notice was given of 
numerous amendments, but before any of 
them could be acted upon the hour ex- 
pired and the bill went over. 

The McCreary bill, to amend and mod- 
ify the Geary Chinese exclusion and regis- 
tration act, was further discussed, after 
anannouncement by Mr. McCreary that 
he would ask for a vote on it today at 4 
o'clock. The passage of the bill was ad- 
vocated by Messrs. Hitt (Rep., Ill.) and 
Hooker (Dem., Miss.), and Messrs, Loud 
(Rep., Cal.) and Bartlett (Dem., N. Y.) 
opposed it. 

Mr. Curtis introduced a bill to repeal 
the clause of the army appropriation bill of 
1892 which prevents the re-enlistment of 
privates who have served 'ycars or who are 
over 35 years old. In lieu of this section, 
the bill provides that hereafter the term 
of enlistment in the army shall be three 
years, and no soldier is to be re-enlisted.

ALL FOR PEACE, 


Permanent Diplomatic Bureau For Set- 
tling Disputes Between Nations, 

BRUSSELS, Oct. 13.—The central commit- 
tee of the International Parliamentary 
Peace league met here yesterday. They 
decided to request Mr. Gladstone to intro- 
duceand bring under discussion in the 
British parliament a bill pledging the 
British government to favor the establish- 
ment of a permanent court for the arbitra- 
tion of international disputes. 

The most important discussion will con- 
cern the formation of a permanent diplo- 
matic bureau, charged with the duties of 
obviating friction between the nations 
and of inducing governments to resort to 
arbitration will be considered, and an ap- 
peal will be issued to the world’s press, 
begging it to abstain from all polemics 
calculated to excite international ani- 
mosity. 

The committee will request at once, by 
letter, that league members in Italy and 
France use their influence to better the 
relations between these countries.

HARTFORD, Oct. 13.—In the police court 
yesterday, John Fee, Mary J. McCoy, 
Thomas J. Larkin and John F, Bourke 
were arraigned for a preliminary hearing 
on the charge of murdering James Mc- 
Keown on the night of Sept. 24 The 
cases against Fee and the McCoy woman 
were noll prossed, but they were held as 
witnesses,

Reports from St. Augustine are to the 
effect that the city is partly submerged by 
water breaking over the sea wall. Further 
particulars cannot be had. 

Pablo beacn, Mayport and Fernandino 
are in great peril. Trains on the Jackson- 
ville, Mayport and Pablo railway are tied 
up by the high rains, 

Savaonah Is Frightened. 

SAVANNAH, Oct. 13.—Savannah is in the 
teeth of a sturm, which threatens in a few 
hours to equalin intensity that of Aug. 
27, which swept the entire Georgia and 
South Carolina coasts. 

The predictions of the weather bureau 
gave ample warning, and all day prepara- 
tions have been in progress in the city, on 
river and harbor, to protect property from 
its ravages. The windis now blowing 40 
miles an hour and steadily increasing, 
All vessels in the harbor have sought 
shelter und safe anchorages. 

The smaller craft, towboats, pilot boats 
and yachts have been massed in slips and 
tied fast. 

No vessels left port yesterday. The Bos- 
ton steamship Gate City, which was to 
have sailed last night, has been made fast 
to her docks, and will remain until the 
storm has passed. 

The New York steamer City of Augusta 
is due today, and it is feared will be 
caught in the storm. A number of vessels 
were due from domestic and foreign 
ports, and one or two are believed to be 
off the bar. In the city little damage has 
yet been done. The full force of the 
storm is expected to reach heresoon,. A 
heavy rain is now falling.

THEY FEAR ANARCHISTS. 


New Yorkers Who Hire Watchmen to Pro- 
tect Their Lives and Millions. 

There are now four times as many 
watchmen and detectives along Fifth 
avenue in the vicinity of the residences 
of the money kings as there were a few 
yonths ago and before the anarchistic 
element became noisy. So said one of 
the watchmen I found guarding the new 
inillion doHar palace of Cornelius Van- 
derbilt. He told me that the owners of 
palaces along Fifth avenue have not 
been taking any chances in letting an- 
archists place. bombs under their front 
stoops. He estimated that at least 500 
new watclnen have secured employment 
since the anarchists began their recent | 
noisy meetings on the east side. It was | 
his fond hope that the reds would con- 
tinue their larangue, as it gave employ- 
ment toa good many ‘‘daycent fellers 
who needed a job powerfully bad.” 

“Since this recent anarchist talk and 
racket on the east side we have done a 
land office business,” said the manager 
of a detective bureau. ‘We have sup- 
plied over 100 men to wealthy but timid 
New Yorkers within the past few months. 
One of the odd things about the rich 
men of Gotham is that they pretend to 
never fear trouble from the poor classes. 
I know one of the wealthiest men in the 
city whom I have provided with watch- 
men and special detectives for different 
purposes. 

“The day after the arrest of this Em- 
ma Goldman, the anarchist, he called at | 
the office and employed five men to guard | 
his million dollar home up in Fifth ave- | 
nue. I asked himif he feared the anarch- | 
ists. 

“Oh, no, not at all,’ said he. ‘lam 
afraid of burglars, and I have recently 
imported a lot of valuable plate.’ 

“Well, after I furnished him the men | 
one of them came to me and said he 
called up the entire force of watchmen 
and said he had reason to believe that 
the anarchists intended blowing up a 
number of mansions along Fifth avenue, | 
aud that his residence was among the 
number. He ordered the men to not, 
wait to arrest any one whom they 
thought a suspicious character, but to 
shoot them down aud he would stand 
the consequences, besides rewarding the 
watchman.

THE STORMY PETREL. 


Some of the Curious Superstitions of Old 
Sailors About the Bird. 

One of the best known of the sea 
birds is the stormy petrel. It is oftenest 
seen during storms, flying above the 
Waves in search of the shellfish and 
other small animals that are brought to | 
the surface by the tempest. The sailors 
call petrels ‘‘Mother Carey's chickens” 
and do not view them with much favor, 
owing to their being constant compan- 
ions of storms. Jack thinks that rough 
weather may be expected when he sees 
petrels about and is not quite sure that 
they do not in some way cause the tem- | 
pest. When the bird is on the outlook 
for its prey, it seems to walk on the 
water. Hence the seamen of olden time, 
in allusion to the apostle Peter’s walking 
on the water, called the bird petrel, from 
the Latin Petrellus, ‘*Little Peter.” 

So far from the sailor's being supersti- 
tious as to the capture of another kind 
of petrel—the Cape pigeon—which is ofa 
black and white color and about the size 
of a tame pigeon, I have known Jack to 
take a hand occasionally in capturing 
them as a bit of recreation during a dog- 
watch. In southern latitudes the Cape 
pigeons follow a ship in thousands. The | 
method of catching them is peculiar. A 
common bottle cork is tied to the end of 
a long piece of thread and trailed astern 
so that the cork touches the wate. This 
gives the required tautness to the :hread. 
As the birds fly in clouds from side to 
side astern some of them constantly 
strike the thread with their wings, and 
the resistance is enough to turn them 
over it, when the thread is wrapped 
round the wing and the bird is hauled 
on board. In this manner I have seen 
hundreds caught in a day. 

On one occasion a clipper ship, carry- 
ing passengers to India, captured pigeons 
by hundreds, and the surgeon by some 
mischance succeeded in entangling a 
stormy petrel. 

Now the doctor was an enthusiastic 
naturalist and what to the sailors is 
known as a “‘landlubber”—that is, he was 
on his first voyage. The doctor at once 
took the specimen to his cabin and made 
preparations to skin and preserve it. In 
hot haste a deputation of seamen, headed 
by the old gray haired sailmaker, came 
aft with a request that the petrel be set 
at liberty, saying that otherwise the ship 
and all on board would surely suffer. 
The doctor, somewhat surprised, in- 
tended to set the bird free, but his en- 
thusiasm as a naturalist prevailed over 
the superstitious warning, and when the | 
sailors had disappeared the bird wasadd- | 
ed to his collection. The fact soon be- 
came known forward among the men, 
and the doctor was regarded with black 
looks by the crew for the remainder of 
the voyage.

PROFESSIONS OVERCROWDED. 


But the Supply of Mechanics Is Also 
Greater Than the Demand. 

The learned professions are overcrowd- 
ed. The causeof this unhappy crowding 
of the market for brain laborers is not 
far to seek. An immense number of 
persons, who in former times would have 
worked with their hands as their fathers 
did before them, are being educated to 
work with their heads. There is a gen- 
eral leveling up of the social grades, if 
you look at it optimistically. Theson of 
the artisan becomes a clerk, the son of 
the clerk aspires to teach in school, the 
son of the schoolteacher aspires to go to 
Oxford orCambridge. But this leveling 
up is not an unmixed blessing. 

The result is that we have 50 times too 
many clerks—200 applied for an insig- 
nificant post advertised in The Times 
the other day—10 times too many half 
educated teachers, and, alas, 10 times 
too many university graduates turned 
out every year to crowd the ranks of the 
bar, the schools and jourvalism and re- 
cruit the year’s crop of miserable and 
hopeless failures. None of these people 
can dig as their fathers did. They can- 
not make shop boys or busmen or cross- 
ing sweepers. Too many of them can 
only teach or starve.—London Saturday 
Review.

RUSSIANNS WELCOMED. 


Sept. 30, 1887.... 


Thousands of Strangers Have Flocked 
Into the City of Toulon. 

TOULON, Oct. 14.—Latein the afternoon 
the Russian officers visited Admiral De- 
Boissury aboard the Formidable and Ad- 
miral de la Jaille aboard the Richelieu. 
Jaille commands the Mediterranean re- 
serve fleet, and is an old friend of Admiral 
Avelan. 

At 3:15 Admiral Avelan and his staff 
proceeded to the grand salon of the town 
hall, where the municipze and district 
officials and delegates from the provinces 
awaited them. 

The socialist mayor of ‘Toulon, M. 
Ferraro, made the tirst speech. He said 
that the representatives of the depart- 
ments of France had gathered here to 
show how the hearts of all Frenchmen 
beat with one accord, animated solely by 
the feeling of friendship for the two 
nations. 

W hen Admiral Avelan and his aide-de- 
camp, Lieutenant Tolstoi, appeared on 
the balcony of the town hall they were 
received by a scene of frantic enthusiasm. 
At 4o’clock the Russians bade goodby to 
the officials in the large hall and returned 
to the quay. 

As they left the shore the air was filled 
with shouts of “Long live Russia,” “Long 
live the Czar.”’ M, DeGiers of the Russian 
embassy in Paris accompanied Com- 
mander Metrachel and the light division 
which went out to meet the Russian fleet. 

It is estimated that there are now 200,000 
strangers in the town. The telegraph 
offices swarm with newspaper reporters. 
It is difficult to say what proportion of 
the enthusiasm shown by the people is due 
to patriotic fervor an'l what proportion to 
racial excitability.

TWO TRAINS WRECKED. 


Eight Persons Killed and Many Injured 
In a Michigan Wreck, 

JACKSON, Mich., Oct. 14.—A terrible 
wreck occurred 100 yards east of the pas- 
senger depot in this city. A World’s fair 
excursion train from the east was stand- 
ing at the depot when another exeursion 
train pulled in. The engiueer lost con- 
trol of his air brake and could uot stop his 
train, and it rushed at the rate of 40 miles 
an hour into the train ahead, plowing 
under it and throwing the cars in all di- 
rections, 

Nine cars were smashed to pieces and 
the engine is broken beyond recognition. 

The first section of the excursion train 
was called the “Oswego” and the last sec- 
tion the “Webb” special. 

F. J. Reig, conductor of the Oswego 
special, say-: “I was stopping at Jackson 
for breakfast and had just started when 
the Webb special going west struck my 
trainin the rear part and broke three 
coaches. My train was protected in the 
Jackson yard by the semaphore.” 

Engineer William Whalen, who lives at 
Jackson, was running the last section. 
He says: “I saw the signal in the yard to 
keep back, and had my engine in hand, as 
I thought; but when I came down near 
the train which was standing still, my air 
brakes would not work and I ran into the 
coaches, The failure of the air made it 
impossible to stop. I never had such an 
experience before.” 

Whalen is badly burned and one of his 
legs is broken, but he will live. 

No less than nine vessels had already 
passed through Jackson going west, in 
addition to the regular trains. 

The number of dead is now placed at 
eight and the number injured will reach at 
least 40. 


Missing From Burlington. 

BURLINGTON, Vt., Oct. 14.—Miss Agnes 
Smith of Burlington disappeared from 
home Thursday.

Work Begun on the Annex—Items of 
Interest Concerning School. 

Active operations have been begun look- 
ing towards the erection of the annex to 
Thayer Academy agreeable to the pro- 
visions of the White-Glover will. 

Gooch & Pray masons and builders, 
Boston, are the successful contractors and 
Hartwell & Richardson, of the same city, 
the architects. 

William May, contractor of Braintree, 
has a gang of laborers and horses busy ex- 
cavating for the foundation which operation 
has been so far advanced that the masons 
have begun to build the foundation wall 
for the underpinning to rest on, a wall, 
judging from the portion already done, that 
will stand till Michael blows his horn. 

In using the term ‘‘ annex” it ought not 
to be understood that the new structure is 
to be annexed to the Academy building, 
but in the sense that it is to bean ‘‘ annex” 
to the branches of instruction now taught 
at the Academy, to wit, the addition of a 
Laboratory for the performance of chemical 
experiments, etc., and a gymnasium for 
training and exercise in gymnastics. 

The new building will occupy a position 
to the north of the Academy building aad 
nearer to the gate admitting to the grounds, 
on Washington street. 

It is to be what is called a ‘* wing build- 
ing”’ that is the centre will be wider than 
either of the ends and will rise higher. It 
isto be a brick building a hundred and 
eighty-two feet long and the middle part 
sixty feet wide where the laboratory is to 
be located, on either end of which are the 
gymnasiums one for the girls and one for 
the boys, separated as it will be seen, by 
the portion of the building allowed for the 
laboratory. 

It is going to bea fine looking building 
the highest part reaching to seventy feet in 
the air; an additional ornament in many 
ways to the town of Braintree. 

It is proper to state that Charles F. Marr 
of Boston, is foreman of the work, a very 
civil and no doubt competent man, in every 
respect,

TARIFF AND INCOME TAX, 


The Ways and Means Committee Consid- 
ering Momentous Problems. 

The committee on ways and means, 
having closed its hearings and its doors, 
1s now discussing the question of raising 
the revenue. The large reduction which 
it is intended to make in the tariff rates, 
and which will cause a large falling off 
of revenue before it goes into operation, 
renders it necessary to substitute some 
method of meeting this deficit, The 
Democratic members of the ways and 
means are not in complete accord at 
present as to how the revenue required 
shall be raised. Several members of the 
committee, including McMillin, Turner 
and Bryan, are in favor of increasing the 
taxon distilled spirits from 90 cents to 

1.25 a gallon. They assume that this 
will increase the revenue on this article 
from $94,000,000, estimated for the next 
fiscal year, to $125,000,000. 

They do not look favorably upon the 
proposition of David A. Wells, submitted 


| to Secretary Carlisle, to double the tax on 


tobacco and malt liquors, His plan is 
to raise $64,000,000 annually from each 
of these items. The present tax realizes 
$82,000,000 on each article, These Dem- 
ocratic members hold that these articles 
are the poor man’s luxuries and there- 
fore should be taxed at aminimum rate, 
Whisky they claim is not a luxury, and 
that the producer can readily stand the 
increase without raising the price to the 
consumer. In addition, they claim that 
it can be collected without any increased 
expense. 

For any additional revenue which may 
be required from the falling off of cus- 
toms the Democratic members, with one 
or two exceptions, regard a graduated 
income tax as the most equitable method 
of raising revenue which could be ap- 
plied. The class of the population who 
have incomes upward of $2,000 a year 
they claim can well afford to contribute 
to the support of the government. While 
they admit that there are some features 
which are inquisitorial and offensive, the 
system would readily yield the revenue 
required and out of a class of people 
who could well afford to pay. This 
proposition will have ardent supporters 
among Democrats of the committee and 
in the house. It will be antagonized by 
many of the northern and eastern Demo- 
crats in co-operation with the Republic- 
an minority in the committee and house, 
—Washington Dispatch. 


QUITE ENGLISH, YOU KNOW. 


A London Ladies’ Club and the Cigarette 
Question, 

A certain high class ladies’ club is in 
danger of disruption over the cigarette 
question. A large minority of the mem- 
bers smoke, and therefore a smoking 
room is provided, but ladies who do not 
smoke object to this room and are agi- 
tating for its abolition. If they succeed, 
the smokers will probably leave the club, 
and the secession will be serious, <Ac- 
cording to one account, a nonsmoking 
lady, disliking the atmosphere of the 
place, is deterred from entering the 
room, and being conscious that it is the 
coziest and most gossipy room of the 
club is very unwilling to be shut out 
from the interesting talk. Her natural 
course would be to take to cigarettes 
also and brave the criticisms of home. 
But instead of raising the domestic ques- 
tion she raises the club question and 
wants the smoking room done away with, 

The lady smokers, however, are stron 
in numbers, and being in possession of & 
comfortable privilege do not see why 
they should foregoit. If the smoke is 
disagreeable to the nonsmoker, they say 
the nonsmoker can stay out. The Pio- 
neer, which is one of the most prom- 
inent of the many ladies’ clubs in Lon- 
don, wishes it understood that the story 
does not apply toit. Not more than 20 
of its 280 members use the smoking 
room.—London Dispatch.

DROP IN PRICE OF WHEAT. 


Textile Inc ‘stries Disturbed by 
Strikes. 


New York, Oct. 14.—R. C. Dan & Co.'s 
Review of Trade says: 

The volume of business transacted in- 
creases some, because the longer people go 
without clothing or other necessaries the 
more certain their demand is to revive. 
But the recovery itself hesitates, for no 
one can tell what it may haveto meet. A 
faithful photograph of business under 
such circumstances necessarily presents 
contradictory features, but the underly- 
ing fact for the week is that people are 
waiting as far as they can. 

Railroad stocks have yielded about 50 
per cent per share. Abundaut money op 
call makes stock operations look inviting, 
but people see that money on call is abund- 
ant, chiefly because the money market it- 
self is waiting and does not know what to 
do, 

Decline In Wheat. 

Wheat has weakened 1 1-4 cents; though 
the government report would indicate a 
yield of only 391,000,000 bushels, so small 
as to warrant a much higher price. West- 
ern exports for the week have been 6,054,- 
648 bushels, against 9,361,979 last year, 
while Atlantic exports have fallen to 621,- 
861 bushels, against 1,900,123 last year. 
Corn has advanced 1-4 cent. 

Cotton stands just where it did a week 


ago. 

The monthly report of the iron output 
Oct. 1 shows a decrease of 10,000 tons 
weekly in September, being 73,895 tons, 
weekly, aguinst 83,434 last month and 
158,027 ayear ago. Siuce May 1 the de 
crease is about 69 per cent, and unsold 
stocks slightly increased, while prices 
are the lowest yet recorded. But the de- 
mand for finished products has started 
nearly 0 more mills with work, though 
at cut-throat prices, since it falls much 
below the capacity of the mills now in 
operation, 

In textile manufactures the number of 
mills closing wholly or in part is again 
about as great as the number resuming 
work, and industries are further disturbed 
by important strikes agaiust reduction of 
wages, one in Providence affecting 150,00 
persons. 

The demand for woolen goods is nota 
third of the usual magnitude, and sales of 
wool at three chief markets for the last 
week were 2,500,45% pouuds, against 7,099,- 
600 last year. 

Outside New York boot and shoe facto- 
ries are but poorly employed, and eastern 
shipments for the week were 34 per cent 
below last year’s, but bright spots appear 
in women’s shoes and in rubber goods, 

The failures for the past week number 
393 in the United States, against 187 last 
year, and 42 in Canada, against 26 last 
year. 


SWALLOWED A NEEDLE. 
An Infant's Terrible Suffering at Last 
Accounted For. 


Bancor, Me., Oct. 14—A remarkable 
case is reported from Greenville.

When the child was heldina 
certain position, perfectly still, it would 
be easy for a time; but the slightest move- 
ment or jar would briag on a distressing 
attack. 

Ou careful examination there was found 
aslight hardness and bulging over the 
abdomen. Finally, after watching the 
case for hours and trying in vain to relieve 
the child, the physician decided that it 
must be caused by some foreign substance 
thatthe child had swallowed trying to 
work out. The baby was etherized and an 
opening was made into the bowels. Deep 
in the opening was found a needle 11-2 
inches long, which was working its way 
out eye end first. 


No Pay, No Work, 

BARRE, Vt., Oct. 14.—Nearly 50 granite 
eutters, polishers and lumpers, employed 
by C. E. Tayntor & Co., quit work yester- 
day owing tothe non-payment of wages. 
The men claim to have received only a 
very small portion of the wages due them 
since Aug. 1, and that several thousand 
dollars are now due by the firm to the 
cutters. The cutters say they have no 
fear that the wages will not be paid, but 
they could not see the way clear to work 
any longer unless they were paid what 
they earned. 

The Innocent Must Suffer. 

WORCESTER, Mass., Oct. 14.—The prop- 
erty of Hon. John D. Washburn of this 
city, late United States minister to Swit- 
gerland, was attached yesterday on two 
writs of $10,000 each, with John M. Wash- 
burn as co-defendant, iu favor of the Old 
Colony Riilroad company. The suit grew 
out of the irregularities in the accounts of 
John M. Washburn, late treasurer of the 
Old Colony railroad. 


For Manslaughter.

THE TW! DOCTORS, 


They do not do so now, but in bygone 
times some of the medical students and 
young practicing physicians of Detroit 
were in the habit of stealing bodies for 
dissection from the cemeteries ania 
the city.

Stewart Grinds Out More Anti-Re- 
peal Argument. 


COMPROMISE ALMOST SURE, 


Senators Show the Severe Tax 
on Their Strength. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 14—It might hayo 
been expected that after a continuous ses- 
sion of 39 hours, closing at 2:30 yesterday 
morning, arsl after the partial failure of 
the test of physical endurance on the sil- 
ver purchase repeal bill, that measura 
would have been allowed to go over until 
Monday, whea the senate would have ad- 
journed until then. 

The senate met at the usual hour, took 
up the bill promptly, and submitted, with 
weariness and patience, to the second in- 
stallment of Mr. Stewart’s speech. Not 
only did it did so, but it was a remarkable 
fact that there were several more sena- 
tors present than there had been for 
some weeks past. The first rollcall 
showed the presence of 54 senutors, the 
second of 51 and the third of 52. 
call showed the presence of 57. 

Mr. Stewart announced his purpose not 
to vote for any bill that would limit the 
life of silver; and he wa: still talking at 
7p.m., only interrupte! ‘+; half hourly 
calls, There was,indee!, -longer break 
in his speech, while Se 3 ‘Teller and 
Hoar had an excited di- yn over the 
rights of miuorities. Vest (Dem., 
Mo.) gave notice of an ai: .dment to the 
bill. This amendment prop.ses the repeal 
of the purchasing clause of the Sherman 
act and the issuing of coin certificates for 
the uncoined bullion, 


What Next? 


The feeling is here that unconditional 
repeal is dead. A compromise seems 
almost sure. When the contest was en- 
tered upon it was evident toevery man of 
any experience in the senate that the ma- 
jority would be the sufferers. An attempt 
to wear out ar absent minority could not 
end otherwise than in the discomfiture 
and final defeat of those who assumed the 
task. 

It was necessary, or at least appeared so, 
for the senators who have teen makinga 
fruitless effort to secure the repeal of the 
silver purchasing clause of the Sherman 
law to go through a test of physical suffer- 
ing to demonstrate to the president and 
those of the public who are demanding the 
unconditional repeal of the law their sin- 
cerity of purpose and their helplessness to 
do anything in opposition to a determined 
minority. 

Staunch Repealers, 

The repealers, therefore, fearlessly sub- 
jected themselves to the test of physical 
suffering to prove their good faith. It 
never was a good test of endurance be- 
tween the repealers and the auti-repealers, 
since the anti-repealers were not subjected 
to the strain, but was merely «test of the 
amount of suffering the administration 
forces could cndure in support of their 
good faith. 

It was like the self-inflicted torture of a 
religious fanatic to appease the anger of 
his god, and during the closing hours of 
the ordeal the evidence of the suffering 
endured became painful to the audience 
assembled to witness the sacrifice. er 
with long years of service are capable o 
enduring the test of any iitbeke ot 
battle, but, past that age where brute 
force and physical power are weapons at 
their command, became pitiable objects of 
physical suffering before the night’s ses- 
sion was over. 

Strain Told Upon Them. 


Their forms were bent, their legs trem- 
bling and their steps unsteady; heavy 
lines drawn across their features, as pale 
almost as death, with dark rings around 
their eyes, which were almost closed with 
sleep. And at any minute they were 
threatened with utter collapse if for a few 
minutes they sought that rest which 
seemed necessary to save their lives. 

The inexorabie call for a quorum 
aroused them, and the ringing of the elec- 
tric bells, sounding far off to their sleepy 
ears, called them to their self-imposed 
duty and deprived them of the poor com- 
fort of brief oblivion.

RUNAWAY BOYS, 


One Draws 8500 from Quincy Savings 
Bank, and ihree Start West. 


There was considerable excitement on 
Sunday morning when it was reported that 
three boys, whose ages are about fifteen 
years, bad disappeared. 

The three boys were William Clare, 
Ernest Baker and Walter Smith. All of 
the boys lived with their parents and had 
pleasant homes, and tbe only reason that is 
given for their sudden leave taking is that 
they had been reading fiery literature aud 
had become possessed with the idea that 
they must ‘‘go west.” 

The absence of the boys was first dis- 
covered Sunday morning by Mr. Clare, who 
was somewhat surprised at not finding his 
son in his room, when he had gone to bed 
as he supposed abou! ten o’clock Saturday 
night. 

An investigation was at once made and 
it was soon made apparent that the de- 
parture was a premeditated one, as the boy 
had taken all of his clothes besides a quan- 
tity of reading matter. 

The investigation also showed Mr.Clare’s 
bank book to be missing and inquiring re- 
vealed tbat the boy had visited the Savings 
bank about 4 o'clock Saturday afternoon 
and had drawn out $510 of bis father’s hard 
earned cash. 

The cashier of the bank was not present 
when the payment was made and as the 
boy had often drawn out money for his 
father everything was thought to be all 
right and five $100 bills was passed out. 

The Baker boy is known to have been 
talking of going westfor some weeks and 
he has tried to induce several of the young 
boys to accompany him but he evidently 
met with no success until he had secured 
the Clare and Smith boys. Baker lived at 
Germantown and inquiring revealed the 
fact that he had not been home since Satur- 
day noon and it is now supposed that the 
three met sometime near midnight and 
walked to Boston and took an early train 
west. 

The Clare boy wore a blue suit with a 
long gray ulster, the Baker boy wore a 
light gray suit with a black cap while the 
Smith boy had on his best suit over his 
everyday clothes.

HAMMOND RENOMINATED, 


Again a Candidate for Representative in 
the Quinéy-Weymouth District. 

The Republican Representative conven- 
tion was held at headquarters Saturday 
evening. 

Charles R. Sherman called the conven- 
tion to order and was elected temporary 
chairman, with Evart W. Adams as 
secretary.

Mr. Hammond then entered the hall and 
upon being introduced thanked the con- 
vention for the honor, and said if reelected 
he would endeavor to represent the district 
in a manner that would be acceptable to 
the people. 

Senator Merrill when called upon, said 
the unanimity with which all the con- 
ventions had been held, meant that the 
Republicans had given up local squabbles 
and that they would be unanimous. With- 
out harmony itis impossible to win elec- 
tions. In the past where there has been 
wrangling, it bad unseated the party. He 
did not believe in hustling for delegates, 
but thought every man should go and 
freely express his opinion. The prospects 
for a victory this year are good.

Jobn Shaw said he was very pleased to 
hear the remarks that bad been made about 
the good old Republican party, and that 
we not only wanted the McKinley bill in 
operation but the Republican party to 
protect it.

Thatis the question 
which they who love their fellowmen, 
and who believe that humanity and jus- 
tice must go hand in hand if this repub- 
lic is to endure, have been asking for, lo! 
these many days. Homelessness, hunger 
tnd raggedness in this éountry of plenty 
cannot coexist forever—nor much longer. 
Something must break. The strain is too 
areat. I have heard a hundred conserva- 
tive business men say, in effect, during 
the past six weeks: ‘Well, I don’t see 
how it is possible for this state of affairs 
to continue another week. That there 
has not been a terrible breaking up be- 
fore now is one of the mysteries that I 
cannot comprehend.” The air is heavy 
with the mutterings of discontent, and 
what is the worst of it the mutterings 
are justifiable. Times are hard, hard, 
hard, and the future, with its nearby 
winter, promises no relief. The resump- 
tion of work in factories and mills re- 
corded in the newspapers is offset by 
the shutdowns, and in a few weeks those 
now employed in the industries which 
are always closed during the winter will 
swell the army of the unemployed be- 
yond the highest figure it has yet reached 
unless something is done, 


Good men from every walk of life 
have been and arenow proposing, consid- 
ering and supporting plans for the relief 
of the destitute. Charity organizations 
are stumped. Notwithstanding the 
boasting and bluster of their officers 
they are not able to grapple with one 
corner of the problem. They have not 
the means. Very few of the rich, upon 
whom the charity organizations depend 
for their support, seem to realize—or care 
for—the extraordinary state of affairs. So, 
I say, charity is stumped. Besides, alms- 
giving is not what is wanted, and it 
could not cure the ills under which we 
suffer, no matter how much it might be 
extended. Whatis wanted is a chance 
for the unemployed to earn the means of 
their subsistence. And in attempts to 
provide such opportunity the only steps 
of consequence have been taken. Writ- 
ers and speakers have been calling upon 
state and municipal authorities to un- 
dertake needed public improvements 
upon which the idle men could be given 
work, and something along that line is 
being accomplished, though not a great 
deal as yet. 

There are editors and statesmen (?) 
who bitterly oppose such measures be- 
cause they smack of “paternalism.” 
These opponents, it seems, prefer bread 
riots, revolution, terrorism, to any sort 
of a compromise with their religion that 
every fellow is for himself and the devil 
take the hindmost. Municipal relief 
works have been opposed in some cities 
because the small souled, cold blooded 
opponents declared, ‘‘We will be deluged 
by all the unemployed and tramps for 
hundreds of miles around.” Any city or 
town which refuses to do all inits power 
to rg@ieve the sufferings of its poor be- 
cause of the fear that the poor of some 
other locality may be drawn toward it 
deserves the fate of Sodom and Gomor- 
rah. Usually such towns have laws 
closing everything but drug stores on 
Sundays and prohibiting the sale of cig- 
arettes, they are so confoundedly good 
and moral, but I don’t think their Chris- 
tianity is the kind that Peter will recog- 
nize when it is presented at the gate. 

Several municipalities have taken 
practical steps for the relief of the un- 
employed. Buffalo has put on a large 
force of laborers at digging trenches and 
laying watermains. The fund availab! 
for this purpose is $257,000, and the de- 
partment will expend the full amount 
before frost becomes so heavy as to stop 
the work. This is, looked at from some 
directions, a small matter, but it will be 
equivalent to providing the necessaries 
of life to 2,000 families for the winter, 
amd the principle may be extended to 
other public works. Omaha made a 
small move in the same direction. The 
city council appropriated $10,000 for the 
improvement of streets and alleys, Con- 
siderable trouble was experienced by the 
authorities in charge of the work, owing 
to the fact that only a small proportion 
of those applying could be given work, 
but the sentiment of a great part of the 
citizens of Omaha, as represented by 
The World-Herald, is favorable to an 
extension of the idea, and there seems to 
bea keen appreciation of the needs of 
the hour. 


Chicago has given work to several 
hundred on the construction of its drain- 
nge canal. There have been some cruel 
nisrepresentations in connection with 
this work. The drainage canal is being 
constructed by contractors, and through 
the efforts of the county commissioners 
the contractors agreed to increase their 
forces so far as possible to work with ad- 
vantage by employing men who would 
be sent out by a bureau established in 
Chicago by the commissioners. Out of 
the thousands who applied the first day, 
300 were selected and sent to the works. 
The Chicago Journal, organ of the ex- 
clusive, pig sticking plutocracy, printed 
an editorial item stating that all but five 
of the men quit work the first day and 
roncluded that ‘‘evidently work was not 
what the lake front idlers wanted.” The 
Washington Post and other contempti- 
ble journals whose editors curry favor 
with the robber barons by contending 
that there are no enforced idlers, but that 
the unemployed are lazy, shiftless no- 
goods, copied The Journal's paragraph 
and shouted, ‘‘We told you so.” 


In a day or so we heard the other side. 
Says The Inter Ocean on the subject: 

The first reports substituted the number 
that had given up the task for the number ! 
that had persevered. The showing is highly | 
creditable to the men. Many of them were | 
unused to work that required great exercise 0} 
strength. All of them were unused to the work 
of excavation. They were placed in coppet-

tion with trained and seasoned hands, and 
that so many held their own with them is con- 
clusive evidence of the respectability of theiz 
character. They held their own by the exer- 
cise of that noble quality that prefers to earn 
bread by hard labor, andeven at the cost of 
physical pain, to accepting the bread of char- 
ity. Chicago has reason to be prond of the 300 
unemployed who are braving the hardships of 
Lemont. When prosperity returns, the moa 
trustworthy men that employers can find may 
be found among this Spartan 300, who choose 
to work with sore handsand with aching backs 


rather than to beg with smooth or with noisy 
tongues, 


The papers which were at such pains 
to circulate the lie have failed to correct 
it, and it is still quoted in counting 
rooms as proof that “they won't work 
when they may.” 


There is no doubt that the men whe 
went to work on the canal were put to se- 
vere tests, and that they remained at the 
work is proof of their necessities. The 
Chicago Tribune relates the experience 
of the recruits, and a harrowing tale of 
brutality it is. Says The Tribune: 


For some reason best known to the con- 
tractors on the canal the foremen of the 
works, by apparently preconcerted action, 
proceeded to make the positions of the recruits 
intolerable. From long idleness and insuffi- 
cient food many of them were unable to do as 
much at the start as the men who had been 
long employed on the canal, though with a 
few days’ practice they would have been just 
as efficient. Men with a spark of humanity in|} 
their bosoms would haye given the unfortu- 
nates a chance by overlooking slow work fo1 
the first day or two. Not so the foremen ot 
the drainage canal gangs. They put the new 
men with gangs of their best workers. They 
were given no water to drink and beaten and 
abused when their wheelbarrows were not s¢ 
heavily loaded as those of the old hands. 


Other measures of relief are being 
considered in Chicago. Many public 
spirited citizens are taking part in the 
discussion of ways and means, Various 
public improvements are suggested. 
Why such propositions do not meet with 
unanimous approval I cannot under- 
stand. There is notacity in the coun- 
try which is fully supplied with public 
conveniences, such as streets, alleys, 
sewers, parks, etc. By making the im- 
provements now two things are ac 
complished—the city is beautified and 
enriched, and the distress of a useful part 
of its citizens is relieved. ‘“‘But we 
haven't the money.” Rats! The sug: 
gestion of Colonel W. P. Rend of Chi- 
cago is not new, butit fills the bill. He 
says: “If the city has no money to pay 
for improvements, it should issue scriz 
or certificates which would be as good 
as legal currency.” Look at France: 
There is no foolishness about the French 
when they see the need of doing some 
thing. What has made Paris the most 
beautiful city in the world? The em 
ployment of her surplus labor upon 
public improvements. Ask one of the 
French delegates now in this country 
why it is that the streets of Paris are sc 
far superior to those of New York that he 
and his associates were shocked by the 
cgntrast when they landed in the Amer- 
ef metropolis. 


The city of St. Paul has taken steps to 
relieve the distress among its unem- 
ployed by furnishing work on public 
improvements. St. Paul is a “thorough- 
ly practical” city, and its philanthropy 
is governed by ‘‘business principles.” It 
has hedged its relief about with so many 
conditions that it looks asif there was 
more of a desire to get work done cheap- 
ly than to help the poor and a terrible 
fear that some poor devil who has never 
spent a quarter in the town might get 
the chance to earn a square meal. These 
are some of the St. Paul conditions: 
Wages limited to $1 per day, payable in 
‘necessaries of life’—no cash; none but 
heads of families employed; six months’ 
residence in the city required. Of course 
it isa good thing that some of the un- 
employed who can fill that bill will be 
given relief, but we don’t want to hear 
any blowing of trumpets over the mag- 
nanimity, generosity and public spirit 
of St. Paul. 


I intended to tell something of the re- 
lief measures adopted in 20 or more 
cities, but I see there will not be room 
in this letter. Pittsburg, St. Louis, Cin- 
cinnati, San Francisco and several other 
cities have considered the public employ- 
ment idea and have progressed to differ- 
ent stages along that line. In San Fran- 
cisco the homeless hundreds have estab- 
lished a camp and soup kitchen on the 
old sand lots. The city furnished the 
money for the purchase of an old sail, 
which was stretched across an open 
space, with supports at each side, thus 
providing a canvas roof to shelter the 
poor creatures. In Cincinnati the mayor 
is attempting to aid the efforts of the 
labor organizations’ relief committee. 
He attended one of the meetings of the 
unemployed the other day, An incident 
of the meeting, reported in the Cincin- 
nati Enquirer, will give an idea of the 
distress in that city: 

A scene which was enough to touch a heart 
of stone closed the mecting. The chairman 
asked if there were any men in the hall who 
bad had nothing to eat since the day before. 

Nearly 60 men stood up. 

A few more questions were asked, and then 
the fact was developed that there were nearly 
20 men in the hall who had had nothing to eat 
for three days. 

“Let’s take up a collection of pennies and 
nickels among ourselves,” said the chairman, 
“and buy these poor fellows something to eat.” 

A hat was passed, and $2.35 was raised. The 
chairman took the money to the John Schneider 
bakery, on Walnut street, and was given $5 
worth of bread tickets forit. Then the men 
were called down. Some of them were so weak 
that they could scarcely stand. Mostof them 
attacked the bread like ravenous wolves, One 
man took two loaves and hurried away. “I 
have seven children at home,” was the only ex- 
planation he gave, and it was enough, 


The labor organizations of New York 
are doing all they can to aid the needy, 
but every proposition looking to employ- 
ment upon public works is clubbed 
down by the plutocratic press and the 
political powers. The governor of the 
state is going to talk to the relief com- 
mittee of workingmen when the state 
fairs are over. Evictions for nonpay- 
ment of rent are hourly occurrences, 


| and there would be more if there weren’t 


two or three soft hearted judges in the 
city. Hunger and rags stalk the streets 
or crouch in dark corners, and the well 
fed are occupied with “‘silver in the 
senate,” the tariff hearings and the com- 
ing yacht race, Once more permit me 
to say this is a great country, and nine- 
teenth century civilization takes the

Pennsylvania Strikes In 1892, 

A dispatch from Harrisburg says: 

The report of the chief of the bureau 
of industrial statistics, Albert 8. Bolles, 
which is Part III of the report of the 
department of internal affairs, of which 
Thomas J. Stewart is secretary, is near- 
ly ready for distribution. Among other 
matters contained in this report is an 
account of all the strikes that happened 
during the year 1892. 

Not including the strike of the em- 
ployees of the Carnegie Steel company at 
Homestead, there were only 26 strikes 
during the year, a much smallernumber 
than usual. 

Of these 1 was by the employees of a 
railway company, 13 by the employees 
engaged in iron and steel industries, 2 
by employees in cigar manufactories, 4 
by employees in textile manufactories. 
There was 1 brewery strike, 1 in a coop- 
erage works, 2 in tile works and a lock- 
out by coal operators. Eleven of these 
strikes occurred in Philadelphia and 4 
in Pittsburg. The whole number of per- 
sons engaged in the strikes was 4,208, 
and the number involved 7,414, Only 3 
strikes succeeded, 4 partly so, while the 
others failed. 

The total loss incurred by the em- 
ployees was $373,246; the employer's loss, 
so far as ascertained, was $50,985, 

The summary of strike statistics is 
followed by a lengthy account of the fa- 
mous strike at the Homestead mills of 
the Carnegie Steel company and the oth- 
er mills in the vicinity controlled by the 
same company. 

The loss to the striking employees of 
the company during the period of the 
strike was about $1,250,000. The ex- 
pense to the state for transportation and 
maintaining the troops was $440,256.31. 

The strike was one of the longest and 
most costly that has ever occurred in 
this state. 


The time bas come when employers have 
had to take into consideration the prospects 
of free trade in the guise of tariff reform. 
To meet this change they have proceeded 
cautiously and have either closed their fac- 
tories or made reduction in wages. Tens 
of thousands are out of employment, and 
what promised a year ago to beayear of re- 
markable prosperity, has proved to be a 
period of exceptional distress. Of what 
avail are the ‘* cheap goods,” promised by 
the Democrats, when our factories are 
closed and the idle workingmen have not 
money enough to buy even the necessities 
of life? Can the cheapness of goods count- 
erbalance the disruption of business from 
Maine to California? Don’t be deceived. 
The Republican policy is one of protection 
to American workingmen, and deserves the 
votes of all true-minded men.—Clinton En- 
terprise.

Fun With the Militia. 

Some weeks since Adjutant General 
Allen of California ordered the state 
national guard to practice the riot drill, 
60 as to be ready to put down the labor 
riots which he felt sure were to result 
from the hard times. The Federal La- 
bor union of Oakland appointed a com- 
mittee to attend the drills of the guard. 
The committee was instructed to report 
to the union from time to time the re- 
sults of its observations and to make 
recommendations as to how thes¢ tactics 
could best be successfully circumvented 
by a body of comparatively undrilled 
but organized men.

Wild Enthusiasm at Toulon Over the 
Visit of the Russians. 

TovuLon, Oct. 16.—The streets were al- 
most as crowded at 3 o’clock Sunday morn- 
ing as at 8 o’clock Saturday afternoon. 
The illumination of shops and private 
houses did not cease until daybreak, and 
the thousands sang and caroused under 
the electrig lights. At 8 o’clock the rush 
was at its height. ‘Long live Russia,”

The procession of floats and carriages 
was longer and finer than anything at- 
tempted at the Nice carnival. The en- 
thusiasm of the unofficial crowd exceeded 
all bounds when the Russian sailors 
landed. Wherever the Russian sailors 
appeared deafening shouts for Russia and 
the czar filled the air, many women em- 
bracing and kissing them. 

Adinner wus given at the prefecture 
last evening to the Russian officers and 
the high French officials who have come 
from other cities,

LONG SESSION BEGUN 


Representatives of Railway Work- 
ers Gather at Boston. 


MUCH WORK TO BE DONE. 


Will Be Royally Entertained by 
Hub Brethren. 


Boston, Oct. 17.--Half a thousand 
strange men, with numbers on their coats, 
haunted the streets, Faneuil hall, the 
Quincy House and the theaters yesterday. 
There was un unmistakable air of the 
railroid nbout them in the aggregate. 
They are delecates to the first triennial con- 
vention of the Vrotherhood of Railway 
Trainmen.

It is the biggest convention in whe his- 
tory of railroads in America. Never be- 
fore have there been so many ticket 
punchers, brake twisters, switch yankers 
and baggage crushers c ngregated in any 
one city in America. 

There is a delegate from nearly every 
Jodgein the United States, Canada and 
Mexico. ‘The delegates number 528; these, 
with the visitors, »bont 800; these, with 
the members from the local lodges, make 
up a grand total of close upon 1200 men. 

“They representa class of citizens who 
don’t sit still very long,’’ said D. L. Case, 
editor of The Railroad Trainmen’s Jour- 
nalof Galesbury, lils.,to a reporter at 
Faneuil hall yesterday 

Two hundred and sixty-five of them ar- 
rived Sunday on a special train from Chi- 
cago. From that city 250 started, and the 
rest were picked up at Fort Wayne, Belle- 
vue, Cleveland, Erie, Buffalo, Syracuse 
and Albany. 

About the OdGicers, 

The officers of the brotherhood attend- 
ing the convention are, among others: 
Grand Master S. KE. Wilkinson of Peoria, 
Ills., First Vice Grand Master P. H. Mor- 
risey of New York, Second Vics Grand 
Master ‘I’. T. Slattery of Butte City, Mont., 
Third Vice Grand Master George W. New- 
man and Gran‘ Secretary and Treasurer 
W. A. Sheehan. Editor D. L. Case of The 
Trainmen’s Journal is accompanied by a 
stenographer, who will! report the proceed- 
ings in fall for the official organ. 

The delegates, who represent a member- 
ship of 40,000, travel free of charge, and 
for every day of a regulation six days’ 
session receive $5 each, and $% for every 
additional day occupied in transacting the 
business of the convention. 

They had avery pleasant trip, with no 
tickets or accidents to bother them, and 
when they convened at Ianeuil hall at 
9:30 yesterday morning, with be-numbered 
and be-badged coats, there was not a sorry 
looking face in the whole crowd, 

Their Program, 

They ure going to follow out the usual 
course of conventions, first with dry com- 
mittee making and dryer routine work. 
Then they will receive communications, 
which they have already in their hands, 
and refer them to committees. Then old 
age, rheumatism and other ranks of dis- 
ability will put in their claims, which 
must be considered and acted upon. After 
that will come more important work. 

Among the matters which will be dis- 
cussed in the secret sessions are these: 

The revision of the bylaws; adjustment 
of disputed claims; revision of the ritual; 
election of officers; adjustment of the in- 
surance question. 

In addition it was learned that a change 
in the location of headquarters is medi- 
tated. Various cities have offered induce- 
ments tothe brotherhood to settle down 
outside of Galesburg, Ills., which is the 
headquarters at present, and the city or 
town which comes along with the best in- 
ducement will get the job. 

At Galesburg the order occupies a_five- 
story building and owns and operates its 
own printing plant, which includes the 
organ, with a circ ulation of 30,700 and a 
job office. 

At 9:30 yesterday Grand Master Wilkin- 
gon addressed the convention in a con- 
gratulatory strain upon the growth and 
present standing of the order. A commit 
tee, composed of the grand master and 
Messrs. Morrisey, Slattery, Newman and 
Sheehan, then began their work of pass- 
ing upon the 535 credentials. From 12 
noon to 1:40 the convention took a recess. 
In the afternoon the routine work was re- 
gumed, and before 6 o'clock an adjourn- 
ment was posted, to be pulled down at 9 
this morning. 

During the convention the delegates 
from Montana will present the grand 
lodge with a magnificent gavel of silver, 
studded with native diamonds. 

Yesterday afternoon, a souvenir, con- 
taining portraits and sketches of the offi- 
cers of the grand lodge, was presented to 
each delezate. 


‘Vhis evenfig at Faneuil hall a public 
meeting will be held, and it is expected 
that Governor Russell, Mayor Matthews 
and others will deliver addresses of wel- 
come to the conVention. 

On Oct. 19, Bunker Hill lodge, 494, will 
entertain the delegates cn the occasion of 
their annual ball. On Oct. 24 Trimountain 
and Boston lodges, 486 and 97, will hold a 
ball in Odd Fellows’ hall. Followiug 
these will be a grand ball by Somerville 
lodge 507

PROVIDENCE, Oct. 17. Yesterday was a 
gieat day among the thousands of strikers 
in Olneyville, and every one out of work 
In that locality took pirtin the demon- 
stration. The great labor parade, which 
Was postponed on Siturday, cecurred, and 
Init noless than 5J0) men, women and 
children employed at the mills where the 
strike ia on paraded the stvectsin a most 
orderly manner. 

Thetine was headed by a committee of 
workingmen wearing white gloves. The 
Rhode Island band followed, and platooas 
of men carrying placards, “No compro 
mise,’”’ “We demand justice,” “The lan’ 
for the people,” “Wage slavery must go,” 
“We have struck thatour children maz 
not starve while we work,” “We went 
fair waxes,” and hundreds of other in- 
cri ms indicating the grievancas of the 
people interested in the troubles, 

The line comprised four divisions, and 
in it the various departments were fully 
represented. Such a demonstration was 
never seen in this city. Although squads 
of police were heldin tue various stations 
to answer any call, their services were not 
required, asthe strikers attended to nona 
but their own business. 

The parade was followed by a big mass 
meeting at Music hall at%:390’clocs, when 
Senator Robert Howard of Fall River, 
Mass., Dr. Garvin and ex-Mayor Hugh 
Carroll of Pawtucket made addres3es upon 
labor troubles and the benefit of organiza- 
tion.

GILLIGAN’S DEATH 


Caused by Using Nitro-Benzole For the 
Adulteration of Whisky. 

PROVIDENCE, Oct. 17.—The trial of 
James Quinn, charged with causing the 
death of John Gilligan at Pawtucket sev- 
eral weeks ago, began in the district 
court in Pawtucket yesterday. Quinn 
was bartender in a saloon where Gilligan 
called for whisky, which was given bim, 
In a few hours he sickened and died. 
Medical Examiner Kelliher held an au- 
topsy and found that the death was due 
tosome foreign substance in the whisky 
which the man had partaken of. Chemisy 
Perkins made an analysis of portions of 
the stomach and discovered traces o 
nitro-benzole. He reported on the cage to 
the authorities and Quinn’s arrest fol- 
lowed, 

Medical Examiner Kelliher tengitied to 
the cause of the man’s death, and sald it 
was by the adulteration of ne liquor. Ia 
the examination it was brought out that 
nitro-benzole is a substitute for oil of al- 
monds, and that oil of almonds is used in 
adulterating whisky. 

Quinn was bound over to the grand jury 
on a charge of manslaughter.

BUT ONE SUAYIYED. 


Twenty-Four Souls Were Aboard 
the Dean Richmond. 


BARGE WOCOKEN WRECKED 


Fourteen Men Perished In 
Lake Erie’s Waters. 


DUNKIRK, N. Y., Oct. 17.—Only one 
man escaped from the lost steamer Dean 
Richmond, and he was found on the beach 
near Vanburne Point. His haggard face 
and sunken eyes told a story of terrible 
suffering. He was aimlessly wandering 
up and down the beach, and when spoken 
to burstinto tears und said he was look 
ing for his dog. He was questioned and 
said he had been washed off the Richmond, 
and was unquestionably the only man 
saved from the vessel. He said his name 
was C. L. Clarke and he lived in Toledo, 

“There were 19 in the Richmond’s 
crew,” he said, ‘besides Captain Stoddard, 
his wife and three children. When the 
gale struck us on Saturday we tried to get 
into Erie haibor, bat could not on account 
of choppy sea, end then Captain Stoddard 
tried 8» make the run to Buffalo if he 
could. About? p.m. it grew worse, and 
we sighted a couple of steamers and sig- 
naled them for assistance, but they either 
did not see us or could not get to us, 
About 7 o'clock in the evening the wheel- 
house was washed away. ‘The rudder and 
wheel were broken and we were badly 
crippled, 

“The captain decided to run for the 
shore and be: ch his vessel. He made fair 
headway, and began to get things ready 
to get out the yawl boat with the cap- 
tain’s wife and children. I went back to 
the captain, uni before I reached him a 
big wave carried me overboard. 

“This was about 11 o’clock, and I gave 
myself up for lost when I found myself 
in the water. I kept sight of the Rich- 
mond’s lights fur some time, and saw her 
drifting dowa the lake, turning and 
twisting in every direction. ‘Then I lost 
consciousness and did not know anything 
until I found myself lying on the beach 
near a town, which I found out was Silver 
Creek. When I came to myself I went 
into the town t» learn what had become 
of the steamer. I heard that she had gone 
down, and then I came over here and 
tried to find the boat and my dog.” 

Clarke coutinued his search for his dog, 
and found it a mile up the shore. The 
dog was tied to the seat of the boat, dead. 

Among the bodies found are those of 
Captain Stoddard and Mate Boyleson. 
The captain’s watch was stopped at 12:20, 
showing it to have been the time the 
steamer went down. In the mate’s pockets 
were found all his papers, which indicates 
that he knew that there was no hore of 
saving the steamer and had prepared to 
leave her. 

A lighter and piledriveris ashore be- 
tween here and Battery point, and it is 
supposed that the crew were drowned, 
Nothing has been heard of them so far. 

Triple Drowning Accident. 

DvunNEIRK, N. Y., Oct. 17.—While search- 
ing for bodies from the wrecked propeller 
Dean Richmond the boat capsized and 
George Thurber, Frank Cahoon and 
George Mann were drowned. The bodies 
have not been recovered. 


Fourteen Souls Perished. 

CLEVELAND, Oct. 17.—Barge Wocoken 
of Cleveland foundered off Port Rowan, 
Ont., during the storm. The vessel was 
loaded with coal and bound down. Only 
three persous were saved and 14 others 
were lost. The Wocoken was built in 
Cleveland in 1880 and was considered a 
staunch craft. Port Rowan in on the 
northern shore of Luke Erie, near Long 
Point, which the Wocoken was evidently 
trying to make for shelter when she went 
down. The boat left Erie Friday morning 
for the upper lakes.

Mob Dispersed by Soldiers, 
COoPENNAGEN, Oct. 17.—Rowdies caused 
ariot yesterday in front of the Grenadier 
Guards’ barracks while recruits were be- 
ing drafted into the regiments. Two civil- 
iaus were stabbed fatally. Seven or eight 
others were injured. The troops finally 
charged with drawn swords. The rioters 
fled before the attacs of the soldiers. 
Many of the mob were wounded and sev- 
eral were arrested.

Sr. Lovis, Oct. 17.—The west bound 
Chicago limited train on the Wabash rail- 
road left the track one mile south of 
Nameoka, Ills., last night, resulting in 
the injury of some 30 people. It is re- 
narkable that no one was killed out of 
the 400 passengers.

HE FORESAW HIS DOOM. 


Singular Premonition of a Man Who Was 
Accidentally Killed. 

If Christopher P. McGuire, the Phila- 
delphia boiler setter who was instantly 
killed Friday afternoon by falling dowh 
the cellar stairs of the store at 48 East 
Forty-second street, had only taken heed 
to the curious premonition which came 
to him before he left home on the previ- 
ous day, his wife and little daughter 
would not now be crying their eyes out 
in their cozy home. 

McGuire was the superintendent for 
Harrison & Wharton of Germantown, 
and traveled all over the country, look- 
ing after the setting up of their boilers. 
He always went on these journeys cheer- 
fully enough, but when he was ordered 
to go to Boston Thursday he went to his 
home at 8235 Irving street ina singular 
state of depression. He told his wife 
and friends that he felt certain that he 
would meet his death on the trip and re- 
fused to be laughed out of his convic- 
tion. 

His wife accompanied him to the 
Broad street station, and after he had 
got on the train he jumped off to em- 
brace her again and begged her to at 
least go with him. She could not leave 
their little daughter, and he went alone. 

She caught some of his worry herself 
and did not sleep a wink all night and 
was hardly surprised to get a telegram 
next afternoon telling of his sudden 
death. She came to this city and too 
the body to Philadelphia.—New Yor 
World.

TIMELY REMARKS BY LODGE

WASHINGTON, Oct. 17.—Since the decla- 


ration of Senator Voorhees in the senate, | 
| a day or two ago, that the battle for sil- 


ver repeal had but commenced, the com- 
promise senators have been working more 
earnestly in their efforts to reach some 


| settlement. 


There are several propositions under 
consideration, but the trouble is to reach 
an agreement as to the limit of monthly 

urchases of silver bullion and the issue of 

ondsto supply the gold reserve. The 
scheme of Senator Harris and that of Sen- 
ator Faulkner are being utilized as a basis 
of agreement. 

It is proposed to take middle ground be- 
tween these projects, substantially pro- 
vidiag for the purchase of $2,000,000 worth 
of silver bullion per month, the bullion to 
be coined, the greenbacks and national 
bank notes below $10 to be withdrawn 
from circulation and the issue of 3 per 
cent five-year bonds to maintain the gold 
supply. The object of this composite 
scheme is to force silver into the circula- 
tion of the country. 

The senators engaged in promoting this 
plan of settlement expect to have it ready 
tosubmit tothe different factions of the 
senate withina day or two. The man- 
agers of all sides in the Democratic ranks 
have been notified that unless the silver 
question is settled in some form within a 
few days there will be no quorum present. 
Senator Ailison said that he would be 
compelled to leave not later than Thurs- 
day. Senator Hale and several others 
have already left. 
anxious to get away this week, as the 
campaign in Massachusetts requires his 
presence. 

An Interesting Session. 

The proceedings of the senate yesterday 
were interesting. They opened. with ac- 
tion on a house joint resolution fixing the 
qualifications to vote and hold office in the

In by Senators In a 
Heated Debate. 


SHERMAN MAKES A SPEECH. 


He Begs Democrats to Come to 
Some Agreement. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 18.—The most inter- 
tsting and important debate that has 
been heard in the senate clamber during 
the present session was the one that took 
place yesterday. Mr. Dolph (Rep., Or.) 
made a point on Monday evening that the 
two Populist senators—Allen of Nebraska 
aud Kyle of South Dakotu—had not an- 
swered to their names, although they 
Were present, and he contended that 
their preseuce should be entered in the 
journal. 


Around that q: estion the parliamentary 
struggle waged ail day, and bristled with 
bitter sarcasm, jibes and personalities. 
Mr. Dolph having expressed himself as 
“tired” of all the obstruction, was told 
by Mr. Harris (Dem., Tenn.) that if he 
was tired Le had better sit down and rest, 
and that would bearelief to tha senator 
himself and to the senate. 

Mr. Hoar made a statement that “On all 
questions which affect the welfare of the 
American people by rules, through rules 
or over rules, by the senate, through the 
senate or over the senate, the irresistible 
will of the American people will have its 
way.” 

Mr. Hill (Dem., N. Y.) argued in favor 
of Mr. Dolph’s contention. He said that 
the art of “how todo it’’ seemed tr be the 
effort of the senate. 

Mr. Morgan (Dem., Ala.) spoke of Mr. 
Hill as a New York politician who had 
introduced the hea#sy of counting a quo- 
rum when he was president of the New 
York senate. 

Mr. Hill retorted ironically that there 
were no politicians in Alabama. There 
they were all statesmen, aud he twitted 
Mr. Morgan’s expressed reverence for the 
constitution of the United States by sug- 
gesting that for a certain portion of that 
senator’s career he had been supporting 
another constitution. 

Mr. Morgan speut a good deal of time 
over what he called a coalition between 
Democratic and Republican senators, aud 
when Mr. Washburn (Rep., Minn.) denied 
that there was any such coalition he was 
tartly stopped by Mr. Morgan, who said 
that he had not a thought in his mind 
of the Minnesota senator as one of the 
Republican ieaders. 

Then an allusion to the conference of 
national banks in getting np the coalition 
was resented by Mr. Gray, who said that 
it was not true; and when Mr. Morgan 
asked him whether he wanted to make a 
persoual matter of it, Mr. Gray modified 
the remark by saying that, so far ap he 
was conct rned, it Was not true, 

Mr. Washburn, bavins declared his re- 
solve not to be stamped upon or insulted, 
he was told by Mr. Morgan that he was 
responsible for whit he said, whether in 
the senate or outside, aud added: ‘*You 
understand that—perfectly responsible.” 

The great speecn of the day was made 
by Mr. Sherman. He critici-e 1 the Demo- 
cratic senators very severely for their 
failure to come to some agreement among 
themselves, and counselled them to do s». 

Without arriving at any decision on the 
question the senate at 5:3) p. m. took a 
recess until 10a. m. today. 

Caucus Talk, 

Senator Sherman’s speech caused some 
of the Democrats to ask whether it was 
not time for them to agree upon united 
action. Before the decision had been 
reached to take a recess until today Mr. 
Vest began circulating among his col- 
leagues a petition addressed to the chair- 
man of the caucus asking bim to issuea 
call for the caucus. The call, which Mr. 
Vest had drawn up, was carefully worded. 
and every man who signed it thereby 
pledged himself to abide by the decision 
of that caucus. It was noticeable that 
when this paper was presented to Demo- 
cratic repealers they declined, after read- 
ing the caption, to sign the request. 

ft requires 23 Democrats, a majority of 
the majority, to make this call effective, 
and, according to the count of the silver 
Democrats, they have just that nu:uber. 
This estimate includes Mr. Kyle and Mr. 
Martin, who are, the southern men claim, 
more Democrats than Populists. Mr.

‘The mere 
fact that a caucus was held, if ic debate 
held, was, he said, significant of itself. 
If the fight for unconditional repea! is to 
be continued on the lines now laid down, 
a caucus was absolutely unnecessary. A 
caucus could mean but one thing, and 
that was compromise 

It is not probable that the caucns will 
be held earlier than tonight, and possibly 
not then. Repeal senators will not admit 
that the caucus will act contrary to the 
present attitude of the admiyistration. for

While the storm is raging in the senate, 
there is a great calm in the house. Mon- 
day the important bill extending for six 
mouths the time in which the Chinese 
might be permitted to register was passed 
without op; ositicn. Yesterday a biil dis- 
pensing with proof of loyalty in the cases 
of persons, who, before the war, were en- 
titled to pensions or to bouuty lands, was 
objected to by Mr. Burrows (Rep., Mich.)

Thereupon Mr. Oates, who Sad charge 
of the measure, courteously withdrew the 
pension clanse and the bill was passed.

WAS DEEPLY IN DEBT. 


Charles Copeland Believed to Have Died 
by His Own Hand. 

EAst BRIDGEWATER, Mass., Oct. 18.— 
Charles W. Copeland was found dead yes- 
terday afternoon in a field near his house. 
He started from home in the morning 
with a double barreled shotgun for the 
stated purpose of getting some partridges. 
He appeared in excellent spirits, and had 
arranged with Mrs. Copeland to go to 
Boston when he came back. Not return- 
ing as soon as anticipated, search was 
made, and Mr. Copeland’s dead body was 
found with a charge of buckshot through 
the heart. The gun, however, was lying 
with the muzzle pointing away from him 
and near a stone wall, over which Mr. 
Copeland may have fallen, 

The medical examiner decided that death 
was due to accident, but there is a grow- 
ing belief that it was suicide. Mr. Cope- 
land was a member of C. W. Copeland & 
Co., boot and shoe manufacturers, who 
failed in 1883 for $750,000, The C. W. 
Copeland Manufacturing company was 
then organiged and their building was 
burned in 1886. Mr. Copeland then with- 
drew from the business and bus been in 
the stock and dairy farming business. His 
property has been heavily mortgaged and 
a foreclosure was to hee been made on 
his household property yesterday, a keeper 
being in charge. 


Friends Think He Is Demented. 

New HAVEN, Oct. 18.—Nathan Wolfe, 
one of the principal witnesses in the 
Schloss case, in which Drs.

FAMOUS IN HisfORY 


Marshal MacMahon, Ex-President 
of France, Is Dead. 


WAS A BRAVE FIGHTER. 


Had Retired From Military and 
Political Life. 


Mahon, Duke of Magenta, died yeste 
Whe end was not unexpected. 

BERLIN, Oct. 18.—The Berlin newspa- 
pers announce Marshal MacMahon’s death, 
but pass few comments. The Post re- 
marks on his “well known integrity and 
oft-proved valor.” 

An ex-president of the French republic, 
adistinguished general and marshal of 
France, passed away when Marie Edme 
Patrice Maurice de MacMahon, Duc de 
Magenta, died. Of late but little has been 
heard of this distinguished mar, but some 
years back his name was a leading one in 
the contemporaneous history of the world. 
Born in Sully, June 12, 1808, the son of the 
Marquis MacMahon, peer of Franes and 
personal friend of Charles X, and the de- 
scendant of an Irish family who went inte 
exile with James II, young Maurice was 
educated at St. Cyr and obtained his first 
laurels in Algiers, 

At the aze of 25 he was a captain, and at 
40 became a genera! of brigade. In the 
Crimea his dashing assault on Malakoff, 
contrary to the advice and despite the re- 
monstrances of General Niel, resulted in 
victory and the reception of the Grand 
Cross of the Legion of Honor, his personal 
bravery on that occasion calling forth 
enthusiastic praise from General Pelissier. 
In the Italian campaign of 1559 he again 
distinguished himself, and on the battle- 
field of Magenta was created Duke of 
Magenta and Marshal of France. It waa 
in that battle that the gallant soldiers 
saved Napoleon III from capture by the 
Austrians. ‘ 

With the outbreak of the Franco-Prus- 
sian war Mursbal MacMahon was placed 
at the head of the First Corps d’Armee, 
and he was regarded with general confi- 
dence; but a seiies of reverses met him 
until in September he was penned up in 
Sedan, was wounded end taken prisoner. 
Freed by the subsequent peace he returned 
to France, and there redeemed his name 
by reducing the communists in Paris. 
His policy was to abide by existing insti- 
tutions, and therefore he accepted the ex- 
istence of the republic, and though disap- 
proving of it yet teok the presidential 
chair. 

He was an aristocrat by birth, an Impe- 
rialist by long association and he abhorred 
democratic free thinking. Furthermore, 
he himself said he never was a statesman, 
buta soldier, and that alone. It was un- 
derstood that an offer had come tohim 
from the Empress Eugenis and M. Rouher, 
acting for the Prince Imperial, laying 
down the bribe of the hand of the young 
Napoleon IV, to be bestowed upon Mile. 
MacMahon if her father would aid in over- 
throwing the Republic and in bringing 
back the Empire. But the old soldier was 
honest and could not be bought. 

Yet his actions as president were so 
arbitrary and so oppressive that the state 
of public affairs was for a time very men- 
acing, and the cry of “Down with Mac- 
Mabon!” was often heard in the streets. 
He was compelled to resign in 1879, and 
the third president, M. Grevy, was elected. 
The retiring ruler accepted the position 
manfully, and was the first to call upon 
his successor after the installation. Since 
that time he has lived in strict retirement. 

His wife was always to him a guide 
and adviser, and her ambition had much 
to doin bringing him to the front politi- 
cally. In his later days, still possessing 
many of his faculties undimmed, the ex- 
president of France passed the hours in his 
large library of military and scientific 
books, iu the study of meteorology, in 
which he was deeply interested, and in 
walking and riding.

Seymour Williman, ex-tr asurer of Con- 
necticut, is dead. He was 88 years old, and 
was one of the oldest active bankers in the 
country. In his earlier days he was prom- 
inent in politics.

OUR WATER SUPPLY. 


Mayor Fairbanks Recommends the Tak- 
ing of Valuable Rights and Privileges. 
Mayor Fairbanks forwarded to the City 

Council Monday evening the following com- 

munication relative to an extension of the 

water supply, which is self explanatory : 
Quincy, Oct. 13, 1893. 
E. W. H. Bass, Esg , PRESIDENT OF CITY 
COUNCIL: 

Sir:—Chapter 401 of the Acts and Re- 
solves of 1893, provides that the city afier 
the purchase of the franchise, corporate 
property, rights and privileges of the Quin- 
cy Water Company, may take, hold and 
convey into and through said city, ‘he wat- 
ers of ijlue Hil! river and all the tributaries 
thereof, exceptivg Braintree Great pond, 
and Houghten’s pond in the town of Mil- 
ton with any water ways connected there- 
with, and may also take and hold by pur- 
chase or otherwise any land, rights of way, 
easements and real estate necessary for 
laying, constructing and maintaining pipes, 
aqueducts, water courses, reservoirs, stor- 
age basins, dams, filter galleries and such 
other works as may be deemed necessary 
for collecting purifying, storing, retaining, 
discharging, conducting and distributing 
said waters for preserving the purity of 
said waters. 

Section 16 of tbis act reads—‘' This act 
shall be submitted to the qualified voters of 
the City of Quincy for its acceptarce, and 
shall be void unless such voters, voling in 
their respective Wards or Precinets, at a 
legal meeting called by order of the City 
Council in the ssme manner as mertings 
for municipal elections are called, shall 
within three years from the passage of this 
act delermine by ballot by a two-thirds 
vote of those present and voting to accept 
the same.”’ 

The city having complied with the pro- 
vision in the said act reqidring first the 
he property of the private 
corporation, it becomes our duty to care- 
fuliy consider the needs cf our city for the 
furure. 

At the time of the city taking possession 
ter Works, the company had laid 
35 miles of pipe and bad 1456 services. In 
1802 the city extended the mains 3 -102 
miles, and so far in 1893, 4 5-10 miles and

we have at present 1819 services, and fu- 
Lure extensions must be made the coming 
year to answer the demand for domestic 
and fire purposes. 

These extensions bids us to prepare for 
an increased supply of water, and the 
Water board will soon forward to the 
Council a commuuication in reference to 
another reservoir, and for the means to 
properly purify the present one; but at 
tbis time, believing that it is for the best 
interests of the city to acquire the rights 
contained in Chapter 401, I wou!ld recom- 
mend that said act be submitted to our 
citizens at our next municipal election,

PITTSBURG, Oct. 18.—Four deaths have 
resulted from the collision of the Pennsyl- 
vania limited with a freight train in the 
yards of the Cleveland and Pittsburg rail- 
road at Wellsville, Ohio, yesterday.

Frogs Eat Wasps. 

Some time ago I discovered accidental- 
ly that frogs are voracious eaters of 
wasps. Ihave in my garden a tank for 
watering, with an island of rockwork, 
which is a favorite haunt of the frogs. 
The wasps just now are carrying on a 
raid against my fruit, and when I wish 
to gratify at once my revenge and my 
frogs I catch a marauder between a post 
card and an inverted wine glass, carry 
him off to the tank, wet his wings to pre- 
vent his flying, and set him on the rock- 
work before the frogs. 

After a moment’s pause a frog ad- 
vances, and in an instant the wasp has 
disappeared, drawn into the frog’s mouth 
by a single dart of his long tongue. Oc- 
casionally the wasp reappears, wholly or 
partially, having made it unpleasant for 
the frog, but he is almost always swal- 
lowed in theend. Usually convulsive 
movements may be noticed in the frog’s 
throat and body, as though the process 
of deglutition were not quite easy, but 
that they like the diet is evident from 
the fact that asingle smallish frog has 
been known to take three wasps, one aft- 
er another. 

Indeed it is remarkable what very 
small frogs, quite infants, will swallow 
a wasp with avidity. This afternoon a 
tiny frog swallowed a full grown wasp, 
when a big relative went for him quite 
savagely, like a big schoolboy thrashing 
asmall one for presuming to be helped 
before him.—R. E. Bartlett in London 
Spectator. 


The World's Parliaments. 

The British parliament compares fa- 
vorably in size with those of other na- 
tions. With 670 members in the house 
of commons and over 553 in the upper 
house, it is far and away the largest in 
the world. France comes nearest with 
584 in the chamber of deputies and 300 
in the senate. Spain comes next with 
481 in congress and 361 in the cortes. 
Then comes the Austrian reichsrath 
with 353 and 245 in the lower and upper 
houses respectively, followed by Ger- 
many with 827 in its reichstag and 58 in 
its bundesrath. The United States has 
356 representatives in congress and 88 
senators.—London Tit-Bits.

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A CASE OF MURDER. 


| Mrs. Carey Probably Killed by 
Her Husband. 


EVIDENCE NOT POSITIVE 


|But Deemed Sufficient to 


Cause His Arres& 


WORCESTER, Mass., Oct. 
| Carey, aged 70 years, was murdered in her 

pwn house at Southbridge last Thursday, 
| but the fact did not become known until 
| yesterday—and even now this announce- 
| ment will be news to many people in that 
| town. She had been separated from her 
| husband for some time, and lived in a lit- 
| tle 11-2 story house on Morris street, 
| where she kept bouse for her three sons. 

Her husband, a dissolute laborer, about 65 
| years of age, lived in another part of the 
| town. 


| murried daughter called to see her mother, 
| and found her lying on the floor in the 
pantry unconscious. Supposing the old 
lady was in a faiut she lifted her from the 
| floor, placed her in bed and sent for Dr. 
| Edwards. When he arrived he found his 
| patient in a very critical condition. 

| §$he had a bruise upon her forehead, 
| where she struck the flovrin falling, and 
| another over the left ear. She was also 
| bleeding from theear, This is not an un- 
| common symptom accompanying cerebral 
hemorrhage caused by apoplexy, and the 
physician so diaguosed the case. 

| Everything was done for the suffering 
woman that could be done, but she re 
mained unconscious, and died at 9 o’clock 
Saturday evening, not having spoken from 
the time she was found on the pantry 
floor. 


Deputy Sheriff Acts. 

Deputy Sheriff Franklin Jacobs, whose 
attention was drawn to the case, suspected 
foul play, and, the local medical examiner 
being away from home, sent for Medical 
Examirer Keefe. Dr. Keefe received the 
| telephone summons Monday afternoon 
| and went to Southbridge yesterday. 

He found the body in the coffin ready 
for burial and ordered it removed to an 
undertaker’s rooms, where, assisted by 
| Drs. Edwards and Creedon, he performed 
an autopsy. Its results verified the diag- 
nosis of the attending physician that 
death was caused by cerebral hemorrhage, 
but it also developed the fact that this 
hemorrhage was caused not by apoplexy 
but by a bullet which entered the woman’s 
left ear and lodged in her brain. 

Husband a Drunkard. 

The bullet was found and is now in pos- 
| session of Dr. Keefe, as is the pistol from 
| which it was evidently fired, a little six- 
| chum ber 22-caliber revolver of the Defense 
| pattern. This pistol, with one chamber 
| unloaded, was taken from Michael Carey, 
husband of the murdered woman, by 
Deputy Sheriff Jacobs lust Friday, whea 
the former was arrested on a charge of 
being a common drunkard. Carey was 
| found guilty Saturday and sestenced to 
| the state farm at Bridgewater. 
| The only evideuce against the old man, 
so far as now appears, is the possession of 
the revolver, iuto whose empty chamber 
the bullet found in the woman’s brain fits 
periecily; the fact that he was seen drunk 
| about his wife’s house on the morning the 
murder was committed, and the further 
fact that he was on bad terms with his 
wife and had frequently threatened her 
| life, 

The woman was alone in the house with 
her murderer when the desperate deed was 
committed, and no one has yet been fouud 
who heard the fatal shot. The evidence 
against the husband is thus purely cir- 
; Cumstantial, but it justifies his arrest, and

CAPITAL AUTOCRATS. 


OFFICIALS IN WASHINGTON WHOSE 
ONLY LAW IS THEIR WILL. 


A Striking Example Is the First Comp- 
troller of the Currency, Whose Decisions 
Cannot Even Be Vetoed by the President, 
Who Has the Power of Removal. 


Among the most remarkable features 
of this government by the people is the 
extraordinary authority vested in certain 
subordinate officials at Washington. 
\For instance, no man in the United 
\States wields such power in money mat- 
ters as the first comptroller of the cur- 
jrency. He is entirely independent of 
the secretary of the treasury, and eyen 
the president has no means of coercing 
him, as the following story shows: 

When Grant was in the White House, 
First Comptroller Taylor refused to 
countersign a warrant for the payment 
of a big claim out of the funds of the 
treasury. The presidentsummoned him 
and said: 

“You must sign.” 

“I will not, Mr. President,” replied 
the recalcitrant official. 

“Then I will compel you to do so,” said

Publishers commonly get out vol- 
umes in series, because in this shape 
they go second class as periodical publi- 
cations so long as they are issued at 
least four timesa year. The decision 
against that work did not actually ex- 
clude it from the post, because it could 
be and was sent at first class rates, 
sealed, so that nobody could lawfully 
open the package and find out what was 
inside. 

The autocrat of the department of 
agriculture is the chief of the bureau of 
animal industry. He has authority to 
kill any animal he may choose anywhere 
in the United States.

Queer Phenomena of Falling Bodies. 

Iam unable to say who first noticed 
the peculiar caprices of a stone or other 
heavy body dropped from the top of a 
high tower, but it is nevertheless a curi- 
ous fact that such objects invariably fall 
slightly to the east of the perpendicular 
line. Persons of inquiring turn of mind 
who ask why this is as itis may find an 
answer in the following: All falling bod- 
ies partake of the earth’s eastward mo- 
tion to a greater or lesser extent. There- 
fore during the time occupied by a stone 
in falling from the top of a high tower 
or other eminence the earth’s rotary mo- 
tion has carried it an appreciable dis- 
tance to the east. The initial impetus 
of the stone has carried it to the east- 
ward also, therefore it strikes the earth 
to the east of the perpendicular, vary- 
ing in degree according to the height 
from which it has fallen. 

A curious article on this subject may 
be found in the Leipsic Zeitung of May 
9, 1889, page 3. The author of the ar- 
ticle, who has given it the title of “The 
Nonperpendicularity of High Towers,” 
claims that the tower on St. Peter's ca- 
thedral at Rome leans 18 inches to the 
east.—St. Louis Republic.

Mrs. Stone’s father ruled his family 
with astrong hand. It is perhaps due to 
this fact that Mrs Stone became the great 
champion of woman’s rights that she 
afterwards di!. Under her father’s re- 
straining influence little Lucy grew upa 
fearless, bardy child—strong, truthfal, 
resolute, a good student in schvol, a hard 
worker in her home and on the farm, and 
filled with a secret rebellion against the 
way in which she saw woman treated all 
around her. 

Reading the Bible while yes young she 
came. across the passage which reads, 
“Thy desire shall be to thy husband, and he 
shall rule over thee.”’ It had never be- 
fore octurred to her that subjection of 
woman was divinely ordained, and she 
went to her mother almost speechless with 
distress Her query was pitiful and 
showed a character that afterward was to 
make the world stir. She asked her 
mother, “Is there no way to put an end 
to me?”’ 

Her mother attempted to console her 
and persuade her that it was woman’s 
duty to submit, but of that Lucy refused 
to be cunvinced. Later she wished to learn 
Hebrew and Greek, that she might be en- 
abled to read the Bible in the original, 
and satisfy herself as to the correctness 
of the translation of these texts. 

Her Perseverance, 

She was obliged to earn her own way 
through college, and nobly she set about 
accomplishing the plan that was nearest 
and dearest’ her heart. She had at- 
tained the age of 25 before she had pro- 
cured the means to take her to the goal 
of her aspirations and hopes, Oberlin col- 
lege. This was the only college at the 
time that admitted women. She earned 
her way through college by teaching dur- 
ing the vacations in the drepartments 
and by doing housework at 3 cents an 
hour, In 1847 she graduated with great 
honor. 

She carried out her plan of studying 
Greek and Hebrew, and has ever since be- 
lieved that when passages in the Bible 
were properly translated they were on the 
side of equal rights for women. In the 
same year of her graduation at Oberlin 
she delivered her first lecture on women’s 
rights in her brother’s church at Gardner, 
Mass. In the following year, 1848, she be- 
came lecturer for the Massachusetts Anti- 
Slavery society, and traveled extensively 
in New England, the west and in Canada. 

While lecturing in behalf of anti-slavery 
interests, she saw Power's statue of the 
Greek Slave, exhibited in Boston. The 
sight so moved her that her next lecture 
was wholly confined tothe discussion of 
woman’s rights. At the conclusion of the 
lecture Rev. Samue! May, agent for the 
Anti-slavery society, in whose behalfjMrs. 
Stone was lecturing, said to h-r that the 
lecture would never co on an anti-slavery 
platform. Mrs. Stone repliel, “I know 
it, but I was a woman before I was an 
abolitionist, and I must speak for the 


women.” 


eset With Difficulties, 

During her lecturing tour she was often 
obliged to undergo severe trials in various 
ways, atone period being obliged to put 
up at a boarding house on Hanover street, 
and at another, while lecturing on Cape 
Cod, she was nearly mobbed. The fore- 
mostof her assailauts leaped upon the 
stage with clubin hand. A companion of 
Mrs. Stone’s advised her to retire, but she 
exclaimed that she preferred to trust her 
safety to her foremost intended assailant. 
The latter heard the expression, and, over- 
come by her so‘t voice and trusting man- 
ner, swore that he would protect her, and 
seizing her he tucked her beneath his arm 
and fought his way througt the crowd. 
He then placed her upon a stump, mounted 
guard over per, and she lecc:ure{ to the ex- 
tent of her own sweet will. 

In 1855 she married Heory B. Blickwell, 
@ yowg merchant cf Cineiv-nati and an 
abolitionist, retaining by bis consent and 
full approval her maiden vam». A few 
years ago, while tivingin New J-rsey, her 
property was se zl for taxes, acd she 
published a protest azainst “taxation 
without representation.” 

In 1869 Mrs. Stone, with William Lloyd 
Garrison, Georze Wiliam Curtis, Julia 
Ward Howe and Mr:. Livermore, organ- 
ized the American Weman’s Suffrage as 
sociat‘on. In the following year she be- 
came co-editor of The Woman's Journal, 
published in Toston. Until recently she 
has been editot-in-chi-f, with Ler husband 
and daught«r as assoziates. 

She aguin lectured in the west in behalf 
of the woman’s suffrace amendments in 
1867 to 1882. She has @cld various offices 
inthe nationa', state aud local woman’s 
suffrage associati ns 

“Lucy Stone,” says Mrs. Stanton, “first 
really stirred the nation’s heart on the sub- 
ject of woman’s wrongs.” 


BECAME DISCOURAGED. 


W. C. Rogers Lost His Sweetheart and 
Went to the Bad. 

AUGUsTA, Me., Oct. 19.—W. C. Rogers 
of Brooklyn,, who was brought from 
Bridgeport, Coun., by City Marshal Craw- 
ford, was arraigned before Recorder 
Whitehouse and bound over to the Decem- 
ber term under $1000 bonds for forging a 
check for $50 on the Tradesman’s bauk of 
New York, which he got cashed last win- 
ter at the Coney House in thiscity. He 
pleaied guilty. The officers say he has 
passed forged checks to the amount of $20,- 
000, running from $15 to $50 each, and 
swindled bis uncle out of $3000. 

He says he worked at Orleans, on Cape 
Cod, Mass.

IMPROVED MACHINERY. 


The Electric Light and Power Co., Mak- 
ing Additions to Its Plant. 

Since the Quincy Electric Light & Power 
Co. ceased to furnish power for the street 
railway, workmen have been busily at work 
at the power station. One of the two 
generators has been moved into the main 

| 


building and is now run by a 60-horse 
power engine and farnishes motive power 
forten tirms. A 700-ligbt T. H. alverna- 
ter is also run during the day by the same 
engine furnishing current for day lighting. 

The company now have 2300 incandescent 
lamps on their circuit and to furnish suttfi- 
cient power a new 2500 Westinghouse alter- 
nater has been put in and will be running 
Saturday. This alvernater bas all the latest 
improvements and is whatis known as a 
composite-wound ring armature and is so 
constructed that should a coil burn out a 
new one can be put in in half an hour. 

This alterna‘er wiil be used during the 
early partef the evening and at 9 or 10} 
o'clock the 1500 light alternator will start | 
up and run through the night. 

Besides this the company also has 
another 700 light alterna‘er that can be} 
used if necessary so that altogether they | 
have dynamos enough to furnish power for 
5400 lights, 

The new alternater is located in the new 
part and is run by a 250-horse power 
Armington & Sims engine This is the 
Same engine that ran the two power gener- 
ators, but since it ceased to be used for 
that service it has been thoroughly over- 
hauled and a 9-foot fly wheel added, which 
makes 218 revolutions per minute and 
drives the arma‘ure of the new alternater 
1375 revolu ions per minute, 

This engive wili alsorun a 50-light are 
dynamo, 

In order to regulate the current genera- 
ted by these dynamos, it. is necessary to 
have a switch board and one of the latest 
design and costing in the vicinity of $1000 
is now being set up by Harry W. Reed of 
New York. This switch board is very 
handsome and the several delicate instru 
merts is of nickle and polished brass 
mounted on white marble. 

It will be some few days yet before 
every'hing is iv its place and working 
smoothly, but when it is so, Superintendent 
Austin intends to extend an invitation to 
the public to visit the station and inspect a 
plant second to none.

The Democrats Hold the First Rally 


CANDIDATE CARROLL SPEAKS. 


CAMPAIGN OPENED.

The Democrats opened their campaign 
in Quincy Wednesday evening at Hancock 
hall by a rally which was attended by an 
audience that filled the hall. 

Upon the platform besides the speakers 
of the evening, were William A. Hodges, 
William B. Rice, John A. Duggan, Wil- 
liam F. Powers, James F. Burke, Timothy 
F. Ford, J. C. Ring, W. G. Sampson, 
Councilmen Williams, Rooney, Holbrook, 
Federhen and others. 

James F. Burke called the meeting to 
order and introduced William B. Rice as 
the presiding officer of the evening. Mr. 
Rice made a few opening remarks, and 
then introduced as the first speaker of the 
evening, James B. Carroll, Democratic 
candidate for lieutenant-governor. 

Mr. Carroll was listened to with marked 
attention and was frequently applauded. 
The speaker had little to say upon State 
politics, but confined himself almost 
whully to National iasues, election of state 
candidates, and an endorsement of the pres- 
ent administration. He gave causes which 
lead up to the preseut financial trouble, 
and devoted some time in telling and 
criticising the work done by the Fifty-first 
Congress, as it was here that the McKinley 
bill, Sherman silver bill and others found 
their birth, the chief object of them being 
to make certain individuals rich. The 
McKinley bill taxed public property for 
private purposes. The Sherman bill was 
passed that the silver States might be held 
in line. 

Mr. Salem D. Charles said the audience 
would make a mistake if they did not send 
the three Democratic caudidates to the 
Legislature. They were very much needed 
this year. He denied that any measure for 
the workingmen bad ever been introduced 
in the Legislature by Republicans. The 
speaker gave his attention principally to 
national issues, 

Gamaliel Bradford of Cambridge was the 
last speaker of the evening. He devoted 
his whole time to State issues. If you 
want to improve on city goverment you 
must improve on the state laws. Gov. 
Russell had done more to call attention to 
these Sate affairs ‘han any other. A gov- 
ernor is little better than a wax figure, his 
bands are tied, he ean do nothing. He 
has authority over nobody. This want 
of pewer has resulted in a lot of com- 
missions, The speaker of the Legislature 
makes up the committees at his own dis- 
cretion. He said the commissions sh ould 
be abolished, particularly the police com- 
mission, and the appointment of state 
officers given to the governor, 

The meeting closed with three cheers 
for Russell and Carroll, 


EXPRESS WAR. 


Local Companies vs. the N. ¥Y.,N.H.& H. 
Railroad Company. 

A Brockton dispatch to the Journal says: 
“A trouble of considerable magnitude is 
promised between the local express com- 
panies and the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford Railroad Company. It promises 
not only to affect the local companies, but 
some 30 or mure olher express companies 
doing work upon this division. 

These companies are becoming convinced 
that an effort is being made to crowd them 
out. Itis openlycharged that favoritism 
is being persistenUy shown the New York 
and Boston Despaich Company, which al- 
ready has offices in many of the cities and 
towns along the line, 

Because of strict rules recently issued by 
the railroad company, 30 or more “ local 
companies”’ have taken joint action. They 
have secured Hox. John D. Long and 
W. L. Bouve, Exc., as counsel, to present 
the case to the Railroad Commissioners 
and endeaver to secure the impartial treat- 
ment which they claim istheir due. It is 
said that this hearing will develop some in- 
teresting questions tegarding the contracts 
or understanding between the Consolidated 
road and the New York and Boston Des- 
patch Company. They propose to claim 
no special privilege, amply equal rights. 

A comparison of tates charged the local 
companies will be me of the by no means 
least ipteresting metter brought up, and 
the present rate ujon passenger trains, 
which was used a conparatively short time 
ago to double the irst class freight rate, 
will also receive attertion.

MAGNIFICENT MONUMENT. 


The Grand Tribute of Indiana to Her 
Falien Heroes. 

Work is slowly progressing on Indiana’s 
great memorial to the soldiers and sailors 
of thelate war. It stands in thespot in 
Indianapolis hitherto known as “the 
circle,” and is the loftiest and most mag- 
nifivent monument in the world. It is 
dedicated to the sons of Indiana who fell 
on land and sea in the war of the rebellion. 

The monument is square and rises in 
symmetrical and sbapely lines. Its height 
from the ground to the tip of the torch in 
the hand of the crowning figure is 284 feet, 
exceeding any other monument of similar 
purpose in the world. 

Referring to the plans, it is found that 
the monument consists of a circular terrace 
on a plot of ground which, with the ap- 
proaches and prospective fountains, is 192 
feet in diameter. The foundation and 
terrace occupy 110 feet of this space. The 
terrace, of massive, masonry, is 11 feet 
high, and supports a massive stone balus- 
trade. Within the terrace are apartments 
for engines, pumps, elevator machinery, 
and quarters for the custodian. From the 
centre of the terrace rises the square base 
and pedestal of the monument proper. 
The pedestal is 68 fept in diameter and 
59 feet high, losing 28 feet in diameter at 
the top. Thence arises the shaft, the same 
in shape, to a height of 149 feet, having a 
diameter dimishing from 22 feet 6 inches 
to 12 feet 6 inches at the base of the 
capital. Above this capital, which is 
ornamented with carved stone eagles six 
feet high, there arises a laterne or turret 
of iron beams covered with copper, which 
is 21 feet high and 8 feet in diameter. 

On this rests the bronze crowning figure, 
38 feet in height. Miss Indiana stands 
higher than the highest point reached by 
the passenger in the circuit of the Ferris 
wheel at Chicago. The platform of the 
capital is 220 feet high. It is reached bya 
winding stairway within the hollow shaft, 
leaving, however, a chute for the elevator. 

The monument is not wholly of stone. 
The complement, of which but little has 
yet been finished, is bronze, in the form of 
astrogals and groups.

Make a Bungling Job at Holbrook, 
and Alarm Town, 


THEY SECURE $400 HOWEVER, 


The Fire Alarm Was Rung But Only 
Added to the Confusion, 


{Special to the Day Leraer ] 


HOLBROOK, Mass., Oct. 19.—The gang 
of cracksmen who have been looting the 
post offices in this section for the past few 
months, paid a visit to this town early this 
morning and took about $400 in stamps 
and money. 

The thieves first broke into a wheel- 
wright’s shop where they procured a sledge 
hammer, a monkey wrench and a chisel. 
They then forced ap entrance into the 
livery stable of Charles McCarthy where 
they smashed the safe. The safe contained 
but $3.75 which was left untouched. 

The postoffice building was next visited 
and the door forced open with a jimmy or 
some similar instrument. The burglars 
then drilled the safe and filled the holes 
with some powerful explosive. The noise 
of the explosion was deafening and the 
large safe was completely shattered. 

The thieves then seized stamps and 
money to the amount of $400 and made a 
hasty exit. 

Mr. Ebed Lincoln, father of Postmaster 
Charles W. Lincoln, who lives in the next 
building, was awakened by the noise of the 
explosion, and getting out of bed he went 
to the window to see what the trouble 
was. 

He saw three or four men running away 
from the post office and opening the window 
he asked them what the trouble was. Mr. 
Lincoln was greeted with a fusilade of 
bullets which imbedded themselves in the 
woodwork about the old man’s head, but 
fortunately did not strike him. 

Postmaster Lincoln who was also aroused 
by the noise, jumped out of bed, and 
seeing a light in the post office building he 
thought it was on fireand he immediately 
sounded an alarm of fire. 

A crowd of people who were running to 
the fire, saw the burglars but thought that 
they were on the same errand as them- 
selves.

A Chinese mandarin has forwarded the 
menu of a banquet given at Peking to the 
foreign diplomatists, the menu of which 
follows: First came four classic dishes, 
namely, swallow nests with pigeon eggs, 
shark fins with crabs, dogfish with wild 
duck, duck and cauliflower; then succeed 
delicacies served in cups placed before each 
guest; swallow nests, shark fins, plain 
morils, vegetables, mushroon with duck 
seet, fried patridge, pigeon in slices; then 
appeared four dishes, namely, ham in 
honey, a puree of peas, vegetables and dog- 
fish; four side dishes: haricot cheese with 
bamboo buds (a kind of asparagus), roots 
of bamboo, chicken, shellfish; four hors 
d’ceuvres in duplicate; ham and chicken, 
fish and gizzard, pork, tripe and vermicelli, 
duck and pork cutlets. Each guest had 
also placed before him plates of almonds, 
pistachio paste, pears and oranges. Finally, 
the following were the roast and boiled 
meats: Sucking pig, roast duck, boiled 
chicken, boiled pork. There was a pro- 
fusion of European and Chinese wines. No 
opium was smoked, for official China is not 
yet reconciled to the drug which it owes to 
the East India Company.—Asiatic Quar- 
terly.

ENGLAND'S UNEMPLOYED. 


‘Measures Adopted Which, It Is Thought, 
Will Give 1,000,000 Persons Relief, 

The English government has at last 
determined to deal with the more than 
ever vital question of the unemployed 
and their experiments will be watched 
with interest by all the world, Sir John 
Gorst has pronounced himself in fayor 
of a plan for dealing with the question 
in the rural districts which has received 
the sympathetic consideration of the 
government. The proposal is to em- 
ies the local authorities to buy or 

ease waste or unoccupied land, and to 
turn the surplus labor upon it. 

By this means it is believed that tens 
of thousands of acres now useless could 
be made fertile by spade labor and at 
the same time an effective check be put 
upon the persistent migration of unem- 
ployed agricultural laborers into the 
towns, an evil which is the despair of 
many economists. It is asserted that 
this is almost the only way profitably to 
employ the idle without bringing them 
into subsidized competition with actual 
workers. 

Meanwhile that energetic and remark- 
ably practical socialist member of par- 
liament, John Burns, after many inter- 
views and much correspondence with 
Mr. Fowler, president of the local gov- 
ernment board, has persuaded that gen- 
tleman to issue a circular to the local 
authorities giving them permission 
institute relief works for unemploy 
ablebodied men, and urging them to take 
full advantage of the novel power thus 
conferred. There is nothing to prevent 
relief works from taking the form of the 
reclamation of waste land, and some 
authorities will probably utilize the 
men’s labor in that manner. 

John Burns tells me there are 14,000 
statutory local authorities, so that if 
each finds employment for only 10 men 
a total of 140,000 will receive work this 
winter. But it is more likely that work 
will be found for 250,000 of the great 
army of the unemployed, and that no 
fewer than 1,000,000 persons will benefit 
therefram.—New York Sun’s London 
Letter.

TO AGREE UPON A PLAN. 


Republicans Will Look On and 
Take It Easy. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 19.—For the first 
time since the extra session of congress 
began there appears to exist a prospect 
that some solution of the repeal question 
may be reached, but whether by com- 
promise or amendment of the rules or 
some other method, remains to be seen. 

There will be a full conference of Demo- 
tratic senators, although the administra- 
tion’s followers are not disposed to sign 
the call fora caucus. The latter are not 
willing to be coerced into action by iron- 
clad contracts. The administration forces 
are aware that the Democrats have a ma- 
jority of their own party in the senate 
against repeal, and are therefore appre- 
hensive that they may attempt to force 
them to adopt a course of action which the 
president and themselves could not sanc- 
tion. 

This administration minority on these 
conditions in the party are willing to hear 
what the oppo: ents of repeal have to offer, 
and will not place any factious obstruc- 
tions in the way of a mutually satisfac- 
tory adjust:neut, if practicable. 

The Republicans in the senate in the 
Meantime )7 ose to await Cevelopments. 
Senator A «ou left for Iowa yesterday. 
In conve.-:i 0, before he started, he 
said: 

“From all I can gather from various 
sources in the senate, the debate will con- 
tinue for at least two weeks longer, Dur- 
ing that time the efforts to rexch an ad- 
justment amoag the Democrats will be 
pressed. I think there will be some solu- 
tion of the silver question, as the Demo 
crats on both sides now realize that they 
are responsible for the unsettled condition 
of the country, growing out of this silver 
agitation.”” The senator said further: “I 
have paired with Senator Cockrell of Mis- 
souri, but have notified the senate that I 
shall be prepared to return whenever my 
presence is needed.”’ 


House Will Keep Out of It, 


The Democrats in the senate areina 
good deal of trouble over a question of a 
caucus on the silver question and great 
secrecy is observed on the subject. It is 
learned, however, that the requisite num- 
ber of names have been secured to the 
call for a caucus and that one will be held. 
The question seems to be as to the time of 
holding the meeting, and also on the 
proposition raised by the repealers to 
makea joint caucus; of it, inviting the 
Democrats of the house to join those of 
the senate in an effort to declare the party 
policy. 

This latter proposition the silver men 
will never agree to, as the Democrats of 
the house have already passed on the ques- 
tion in a very decided way, and the silver 
senators insist that it hes passed out of 
their province. The repeal men of the 
senate are not willing to be bound bya 
caucus, and are disposed to have it de- 
ferred for some days yet, until, as they 
hope, public sentiment will have affected 
the senate. 

There is a strong flavor of closure in 
nearly all of the senatorial yossip heard. 
Senator Hawley of Connecticut, one of 
the ablest of the New England colony, re- 
marked to a reporter that the proceedings 
in the senate during the past 10 days 
must have couvinced every reasonable 
man in Washington that unconditional 
repeal can only be accomplished by a re- 
sort toclosure. Hecontends that recent 
experience would justify, more than ever 
before,a ruling by the vice presidcnt in 
the senate enabling the majority to exert 
its right to control the actions of that 
body. 

An Interesting Session. 

The session of the senate yesterday 
lasted from 10 a. m. until 5:15 p. m., when 
another recess was taken until 10 o’clock 
this morning. The main object of these 
recesses, instead of regular adjournment, is 
to cut off the time for morning business, 
which may be extended to two hours. 

The debate yesterday did not touch the 
repeal bill at all, except incidentally. It 
progressed, first on Mr. Dolph’s motion to 
amend the journal of Monday, which, after 
a couple of hours, was laid on the table by 
a vote of 45 to 30, and then on a like mo- 
tion by Mr. Teller, because his n+me did 
not appear on the journal, he having been 
present ata rollcall and not having an- 
swered. 

he four principal speech«s of the day 
were made by Senators Morgan (Dein, 
Ala.) Teller (Rep., Colo.) Diwiel (Dem., 
Va.) and Mills (Dem., Tex.). Bat there 
were many interesting an1 exciting inter 
locutory statements made during the de- 
livery of these speeches. Mr. Morgan was 
more than usually bitter in his attacks 
upon Mr. Hill (Dem., N. ¥.), whom he 
spoke of as an astute politician who would 
fly back and forth like a weaver’s shuttle, 
and again as one of those wh» rose to the 
surface like bubbles on a stagnant pool 
and exploded, leaving bebind only 
mephitic odors. 

Mr. Hiil toek no notice of these attacks 
upon him, but afterward got into a col- 
loquy with Senator Daniel, in which he 
directed, with much emphasis (the remark 
being received with great applause), that 
If the presiding officer azrecd with him, 
the bill would pass in spite cf all obstruc- 
tions. 

In the House. 

The only incident of note in the house 
was a personal controversy between 
Messrs. Geary (Dem., Cal.) and Warner 
(Dem.. N ¥.) over the New Y rk and New 


Jerséy bridge bill. 1t was a question of 
veracity, and they were rather excited, but 
the speaker was firm n preserving order 
and the gentlemen became calmer. The 
bill was passed. The remainder of the day 
was consumed in the further discussion 
and consideration of the printing bill. 


Hainer’s Proposition. 


Representative Hainer of Nebraska has 
introduced a bill to admit to the mails as 
gecond class matterthe publications is- 
sued under the auspices of benevolent and 
fraternal societies and orders aud institu- 
tions of learning. The bill requires 
that they suall be issued at least four 
times a year, from @ known place of pub- 
lication, by or fora regular incorporated 
society or institution; that they will be 
published to further purposes of the society 
or institution, and not be bound in such a 
manner as to be sgistaken for books in-

Paris, Oct. 19.—M. Gounod died pain- 
lessly yesterday. He never recovered his 
faculties after he was stricken with apo- 
plexy. Many of his relatives and friends 
were at his bedside when he passed away. 

Charles Fraucvis Gounod, born in Paris 
June 17, 1818, received his early musical 
education from his mother, a distinguished 
pianist, and having finished his classical 
studies at the Lycee St. Louis and taken 
his degree as bachelor of letters, in 1836 
entered the conservatory, where he was 
in Halevy’s class for counterpoint, and 
learned composition from Paer and Les- 
uenr. In 1§37 his cantata, ‘Marie Stuart 
et Rizzio,” obtained the second prix de 
Rome, which he shared with the pianist 
Luis Chollet; and in 1839 he won the 
grand prix for his cantata, ‘‘Fernand.”

A Genuine Philanthropist.

Mr. Lockwood and his 
wife made their escape from the room by 
jumping from a second story window. 
They aroused the neighbors and the house 
was searched. The room Miss Hopkins 
had occupied was vacant and in disorder, 
showing that a struggle had taken place 
there. 

After a fruitless search the neighbors re- 
turned, intending to continue their search 
at daybreak. Long after midnight there 
camea feeble knock at Mr. Lockwood's 
door. When it was opened, Miss Hopkins, 
half-naked, hysterical, bruised and bleed- 
ing and nearly dead from exposure, crawled 
into the house and fell faiuting on the 
floor, 


The Girl's Story.

POLICE AND STRIKERS 


Have a Lively Fight and Many are Se: 
tiously Injured. 

LonDON, Oct. 20.—Two thousand strik 
ing miners attacked the collieries at St. 
Helen’s yesterday afternoon. They drove 
away the miners, broke the machinery at 
the pit shafts and split up the wagons, 
The police charged, clubbing the men 
right and left. The mob surrounded thru 
and finally drove them back, woundi ¢ 
several ofthem. The police charged twice 
more before the strikers would yield. 
They caught ten of the men most conspic- 
uous in leading the mob and locked them 
up at St. Helen’s. Four policemen and 
three miners were wounded severely, and 
several more on each side received serious 
injuries.

His Bhievings Cover a Wide Field, From 
Canned Goods to a Tombstone. 

Kansas City has developed one of the 
most unique thieves that has yet been 
heard of in real life. Several months 
ago the police force learned that a sneak 
thief was making depredations upon cel- 
lars and paniries and even on outlying 
grocery stores, and carrying off canned 
goods and such eatables as were not per- 
ishable.

When a full 
supply of coal was taken, the thief turned 
his attention to furniture and carried 
off articles of all kinds, from light chairs 
toa heavy bedstead with mattresses, An 
entire bedroom set was taken from a 
house and no trace left. The family 
was absent for a night, and on their re- 
turn they found their room despoiled. 
| Having furnished his bedroom and 
parlors, the depredator set about getting 
his kitchen in order, and first an ice 
chest was taken froma house in Ar- 
mourdale, and then a cooking stove and 
kitchen table from a house in Rosedale, 
By this time the police were fully alive 
| to the fact that the stealing was going 
on right under their noses, and they be- 
gan to talk about the queer thief. This 
attention seems to have flattered the 
thief, for he signalized his presence next 
by carrying off a large baseburner stove 
from a parlor in Kansas City, Kan., 
while the family were spending the even- 
ing with a neighbor, This occurred last 
week, and since then it appears that the 
man has his furniture, food and fuel for 
the winter, for the depredations have 
ceased, 

Another phase, however, seems to 
have broken out, and it is evident that a 
member of the thief's family has sick- 
ened and died. A few days ago a drug 
store was broken into and medicine 
taken, and last night the climax was 
reached when the thief went to the cem- 
etery out on the Quindare boulevard and 
carried off a fine tombstone. There isa 
talent here that shows the development 
of a system that would beat a bank, and 
the police are very anxious to make the 
acquaintance of the thief.—Cor. St.

CAPT. NEWTON DEAD. 


A Veteran of the War and Prominent Odd 
Fellow and Knight of Pythias. 

Over a year ago Capt, Charles B. Newton 
of Atlantic was stricken with apoplexy. 
Since then he has struggled against odds to 
recover health, and at times was able to 
ride and walk out, but for some months 
has been in a precarious condition and 
Thursday noon passed quietly away. 

He was best known in Quincy as a promi- 
nent Odd Fellow, being a grand officer at 
the institution of Mt. Wollaston lodge and | 
its first district deputy. He was a member | 
of Neponset lodge of Neponset, Shalom en- | 
campment of Dorchester, and Canton Bos- 
ton of Boston. He passed through the 
chairs of the Grand Encampment and for 
two years was Grand Representative to the 
Sovereign Grand Lodge, the years when} 
the meetings were held in Boston and Den- 
ver. 

Capt. Newton was born in Bolton, Mass., 
and attended school there In early boyhood. 
Just previous to the death of his father 
(which occurred in his 15th year) he had 
entered the Houghton academy with the) 
hope of fitting for a collegiate course, but | 
the care of his widowed mother and the 
family devolved upon him, and he left 
school and went to work, still keeping up} 
his studies fora long time. He learned the | 
carriage and ornamental painter's trade, 

At the breaking out of the war, he en- 
tered the service as lieutenant, was promo- | 
ted to captain, and went into the field as 
captain of Company I, uf the 5th Regi- 
ment, M. V., for nine months. Previous 
to the expiration of term of service, he was | 
transferred to the 2d Mass. Artillery, by} 
order of the War Department under the! 
Veteran Officers act of Congress, and was | 
mustered as captain of Artillery, and as| 
senior officer of line, served faithfully un- | 
til the close of the war, and was mustered | 
out of service late in the fall of 1865. | 

On his return from the war he engaged 
in his former occupation, and up to a 
recent date when severe illness laid hing | 
aside from business, he was employed by | 
the Boston & Albany Railroad as master | 
painter. | 

He was a devoted Pythian Knight, being 
one of the charter members of Damon 
lodge, No. 12, of Boston, and its first Past 
Gbancellor. He was elected representa- | 
tive to the Grand Lodge in 1887, Grand 
Prelate in 1888, Grand Vice Chancellor in| 
1889, and Grand Chancellor in 1890, being 
the nineteenth to hold that office in Massa- 
chusetts. 

Capt. Newton was twice married, the 
second time in 1870 to Miss Lucy Billings} 
of Atlantic, who survives him. He also 
leaves a daughter by his first marriage. 

In all relations he won honorable dis- | 
tinction, and he will be missed by a large | 
circle of acquaintances,

The effects produced by climate, state 
of society, political condition, what not, 
are all taken into account—nothing is 
forgotten save alone the quiet influence 
of the one little woman at home, who 
may have been the mightiest impelling 
power after all. It is only another one 
of the innumerable instances where “we 
killed the bear,” except in this case his- 
torians have seldom had the grace to 
give the pronoun the plural number, 

It reminds me forcibly of a story told 
by a clergyman of my acquaintance, 
whose sermons are always practical and 
to the point. A gentleman having be- 
come interested in a small man of busi- 
ness availed himself of an elder’s privi- 
lege—the right toask leading questions. 

“And how long have you been at 
work, my boy?” 

“Oh, it’s as much as a month now.” 

“And how d® you like your work? 
Don’t you find it pretty hard to start out 
80 early in the morning?’ 

“Well, yes, it was pretty hard at 
first,” the boy admitted, ‘but then you 
see father has to leave the house by 6 
o'clock, and mother is up by half past 4 
to get the fires going and to get father’s 
breakfast. She calls father at a quarter- 
past 5, and then by the time he is ready 
to go she calls me, and while I am eating 
my breakfast she calls the girls and puts 
up my lunch, 

“No, the girls don’t get up to help be- 
cause they both work hard at the store 
from 7 o'clock till supper time, so mother 
lets them get all the rest they can. 

Yes,” he continued, ‘‘father works for 
Mr. Benton in the mill, and I work for 
Mr. Sharp, and the girls work for Mr. 
Ellsworth down atthe store. We're get- 
ting along first rate now.” 

“And whom does mother work for?” 
came the next question unexpectedly, 

‘*Mother,” he hesitated, ‘‘mother—why 
mother don’t work for anybody—she’s 
just mother.” 


Four Dollars a Week. 

“I cannot afford to take even a car 
ride,” said one working girl when asked 
where she intended to spend her holiday. 
Further inquiries elicited the facts that 
she was paying rent, feeding and cloth- 
ing herself and meeting incidental ex- 
penses on the magnificent income of 
$4.08 a week! There must have been 
money stringency in that quarter some- 
times. 

It would be an interesting study to go 
into the details of such a case and dwell 
onthe provision for sickness and slack 
seasons, when even such remunerative 
labor was not to be had. And yet that 
girl, who would not indulge herself by 
the outlay of even 5 cents, gave $1 in 
charity where the need was greater than 
her own.—Donahoe’s Magazine.

CHRISTIANS AFRAID. 


Grave Siate of Affairs In a Per- 
sian District. 


THE STORY OF A MURDER 


In Which Moslems of a Whole 
City Took Part. 


New York, Oct. 20.—Much uneasiness 
is felt by the missionary societies in this 
city on account of reports of continueo 
persecution of Christians which are being 
received from their representatives io 
foreign lands, 

The latest of these reports to Rev. Mr. Gil 
man, eecretary of the American Bible so 
ciety, came yesterday, through a letter from 
Rev. W. L. Whipple, agent of that society 
in Persia. The latter was dated at Tabrise, 
Sept. 9 last, and contained a graphic ac 
count of the murder of an American 
Christian in Oroomab, a short time 
before. 

“There has been a grave state of affairs,’ 
says Mr. Whipple, “in Oroomah since ] 
wrote you last, an uprising of the Mos- 
lems aguiust the Christians. There was a 
mob of Moslems led by theological stu- 
dents of the Mullahs againstan Ameri- 
can merchant, a member of the Protest 
antchurch. They circulated a false re 
port about him, aud inflamed the rabble, 
until, finally, be was dragged from his 
shop and hurried off to the large mosque 
near by. He was severely beaten on the 
way. When they reached the mosque, 
some want dto kill him at once, others 
tried tosave him. He was given an op- 
portunity of becoming a Mussulman, but 
this he said he would not do. He asked 
five minutes in which to pray and prepare 
for death. 

A Dastardly Deed. 

“While he was praying, some say, one 
Moslein stabbed him in the back with an 
hanjar, the long Persian poniard. Then 
others stabbed him until he died. It is 
said that there were more than 400 stab 
wounds on his body. They then put a 
rope around his neck and dragged his 
body to the outer wall of the city and 
threw itintoaditch of stagnant water, a 
very foul place. They killed a dog and 
threw it in by his side. 

“There was great excitement, of course, 
all the day, and threats were freely made 
that now was the time to massacre all the 
‘Christian dogs’ in the city and thus put 
astop to the proselyting. Several Nes- 
torians and Armenians were severely 
beaten during the uprising and had to flee 
for their lives. 

“The Christians are very much fright- 
ened, and some have fled to other places. 
There seems to be unusual animosity on 
the partof the Moslems against them. 
They say the Christians are getting rich 
and holding up their heads, and soon shey 
will rise up aud take their land and religion 
from them. it isafact that the Christians 
are advancing in learning and wealth, but 
it is one of the results of the gospel.” 

In concluding his letter, Mr. Whipple 
speaks of the reported bad health of the 
Shab of Persia, and the likelihood of his 
death at no distant day. The present shah 
is more than 62 years old.

Bruges 
had no river, and so a body of dikers 
were sent to construct a canal by which 
the waters of Ghent might be conveyed to 
Bruges. But the men of Ghent fell upon 
them and put them to death. 

Earl Louis then dispatched another 
company, which met with the same fate. | 
These were decided acts of rebellion, but | 
the men of Ghent were in the right, and | 
the earl was in the wrong. Kings and 
princes very seldom stop, however, to | 
think about the justice of anything. ' 
They care only tosecure their own pleas- | 
ure.s 

The earl of Flanders was very angry 
with the men of Ghent, and he sum- 
moned an army by which he hoped to 
conquer his rebellious subjects. He 
overcame them in one battle, but in the 
next he met with defeat and was forced 
to retreatto Bruges. Here he was be- 
sieged by the enemy, led by the brave 
and energetic Philip of Arteveld, a 
young man of great promise. 

Earl Louis did not feel much alarmed 
at the success of the enemy, for the 
strong walls of Bruges seemed to laugh 
to scorn all attacks of a besieger. But 
there were traitors within, and one night 
the earl was aroused from sleep with the 
tidings that the city gates were opened. 

He instantly summoyed his soldiers. 
and mounting his warhorse rode forth 
to meet the foe, shouting the warcry of 
his race:

The engineers and firemen of 
both trains jumped in time to save their 
lives, but 26 passengers of the Pacific ex- 
press met almost instant death. 

The day coaches in the front part of 
this train were telescoped and burned, and 
of the 26 human remains at the morgue 
conjectures can only be made as to the 
identity of six. Twenty remain entirely 
unidentified. Those identified by letters 
orarticles in their clothing are: 

C. C. Van Dusen of Spreutbrook, N. Y. 

Mrs. C. C. Van Dusen of Sproutbrook, 
N. Y., burned to death in the wreck.

The coroner has numbered each ot the 
25 bodies in the morgue consecutively, 
and noted the articles that have been 
found oneach boty that might lead to 
their identification. 

Yesterday afternoon Justice Henry is- 
sued warrants for Henry Wooley, engi- 
neer of train No. 6, and Conductor Burt 
N. Scott. Wooley was put under $3900 
bail for appearance next Monday. He 
could not furnish the bail and was taken 
to jail. It was learned that Conductor 
Scott had gone to Port Huron, and after 
Justice Henry had heard the engineer’s 
statementof thecollision he ordered the 
officer to telegraph to Port Huron to have 
Scott arrested. Scott, however, voluntar- 
ily returned last night. 

Engineer Wooley’s Statement. 


Engineer Wooley made this statement 
to Justice Henry: “‘When my engine was 
coupled ou the train atthe depot, Con- 
ductor Scott asked me if I was ready to 
go.

While everything was done that experi 
enced hands could do to relieve the re- 
mains of their ghastly appearance, the 
scene at the morgue after the dead were 
taken out appalled the stoutest hearts. 
The dead were ranged along the side of a 
dark basement, which was illuminated by 
a feeble, flickering jet. They rested on 
sheets of canvas, and a covering of the 
same mat il was over them. 

Noone, after a careful examination of 
some of the bodies, could say which was 
the male and which a female. Not a shred 
of clothing was left upon them. The best 
preserved corpse was that of a boy about 


12 years ofage. A fringe of hair was left 
about the ears and the base of the skull. 


The upper part of the head was gone. It 
bad been consumed by the flames. 

A portion of the brains protruded and 
was of a white-yellowish color. They 
had been literally cooked. The boy’s body 
was free from any bruises orcuts. The 
upper portion of the body 2nd legs were 
not badly burned, and an examination 
would leal to the belief that the poor lad 
had not been fortunate enough to receive 
any blow severe enough to cause death, 
and must have perieled by fire in full con- 
sciousness of his fate. 

C. T. Beardsley of Springfield, Mass., 
one of the passengers on the wrecked cars, 
says Dr. Carter H. Osborne and wife of 
Southport, Conn., and Castor Rice of 
Brookside, Vt., were in the car with him.

THE RUNAWAYS. 


The Boys Were in Boston This Morn- 


ing and 


ONE LAD HAS RETURNED HOME. 


Clare and Baker Told Him They Were 
Going to Canada, 


Walter Smith one of the three boys who 
ran away last Saturday night returned 
home this morning and tells the following 
story of his wanderings. 

He and the Baker boy remained in the 
fields near the Clare boys house Saturday 
night until 1 o'clock when Willie Clare 
came out, 

They then took a boat and rowed to 
Lelois yard where they took another boat 
and loaded their goods and rowed to 
Hougbs Neck. 

They put him ashore and went out and 
got a yacht and came ashore and took him 
aboard and then they went to Peddocks 
island. 

Sunday morning they went to Hull and 
took the 12.20 boat for Boston. They 
stayed in Boston all day Sunday, getting 
one of the #100 bills changed at the Bos- 
ton & Albany depot. 

Sunday night they took the 7 o'clock 
train from the Eastern depot for Portland, 
where they arrived Monday morning. 
They purchased some clothing. They then 
took the traip to Bangor, but got off the 
train at Herman’s Pond and walked to 
Bangor. 

Av Bangor they bought some blankets 
and meat and went into the woods and 
builta hut. They made several trips to 
Bangor for eatables, 

Tuesday oueof the boys put $200 in an 
envelope and sent it to the John P. Lovell 
Arms Co., Boston, with an order for two 
Winchester rifles, two shot guns, revolvers, 
ete. 

Up to Thursday the Smith boy had been 
told that the money was some that the 
other boys earned, but as he doubted it 
they finally told him that they got it from 
the bank, 

When Smith learned this he said he was 
going home and all three therefore started 
for Boston where they arrived this morn- 
lug. 

Before they left Bangor, a telegram was 
sent to Boston countermanding the order 
for guns and requesting that the money be 
sent back. 

This morning in Boston, Willie Clare 
wrote a letter to his mother, and bought a 
present for his brother which the Smith 
boy sent by mail. 

They also gave Smith Mr. Clare’s watch. 
When Smith left them Clare and Baker 


said they were going to take a train in five 


minutes for Canada. 

Mr. Clare, upon hearing the boy’s story, 
immediately telephoned to John P. Lovell 
Arms Co., and learned that they had re- 
ceived the money and the telegram but had 
not sent the money back. 

After interviewing the Smith boy at 
length Mr. Clare returned to Boston and 
will try to intercept the boys. He believes 
that the Canada part of it may be a bluff 
and that the boys willreturn to Bangor to 
get the money returned by the Lovell 
company. 

Mr. Clare has not much of an opinion of 
the police, especially those of Boston. 
They were notified of the runaway at8 4. 
M., Sunday, yet the boys were in the city 
Sunday, got the $100 bill changed in one 
depot, and left for Portland by another. 
And again this morning were about tbe 
Eastern depot together for some time and 
were not seen or questioned. 


The Clare Boy Sorry. 


LATER—The letter which the Clare boy 
wrote to his mother has been received. It 
was mailed in Boston this morning, as the 
Smith boy says, bearing the postmark of 
8a. M. 

It is a four page letter in which he states 
he is sorry that he left so pleasant a home. 
He wisbed he was back, but baving spent 
most of the money he was determined to go 
to Canada and should not return until he 
was able to make the amount good with 
interest,

BRAINTREE TOWN MEETING 


No Reduction to be Made in Appropria- 
tion for Schoolhouse. 


Last night there was a special town 
meeting, called at the request of the com- 
mittee entrusted with the building of a 
new school building in East Braintree, for 
the purpose of being reinstructed by the 
town ere proceeding further with the 
construction of said building. As was to 
have been expected there was a large 
gathering, including quite a number of 
young ladies from East Braintree who 
occupied the gailery. 

The Town Clerk called the meeting to 
order, read the warrant, consisting of five 
articles, and called for the choice of a 
moderator. Charles G. Sheppard was 
elected to the position. 

On motion of John Y. Scollard Article 5, 
“*To choose any committee, or hear the re- 
port of any committee and act thereon,” 
was taken up and Daniel Potter, secretary 
of the building committee, made an in- 
formal report explanatory of the doings 
and position of the committee, the helpless 
fixin which it found itself relative to the 
borrowing of money necessary for the 
erection of the building, the town having 
fixed the rate at 5 per cent. and the 
suingency of the money market for 
the time being, such, that it was im- 
possible to proceed further without 
additional instruction from the town. 
Hence the present meeting. 

The report made by Mr. Potter, not 
being a formal report necessarily obliged 
him to give his individual opinion, which 
if the report had been formally written out, 
this would noc have been necessary. 

Johu V. Scoilard moved that report be 
accepted and Article 2,—‘tTo see if the 
town reinstruct the building committee to 
proceed with the construction of a new 
schoolhouse in East sraintree, as yoted at 
the last annual meeting,” be taken up and 
considered. This was agreed to. 

Eimer E. Abercrombie moved that 
whole matter be referred to the annual 
March meeting. 

John W. West objected to the motion, 
and after giving his reasons for doing so, 
announced that he had been appointed a 
committee to present to the meeting, 
through the moderator, a copy of the reso- 
lutions passed at a public meeting of the 
citizens of East Braintree on Wednesday 
night. 

The moderator read the resolutions to the 
meeting, which will be found in our report 
of the East Braintree meeting in another 
column, 

John Cavanagh opposed Mr. Abercrom- 
bie’s motion and advocated the deciding of 
the question here and now, the financial 
condition of the money market to the con- 
trary notwithstanding. 


the 


Hon. F. A. Hobart favored the post- 
poning of the question till the annual 
town meeting in Mareh. Mr. Hobart 


argued that East Braiutree did not require 
a large schoolhouse, such as was pro- 
posed, and that there was not children 
enough to fill it. 

This brought I. W. Horne, Supt. of 
Schools to his feet, who said that there 
was an attendance of 186 at East Braintree 
schools for the month of September, 

John V. Scollard wanted the question 
settled now. The meeting had been con- 
vened for that purpose, 

Hon. Edward Avery helped the settle- 
ment of the matter largely by a few timely 
remarks. He moved the adoption of a 
motion to the effect that the committee be 
instructed to make new contracts if thought 
necessary, and go ahead and have the new 
schoolhouse ready for occupancy by first 
of Sept. 1804. 

James Elisworth, T. A. Watson, John 
Kelley and others spoke op the subject. 
The whole controversy was finally settled 
by the adoption of Mr. Avery’s motion. 

Art. 3. Tosee if the town will accept the 
laying out as town ways, Fountain and Bos- 
cobel streets, as made by the Selectmen, and 
appropriate a sem of money therefor. 

The meeting accepted the streets, and 
$25) was appropriated. 

Art. 4. To see if the town will accept the 
laying out as a town way, the new roid lead- 
ing from Holbrook ayenue to Union street, 
cros-ing land of Asa French, as made by the 
Selectmen, and ap, ropriate a sum of money 
therefor 

Accepted and 3300 was appropriated. 

Meeting adjourned without date.

THE MIDWINTER FAIR, 


It Will Have an Electrical Tower With 
Over 5,000 Lights. 

The Midwinter fair is assured of hay- 
ing a feature that will be quite as 
unique as anything seen at Chicago. It 
is to be an electrical tower 266 feet high 
and containing lights enough to turn 
night into day in Concert valley. 

The framework of the tower will be 
gracefully constructed and decorated 
With over 5,000 incandescent lights of 
different colors. It will be supplied 
with an elevator running to a height of 
220 feet. There will be pavilions on the 
ground floor for the use of the public, 
Flanking the open space will be four 
Moorish pavilions containing fourstories 
and decorated in oriental colors. 

The base of the tower will occupy a 
space 50 feet square, while the first gal- 
lery, 80 feet from the ground, will have 
a seating capacity of 200. Three other 
galleries will extend beyond this and 
will seat several hundred persons. The 
topmost gallery will be within six feet 
of the pinnacle. Init will be a great 
searchlight. On the extreme top of the 
tower will be placed a large gold ball 
bearing the emblem of the state—a Cali- 
fornia bear. 

Fully 8,000 people can be seated on the 
tower at one time, while on the outer 
edge on the circular walk there will be 
room for several thousands. There are 
eight approaches to the tower, practi- 
cally making it open on all sides and 
corners, 

While the principal object of the tower 
is for lighting purposes, it will be used 
as agrand bandstand, from which music 
will be given throughout the day and 
evening. The tower was designed by a 
Chicago architect, but all the work on 
the structure will be done in San Fran- 
cisco. When completed, it will cost $80,- 
000.—San Francisco Letter. 

A Record Breaker. 

It is not easy to predict what will hap- 

n with our ocean steamers next. Here 
s the Lucania, the new Cunarder, on her 
second trip, wresting the western record 
from the Paris and reducing it to 5 days 
13 hours and 25 minutes. 

This remarkable trip is made, too, at 
an uncertain season of the year, when 
five or six days of sustained fast running 
cannot be safely counted on, But the 
wonderful part of these performances is 
that they are no longer exceptional 
events, but are kept up with as much 
regularity as the sailing of the boats on 
their appointed days. 

There is now a fleet on the Atlantic 
line whose arrivalin New York within 
six days after leaving the other side is 
scarcely problematical. The only ques- 
tion is will the record of a few hours 
over five days be beaten? 

The Cunarders now hold the laurels. 
But the Paris belongs to an American 
line, and it will not be her fault if she 
does not recover them.— New York 
World. 


Lord Dunraven. 

I am somewhat surprised that writers 
in our contemporaries speak of Lord Dun- 
raven as if he were a stranger on this 
side the water. He has been here twice 
before, besides touring westward among 
the Rockies, and his book entitled the 
“Great Divide’ was among the most in- 
telligent contributions to contemporane- 
ous photography ever published. As I 
recall it, he first came here in 1870, when 
he was known by his courtesy title, Lord 
Adair, and again in 1875 as Lord Dun- 
raven. His seat in the peers is under 
another title, that of an English baron, 
his title of earl being Irish. Lord Dun- 
raven explored Canada and Newfound- 
land on sporting tours thoroughly. He 
was in the last Gladstonean ministry 
and altogether is considerably more 
than a simple yachtsman.—Joe Howard.

GAS COMPANY LIABLE. 


Supreme Court Rules Against the Citi- 
zens’ Gaslight Company of Quincy. 

An interesting ruling is made by the full 
bench of the supreme court, says the 
Herald, in the case of the Merchants’ 
National Bank of Gardiner, Me., vs. the 
Citizens’ Gaslight Company of Quincy, 
which was an action on a promissory note 
of $600 given in the name of the defendant 
by C. S. J. Ruggles as its treasurer. 

The defendant denied that Ruggles was 
its treasurer, and claimed that he had no 
authority to give notes, 

The note was discounted by the plaintiff 
in the usual course of business, without 
notice that the legality of the election of 
Ruggles as treasurer was questioned. 

The court says: ‘‘ Upon consideration of 
the decisions we think it fair to say that 
the making and endorsing of negotiable 
paper is to be presumed to be within the 
power of the treasurer of a manufacturing 
and trading corporation, whenever from the 
nature of its ordinary business as usually 
conducted, the corporation is naturally to 
be expected to use its credit in carrying on 
commercial! transactions. 

“Tt is no less for the interest of all that 
if negotiable paper is to be employed, its 
validity should not be open to objections 
which would impair its usefulness, by re- 
quiring at every step an inquiry into the 
authority by which it is issued.” 

The court further holds that gas and elec- 
tric light companies should be classed as 
manufacturing and trading corporations, 
and be governed by the general rule appli- 
cable to such corporations. 

A majority of the court finds that the 
jury was rightly instructed that the treas- 
urer of the defendant company by virtue of 
his office, had authority to sign a note 
which would bind the corporation. 

In a dissenting opinion by Chief Justice 
Field, with whom Judge Allen concurs, it 
is held that the instruction to the jury was 
erroneous,

Voorhees Wants a Vote After 
Thirty. Days’ Debate. 


DEFINITE POLICY NEEDED. 


Status of Repeal Depends on 
One Small Point. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 21.—When the sen- 
ate entered upon the fourth installment 
of the legislative day of Tuesday, Afr. 
Voorhees (Dem., Ind) gave notice of an 
amendment to therules. He said it was 
substantially the amendment proposed by 
Mr. Hill, with some additions. It provides 
whenever any bill or resolution is pending 
before the senate as unfinished business, 
and shall have been debated 30 days, any 
senator at any time may move to fixa 
time for voting thereon, 

Such motion shall not be amendable or 
debatable and shall be immeiiately put, 
and, if passed by a majority of the senate, 
the vote upon the bill or resolution and 
upon all amendments peuding sball be 
held at the date fixed in the original mo- 
tion, without debate or amendment, ex- 
sept by unanimous consent. 

During the pendency of the motion to 
fix a date for the vote, and also at the time 
fixed by the senate for a vote, no motion of 
any kind shall be entertained until the 
bill‘or resolution shall have been finally 
voted upon. 

The senate then, upon a motion of Mr. 
Voorhees, proceeded to the consideration 
of executive business. 

The senate opened its doors at 3 o’clock. 
The house biil tosuspend for the year 
1893 the law requiring $100 worth of labor 
to be expended on improvements made on 
each mining claim was passed, after an 
amendment excluding corporations from 
its benefit. A conference with the houses 
was asked. The repeal bill was then taken 
up, and Mr. Peffer (Pop., Kan.) offered 
a free coiuage amendment, With some 
slight excep'ions,it revives the law of 
1837. Mr. Peffer then resumed his speech 
against the bill until 3 o’clock, when the 
senate took a recess, 

A Talk With Senator Gorman, 

Senator Gorman, who has been from the 
first one of the shrewdest promoters of a 
feasible solution of the pending deadlock 
on the silver question in the senate, says, 
concerning the status of the silver prob- 
lem: 

“Ail there is in it is the question of limit 
of time for the centinuance of the pur- 
chases of silver. It may be a little while 
before the matter on this line can be fully 
adjusted, but it is certain to come out 
that way. There never was any other 
way. ThatI have claimed from the first. 
Aslunderstand it, the president, while 
preferring unconditional repeal, is not dis- 
posed to interpose objection to the fixing 
ofa limit when silver purchases shall stop. 

“I think Jan. 1, 1895, a fair limit. Un- 
derstand this does not mean the final dis- 
position of the silver question, but it wipes 
out all existing conditions which are of 
doubtful expediency, and then we can 
agree upon some adjustment. The ex- 
tremes of both sides have caused a very 
wrong judgment on silver. The country 
will find that silver is an indi+pensable 
medium of a great commercial union. It 
always hus been and possibly always will 
be, but conditions change with the devel- 
opment of things, and sometimes it is 
necessary to adjust to these new condi- 
tions. That is what we want to do with 
silver, and that Is what will be done. 

Extremes Should Meet. 

“Senator Sherman discussed this whole 
que-tion before congress met. It was 
then proposed to repeal the whole silver 
act of 1890. When congress got together 
it was proposed only to repeal the pur- 
chasing clause. This had some appear- 
ance of a direct blow at silver aud natur- 
ally rallied all the silver aavocates iu its 
suppcert. I. my opinion all the interests 
of the country ask is some definite policy. 
By fixingatime in the future we will 
work up to the requirements of the mone- 
tary operations of our great and growing 
country. 

“) bardly think that the silver state sen- 
ators will o j ct to this solution, but of 


course 00 movements can be heid in that 
direction until we are sure of our own 
footing. Someof our own people have 


been very extreme in their advocacy of un- 
conditional repeal, but that is impracti- 
cable. 

“Tf the administration acquiesces heart- 
ily in the proposed solution is will prob- 
ably carry all its friends. Whatever the 
position of the Republican senators may 
be, Iam confident they will aot obstruct. 
They may differ as to the limit of time, but 
that can be easily adjusted.”

NEARING THE END. 


The Probabilities Are in Favor of 
a Compromise. 


NEW BANKRUPTCY MEASURE 


Will Occupy the Attention of 
the House. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 23.—The silver ques- 
tion will probably again this week occupy 
the attention of the senate tothe exclu- 
sion of every other subject, unless it b2 
some minor matter like the confirmation 
of presidential appointments. Even though 
the compromise bill be brought in at once 
there is little prospect of concluding the 
consideration of the question before the 
latter part of the week. 

Senator Jones of Nevada, who has 
tpoken already on three different days, 
has agnounced that he would require parts 
of two Or three days, more for the con- 
clusion of his remarks. Senator Teller 
also has on hand asp ech which he began 
two or three weeks since, which he would 
like to have an opportunity to conclude. 
There are probably others of the silver ad- 
vocates who are similarly situated. They 
will be given «an opportunity to present 
the matter prepared, even though the ad- 
justment of the question shall be definitely 
settled. There will also in all probability 
be many speeches in explanation of votes 
upon the compromise, but these will be 
comperatively brief. 

There is a possibility that the com- 
promise may fail, though all the prob- 
abilities are in favor of its success, If it 
should fail, the throttle will be thrown open 
again, and noone can foretell what the 
week may bring forth. Sucha state of 
affairs would almost certainly force the 
senate into a fightoverthe rules. Itis 
probable that Senator Voorhees will make 
a summing up speech during the week if 
the compromise amendment is introduced. 

The House Program, 

The course of events in the house during 
the coming week will hinge upon the re- 
sult of the effort to put through the com- 
promise at the other eud of the Capitol. 
If the compromise should reach the house 
before the consideration of the bankruptcy 
bill—which is made a continuing order be- 
ginning today—is disposed of, that order 
will be vacated to the end that prompt 
action may be had on the financial meas- 
ure. It is not expected, however, that the 
compromise bill will reach the house under 
the most favorable circumstances until 
the latter end of the week. 

Unless it becomes apparent that there 
might be unreasonable delay the bill will 
be referred under the rule to the coinage, 
weights and measures committee. If there 
is a disposition to hold it there a motion 
will be made to concur in the senate 
amendments when the bill is taken from 
the speaker's table. The attitude of the 
Republicans toward the bill will be gov- 
erned by the course of the Republican sen- 
ators. The silver Democrats, too, except 
perhaps a few extremists, will follow the 
lead of their political bret'iren of the sen- 
ate. In fact, no sort of doubt seems to ex- 
ist about the house. It will pass, and 
pass with expedition, any compromise 
that goes through the senate. 

The bankruptcy bill, unless the financial 
measures are dislodged, will probably 
occupy the entire week. Much opposition 
to this measure inits present form has 
developed. Messrs. Culberson and Bailey 
(Dems.) and William A. Stone (Rep.) of 
the committee which reported the bill are 
among its opponents. Mr. Culberson says 
that it must be amended iu many particu- 
lars, while others say that it can never 
pass unless radical changes are made. One 
of these changes is the involuntary clause, 
by which aman may be put through the 
bankrupt court, even when it is not to his 
advantage for a majority of his creditors 
to have such action taken. 

Stone’s Argument. 

Mr. Stone points out many defects in 
the bill, which, he says, to the casual ob- 
server, are harmless. Heis cpposed to the 
bill on general principles. There have been 
three bankrupt laws passed, and all have 
been repealed. The longest that any re- 
mained on the statute book was 11 years; 
the others less than two years. Mr. Stone 
says that to pass a law now during the 
depression would cause a great deal of 
hardship, as it is a time when there should 
be leniency instead of strictness in tne 
condition of debts. 

Minor matters will occupy the attention 
of the house during the morning hour. 
The McGarrahan claim will consume two 
days. The passage of the printing bill, on 
which the house was dividing, will be de- 
layed until a quorum is produced, as its 
opponents, who are too weak to defeat it, 
say they willinsist upon the presence ofa 
quorum if the bill is to carry. All the 
Democratic members of ways and means 
committee engaged in the preparation of 
the tariff bill agree that it is desirable to 
have the bill reported to the house at the 
earliest day possible, and most of them 
think that it can be reported at least 
within a month. 

The income tax sentiment is growing 
among the Democrats of the house. It is 
admitted that some other taxation than 
tbat nowin force will be necessary, as 
members of the majority say that the new 
tariff bill will mean a decrease in revenues 
derived from imports, of at least #25,000,- 
000, without taking into consideration 
the present deficiencies, 

It is now intended to make up the pre- 
sent deficit by coinage of the seigniorage of 
silver in the treasury, but the deficiency 
under the new tariff bill cannot be dis- 
posed of in any Other way than by some 
other mode of taxation. 

It is almost settled that there will be no 
public building bills passed at this con- 
gress, The showing by the treasury de- 
partment that many buildings are far 


from being completed, and more than 25 
ordered in the Fifiy-first congress have pot 
yet been begun, seems to have convinced 
the members of the committee on public 
buildings and grounds that it would be 
useless to try and get through any build- 
Ing bills at this congress. 
No Compromise, 

A man high in the councils of the ad- 
ministration said last night: ‘The presi- 
Gent adheres to the position that the pur- 
chasing clause of the Sherman law should 
be unconditionally repealed. The lower 
house of congress voted for the repeal 
by an overwhelming majority. The ma- 


jority in the senate are in favor of uncon- | 


ditional repeal, and the sentiment of the 
country demands the passage of the pend- 
ing bill. It is not true that Secretary 
Carlisle is or has been in favor of the com- 
Promise which was subscribed to by a 
number of senators on Saturday, 


COLLIDED IN A FOG. 


Engines Crash Together and Cause a 
Bad Wreck In Ohio. 

Lima, O., Oct. 23.—A bad wreck occurred 
on the Pittsburg, Fort Wayne and Chicago 
road ina dense fog, at Monroeville, west 
of this city, yesterday. A westbound 
vestibule train was running in several 
Sections, and the second one was standing 
at a switch near Monroeville, awaiting the 
arrival of the second section of an east- 
bound passenger train. It was about 6 
o’clock, and the fog hung so heavily that 
it was impossible to see farther than a few 
feet ahead of the engine, 

The westbound train was standing close 
up to the switch. The eastbound train 
was late and jvas running at a good 
speed, but owing-to the fog Engineer 
Cowan had commenced to slow up, as he 
thought it was about time for him to 
reach the switch. Suddenly there loomed 
up infront of him an engine, and before 
he could jump they crashed into each 
other and were piled upin a wreck. 

Engineer Cowan was frightfully scalded. 
Fireman Daily was caught and badly 
hurt. Que of his legs was broken, and it 
{s thought he is injured internally. 
Brakeman Hunt was found lying near the 
train unconscious and suffering from 
wounds which may result fatally. The 
first car from the engine was not dam- 
aged, but the two following were 
smashed and some of the passengers hurt, 
two of them seriously. 

On the westbound train the engineer 
and fireman escaped, but the tender of the 
engine, which was driven completely 
through the baggage car, caught Baggage- 
master Stevens and pinioned him under 
the debris, and it is thought he is fatally 
hurt. 


Lucky Thirteen. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 23.—Thirteen visitors to 
the fair fell in an elevator 200 feet from 
the landing under the great roof of the 
manufacturers’ building. Their lives 
were saved by the brakes on the car, 
which caught and held it 30 feet from the 
floor. The elevator man had lost control 
of it and it shot downward at tremendous 
speed. The passengers were stupefied by 
the sudden descent, and it was not until 
the car stopped that they realized their 
danger.

WITH SOLEMN RITES 


The Remains of Marshal Mac- 
Mahon Are Laid to Rest. 


ALL NATIONS PAY HOMAGE. 


Immense Crowds Witness an 
Imposing Spectacle. 


Panis, Oct. 23.—Amid all the pomp of 
peace and war the remains of Marshal 
MacMahon, ex-president of France and 
Duke of Magenta, were conveyed yester- 
day from the Church of La Madeleine 
across the River Seine, tothe Hotel Des 
Invalides, there to rest until the great 
reveille is sounded by the heavenly trump- 
eter. 

The body of the last but one ofthe 
marshals of France reached this city 
from Mort Cressen, and was conveyed to 
the Church of La Madeleine. The hearse 
bearing the ex-president’s remains was 
followed from the railroad station by two 
old servants of the dead soldier, who car- 
ried the marshal’s baton, decorations and 
other insignia of office. The insignia of 
the marshal of France was displayed on 
black velvet cushions, and the little cortege 
was respectfully saluted by the crowds of 
merrymakers flocking the streets in con- 
sequence of the festivities prepared iu 
honor of the Russian sailors, 

The Church of La Madeleine was draped 
with mourning bands, presenting a pe- 
culiarly sad appearance amidst so much 
fete decoration in its immediate neigh- 
borhcod. 

The coffin was covered with its black 
pall, and dotted with silver stars, and hav- 
ing upon it the marshal’s chapeau and 
sword as well as two black velvet cushions 
studded with the various decorations the 
dead soldier had received during life. 

King Humbertof Italy, the city of Milan 
and a number of Italian officers sent 
beautiful wreaths of flowers; but the 
largest of all was the offering of the French 
army—it was composed of roses, helio- 
tropes, marguerites and carnations. 

An Imposing Scene. 

Shortly before 10:30 the entire route 
leading from the Church of La Madeleine 
to the Hotel des Invalides had been lined 
with troops, which kept the roadway clear 
for the passage of the hearse. At 10:50 
General Boisdeffre, chief of the general 
staff of the French army, and General 
Saussier, the general in command of the 
Paris garrison, and two German attaches 
took the positions which had been assigned 
to them around the hearse. 

Soon after the French generals and 
German officers had reached La Madeleine, 
the Russian visiting officers, headed by 
Admiral Avelan, also arrived at the church 
in full dress uniform, The arrival of the 
Russians caused a commotion among the 
people assembled, and it was easy to be 
seen that it needed but a starting signal 
to have raised one of those outburst of 
cheering which are now so familiar to the 
ezar’s sailors when they make their ap- 
pearance in the streets of Paris. 

The Russians were saluted by the rep- 
resentatives of the French army and by 
the German attaches. The next party to 
arrive was thatof the Marquis of Duf- 
ferin, the British ambassador, who was 
followed by all the other members of the 
diplomatic corps, who joined the brilliant 
group of officers around the dead soldier's 
casket, forming a scene which was singu- 
larly imposing. 

Military Honors, 

A long, low rolling of military drums, 
muffled for the occasion, broke upon the 
air at 11:20, and shortly afterwards the 
sharp, clear notes of a military bugle gave 
the signalthat the funeral cortege was 
ready totake the body of Marshal Mac- 
Mahon to its last resting place. A second 
ringing order from the bugler, the troops, 
like a magnificent piece of clockwork, pre- 
sented arms all down the rue Royale, and 
@ group of priests, preceded by altar 
boys bearing candles behind a tall cross of 
gold, were seen todescend thesteps and 
march slowly towards the Place de la Con- 
corde. 

Behind the priests came the coflin, 
borne on the shoulders of non-commis- 
sioned officers, followed by the representa- 
tives of President Carnot, the senate, the 
chamber of deputies andthe diplomatic 
corps. Then came the representatives of 
the Prince of Wales, King Humbert of 
Italy and others. Admiral Avelan walked 
with the diplomatic corps, and the other 
Russian officers were at the head of the 
delegation representing the French army. 
Cardinal Richard, archbishop of Paris, 
officiated at the last religions ceremonies 
over the dead, which lasted fully one hour. 

At the conclusion of the services the 
coffin was conveyed to the court of honor.

veteran soldier. 

Off to the Grave. 


A most impressive march past of the 
troops at the Hotel des Invalides followed, 
the members of the diplomatic corps 
witnessed the soldiers defile from a posi- 
tion, which they took up on the right side 
of the entrance to the esplanade, and the 
Russian sailors witnessed the same cere- 
mony from the left of the entrance. After 
this ceremony and last tribute of respect 
onthe partof the military authorities, 
the coffin containing the body was borne 
away to the vault reserved for marshals 
of France. 

Marshal MacMahon’s son and about 50 
of the most prominent officers and others 
took part in this ceremony, during which 
they chanted the De Profundisin a most 
impressive manner. 

When all the ceremonies were com- 
pleted Marshal Canrobert was presented 
with the remains of two flags by Crimean 
veterans, whose regiments had carried 
these flags in the Crimean war, with 
Marshal “€anrobert, in every piace where 
they had served during that famous cam- 
paign.

THE WANDEKERS RETURN. 


Willie Clare and Ernest Baker Arive Home 
this Morning. 

The excitement over the runaway boys 
is now at an end, the last chapter in the 
episode being ended this morning by the 
return of the Clare and Baker boys. 

When word was received Saturday night 
that the boys had been arrested in Bangor, 
Mr. Clare immediately made arrangements 
to go afterthem.

When the boys arrived in Boston, Sun- 
day, they were met on Bedford street by a 
policeman about 2 o'clock, who stopped 
them and asked them some questions as to 
who they were, where they had been, and 
where they were going. 

They replied that they belonged in 
Chelsea and that they had been fishing. 
The officer then turned to the Clare boy, 
who had his uls .» vn his arm, and said, 
“you had betlr yet that coat out of the 
way before you are arrested.” 

This gave the boys a clew that they were 
being followed and no time was lost in put- 
ting the coat in a bundle. 

While camping in the woods at Bangor 
they purchased three Bibles, and Friday 
night, while Smith was asleep, Clare and 
Baker became couscivus-stricken and re- 
solved to countermand the order for guns 
and to send the money back home. Then 
they would go to work and when they had 
earned money enough to make Mr, Clare 
whole they would return. 

They decided that the Smith boy was too 
small to work and they would send him 
home. Smith was awakened and after 
some argument was put on the train and 
sent home that night. 

Before he started Clare wrote a letter. to 
his mother. 

The Smith boy came to Boston alone, 
which does not agree with his story that 
Clare and Baker came with him. 

The truth of the Clare boy’s story is 
verified by the fact. that they were arrested 
Saturday before the train from Boston, 
on which Smith said they went, arrived at 
Bangor. 

When arrested the boys had $185 in 
money, which, with the $200 sent to the 
John P. Lovell Arms Co., will make $385, 
which Mr, Clare will receive of the $500. 

The Clare and Baker boys are heartily 
sick of their adventure and it will doubtless 
prove a good lesson to them.

°O MAKE FARMERS OF THEM, 


Rew York’s Poor Boys to Be Trained by 
the Children’s Aid Society. 

Mr. Joseph M. White of this city has 
dought for the Children’s Aid society a 
125 acre farm, The society purposes 
here to establish a farm training school 
for the older boys who come under its 
charge. 

The question of what to do with lads 
of from 14 to 18 years old has long trou- 
bled the society. Many farmers are un- 
willing to take city boys of that age who 
have been picked up from the slums and 
have never had any training. They can 
do something in the way of correction 
for the younger boys, but very little 
when they are more than 14. 

It was decided that a farm on which 
the boys could receive some training in 
agriculture as well as religious instruc- 
tion would solve the difficulty. Those 


boys who proved themselves willing tg 


tvork and behave themselves could be | 


sent to farmers’ homes, while those who 
showed no disposition to get along could 
be retured to the city. 

A committee of the board of trustees 
advertised for a suitable farm and soon 
had about 40 under consideration. One 
of these, two miles north of Kensico on 
the Harlem railroad, seemed the best, 
but it was beyond the reach of the soci- 
ety, which had only about $10,000 to 
spend—half the sum required. 

Mrs. White heard of the committee’s 
troubles about three months ago. She 
offered to buy the farm outright for the 
society on condition that it would ap- 
propriate the $10,000 it had intended to 
expend to an endowment fund, 

She made one other condition—that 
the boyson the farm should receive daily 
religious instruction. The society of 
course agreed. Mrs. White also added 
$10,000 more to the endowment fund. 
The deed for the farm is now in the so- 
ciety’s hands. 

The boys will be kept under a firm dis- 
cipline. It is not expected to keep them 
on the farm more than afew months 
each. Itis thought in that time it can 
be determined whether they are worthy 
to go into private homes. 

One or two practical farmers will be 
on hand to direct the efforts of the boys. 
The produce raised will be sold in the 
neighboring villages or sent to this city 
for sale, It is hoped in this way to keep 
the expenses of the farm at a minimum. 

The society expects to have from 150 
to 200 boys there when everything gets 
into running order. 

In the 40 years of its existence the 
Children’s Aid society has found homes 
on farms for 75,000 homeless boys and 
girls. It has long desired sucha place 
as that provided by Mrs. White, where 
it could give theelder boys some prelim- 
inary training before sending them into 
the homes of the farmers.—New York 
Herald. 


A BOGUS AMERICAN. 


Claimed to Be a Military Medical Exam- 
iner, but the Police Nabbed Him. 

The police have been earnestly seeking 
and have just found an impudent swin- 
dler, who has been trading, with consid- 
erable profit, for some time past upon 
the good name aud sound business credit 
of the United States legation. He calls 
himself Dr. Alkin of the Second United 
States Dragoon guards, and he pro-

A State For Indians, 

The recent mad rush into the Indian 
territory, by which 6,000,000 of acres 
were in a day covered by a motley crew 
of settlers, land speculators and adven- 
turers, is but part of a plan which con- 
templates still greater changes in that 
region. The sixteenth section of the In- 
dian appropriation bill, approved at the 
close of last session, provide s that the 
pre sident shall appoint three comimission- 
ers to negotiate with the five civilized 
tribes of the Indian Territory for the ex- 
tinguishment of Indian or tribal title 
and to take the necessary steps for its 
erection into ‘‘a state of states.” Each 
of these commissioners is to have a sal- 
ary of $5,000 a year and “their reason- 
tble and proper expenses” and shall 
pave asecretary, stenographer and in- 
lerpreters. Fifly thousand dollars were 
provided for the expenditures of this 
commission. The agreements they may 
make are to be submitted to congress for 
its ratification. Washington Special.

THE NEW DYNAMITE GUNS. 


They Are Being Placed In Position at San- 
dy Hook—What They Can Do, 

New York harbor will shortly be 
guarded by a battery of dynamite Dera 
now being placed in position at dy 
Hook, These guns, three in number, 
two 15 inch caliber and one 8 inch, were 
provided for by the recent congress, 
Work on the foundations for the guns |} 
has been going on for several weeks, and | 
Mr. S. D. Schuyler, vice president of the | 
Pneumatic Torpedo and Construction | 
company, said that at least one of the 
guns will be ready for testing within a 
few weeks. 

The test, which will be made merely 
to ascertain if his gun is perfect and not 
for range or accuracy, will be made un- | 
der the supervision of Captain Gordon, | 
U.S. A., the resident inspector at the 
West Point foundry at Cold Springs, 
where the guns were built, and Captain 
John Rapieff, the chief engineer of Mr. 
Schuyler’s company. The 15 inch guns 
will be 50 feet long. They can drop 50 
pounds of dynamite nearly four miles 
away, or 500 pounds for considerably 
overa mile. Asthe channel for deep 
water vessels extends only about a mile 
from Sandy Hook, warships entering 
the harbor would be exposed to the heay- 
iest charges fired by these guns. At all 
yanges the guns can place 75 per cent of 
their projectiles within a rectangle 90 
feet wide by 800 long, about the target 
usually presented by a vessel. 

The full caliber shell or projectile will 
weigh 1,000 pounds, theexplosive charge 
weighing 500 pounds. The 15 inch guns, 
when under firing pressure of 1,000 
pounds per square inch, can throw at 
least 20 of these projectiles, carrying al- 
together 10,000 pounds of dynamite a 
distance of one mile in half an hour. 
The exact range of the 15 inch gun at 85 
degrees elevation with the large pro- 
jectile is 2,400 yards; with the 10 inch 
subcaliber projectile, weighing 500 
pounds, it is 4,400 yards; with the 8 inch 
subcaliber projectile, weighing 840 
pounds, the range is 5,000 yards, and 
with a 6 inch subcaliber projectile, 
weighing 240 pounds, the range is 6,000 
yards.—New York Press, 


M. MAX LEBAUDY’S YACHT. 


A Mother's Neat Little Scheme Fails of Its 
Aim, but Benefits Science. 

The Figaro devotes a long article to 

the voyage of M. Max Lebandy’s yacht, 


| the Semiramis, which, as many will re- 
| member, started last November on a 


scientific mission in the Malay archipel- 
ago, but without its owner. 

The idea of the voyage was conceived 
by Mme. Jules Lebaudy, who, alarmed 
at her son's expenditure and anxious to 
remove him from surroundings which 
she considered dangerous, hoped to coax 
him into a long absence from France 
and thus avoid the unpleasant necessity 
of doing what she has since done—pro- 
viding him with a conseil judiciaire. 

The Semiramis, which is a fine vessel 
of 700 tons burden, was fitted up with 
every possible comfort, and in order to 
provide M. Lebaudy with interesting 
employment his mother arranged with 
the government for the appointment of 
an ethnographical mission under M. Louis 
Lapicque, who was to accompany the 
prodigal. oe 

When the day of the departure came, 
however, M. Lebaudy positively refused 
to go. He would not leave his beloved | 
Paris, but Mme. Lebaudy, who consid- 
ered herself pledged to the minister of 
public instruction, sent the yacht off | 
without him. News of it had been re- 
ceived from time to time, and M. La- 
picque’s scientific efforts seem to have 
been crowned with complete success. 
The Semiramis is expected to return to 
France in January next.—Paris Herald,

REVOLUTION IN TRADES UNIONisw, 


Radical Resolution Adopted by British 
Workingmen at Their Recent Convention, 

The action of the British trades union. 
ist congress at its meeting in Belfast in 
declaring itself so positively in fayor of 
state socialism is a matter of no sma)} 
importance. Indeed it is likely tocreatg 
something of a sensation in that country, 
where the trades unions are probably 
more powerful, exerting a stronger in- 
fluence, politically and industrially, than 
in any other partof the world—unlesg 
perhaps an exception be made in favor 
of Australia. The trades unions of Great 
Britain have changed greatly in their 


| character and methods in the course of 
| their development from their turbulent 


and uncertain beginnings into the com- 
manding position that they now hold. 

What may be called standard trades 
unionism is freely co-operative in spirit, 
Under this policy the organizations have 
grown enormously in wealth and have 
exercised an enormous influence in ad- 
vancing the welfare of their members. 
The conservative attitude which the 
British trades unions have long main- 
tained gained the approbation of Mr. 
Edward Atkinson, who has been wont 
to hold them upas models for our Amer- 
ican labor organizations, predicting that 
they would follow the same course of 
evolution as those of Great Britain and 
change their policy by changing their 
bylaws. 

Acriticism of the sp!-it of standard 
trades unionism has be: : that it was too 
selfish, that the union; did not look 
further than theimme:.:: interests of 
the members of their ov; zations, and 
that they should look beyo:.1 to the wel- 
fare of the great mass of laborers if they 
would make positive and lasting gains. 

Since the advent of what is known as 
“the new trades unionism,” dating from 
the great strike of the London dock 
laborers—an event that won popular 
sympathy toa remarkable degree—this 
feeling of solidarity among the various 
classes of workers has been growing, and 
it was reflected in the prevailing senti- 
ment of the congress of last year. 

But such a bold departure can hardly 
have been looked for as that just made 


; at Belfast. The resolution adopted de- 
| clared ‘‘that labor candidates for parlia- 


ment who receive financial assistance 
from trades unions shall be required to 
pledge themselves to support the princi- 
ple of collective ownership and state 
control of the means of production and 
distribution.” The issue appears to have 
been very squarely drawn, according to 
the brief account sent by cable, for it 
was stated that when the resolution was 
opposed on the ground that it commit- 
ted the congress to continental social- 
ism it was maintained by several speak- 
ers that it was a fitting declaration of 
the belief of the congress in the great so- 
cialistic principle, while John Burns said 
that the resolution cut right into the 
kernel of the social labor programme 
and did not hide the bugbear which 
some unionists thought must be con- 
cealed under everything called social- 
istic. 

The majority of 40, in a vote of 137 to 
97, was very decisive. What the conse- 
quences may be it is hard to predict, but 
at this distance it looks as if eventually 
it might result in splitting the trades 
unions into two conflicting factions, al- 
though possibly there may be consider- 
ations which would prove strong enough 
to prevent such an outcome. 

As our London correspondent, Mr. 
Arthur Warren, pointed out some time 
ago in a careful study of the subject, the 
Fabyan society, with its propaganda of 
scholarly workers, has been one of the 
most potent influences in promoting the 
spread of socialistic ideas in England, 


| and particularly among the trades unions 


and other labor organizations, 

Various thoughtful observers have ex- 
pressed the belief that there was much 
more likelihood that radical ideas on in 
dustrial questions would be likely to 
gain the ascendancy in England than in 
this country through lack of the politi- 
cal checks and balances existing in our 
form of government. In such move- 
ments, however, crude notions are like- 
ly tocome to the front and finally re- 
sult in defeating the ends sought. It 
must be conceded, though, that the rad- 
ical element that controls in the London 
county council has thus far proceeded 
with uncommon sagacity in avoiding 
the customary pitfalls.—Boston Herald. 


Sweatshops In Pgunsylvania. 

State Factory Inspector Watchorn of 
Pennsylvania says he will issue his an- 
nual report about Oct, 81, and that it 
will contain some startling information. 
Mr. Watchorn said the other day: 

“T may say that Pittsburg and Phila- 
delphia are full of sweatshops. Mrs. 
Coombes is at work investigating in the 
latter city. She has not made her report, 
but enough has been unearthed to show 
that sweating is practiced in Pittsburg, 
and it is not carried on either in the ai- 
keys, where one would expect to find it, 
but in some very respectable business 
houses. I know of several such cases, and 
when the report is issued it will create 
surprise. 

‘‘When a congressional committee was 
investigating the sweating system a year 
ago, Treasurer Lennox of the Federation 
of Labor testified that Philadelphia was 
the second city in the country where 
sweating was practiced. I am not pre- 
pared to accept that statement without 
a thorough investigation. I don’t be- 
lieve that Philadelphia is worse than 
New York or Chicago, However, the 
sweating is bad enough in Pittsburg and 
the Quaker City. It will be stopped, I 
can assure you.”

ASSETS ARE LIGHT. 


Fermers Are Sufferers by the Failure of 
Senator Winslow. 

SKOWHEGAN, Me., Oct. 24—The failure 
of Hon. [. 0. Winslow ot S. Albans was 
one of the most disastrous which ever oc- 
curred in this county, being especially 
lamentable because a large number of 
farmers, who will severely feel the loss, 
Bre amongthe sufferers. The following 
figures are given by parties interested in 
the affairs of the creditors: Winslow’s 
liabilities will amount to something like 
$45,000. Of this $15,000 is due 400 farmers 
for milk and cream furnished by them at 
the several butter factories which Wins- 
low operated 

Then it is claimed that he owes his rela 
‘ives and wife's reiutives $12,000. He also 
owes $14,000 for creamery suopplies, salt, 
appliances, ete. A debt of 26500 is secured, 
it being represented that Brown, Decorica 


& Co. of Besson bave a bill of sale of the 
Vasssalboro property covering an in- 
debtedness of $3590, while Green & Co., 


also of Boston, are protected $3900 worth 
by security on lumber at St. Albans. The 
assets must be very light. 

Winslow is a member of the Maine sen- 
ate, aud is lecturer of the state grange, 
and under the auspices of the grange was 
prominentin the movement to introduce 
the teaching of agriculture into the com- 
mon schools, Another field where Winslow 
bore a prominent part was that of the in- 
stitute work carried on by the state board 
of agriculture, being one of: the ablest lec- 
turers which the board had. 


A COMPLETE BLOCKADE, 


Indiana Midland Railroad Employes 
Clamoring For Their Wages. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 24.—The Indiana Midland 
railroad, running from Anderson to Wave- 
land, 68 miles, is in trouble from a strike 
of employes for non-payment of wages, and 
its switches were spiked, cars chained up, 
bridges and tocl houses burned up, tracks 
torn up and all the trains stopped. For 
several weeks employes have been de- 
manding back wages. The section men 
and shippers began to drop off from 
work a week ago, until nearly all are 
gone and the shops are closed. 

Thesection men claim wages for the last 
three months, Not only is the freight and 
passenger traffic blocked, but the United 
States mails are stopped. A _ bridge, 50 
feet long, a mile from Ladoga, belonging 
to the road, was burned. There appears 
to have been no possibility forit to have 
been fired accidently, The adjacent tool 
house, the property of the company, was 
burned with all the tools and hand cars it 
contained. A small company bridge near 
New Roselle was also burned. Leaders of 
strikers deny that they ordered any prop- 
erty destroyed. 


Lawyer Butler In Court. 

Boston, Oct. 24.—Lawyer John E. But- 
ler, forger and embezzler, called back from 
Chicago, was in the superior crimiual 
court yesterday. He preferred not to plead 
until be had been advised by his counsel. 
The court was told of the fact that Butler 
had jumped bail in the lower court, and 
consequently fixed the bail for both 
charges at $12,000. The bail on the em- 
bezzlement accusaiion was placed at $8000, 
and the forgery charge at $4000. 


Lower Court’s Decision Affirmed, 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 24.—The case of the 
United States against the Denver and Rio 
Grande Railway company, involving the 
right of that company to take timber from 
public lands for the purpose of construct- 
ing its railroad line and accompanying 
structures, was decided in the superior 
court of the United States, the judgment 
of the United States circuit court for the 
District of Columbia being affirmed,

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WRECKED THE BANK 


Officers of the Madison Square Are 
Under Arrest. 


CHARGED WITH FORGERY. 


President Blaut Was Once a 
Restaurant Waiter. 


New York, Oct. 24.—The grand jury 
will consider charges of forgery against 
officers of the defunct Madison Square 
bank. The proposed action leaked out 
through the visit of Lawyer Untermeyer, 
counsel for the receivers of the Madison 
Square bauk, to Assistant Discrict Attor- 
ney Lindsay yesterday afternoon. To- 
gether they went over the failure of the 
bank and discussed at length the criminal 
liability of some of the bank’s officers. 

Mr. Untermeyer told Mr. Lindsay that 
between $200,000 and $400,000 bad been 
illegally obtained from the bank, and that 
some one was guilty of forgery. The 
proofs of his statement he gave to Mr. 
Lindsay and also gave him a list of the 
directors of the defunct irstitution. 

Mr. Lindsay informed Liwyer Unter- 
meyer that to his knowledge the Madison 
Square bank had been insolvent for the 
pastsix months. After examining the 
proofs submitted to him, Mr. Lindsay 
pronounced it a clear case of forgery. He 


said he would go before the grand jury 
and iay the facts before that body. Vice 
President Cannon of the Fourth National 


bank, who is one of the receivers of Madi- 
son Square hank, declined to discuss the 
action of Mr. Untermeyer. Mr. Cannon 
said that Mr. Untermeyer had full power 
in the matter, and that a criminal action 
had been decided upon. 

The directors of the bank, as givenin 
the copurtuership directory, are Frederick 
A. Kurshedt, Emil Frenkel, A. S. Kalis- 
cher, James D. Leary, Ronald T. Otten- 
berg, Andrew Soulard, Joseph F. Blaut 
Lewis Thompson and Charles E. Zelover. 
President Blaut began his business career 
in this city as a waiter and part owner in 
a Third avenue eating house. 

The Arrests. 

Joseph F. Blaut, president; Lewis 
Thompson, cashier, and Ronald T. Mce- 
Donald, a director of the defunct Madison 
Square bank, were arrested at the Hoff- 
man House last night, whilst attending a 
meeting of the directors. They were 
taken down to general sessions, where 
Judge Martine, in chambers, was awaiting 
their arrival. 

They bad barely reached the court when 
they were joined by Edward T. Stokes, 
who qualifie1 in $20,C00 for McDonald and 
his boud was accepted. A Dr. Tutts pre- 
sented himeclf as bail for Thompson, but 
as he was not personally known to the 
judge and no one in cour’ could identify 
him his bail was refunded. No oue ap- 
peared to bail out Blaut, and the judge 
told Mr. Grady, their counsel, that he 
would open court early in the morning to 
receive bail. 

The charge against them is forgery in 
the third degree in altering a promissory 
note issued by the Fort Wayne Electric 
company, drawn in June, 1893, for $40,- 
896.73, by feloniously adding  o the en- 
dorsement the words ‘‘not negotiable only 
in accordance with contract under which 
notes have been made.”’ 

The judge stated he had signed war- 
rants for several others of the bank’s ofli- 
cers. At 11:39 p.m. Adolph Kuleche, an- 
other director of the bank, was taken before 
Judge Martine, charged with ‘fraudulent 
bankruptcy.”” Max Danziger of 11 Easv 
Seventy-ninth street qualified as his bonds- 
man in $5000. 

Frederick Uhlman, another director of 
the bank accused of fraudulent insolvency, 
wentto the general sessions and surren- 
dered himself. He was accompanied by a 
bondsman und was free again ina few 
minutes. 

It is learned that the grand jury has 
found against the accused bank officers as 
follows: President Blaut isindicted for per- 
jury; Cashier Thompson, misdemeanor; 
Director McDonald, forgery in the third 
degree and misdemeanor; Directors Kal- 
ischer and Uhlman, misdemeanor. 


Discovered When Too Late, 

Worcester, Mass., Oct. 24.—Joseph Le 
Blane, 41 years old, died last Friday and 
was buried yesterday afternoon. It has 
been learned that he died of starvation, 
and that the funeral which was to have 
been held yesterday morning was delayed 
until the afcerncon, when the neighbors 
found that poverty was the cause of it, and 
raised the necessary funds.

OPPOSED TO COMPROMISE. 


Josiah Quincy Says Massachusetts People 
are With the President, 


Mr. Josiah Quincy, chairman of the 
Democratic state committee, was asked 
yesterday at the Democratic headquarters 
by a Herald reporter what he thought 
of the proposed Senate compromise on 
silver, and whether he believed that it 
would receive the assent of the President. 
Mr. Quincy replied as follows: 

“T am entirely opposed to the so-called 
compromise. It concedes altogether too 
much to the silver side of the question. It 
involves such a large addition to the vol- 
ume of silver currency which must be 
maintained on a parity with gold, that even 
the continuance of the Sherman law upon 
the statute book seems to me preferable. 

“If the measure offered some provisions 
for enabling the Secretary of the treasury 
to strengthen the gold reserve and maintain 
all kinds of our currency on a parity with 
gold there might be something more to say 
for it from a financial standpoint, but with- 
out doing this it increases the weight of the 
load at a time when it is already heavy 
enough without strengthening our ability 
to carry it. 

“Theoretically, quite an argument can 
be made in favor of coining the useless 
silver bullion iu the treasury representing 
the seigniorage, but this is a most inoppor- 
tune time for such a proceeding. This 
boullion is at least harmless while it is 
locked up in the vaults of the treasury, but 
the moment it is coined and put in circula- 
tion it practically becomes an additional 
outstanding obligation to be maintained 
upon a parity with gold and thus increases 
the strain upon the treasury. 

“‘We shall have to face the question later 
but I am entirely opposed to dealing with 
it in the repeal bill. 

“From a political standpoint, using that 
term in its broadest sense, I think that it 
would be most unfortunate at this time to 
make any material concessions to the 
minority of the Senate. 

“The question whether the majority can 
rule in that body must be met and settled 
sometime, and I believe it should be met 
now. 

“T am in hearty sympathy with the posi- 
tion taken by Senator Hill in favor of 
insisting upon a vote on the bill as it now 
stands. 

“I believe that means can be found for 
reaching such a vote in spite of the ob- 
stacles in the way. 

“The attitude of President Cleveland and 
the administration has been perfectly con- 
sistent ever since this issue came up. I do 
not believe that he and his cabinet have 
assented, or will assent, to the proposed 
compromise, 

“The people of Massachusetts without 
distinction of party will, I am confident, 
stand behind him in resisting it, 


Another Burglar Caught. 

The good work in the capture of 
Jeremiah Sullivan, Saturday night, for 
breaking and entering the store of the 
Granite Clothing Company, was supple- 
mented Monday night by the arrest by 
Boston officers of James Jordan, alias 
Isaac Williams at 32 Oswego street, for 
being implicated in the break. The officers 
secured about $20 of clothing. with Wil- 
liams and $88 with Callahan. 

Both of these men, who are in the 
vicinity of 20 years of age, were turned 
over to Quincy officers and arraigned in 
the District Court this morning. 


WEYMOUTH. 


The Labor Organizations Talk on 
Contract Labor. 


IT WAS A MIDNIGHT SESSION. 


Resolution Favoring Citizen Labor Passed, 
After a Lengthy Discussion, 


A special meeting of the City Council 
was held Monday evening; all members 
being present. 

But little business was transacted, but 
nearly the whole evening was given up to 
the petitions from the laboring men, and it 
was 12.08 o’clock this morning when the 
Council finally adjourned. 

Petitions. 

A petition was received from George C, 
Bucker for license to collect junk. Re- 
ferred. 

Councilman Grindell presented a petition 
from citizens of Ward Three asking that 
Goddard street be laid out and accepted as 
a public way. Referred. 

Reports of Committees. 

Committee on Licenses reported an order 
granting a license to collect junk to Alfred 
McGloan, and a billiard and pool table 
license to John Mashnichaa. Adopted. 

Committee on Finance reported a slight 
amendment tu order appropriating $800 
from receipts of burial places to be ex- 
pended under the management of the 
managers of burial places. 

Under suspension of the rules the order 
was passed to be ordained. 

The Committee on State Aid, on petition 
of Margaret F. Gavin, recommended $4 
per month, Adopted. 

The Committee on Ordinance reported 
an amendment to the ordinance governing 
the Water Commissioners relative to col- 
lecting water rates. 

Councilman Lennon offered another 
amendment, and upon motion of Council- 
man Holbrook, the matter was recommitted, 

The Committee on Finance, an order ap- 
propriating $62,000 for a new High school 
building, reported a slight amendment 
which was accepted, The order then took 
its second reading and was referred to the 
Committee on Ordinances. 

Councilman Robbins offered an order 
establishing polling places for the muni- 
cipal election Dec. 5. Adopted. 

They are to be the same as used in the 
state election. 

Voted, when the Council adjourn, it be 
until next Monday evening. 

The order granting location to the 
Quincy & Boston street railway to connect 
tracks of Manet street railway was passed 
to be ordained. 

A recess was then taken for 20 minutes. 

Public Hearing. 

At 8.30 a public hearing was given on 
the petition from the Granite polishers’ 
union, which was that the heads of depart- 
ments be instructed by ordinance to em- 
ploy none but citizens on public works, 
and that all contract labor be abolished. 

There were several of the laboring men 
who spoke but their names were not an- 
nounced, and it is not known who they 
were, 

The first gentleman said the laboring 
men believe the city of Quincy can do its 
work cheaper than any private individual. 
He believed the citizens of Quincy have a 
right to employmeat, There are 500 or 
600 men in the city out of work and cannot 
get any. The only argument brought 
against us is that it would cost more to em- 
ploy day labor than by contract. The city 
advertises for bids and it is generally under- 
stood it is not the lowest that gets it but 
the man with a pull. Some of these con- 
tract jobs have not been as good as they 
might havebeen. If contractors can make 
money out of contracts the city can. The 
speaker then referred to the Italians who 
lived in gravel pits, and all the money they 
get goes out of town. They pay no taxes, 
aud can save more money on seventy-five 
cents per day than a citizen can on $2 per 
day. 

Another gentleman said the workingmen 
demand that they shall receive attention 
from this body. ‘They demand that they 
are entitled to some little regard to enable 
them to live. Every man in the council is 
a laboring man. Some men live by their 
pen and pencil, while others earn their 
living with a pick and shovel. Give us the 
Italian shovels free of duty and place a 
high tariff on the Italian shovellers and I 
can make my living.

Quincy, but he liked to see men get pay for 
what they did. He liked to see work done 
by officials of Quincy and get a fair day’s 
pay for a fair day’s work. The men who 
figure on contracts, figure $5 or $6 a day 
for themselves. It was policy for the city 
to have work doneby day labor. A proviso 
should be in every contract that men should 
be paid $1.75 or $2.00 per day. 

Henry H. Faxon said this represents the 
corruption and anti-political end of capital 
labor.- No city can carry on work in this 


way without being bankrupt. How are 
you to define what a citizen is? The argu- 
ments adyanced are absured, The city 


cannot do business cheaper than private 
individuals. The minute you do this, it 
becomes a political foot ball. We cannot 
say to a man who comes here, you cannot 
have work. This is brought in just before 
election to intimidate some candidate. 
He defied any man to bring a person 
who paid his help better than he did, or 
let his houses cheaper. If you advertise 
that you pay $1.75 per day while others 
were paying $1.25 you will have 6900 idle 
men. The combination they have in 
trades have increased the cost of building. 

Mr, William B. Rice said he regretted 
this question should be advocated with any 
show of feeling. Which is of the more in- 
terest, that fifty or more men should be 
employed, or that every dollar shall be ex- 
pended where it will do the most good. 
You cannot tie the officials’ hands so that 
they shall be obliged to hire men who are 
unable to work. You have a right to com- 
bine as long as you do it lawfully. You 
want to expend the money in the way that 
will do the most possible good. Say to the 
Officials, we are citizens, give us work if 
you can, but if necessary to go out of town 
for skilled labor do so, but give us the best 
we can get for the money. The council 
has no right to tie the hands of the execu- 
tive.

They have no 
idea that the city shall provide them with 
work when trade is dull. They desire 
that in all public work citizens should have 
the preference. They objeci to having the 
work done by men who do not trade here. 
He thought it possible for the Council to 
draw up an order that citizens of this city 
should have the preference, He believed 
if the committee had been given time they 
would have reported tonight.

Councilman Lennon 
said the citizens of Quiney did not get their 
rights. He himself had been refused_ work 
when an alien had been hired. 

Councilman Federhen offered the follow- 
ing resolutions to be reported to the Coun- 
cil; 

Resolyed,—That it is the sense of this City 


Council, that all boards and heads of de- 
partments in the city of Quincy, ought, so 
far as it is possible and consistent with 
reasonable expenditure, to employ citizens 
of Quincy in performing the city work; 
and it is hereby 

Ordered,—-That copies of this resolution 
be printed by the city clerk and delivered 
to the mayor, the different heads of depart- 
ments, the managers of public burial 
places, and such other otficials and boards 
as are named in Title VI of the city 
charter; the cost of said printing to be 
charged to the appropriation for printing. 

Continuing, the Councilman who offered 
the resolution said there was one power 
the Coungil could use in this case and that 
was the power of recommendation, 

Councilman Moxon, 


If we touch this question we must begin 
at the beginning by baving the charter 
amended. As the charter now is it can be 
of no consequence whether this resolution 
is passed or not, Itis good business that 
the labor which is the nearest you should 
be employed. 

Councilman Robbins 

said: This is a question that gives us all 
sorts of scrapes. What these people want 
is to get rid of the contract system and we 
cannot deal with that on account of the 
charter. The only way was to amend the 
charter so that the people can say just what 
they want. 

Councilman Federhen said all this talk 
about the charter was trash. The power 
lies inthe bands of the Mayor, and has 
always been. He has perfect power to hire 
these men.

WOMEN VOTERS IN MICHIGAN. 


Constitutionality of the Female Suffrage 
Act to Be Tested In the Courts. 

The last Michigan state legislature 
gessed a law providing thatin all school, 
village and city elections hereafter held 
in this statewomen who are able to read 
the constitution of the state of Michigan 
shall be allowed to vote, and all laws of 
this state prascribing the qualifications 
of voters at such school, village and city 
elections, shall apply to women. 

It seems a little strange that the legis- 
lature should have passed the bill in 
this form, in view of the fact that the 
pe laws already permit every person 
of the age of 21 years who has property 
liable to assessment for school taxes, 
and who has resided in the district three 
months preceding any school meeting, 
to vote at school elections on all ques- 
tions except those involving the raising 
of money by tax. It is proposed to have 
the constitutionality of the act of 1893 
tested by the state supreme court, the 
case coming up from Detroit. If the 
court decides against the act, would the 
right which women already possess ér 
voting at school elections be taken away? 
The state constitution says specifically 
that ‘in all elections every male citi- 
zen, every male inhabitant in the state 
on the 24th day of June, 1835, eve 
male inhabitant residing in the state 
Jan. 1, 1850, who, etc., shall be an elec- 
tor and entitled-to vote.” 

The language of the act of 1893 
plainly that ‘‘in all school, village an 
city elections” women shall be allowed 
to vote. Ifthen thecourt construes the 
constitution strictly it cannot do other- 

ise than decide against the act, which 
fecson may have the effect of depriv- 
ng the women of the right to vote at 
school elections, which right they pos- 
sess under the act of May, 1881. The 
court might decide, however, that no 
existing right can be taken away by 
mere implication. The decision in this 
important case is awaited with interest. 
—Kalamazoo Telegraph.

THE LATEST TELEPHONE. 
Successful Attempt to Connect an Anchor- 
ed Vessel With the Shore. 

The lighthouse board has been suc- 
cessful in its experiments for establish- 
ing electric communication with light- 
ships and lighthouses anchored at a dis- 
tance of more thana mile from shore. 


This will attract the greatest interest in | 


maritime circles all over the world. The 
board has been conducting these experi- 
ments for several years. Nothing can 
be learned at the treasury department as 
to who invented the plan, which has met 


with success. However, the obstacles 
which have prevented connecting by 


electric cable a vessel Swinging at an- 
ehor at sea with the land have been over- 
come by attaching the core of the cable 
to the anchor chain and making a con- 
ductor of the latter. Ithas been dem- 
onstrated that the leakage of electricity 
produced by the water can be reduced 
qoan¥nimum. Officials of the treasury 
department have recently talked by tel- 
ephone with persons on board a light- 
ship anchored over a mile from shore, 
with the anchor chain used to complete 
the circuit. 

The establishing of electric communi- 
cation with lightships will result in the 
saving of many thousands of dollars an- 
nually to maritime interests. Passing 
vessels can easily and quickly be com- 
municated with in cases of emergency, 
and ships in distress will frequently be 
reported to life saving stations in time 
to dispatch relief vessels to save them. | 
The lightship most distant from the shore 
is at o Nantucket shoals. It is some 
80 miles from shore, and the dangers 
this locality have caused it ig ach So 
known as the “graveyard of American 
shipping.” The lighthouse board is grati-

This seems to be largely because the serv- 
ants exact a certain sort of subjugation 
from them as well as a ready obedience 
to what commands they themselves may 
be allowed to give. The average parent, 
on the contrary, has no apparent idea of 
enforcing his desires. Listen to the 
“Don’t do this” and ‘Do that,” as said 
to the children you encounter in pub- 
lic places, and notice how seldom any 
heed whatever is given to the speech. 
Once in 50 times is a liberal allowance. 
—Philadelphia Press,

WASHINGTON, Oct. 25.—There was an 
easy going and conservative action in the 
senate yesterday afternoon, which not has 
been observed in that body since the re- 
peal bill was taken up for discussion in 
August last. The announcement of an 
agreement that a vote be taken had no 
more than been made and come to be gen- 
erally understood than the senate resumed 
its wonted manuer of going on with busi- | 
ness without regard to the presence of a 
quorum and with due concern for the 
bodily welfare of members shown by clos- 
ing its labors at 4 o’clock, 

After Senator Faulkner moved a recess 
two hoursin advance of the usual hour 
most of the members remained in the 
chamber chatting among themselves and 
with those who chanced to stroll in as if 
they had just returned from along journey 
and had not yet had au opportunity to 
talk it all over, or as if they had become 
accustomed to the long hours, and become 
attached to the chamber that they felt 
loathe to leave it earlier than usual. 
When at last | hey out and found the 
sun still shining—an unusual experience 
with them of iate—ino-t them drew a 
long breath of reli f They revlized ap- 
parently for the first time that the end was 
really near and bezan to make plans for 
the future. 

May Adjourn Next Week. 

Left to himself and with only his own 
personal convebience and comfort to con- 
sider, each senator would probably decide 
in favor of adjournment m nediately after 
the passage of the repeal bill. Mo-t of the 
Republicans aud the Populists anl many 
of the Democrats said they expected con- 
gress to adjourn early next week until the 
first Monday in December. 

Senator Faulkner, who has acted as 
Senator Voorhees’ principal aid in the long 
battle which has almost clo-e1, said, when 
spoken to upon the subj-ct, that he be- 
lieved adjournment would soon follow. 

The o'der lealers of the Democratic 
party, upon whom the decision will largely 
Test, were not quite confident of ad- 
journment. Senator Harris said there 
was a great deal for congress to do and 
he did not see why it should not proceed 
with the work without interruption. Sen- 
ators Hoar an Gorman refused to answer 
the question at all, saying it had not been 
canvassed.

The Conference. 

The conference of silver Democrats yes- 
terday was to decide whether filibuatering 
should be resorted to, and the question of 
the possible defeitof the bill and the 
delay ofits passage were discussed. They 
simply canvassed the situation and con- 
cluded that it was not wise policy to 
attempt tomake good the promise they 
had made Monday to the silver Republi- 
cans of making further opposition to the 
bill by the use of obstructive tactics. They 
made that pledge while laboring under a 
feeling of resentment over the defeat of 
their compromise measure. 

After weighing the subject fully, they 
concluded that while their constituents 
would justify them in making as strong a 
fight for silver asthey could make ina 
legitimate and regular way, their people 
would not endorse them in resorting to 
filibustering methods. They also recog- 
nized the fact that with a majority in the 
senate against them they would be com- 
pelled to yield sooner or later, and that if 
they should succeed in getting any con- 
cession whatever, it would be of very small 
consequence. 

Furthermore they contended that if the 
settlement of the question should be 
longer delayed the business depression 
would be laid at the doors of silver. Tak- 
ing all these matters into consideration, as 
they also did the physical condition of 
members of the senate on both sides who 
have been through the long siege, they 
concluded to repress their resentment and 
yield at once. 

Confident Populists. 


Senator Harris was chosen to carry the 
message to the Republicans. Immediately 
afterward a halt was called upon a fili- 
busterer, and the long fight was prac- 
tically atan end, The Republican silver 
men conferred among themselves briefly 
gnd agreed that it would be a waste of 
time and in every way foolish, because in 
the end futile, to continue the fight. The 
three Populist senators had agreed to 
abide by the decision of the Republicans. 

**We were ready to go on,” said Senators 
Peffer and Kyle in union, ‘‘and could have 
continued the fight, but we are willing 
to quit when both of the old parties do so. 
The fight has gone oa long enough and 
has terminated in a way toshow that 
neither of these parties is friendly to 
silver. We feel badly to have silver re- 
ceive this setback. but nolitically we view 5

Senator Voorhees said that he was 
hopeful of reaching the voting stage in 
two days, and the opinion is general that 
the bill will be well discussed before the 
end of the week. It is not believed by any 
one that half the 27 amendments proposed 
will be regularly offered. The silver men 
will probably discuss sume of these amend- 
ments under the five-minute rule, but it is 
not expected that there will bea great 
teal of debate on the amendments. 


There is already talk of future silver 
legislation. One of the leading advocates 


of repeal is quoted as saying that he will 
Introduce a free coinage bill upon the as- 
sembling of the regular session. Senator 
Sherman said that he was contemplating 
the introduction of a bond bill, and that it 
would probably incidentally make some 
provision for the use of silver. Many 
other senators have financial bills in con- 
templation. 

The outlook is indeed good that the 
regular session will be flooded with finan- 
cial bills, and no one need be surprised if 
the Fifty-third congress should develop a 
record of financial discussion almost as 
important as the one now closing. 

A canvass of senatorial opinion this 
morning brought out the fact that the 
opinion was almost unanimous that a vote 
will be taken on repeal by next Tuesday 
at the latest.

The fact is 
that paternalism is our only hope. It isa vast- 
ly different thing in a country where the peo- 
ple hold the ballot from what is where heredi- 
tary princes rule. There is no danger from 
paternalism here. It isour only remedy against 
millionairism. There are and will be tremen- 
dous profits of untold billionsin America. Our 
present system of individualism means that 
some 60 acute money getters shall have the 
lion’s share of this; paternalism means that 
the people shall have it. Whena man evi- 
dences signal ability, give him honor and posi- 
tion, that’s what he wants, but take the sur- 
plus millions for the government, which is the 
people. Noman ought to be allowed to leave 
more than a reasonable fortune to his heirs. 
Give them so much and the rest to the state. 

A stimulus to great business enterprises can 
be found in public honor as well as in amass- 
ing exorbitant wealth. As for corporations, 
whenever they assume threatening propor- 
tions let the state assume them. You fear the 
increase of political jobbe Then you feat 
yourselves. Politics must be purified. If the 
American people fear politics, they fear their 
only savior. Cast off the millstone of party 
from the national neck, and the way is clear. 

This government is drifting toward either 
paternalism or anarchy. As for me, I choose 
the former. An intelligent paternal goveri- 
ment, where the whole people are interested in 
politics, governing themselves through repfe- 
sentatives, without the rogues’ device of a 
party, is the ideal government of earth.

With the tide’s going out at Jamaica 
bay a queer pursuit daily is enacted 
north of the breakwater opposite Canar- 
sie.

The 
clam treader thus has in his avocation 
an excitement akin to that ef a lottery 
in which he sometimes draws worse than 
a blank when his foot encounters a bro- 
ken bottle or a crab, causing his sedate 
pace to change to capers not unworthy 
the ballet. Strung out in an irregular 
line, carrying baskets and buckets, with

REED AND DALZELL 


Have Words of Praise For the 
Republican Party. 


AFFAIRS AT WASHINGTON 


As They Are Viewed by the 
Ex-Speaker of the House. 


Boston, Oct. 28.—The third annual din- 
ner of the Republican Club of Massachu- 
setts in Mu-ic hall last night proved the 
most successful in its history. The large 
hall bad bceu turned into a banquet room, 
and its large proport ons hardly accommo- 
dated the members present. American 
flags adorned the walls and ceilings. On 
ihe stage, behind the table of honor, rested 
two magnificent crayons of the Republi- 
can nominees for governor and lieutenant 
governor, Gree shalge and Wolcott. 


t 
Vv President Simpkins presided at the 
w| board. To his right sat Hon. Thomas B. 


Reed ot Maine, and Hon. John Dalzell of 


Pennsylvania. To his left Hon. Freleriek 
T. Greenhalye and Hon. R ger Wolcott. 

Nine hundrel covers were placed and 
every seat was taken. In the galleries 
above bundreds of ladies and gentlemen 
tooked down and joiuel in the enthusiasm 
of the hour. 

President Simpkins opened the after- 
dinner exercises and congratulated the 
club on its manifestation of interest. He 
introduced as the first speaker of the even- 
ing the Republican nominee for governor, 
Hon. Frederick T. Greenhalge of Lowell. 

Mr. Greenhalge said, in referring to the 
campaign, that an effort had bee made to 
carry on the high debate in a spirit worthy 
of Massachusetts. He said: ‘‘We have 
never resorted to trick or device. We 
have not indulged in personal attacks.” 

Mr, Wolcott, in following, spoke on the 
currency question, saying the more it is 
studied it is plain to see that from the 
early days of greenbackism and flat money 
down to the last edition of the press the 
Republican party has stood for solid cur- 
rency. The people of Massachusetts, he 
said, see plainly that the Sherman act 
swept aside the Bland bill, swept away 
the coinuge of 65-cent dollars and an- 
nounced the settled p licy of the United 
States that every dollar issued should be 
the equivalent of every ctherdollar. It 
was a tempcrary law and the best possible 
atthattime. ‘Today,’ he remarked, ‘‘we 
see the president of the United States, 
thank Ged for that, standing firmly for 
unconditional repeal and the Republican 
party holding his arms up and supporting 
him. 

“In the present crisis I have not noticed 
any expression of gratitude from the presi- 
dent to the Deniocratic members of the 
senat? for their support. Back of this 
question is that of state bank currency. 
Let the people stand by Cleveland then, 
but not with the party that deserted him 
in the hour of need.” 

Congressman Dalzell, 

Congressman John Dalzell of Pennsyl- 
vania was enthusiastically received. 
He said: “I deem it an honor to 
sit ‘at this board tonight. I re- 
cognize before me the representatives 
of Republicanism in Massachusetts, 
the men who are to place our banner 
where it belongs on the ramparts of vic- 
tory. 

“Heis buta superficial observer who 
imagines that the last election repudiated 
the principles of the Republican party. 
The people donot believe in free trade, 
they donot believe in dishonest finance, 
nor in striking down the barriers put up 
for the proteciion of the free ballot, nor 
that tariff be de:ived from revenue only. 
It was a general, undefined restlessness 
that put Grover Cleveland in the executive 
chair in place of Benjamin Harrison, that 
put Voorkecs at the head of the committee 
on finance instead of Allison, and a Demo- 
cratic speaker in place cf him, whom, were 
he not present, I would term the brainiest 
man in public life, and, since he is present, 
I will call cur courageous lealer, Thomas 
B. Reed of Maine. 

“One of the most patent causes of the 
present depression is the uncertainty as to 
what the Democrats are going to do with 
the tariff. This has paralyzed our indus- 
tries. I have the honor cf being a member 
of the committee on ways and means. 
Democrat and Republican manufacturer 
and laborer cry out in one breath against 
change in our system of protection: 
Democrats want to reform, but they 
always want this reform in somebody 
else’s district. When the new tariff bill 
is put in the hands of the people they will 
soon find out that the McKinley bill is the 
most beneficent and just law ever put on 
our statute books. 

“Another cause of this Democratic de- 
pression has relation to the currency 
question. The President of the U nited 
States would have been as powerless as an 
infant in arms had it not been for John 
Sherman and his Republican associates. 

“Pennsylvania will always be found in 
the Republican column. Iowa is falling 
in line. Ohio will be swept as with a 
western cyclone by that apostle of pro- 
tection. And Massachusetts—well, if any- 
one doubts, he should have been here to- 
night.” Mr. Dalzell ciozed with a glowing 
tribute to Greenhalge and Wolcott. 

Reed Has the Floor. 

It was easy to see that Hon. Thomas B. 
Reed was an idol of Massachusetts Re- 
publicans. Four minutes of cgntinued ap- 
plause welcomed him. He said: : 

“From all appearances I should imagine 
that this wasa partisan audience. I, how- 
ever, am not going to make a partisan 
speech, As I take up this unbiased Boston 
journal (The Herald) I notice the follow- 


hooves you, then, at the next election to 
complete that victory, and the greatest 
praise we can give Grover Cleveland is to 
imitate him in his victory over his own 
party. We were called together three 
moaths ago in very extraordinary session. 
We hai before us in the opinion of the 
people of the United States a very simple 
task, namely, to repeal a law that was 
frightening the people of this country. 
The Republican party, with self-denial, 
voluntarily stepped forward to do the will 
of the people and help repeal that law. 
Since that time the bill has remained in 
the bosom of the Democratic senate, and 
there it is, when the will of the people 
could have been obeyed longago, Time 
most valuable t> the people has been lost, 
and now the people, when this bill is re- 
pealed, will see just how little they have 
been benefited thereby. 

“The majorty of the senate, who re- 
ceived their seats by the votes of the 
people, determined upon a compromise 
disgraceful to the United States and de- 
struc‘ive to its best interests.

Evenif wedo get through the 
Democratic senate I want to show you an- 
other calamity with which we will have to 
come face to face. 

“TI quote from the financial column of 
that same journal—‘Unconditional repeal 
will not do away with difficulties in busi- 
ness and speculation.’ This istrue. The 
great difficulty lies in the uncertainty in 
and utter distrust of the policy of the 
Democratic party. That party is today in 
control, yet they areon the stump com- 
plaining of the Republicans.

“But Mr. Josiah Quincy, lately brought 
into the state from Washington, tells you 
that in the present crisis you are helpless, 
and thatit isvain for you to lift your 
hand. Thank heaven, it is not so, and that 
the people are not rulers simply on election 
day. There was never a condition so ab- 
ject that public sentiment could not sweep 
down ali barriers of power.. 

“It cannot be possible that the people 
and the press that are today crying for the 
majority’s right to rule could have at any 
other time stood on the other pide. It is 
awkward to have history sturing you ip 
the face. This right of the majority to 
rule is the farthest from being satisfied in 
this country now than it ever was. I do 
not believe there is any real safety for this 
country outside of that right. This is 
only one of its phases. 

‘Massachusetts has to act quickly. No 
state is more interested in the tariff ques- 
tion than she is. You have the prestige 
and the power. Throw them away if you 
wish. Democracy is ruled by the south, 
and by the south I mean men who have 
no idea what an industrial northern city 
is. Ifthey do think of Lowell or Law- 
rence it is of pillage they think. Truth is 
mighty, but so is ignorance. 


“Solsay we must fight out this right 
of the majority to rule. In the great wars 
for liberty there are no Marengos, and 
the bright sunlight of Austerlitz does not 
shine; but there are no St. Helenas. 

“They are more like our own battles otf 
revolutionary times. There are few Tren- 
tons, but there are some Arnolds to deal 
with.”

Entered Harvard College. 

The Boston Globe of Oct. 25, has the 
following complimentary notice of Everett 
Chauncey Bumpus, a blind young man of 
this city, who has just entered Harvard 
college, intending to take full four years’ 
course and obtain the degree of A. B., at 
the close, 

He is a son of Judge Bumpus of this city 
and lived at his father’s home until he was 
eleven years of age, when he was sent to 
the Perkin’s institute, where he staid for 
two years, 

He there learned to read by touch, and 
progressed rapidly both in this and in 
writing. After he had mastered the system 
as taught at that institution, he went to 
Thayer academy in Braintree, where he 
prepared for college. Inaclass of twenty 
he held a high rank and was always near 
the head. 

He has always been fond of study and is 
a hard worker. He took the Harvard en- 
trance examination last June. A special 
proctor was given him for his entrance ex- 
amination, who would read the questions 
to him, and young Bumpus would answer 
thein by means of a typewriter. 

This answered well for most of the sub- 
jects, but of course he could not write the 
Greek character with his machine, so he 
dictated the answers in the examination to 
his attendant who wrote them down. The 
same method was followed in the examina- 
tions in mathematics. In geometry, how- 
ever, he uses a wheel which can be changed 
into different geometric forms, and by 
pressing this down upon paper he bas the 
required figure, indented on the 
literally at his finger’s ends, 

He passed the examinations all right and 
is now settled in a pleasant room in Felton 
hall which is about three minutes’ walk 
from the yard, where he must go every day 
to his lectures, but he is rapidly learning 
bis way about Cambridge.

New Bills Introduced. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 25, 1893. Mr. 
Bell, Dem., of Texas, introduced in the 
House today a bill providing for the re- 
tirement of cational bank notes and the 
issue in their place of United States notes. 
Hereafter national banks cbartered, or 
where charters are renewed or extended, 
are not to be allowed to issue notes. When 
the notes of any uational bank are retired 
the secretary of the treasury is to substi- 
tutes for them an equal amount of United 
States notes, with which he is to purchase 
United States bonds. 

Mr. Hicks, Rep., of Pennsylvania, offered 
a bill providing that no pension claim 
heretofore or hereafter allowed shall be 
annulled, suspended or set aside unless it 
is shown that the pension was obtained 
by fraud or perjury.

Taxes on Foreign Stocks. 

Before the joint special committee on 
taxation yesterday R. H. Dana strongly op- 
posed double taxation by taxing stock of 
foreign corporations. ‘‘ Since there is no 
system that seems competent to reach these 
foreign stocks, and since theoretically and 
practically taxing them is unjust; the tax 
ought to be removed,” said he. “It is 
extremely unwise for us still to cling to 
this tax when it loses to us much business 
which can escape this double taxation by 
going into other States. I think that if 
these stocks are exempted, bonds, notes in 
private corporations will be doomed to the 
same extent as they have been. Real 
estate owners would be willing to pay a 
little more to induce more personal property 
into the State. For the fear of taxation is 
greater factor in keeping out business than 
the actual amount of that taxation.

WOMAN’S WORLD. 


FULL POLITICAL RIGHTS FOR WOMEN 
IN NEW ZEALAND. 


At Barnard College—Women Factory In- 
spectors—Obstacles In Her Path—Latest 
Pocketbooks For Women—The Woman 
Editor In Japan. 


New Zealand may claim an honorable 
place in history as the first of the Eng- 
lish colonies to give women equal polit- 
ical rights with men. The bill -bestow- 
ing full suffrage upon women has passed 
both houses of the legislature and has 
just been signed by the governor. This 
is the third year’s trial of the bill. 
Twice before it has passed the lower 
house to be killed in the upper. All 
women, married or single, vote with the 
same privileges and restrictions as their 
husbands and brothers. Next December 
the election will be held under the new 
law. The only other state in the world 
where the women have the same polit- 
ical status as men is the young state of 
Wyoming in this country. 

In England unmarried women have a 
vote in all except parliamentary elec- 
tions, and the struggle is now to the end 
that women may help elect M. P’s. A 
division of sentiment, however, weakens 
the movement, for a wing of the suffrage 
party thinks efforts should be made at the 
same time to enfranchise married wom- 
en. In time both objects will be accom- 
plished. In the meantime one of the 
faraway colonies of Great Britain has 
taken a great stride along the line of 
progress and left the mother country to 
follow in the wake. No doubt woman 
suffrage in New Zealand will prove to 
be what its adherents have always 
claimed, as it has done wherever it has 
been fairly tried, even to the limited ex- 
tent which has thus far been granted. 
Intelligent advocates for the reform do 
not assert that it will cure all the politi- 
cal evils of the time, but all agree that 
taxation without representation is a weak 
spot in any republic, and because the 
taxed happen to be women does not 
change the principle.—Springfield Re- 
publican. 


At Barnard College. 


Barnard college opened a short time 
ago with a freshman class of 80 students. 
The entrance examination papers, which 
are the same as those used at Columbia 
and require certain preparation in 
Greek, have been exceedingly good and 
indicate marked improvement in the pre- 
paratory schools. 

When Barnard opened the way to the 
Columbia degree for girls, few schools in 
the city were ready to prepare girls to 
meet the requirements in scholarship. 
The college has formed a triple alliance 
with Columbia and the Teachers’ college, 
waiving, like thelatter, the right to con- 
fer degrees upon its graduates who re- 
ceive the regular Columbia degree. 

It occupies a unique position in the 
world of letters, and one which promises 
to afford one solution to the problem of 
coeducation, for, though it holds a col- 
lege charter, it has no president, no cur- 
riculum and no degree. It furnishes to 
jits pupils the Columbia university work 
in Latin, Greek, French, the Teutonic 
languages, Hebrew, mathematics, bot- 
any, chemistry, geology and philosophy, 
and the girlsin the retirement of their 
own classical abode do precisely the 
same work the boys in their classrooms 
accomplish, without in any way forfeit- 
ing the fine bloom of maidenly reserve 
which some educators consider is sac- 
rificed in the intermingling of mon and 
women together in classes.—New York 
Sun. 


Women Factory Inspectors. 


There are 20deputies on the New York 
board of @actory inspectors. Half are 
women. The salary is $1,200 a year, and 
the deputy is allowed car fare and lunch 
money not to exceed $1 a day. 

The hours are from 9 a. m, until 5 p. 
m. five days in the week, and from 9 
until noon Saturdays. Work lasts 12 
months in the year, interrupted only by 
national or legal holidays. The list of 
fair deputies is as follows: 

Mrs. Eliza A. Carroll, Brooklyn; Mrs, 
Sophie Rauch, Mrs, Louisa Cuthell, Mrs, 
Kate Hall, Mrs. Ella Nagle, Miss Eliza- 
beth Campbell, Miss Margaret Finn, Miss 
Electa R. Lockwood, Miss Mary Donnel- 
ly, New York city; Miss Bertha L. Asch- 
off, Albany. 

They are 10 very wide awake and hard- 
working women, with business ability 
and more than the average amount of in- 
telligence. Aside from having sufficient 
mechanical knowledge to makea diagram 
for a fire escape, elevator gate, skylight, 
needed or defective plumbing apparatus, 
they are diplomatic enough to attend to 
the duties of office without antagonizing 
employees or employers and to do disa- 
greeable work without getting them- 
selves disliked. All have children, par- 
ents or relatives depending on them for 
support, and to a woman they are self 
respecting and bribeproof.—New York 
Letter. 


Obstacles In Her Path. 

Miss Margaret Richardson of Norris- 
town, Pa., has applied for admission to 
the Montgomery county bar and has 
fet with obstacles. In August last 
Miss Richardson notified the board of 
examiners of the Bar association of her 
desire to register as a law student in the 
office of Wanger & Knife and asked that 
they fix a day for the preliminary exam- 
ination. The board informed her that, 
as the rules of court now stand, a wom- 
an cannot be admitted to the bar, and 
that unless the rules are changed the 
time spent in the pursuit of her studies 
would, in a measure, be lost and sug- 

ested that the question be decided by 
fhe proper authorities. 

Miss Richardson has therefore pre- 
sented in court an application for a rule 
to compel the examiners to show cause 
shy she should not be granted an ex-

A Loud Telephone. 

An English paper describes a telephone 
which will talk loud enough for a person 
in any part of a large room to hear and 
understand. Mr. Graham, theinventor, 
has succeeded not so much by an im- 
provemnt on the existing telephones as 
by his method of arranging the circuit 
and bringing its resistance as low as 
possible. To this end the usual induc- 
tion coil is discarded, and the two instru- 
ments, transmitter and receiver, are di- 
rectly connected in circuit with the line 
and the battery. The transmitter at one 
end of the line is connected to the re- 
ceiver at the other end, and two separate 
lines are employed having a common re- 
turn wire. Two correspondents can thus 
talk quite freely with each other, and as 
the receivers speak out so as to be heard 
in any part of a room conversation can 
be carried on by each person simply 
speaking to his transmitter. 

The apparatus is attached to flexible 
conductors and is held in the hand. To 
open a conversation it is sufficient to 
pick up the portable transmitter and 
press a button in its casing, so as to es- 
tablish the circuit. The receiver at the 
other end acts as its own call bell by the 
loudness of its voice, and the response 
comes equally prompt and lond. The 
user has therefore no need to listen care- 
fully with oue or two receivers held up 
to his head. All he has to do is to speak 
into his transmitter and keep his ears 


open.

RUSSIANS AT LYONS. 


Enthusiasm of Frenchmen Reach an Ex- 
traordinary Degree. 


Lyons, Oct. 26.—The greatest enthusiasm 
was displayed by enormous crowds en the 
arrival of Admiral Avelan and the Russian 
officers here. As Admiral Avelan passed, 
the crowd surged forward to get a look at 
bim.

SENSATIONAL SUICIDE. 


Louis Warshafsky Shoots Himself and 
Then Jumps From a Window. 

Boston, Oct. 26,—Trouble arising from 
money matters, combined with the ex- 
cessive use of liquor, caused the death of 
Louis Warshbafsky last night, and almost 
ended the lives of two of his companions. 
It was a plain case of suicide. 

The shooting took place in the attic ten- 
ement of a Billerica-street house, occupied 
by Isaac Glass. Warshafsky went to the 
house in the evening and there met Glass 
and another friend of Simon Martelson, 
with both of whom he had been connected 
in some proyerty matters. 

Developments show that Warshafsky 
iteuded to commit suicide last night. A 
wrangle, which ensued while he was in 
the tenement, hastened the deed. He drew 
his revolver, shot wildly several times, 
and struck one of his companions in the 
wrist. 

Then. he placed the muzzle of his re- 
volver at his own breast, fired twice, 
opened the window of the tenement and 
jumped to the brick pavements below, and 
20 minutes later he was dead.

HE SALUTED INSURGENTS 


Who Are Not Recognized by 
the United States. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 26.—Rear Admiral 
Ftanton is ordered to turn over the com- 
mand of his squadron to Captain Picking, 
thenext in rank. Secretary Herbert learned, 
to his great surprise, that Rear Admiral 
Stanton had saluted the rebel Brazilian 
admiral. For this act of discourtesy 
toward a friendly nation, Secretary Her- 
bert, after consulting with the president 
and Secretary of State Gresham, ordered 
Rear Admira! S:anton’s detachment. 

A dispatch from Rio, published in a 
Berlin paper, stated that the American 
paval commander had exchanged visits 
and salutes with Admiral Melloof the 
insurgent flect. It is a suspected state 
department secret that Rear Admiral 
Stanton had been, if not exactly ad- 
monished, yet diplomatically cautioned, 
against taking any action which could be 
construed as an-interference on either 
side in the pending struggle. 

When he first saw the dispatch from 
Rio de Janeiro saying that the American } 
naval commander had exchanged visits 
and salu es with Admiral Melio of the in- 
surgent fleet, Secretary Herbert was 
loathe to believe that the statements were 
correct, aud e: pressed his doubts to a re- 
porter who called upon him. If Admiral 
Stanton bal merely eXchanged an or- 
dinary unofficial visit on business mat- 
ters with Admiral Mello, the secretary 
would not have been surprised, nor proba- 
bly would he have taken any further no- 
tice of it, as itissaid at the navy depart- 
partment that this would not have been 
improper.

The president was aware of this 
fact, and for a time it caused him much 
uneasiness, but when he was assured 
by Senator Sherman and other leading 
Republicans of that body that they wou'd 
stand by him as long as he maintained his 
position of unconditional repeal, he at 
once made up his mind not to yield a hair 
in the direction of the compromisers. He 
was further informed by these Republican 
senators thatifany attempt was made to 
adopt a makeshift they would not only 
antagonize it, but they would expose the 
hollowness of the measure.

Encmies Defied. 

This assurance from the strong men of 
the senate who are Republicans stimu- 
lated him to defy his enemies in that body 
who were trying to wreck his administra- 
tion, The president is now aware whoin 
the senate are bis frien isand who are his 
enemies, They will probably have an op- 
portunity of learning something in this 
direction during the remainder of his ad- 
ministration. 

The unconditional repeal of the Sher- 
man act will be a great triumph for the 
administration, in which the Republicans 
will be entit'ed to a fairshare of the 
honors. This the president is entirely 
willing to accord to them, Knowing that 
but for their aid he could not have suc- 
ceeded. 

Present Plans. 

The program of the repeal bill in the 
senate is to get it out some time today on 
the amendments to the Dill, finish the 
work on the amendments tomorrow, and 
vote on the bill on Monday. 

This schedule of course is subject to 
change, When it was arranged it was 
supposed that Senator Stewart would con- 
clude his speech last night. That he did 
not do, andif heshould wish to proceed 
today it is possible that it will become 
necessary to change the plans so as to de- 
fer the vote uponthe amendment until 
tomorrow. 

Senate Jones will require only a short 
time to conclude and Senator Allen will 
not speak at great length. Senator Wol- 
cott will make a 15-minute speech and 
Senator Gorman may also make a brief 
statement. There may possibly also be a 
few other short speeches before the close 
of the debate. Senator Faulkner, after 
again canvassing the senate last evening, 
thought it would be possible, if Mr. Stew- 
art did not extend his remarks for too 
great a length of time, to begin the voting 
by 40’clock today, The opinion prevails 
in the senate that the house will pass 
the bill when it is sent over with very little 
delay, and the senators are hopeful of con- 
cluding the business of the extra session 
by the middle of next week. 

Recess or Adjournment? 

Whether there shall then be a recess or 
an adjournment will depend upon the 
Dommittee on ways and means. If the 
Democratic members of the committee 
are of the opinion that the tariff bill will 
bein shape before the beginning of the 
regular session, a recess is more proba- 
ble than adjournment. Otherwise an ad- 
journment will take place. 

There was a well-defined report in circu- 
lation about the capital that there had 
been an effort madeto have the Demo- 
cratic managers in the senate postpone 
voting upon the bill until after the Virginia 
election, upon the theory that the pas- 
sage of the bill at this time weuld have 
the effect of injuring the chances of the 
Democratic party in that state. It ap- 
pears that the Virginia Populists have 
made their fight in this campaign almost 
entirely upon the silver issue, and have 
made such headway as to render the Dem- 
ocratic managers somewhat anxious. 

The suggestion appears to have received 
some consideration, but when it was repre- 
sented upon the other hand that the im- 
mediate passage of the bill would have a 
good effect in Massachusetts and New 
York it was thought best to let the bill 
take its course. Indeed, unger the circum- 
gtances, with the bill in its present shape, it 
would be impossible to check progress, 
and especially would it be difficult for the 
repeal managers to accomplish that result 
if so disposed.

COOL CAPTAIN JOHNSON 


Prevented Loss of Life When His Steamer 
Struck on Rocks, 

SAN FRANcisco, Oct. 27.—The Pacific 
Mail company’s steamer City of New 
York went ashore last evening in a fog 
and will probably be a total loss. She 
sailed for Ch’na and Japan at 3:30 p. m. 
and went down the bay under full head of 
steam, The fog was very heavy. About 
4p. m. the big ocean steamer was lost 
sight of and a half hour later the booming 
of cannon could be heard and signal! 
rockets could be seen as they burst above 
the fog. 

The signal station at Point Lobos at 
o:fce sent a message into town and soon 
every tug in the bay was racing for the 
Steamer. Arriving there it was found that 
she was hard and fast on the rocks, having 
gone on them under a full head of steam. 
She was in charge of Pilot Stevens at the 
time. As soon us the steamer struck there 
was a scene of wild confusion. A couple 
of hundred of Chinese in the steerage set 
up a howl that could be heard half across 
the Golden Gate, 

Captain Johnson was wonderfully cool, 
however, and he and his officers soon re- 
stored order. There is eight feet of water 
in the steaner’s hold, and the tugs cannot 
move her. The loss will be $500,000; no in- 
surance. All the passengers were taken 
off and were returned to this city.

IN CLOSE QUARTERS. 


Mello Will Have to Run the Gauntlet 
to Get Away From Rio. 

PARIs, Oct. 27.—The special delegate of 
Brazil has received a dispatch from Rio de 
Janerio dated Oct. 25 which says the in- 
surgent vessels are scarcely able to move, 
from the fact that they are in need of ex- 
tensive repairs, that their bottoms are 
terribly foul and that their supply of coal 
is almost exhausted. According to the 
dispatch referred to, the vessels composing 
the insurgent squadron are compelled to 
remain in the lower part of the bay in 
order to avoid the fire of the forts whick 
remain loyal to the government. 

The forts, it would seem, have already | 
inflicted considerable damage upon the| 
rebel ships, andthe latter no longer dare 
to expose themselves to the fire of the 
forts. Reports are currentin Brazil, and} 
especially in Rio de Janeiro, that Admiral 
de Mello, despairing of making any 
further progress against Rio de Janeiro, 
is preparing to gather his warships to- 
gether and run the gaunlet of the forts at 
the entrance of the harbor with the inten- 


tion of taking his whole force south and 
joining issue with the insurgents in the 
southern provinces. . 


Duty Mast Be Paid. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 27.—Books printed 
for gratuitous circulations are subject to 
duty, according to the ruling of Acting 
Secretary Hamlin. The case is an un- 
usual one. Books addressed to Willard P. 
Butler of New York, being a diary of one 
Thomas Fletcher, were printed by his 
uncle for distribution among members o! 
his family and were held for duty at the 
custom house. Secretary Hamlin decided 
that the retention was correct. 


A Case of Murder. 

PROVIDENCE, Oct. 27.—Peter Mulvey, 
one of the best known residents of South 
Providence, whose home for about half a 
century has been at 15 Colfax street, has 
been murdered. The police came to. this 
conclusion after a searching inquiry, last- 
ing ali day, and the members of the Mul- 
vey family are under surveillance, await- 
ing the finding of the medical examiner. 


Denies a Confession, 

WORCESTER, Mass., Oct. 27.—Michael 
Carey, charged with murdering his wife 
at Southbridge by shooting her two weeks 
ago, was brought from the state farm at 
Bridgewater, where he was confined asa 
common drunkard, to this city and lodged 
in jail to await arraignment. He now de- 
nies the confession he made to Deputy 
Sheriff Jacobs at Bridgewater. 


Seriously Burned by Acid. 

ASHLAND, Wis., Oct. 27.—Six men were 
burned by acid and steam at the Ashland 
Sulphate Fiber company’s plant here yes- 
terday. The burned were Joseph Heron. 
Charles Burdick, F. Weshling, Josepk

The recovery of any of the victims is 
doubtful.

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Viewed With Much Displeasure by 
Naval Officers. 


TRIAL BY COURT MARTIAL 


Likely to Result From an Offi- 
cial Investigation. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 27.—The removal of 
Rear Admiral Stanton by Secretary Her 
bert from his command of the United 
States fleet in Brazilian waters for saluting 
the flag of Admiral Mello, the Brazilian 
insurgent leader, is the sole topic of con- 
Versation among naval officers, They 
have not yet recovered from their surprise 
at Commodore Stanton’s doings, nor are 
they yet willing to give any reason for it. 

They had believed that the selection of 
the commodore for the peculiarly im- 
portant and delicate position of com- 
mander of the American fleet in South 
American waters would be justified by 
his decision on questions that came up for 
his action from time to time, as he was 
believed to possess those qualifications of 
coolness and discretion so necessary in or- 
derto enable him to deal with the perplex, 
tug question that it was thought would 
tnevitably come b: fore him. 

They are mortified and disappointed at 
his action and do not hesitate to so express 
themselves. Whatever may have been 
Commodore Stanton’s explanation tor his 
conduct, that has not yet been divulged 
at the navy department. It is assumed. 
however, from what the officials say, that 
he was given full opportunity to make an 
explanation before the secretary’s sum- 
mary action, but they refuse to indicate 
what its nature is. 

May Ask an Investigation, 

It is supposed Commodore Stanton will 
leave Rio de Janeiro at an early day on 
his departure for this country, so that he 
will be able to give the secretary and the 
president an account of his conduet and 
the reasons which influenced him in salut- 
ing Mello. Naval officers relieved from 
their commands with charges pending 
against them have the opportunity of 
asking that a court of inquiry be ap- 
pointed toinvestigate such charges, and 
Commodore Stanton may ask this privilege. 

Secretary Herbert has not yet decided 
what shall be done with the commodore, 
but itis very likely that afteran inves- 
tigation is made he may be tried by court 
martial. Nothing has been finally decided 
upon, however. 

Gossip among the naval officers points 
to the probable selection of Commodore 
Richard W. Meade, the presidentof the 
medical examining board, as a likely suc- 
cessor of Commodore Stanton in command 
of the fleet at Rio. He is next to the com- 
modore on thelist, and under ordinary 
circumstances would be chosen to succeed 
in command. 

The query on everybody’s lips is, What is 
the United Stutes going to do as a repara- 
tion for Commodore Stanton’s unwar- 
ranted action? Nobody seems to know 
just what may be done, but many of the 
officials seem inclined to the opinion that 
the prompt action by Secretary Herbert 
in removing Commodore Stanton was an 
adequate aud complete disavowal of his 
acts and showed the stand of our govern- 
ment; that they would in all probability 
be accepted by the Brazilian government 
asample satisfaction for the wrong done. 

Confidence In Uncle Sam. 

Senor de Mendonca, the Brazilian min- 
ister, was asked what action his govern- 
ment would take concerning the conduct 
of Rear Admiral Stanton in saluting Ad- 
miral Mello, and said: 

“The Brazilian government has not de- 
sired nor will it take any action in regard 
to this matter. I was notified by my gov- 
ernment of this unfortunate act and upon 
communicating it to the government of- 
ficials here my duty was performed. The 
action of the United States government in 
removing Admiral Stanton was spon- 
taneous and Was not solicited by the 
Brazilian government. 

“We have implicit confidence in the 
United States government, and the action 
it has taken has been complete and en- 
tirely satisfactory. We could not expect, 
neither do we ask, anything else froma 
government with which we hold so good 
relations. There is no truth in the state- 
ment which has been published that the 
United States will make an apology to 
Brazil, for no apologies bave been asked. 
Admiral Stanton has been removed and 
the action of the United Statesis com- 
plete satisfaction. Nothing further is de- 
sired.” 

Total Loss of $280,000, 

LINCOLN, Neb., Oct. 27.—Fire broke out 
in the foundry department of the Lincoln 
Stove and Furnace company in the pen- 
itentiary last evening. The building was 
entirely consumed. It was owned by the 
state and entailed a lossto the public of

INDIANAPOLIS, IND., Oct. 26. The re- 
ceiver of the order of the Iron Hall in In- 
dianapolis makes a report which ig far 
from being balm to the thousands of mem- 
bers who have been parted from their 
money and are trying to get some of it 
back again. He reports cash received, 
$762,168 ; disbursements $47,003, leaving 
eash assets of $715,165. There are other 
assets amounting to $1,360,160, but he is 
unable to collect them as they are tied up 
and held by receivers in other States. 

As receiver he has taken $10,000 on ac- 
count, paid for clerk hire about $2500 and 
for attorney’s fees about $36,000. The 
present membership has paid in as assess- 
ments $7,394,399 and drawn out $1,614,260, 
leaving a balance due them of $5,680,260. | 
To meet this he has net at present $715,165, 
against which are claims of $354,075 for 
matured claims, sick benefits, etc. If these 
are not allowed the present members will 
get 12 per cent., if they are allowed 6 per 
cent. 

The attorneys charge that a conspiracy 
existed to keep the receiver in and that he 
bas placed all the money in a bank of 
which he is part owner.

THE TARIFF BILL 
Rough Draft Shews a Great Enlarge- 
ment of the Free List. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 27.—Tue first rough 
draft of the tariff bill has been completed 
and gone over once by the sub-committee. 
Some of the features of the b.ll are radi 
cal The wool schedule is the Springer 
free wool bill which passed the house last 
congress incorporated into the bill practi- 
cally without change 
There will be aconsiderable enlarge- 
ment of the free list by the addition of 
raw materials and a heavy cut in all duties 
which are not properly revenue duties. 
The idea of tariff for revenue 4nly is ad- 
hered to quite closely, but this application 
may not be madeto coal. Iron ore goes 
on the free list, and there is a very consid- 
erable shaving down of the entire iron and 
steel schedule. The tax on whisky will be 
increased not above 20 cents, but the exact 
amount of the increase is not decided on. 
The sub-comniittee have not quite made 
up their own minds on the sugar question, 
but they are practically determined not to 
try to get any revenue out of sugar. The 
purpose is to classify refined and unrefined 
sugar closer together, but this is more apt 
to be done by reducing the duty on refined 
sugar than by putting any other duty on 
the unrefined. The bounty will go. Either 
an income tax or an inheritance tax will 


be provided for to increase the revenues, | °

A MENAGERIE BREAKS LOOSE. 


Wild Beasts Terrorize the Community Un- 
til Captured by the Circus Men, 

A most exciting episode occurred near 
Dunlap, Mo., the other day and prom- 
ised for atime to upset the country for 
miles around. The woods were full of 
lions, tigers, panthers and other wild 
beasts. 

Sells Bros.’ circus showed at Milan, 
Mo., Wednesday last and was on its 
way to Trenton. About 2 o'clock Thurs- 
day morning one section of the circus 
train turned a curve near Dunlap, a few 
miles the other side of Milan, and three 
cages on the flat car broke the blocks 
which held them and toppled off the car. 
The fall burst the cages, and the animals 
in them bounded off to the woods. In 
one cage were two lions, in another 
three tigers and in the other two leop- 
ards, 

As these animals bounded into the 
woods they uttered the most terrible 
screams and roars, which alarmed the 
entire countryside. Terror struck the 
people when day broke, when it was 
learned that the woods were filled with 
wild beasts. Women and children re- 
mained indoors, while the men went 
round carrying loaded guns. Allthrough 
that day and the following night the 
howlsand screams of the wild animals 
could be heard, and a cow was killed by 
them, torn to pieces and partially de- 
voured. 

While the population hereabouts were 
keeping preity well indoors, the circus 
men were endeavoring to capture their 
valuable property. Although the ani- 
mals were wild, yet they acted very 
much frightened at their unexpected 
freedom. Some of the beasts had never 
known freedom, while others had been 
in captivity so long that they forgot how 
to act in the woods except to howl more 
in fright than anything else. Thecircus 
boys corralled the brutes, however, ina 
commonplace way by taking the empty 
cages into the woods and baiting them 
with huge chunks of juicy meat. They 
would locate an animal, set a cage near 
him and then “shoo” him into it as an 
old lady would drive chickens. In this 
manner all the beasts were finally cap- 
tured, and peace once more reigned in 
the country.—Cor. St. Louis Republic.

POVERTY IN VARIOUS COUNTIES. 


Observations of Samuel A. Barnett Ln In- 
dia, England and Japan, 

Samuel A. Barnett. writing in The 
Fortnightly Review. compares with 
much discrimination the manners and 
methods and moods of the poor of vari- 
ous countries, In comparing the poor 
of India and England he says: “The 
Hindoo having, as he generally has, suf- 
ficient for the day is happy, content to 
sleep and is hardly to be urged to great- 
er work by the offering of greater earn 
ings. ‘I have enough, why should | work 
for more? is a not unusual answer, and 
the offer of a higher place is often re 
fused lest it should involve more effort. 

“The English poor suffer tortures by 
their apprehension and by their degra- 
dation. They fear lest illness or bad 
trade should break up the home so hard- 
ly got together; they are conscious that 
neither their bodies nor their minds 
have their rights. The sight of the 
| London poor rousesevery visitor to sym- 
| pathy and active beneficence. The sight 
| of the Hindoo poor is apt tosend the 
visitor away, saying, ‘They are content. 
let them alone.’” 

In Japan Mr. Barnett found the poor 
more patient, refined, cleanly and happy 
than at any other spot he visited among 
his wide travels. The tiny, immaculate 
interiors, the exquisite economy, the 
bunch of blossoms, the perfect orde-h 
ness of the alleys, showed a cultivation 
absolutely unknown among our poor 
And among the Japanese, however 
stricken with poverty, he noticed also a 
peculiar contentment. 

He says: **Why has Japan no poverty 
problem? One reason is probably the 
land system, which has given to every 
worker a holding and encouraged him to 
supply his wants by his own labor. Ef- 
fort has been developed, and wants ure 
limited. Another reason lies in the n- 
tive taste for country beauty. A coun 
try life has its own interest, and men do 
not crowd together in the cities for t'e 
sake of excitement. There is, too. 1 
Japan a curious absence of ostentati is 
luxury. The habits of living are in +l 
classes much the same, and the rich do 
not outshine the poor by carriages, pal- 
aces and jewelry.” 


Profit Sharing and Co-operation 

Mr. N. O. Nelson, president of a St. 
Louis manufacturing company which 
has been working upon the profit shar- 
ing principle with its employees for sev- 
eral years, read a paper at the social and 
economic conference in Chicago, entitled 
“From Profit Sharing to Co-operation.” 

As a manufacturer and organizer of a 
profit sharing company in St. Louis, Mr. 
Nelson said he was fitted to relate the 
actual workings of the profit sharing 
scheme. He told of a co-operative store 
of which he is a member and which was 
started by eight workmen and himself. 
Explaining the methods of the various 
cencerns in the country that had adopted 
the profit sharing scheme, Mr. Nelson 
told of the great improvement in the 
workingman’s condition that the plan 
had developed. 

“While France and this country,” 
said Mr. Nelson, ‘are doing something 
toward the amelioration of the iron law 
of wages through the profit sharing sys- 
tem, we cannot place great reliance in a 
system whose growth depends upon the 
initiative of the proprietors, whose whole 
business education has been in t :e school 
of personal profit making. We cannot 
count on any large number volunteering 
to divide profits with a force of men 
which seems to them fully settled with 
when the contract price is paid. The 
movement in this country is ripe for or- 
ganization, and when once effected the 
spread will be rapid. Co-operative econ- 
omy and energy will supplant wasteful 
and demoralizing competition just as 
large and well organized corporations 
have taken the place of small shops.” 


Falling Off In Immigration. 

What congress has failed to do by leg- 
islation the ‘‘hard times” are apparently 
doing for us by diminishing the surplus 
of alien labor in the American market. 
There are no exact data at hand relative 
to this matter, but the statements of 
Commissioner Senner of New York 
and of the steamship agents of that city 
agree that during the past six weeks the 
emigration from the port of New York 
has considerably exceeded the immigra- 
tion. Our vigorous quarantine regula- 
tions have had some effect, no doubt, in 
deterring the usual influx of immigrants 
from the cholera infected districts of 
Europe, but the falling off in all sections 
is notable and can only be due to the gen- 
eral monetary stringency and the knowl- 
edge that there is no demand here for 
imported labor. 

To the same cause is undoubtedly due 
the large exedus of emigrants, embrac- 
ing all nationalities excepting English, 
Trish, Scotch and Welsh, and very large- 
ly composed of Italians. How long they 
will remain abroad is uncertain, but for 
the time being this movement will afford 
relief to the extent that it reduces the 
army of the unemployed.— Washington 
Post. 


A Forthcoming Labor Report. 

A Washington special says that an in- 
teresting report will be transmitted to 
congress by Labor Commissioner 
Wright before the end of the year. It 
will contain the results of the investiga- 
tion into the manner of living among 
the slums of the great cities. 

The investigation of the slums has 
been directed more especially to the con- 
ditions of health and the state of the 
homes than to the element of the cost of 
living. One of the classes of facts 
brought out by the report will be the 
employment of people in home indus- 
tries nnder the so called ‘sweating sys- 
tem” of making ready made clothing 
and other small articles. An effort will 
be made also to show that in many cases 
| healthy conditions prevail in the indus- 
trial establishruents where the people of 
'the slums are employed outside their 
| homes, and results of chemical analyses 
| will be presented of the air taken from 
| crowded, dirty and unhealthy tene- 
pees in the five or six leading cities 

which the investigation has covered.

In June of 1872 M. K. Pasmer, who 
was at the time one of the niost ced 
lawyers and politicians of th) sty’ >, at- 
tended court here. He was ew ™zed in 
the prosecution of cases against several 
prominent men charged with forging 
land titles. While riding to the home 
of a friend with whom he boarded he 
was shot to death. No trace of his mur- 
derer could be found. A few weeks 
later Marcus Van Diver, who was a poor 
cropper, suddenly bloomed out into a 
man of means. Where he got his money 
no one knew, and for want of a better 
explanation the people declared that the 
land title forgers had paid him to mur- 
der the man who was so much’ in their 
way. This theory led toan indictment 
for murder. 

For some strange reason, while pro- 
claiming his innocence, Van Diver al- 


ways kept his case at the head of the 


docket, and for 21 years has averted trial. 
To secure these continuances required 
influences of the strongest kind, which 
he always commanded. The courthouse, 
with many records, has been burned 
since 1872, and many witnesses have 
died. Van Diver elected this last week 
that it was safe to allow his case to come 
to trial. Among the persons present in 
the courtroom was the posthumous 
daughter of the dead lawyer, whois now 
a beautiful young woman, The verdict 
of acquittal was unavoidable, because of 
the death and absence of witnesses. Van 
Diver is going to move to Texas next 
week. 


TOMBS OF THE PTOLEMIE=S. 


No Mistake About the Discovery of the 
Zurial Place of Cleopatra. 

“The tombs aré intact, and no doubt 
as the excavations proceed the tombs-of 
all the Ptolemies will be brought to 
light. There is no doubt about the 
matter, asthe names of the occupants 
are over the doors. The doors are of 
bronze and covered with Greek inscrip- 
tions. Here and there the bronze has 
corroded, so that with the aid of a mag- 
nesium light they could see the marble 
sarcophagi and lots of other things in 
the rooms. Some of the vaults seem to 
be full of rolls and parchments, but this 
ismere guesswork on the part of the 
observers. All will be cleared up when 
the khedive returns from Constantino- 
ple, as he is to superintend the opening 
of Alexander's and Cleopatra’s tombs.” 

Dr. Grant Bey, the writer of this let- 
ter, goes on to say: “Lots of beautiful 
vases and gold things have been found 
and a most beautifully executed stela, in 
whose tomb they found a crown of gold. 
My information is at first hand because 
I had along conversation with the pro- 
prietor of the land and the manager of 
the digging thisafternoon. In the course 
of digging the Greek gentleman came 
upon a pit that led down toa series of 
vaults 30 feet below the surface. These 
are the tombs of the Ptolemies, and the 
one exposed to view is that of Cleopatra. 
The others have still to be excavated, 
but they are there—only all the passages 
are filled with earth. Twenty feet deeper 
and only six feet above the sea level is 
Alexander’s tomb, all by itself, only 
there are some chambers near it filled 
with rolls and parchment—in other 
words, a library of ancient books,”— 
Boston Advertiser. 


Preparing to Demolish the Fair. 

Builders of the World’s fair are now 
getting ready to tear the great exposi- 
tion down. More than a year elapsed 
between the time congress voted to send 
the exposition to Chicago and the begin- 
ning of operations in Jackson park. One 
day after the final closing of the gates 
on Oct. 80 the work of destruction will 
begin. The organization is already per- 
fected for the destruction. It only waits 
the word from Director General Davis. 
The word will be given on the morning 
of Oct. 31. 

How fast the exposition will fall can- 
not of course be told now. Many ele- 
ments of uncertainty enter into the ques- 
tion, not the least of which is the state 
of the weather during the closing days 
of October. If the winds that sweep 
down over Lake Michigan bring icicles 
and snow, little will be left at the end of 
amonth but a remembrance of the gor- 
geous interiors. The buildings will stay 
—most of them for six months and some 
of them longer—but the exhibits will be 
boxed and crated and hauled away on 
freight cars.—Chicago Herald.

Alfred Cook, who hurt in the 
railway accident near Marshfield, is still 
in a precarious state. He is still deliri- 
ous and also totally blind from the blow 
on his head, the only external mark of 
which is a bruise about as large as a 
quarter. He imagines that he is still 
under the car and continually pleads 
that his companion (who was but slightly 
hurt) be taken out quickly. “He is 
worse hurt than I am, and I can wait,” 
is the constant cry which shows the na- 
ture of the man. He thinks they have 
been under the car three weeks and pro- 
tests against the delay and darkness, 
which he attributes to bad management 
on the part of the railroad company. 
He does not realize that he is blind and 
frequently asks why lanterns are not 
procured, At times he imagines the cary 
is settling down upon him and strug- 
gles to hold it up until he sinks back ex- 
hausted. At such times he has to be 
held in bed.—Milwaukee Journal.

The Senate Votes on the Peffer 
Amendment. 


IT RECEIVES A SETBACK. 


Action at Once Taken Upon 
the Voorhees Bill. 


it Is Adopted as an Original Measure 


and Subject to Further Amendment. 
Left Still Pending by a Vote of 57 to 


9—Democracy. Will Svon Proceed to

WASHINGTON, Oct. 23.—The senxte re- 
sumed its scssion at 11 o’\lock yesterday, 
and the vice president laid before the 
senate the unfinished busisess, the bill to 
repeal the purchase clause of the Sherman 
act. 

The senate bill to ail the states of Cali- 
fornia, Oregon, Washington, Montana, 
Idaho, Wyoming, Nevada, Colorado and 
South Dakota to support schools of mines, 
allowing to each state 25 per centof the 
proceeds of the sale of mineral lands 
within the state, but. not to exceed $13,000 
a year. On motionof Mr. Washburn (Rep., 
Minn.) the atate of Minnesota was in- 
cluded and the bill passed. 

The consideration of the repeal bill was 
then resumed and Mr. Stewart (Rep., 
Nevada) took up the thread of his argu- 
ment against the bill where he stopped 
Thursday evening. He soon got into a 
discussion with Mr. Carey (Rep., Wyo.), 
Mr. McPherson (Dem., N. J.) and Mr. 
Dolph (Rep., Ore.), and shortly afterward 
drifted into a denunciation of the “gold 
riug’” and criticisms of the administra- 
tion. 

At 1:30 o’elock Mr. Stewart yielded to 
his colleague, Mr. Jones. At 3:40 Mr. Jones 
asked that he might conclndeon Satur- 
day. .Mr. Voorhees then ssilthat he did 
not wish to deny avy one the right to 
speak, and hoped the gentleman froin 
Nevada could ¢ nclude Saturday, but as 
no one was prepirel to goon just at that 
time, he would ask for a vote on the pend- 
ing amendments isn order that some of 
these might be gotten out of the way in 
the meantime. 

Mr. Peffer asked that he might occupy 
the floor a short time in explanation of his 
amendment and he was recognized. He 
spoke only fora moment aud then voting 
began. The Peffer amendment to revive 
the act of 1837 was defeated by nays, 3!; 
yeas, 23. Aftera rearrangement of pairs 
the vote as announced was: Yeas, 28; 
nays, 89. 

The Test Vote. 

The senate then proceeded to vote on the 
Voorhees amendment (the Voorhees bill) 
with the understanding that it should be 
regarded as an original measure and sub- 
ject to further amendment. The bill was 
adopted as a substitute for the house bill, 
but was left still pending by a vote of 57 
to9. Those who voted against it were: 

Allen (Pop., Neb), Bate (Dem., N. J.), 
Call (Dem., Fia.), Coke (Dem., Tex.), Irby 
(Pop., S. C.), Kyle (Pop., 5. D.), Peffer 
(Pop., Kan.), Roach (Dem., Neb.), Vance 
(Dem., N. C.). 

Mr. Perkins (Cal) offered an amend- 
ment which provides for the coinage of the 
American product, charging 20 per cent 
seigniorage, allowing no gold coins of less 
than $10 and no treasury certificates less 
than $5. He spoke about five minutes. 

Mr. Stewart of Nevada then took the 
floor to explain why he had voted to sub- 
gtitute the Voorhees for the Wilson bill, 
Which, among other things, he said, was to 
give the president -another chance to 
promise. Mr. Stewart at 5 o’clock con- 
éluded and then Mr. Allen of Nebraska 
took the floor. At 5:40 the senate took a 
récess.

The beginning of voting upon the amend- 
ments tothe repeal bill does not neces- 
sarily bring the end any nearer, because 
the voting was begun upon an understand- 
ing that speechmaking should be allowed 
to continue within due limits. 

No senator was prepared to take the 
floor when Mr. Jones expressed a desire to 
discontinue his speech until today, and 
Mr. Voorhees, by previous arrangement, 
moved to take up the pending amend- 
ments. Mr. Faulkner, the repeal whip, 
had previously seen the senators who 
hid expressed a desire to speak and as- 
sured them that the order would shut 
them off. He thinks all future spzeches, 
except Mr. Jones’, will be brief, and is 
hopeful of reaching the final vote very 
soon. Mr. Jones willrequire about two 
hours in which to conclude. 

Now For Tariff Reform, 


The further details in the closing uv of 


the silvir controversy in the senate, so far 
asnow indicated bythe general tone of 
the conversations of the senators mostly 
to be feared for obstiuctive tactics, being 
simply a matter of parliamentary routine, 
the next question of importance to be 
tackled is the tariff. Since it has become 
apparent that there is every probability of 
the silver question soon b-ing out of the 
Way, the committee on ways and means 
has been of late hasten'nz its lab ors. 

The sub-committees on customs duties, 
internal revenue and cus:oms administra- 
tion have been holding daily sessions and 
are pushing these branches of the work 
as rapidly as possible. Chairman Wilson 
has been requested by his Democratic col- 
leagues in the house to report the bill at 
the earliest practicable moment. The 
chairman says trat he expects to be able 
todo sosoon wfter the opening of the 
Fegular session, but he ha:dly will be able 
todo so before that time. He will not 
bold the bi]l a moment after it is ready for 
report. 

‘he lines uper which the committee is 
bow working as preliminary tothe revision 
of the customs schedules are increase of 
tax on spirits to $1.25 instead of 90 cents a 
gallon, increase to $2 a barrel on malt 
liquors, reimposition of i* cent a pound 
on sugar and re-enactment of an income 
tax. Each of these propositions encounter 
vigorous opposition from the different 
interests and sections of thecountry. The 
beer men and whisky men are protesting 
against the change. There is a more 
favorable feeling among the sugar men, 
particularly ifthe bounty is te be wiped 
out, which is practically certain if any- 
thing is done concurrently on tariff 
matters. 

The entire southern Democratic strength 
is pressing the income tax. The northern 
Democrats are opposed toit. It is known 
by statistical inquiry that this tax will 
strike a very significant portion of the 
population in the south, while at the 
north it will realize a large revenue. 
Many doubts are expressed as to whether 
this tax would get through the senate if 
it should pass the house. 

To Replenish Revenues. 

It is expected that these four items will 
replenish the revenues sufficiently to offset 
the losses from an increased free list, with 
soal, iron ore and wool as the chief items. 
A horizontal reduction of about 25 per 
tent on retained duties is also expected to 
produce an increase of revenues through 
enlarged importations. 

The project of tariff revision as being 
worked out on these lines, it is believed by 
Chairman Wilson, will bring the revenues 
upto the requirements of the govern- 
ment. He is also anxious to get the bill 
before the house as speedily as possible, as 
he thinks if it is pressed through the sen- 
ate and carried into operation as soon as 
practicable it will greatly simplify the 
finances of the government as far as reve- 
nues and expenditures are concerned. 


LOVE OR RELIGION? 


Daughter of Ex-Attorney Genersl Gar- 
land Takes Her Own Life, 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 2.—Miss Daisy 
Garland, aged 24 years, daughter of ex- 
Attorney General Garland, committed 
suicide by shooting herse!’ through the 
heart. ‘here was nothing in the lady’s 
actions yesterday morning to indicate any 
mental disturbance. She conversed 
pleasantly with the family in regard to a 
theater party which she was to give last 
night, Afterwards she went to her room, 
and at luncheou time her brother went to 
call her. The young lady was found lying 
onthe floor dead. The body was still 
warm, indicating that the shot had been 
fired only a short time previously. 

From the position in which Miss Gar- 
land’s body was found it is evident that 
she had stood in front of a large mirror 
and taken deliberate aim at her heart. 
She had taken the precaution to turn on 
allthe gas je’s in the room, so that, in 
case the bullet failed in its deadly work, 
the gas would smother her into the sleep 
of death. 

The ex-attorney general had left the 
house for his office, and it was an hour or 
more before his daughter’s awful death 
was known to him. He was socompletely 
overcome that he could scarcely stand. 
The rest of the family were almost 
prostrated by the shock. 

The true cause of Miss Garland’s self- 
inflicted death may never be known. She 
had a secret of some kiud that preyed con- 
stantly upon her mind, but it is said none 
of her friends knew what it was, and it is 
probable the secret hai died withher. It 
was thought, said au intimate friend, by 
some of her associates that she had had a 
love affair which had turned out badly. 
She bad been crossed in love. If this were 
true, the family or her friends professed 
not to know who the man in the case is. 

Noone in the house heard the pistol 
shot, nor did any one hear her fall to the 
floor. Her family relations and surround- 
ings were the most pleasant. She was a 
great favorite with her father, who sup- 
plied her with everything that comfort de- 
manded and studied to make her happy. 

Miss Garland recently joined the Catholic 
church, and has been greatly agitated over 
her new religion. She was a very popular 
girl. Shedid not figure prominently in 
society, as her taste did notrun in that 
direction. She was not old enough to go 
into society until the latter partof the 
former Cleveland administration. 


Tribites to Gounod, 

Paris, Oct. 28 —The minister of educa- 
tion, in his oration at Gounod’s funeral, 
said that Gounod was not only a great na- 
tional artist, buta patriot. M. de Saint- 
Saens said that poetry would testify to 
the beneficial influence which Gounod had 
upon the French school, and to the great 
luster he conferied upon it. The name of 
Gounod would live forever. 


Married Sixty-Four Years,

the 64th anniversary of their wedding, 
which occurred at Wiscasset, Me., in 1829.

A PLUCKY OFFICER 


Successfully Holds a Mob of In- 
furiated Italians at Bay. 


HE IS ROUGHLY HANDLED. 


Citizens Who Come to His Aid 
Are Badly Bruised. 


BosTon, Oct. 28.—There was quite a 
lively riot down in the Italian quarter in 
the North End yesterday afternoon. The 
affair happened at 3:45 o'clock, and lasted 
fully a half-hour, and as a result Patrol- 
man Look of station 1 and ex-Officer 
Andrew S. Fairbain of the county jail over 
In Cambridge, with a half-dozen or more 
citizens, were subjected to some very 
severe treatment. 

Frank Saggese, a big, burly Italian, who 
is well known to the police of the first 
precinct, got on aspree yesterday and at- 
tempted, sothe putice say, to kick up a 
disturbance at the coruer of North and 
Richmond streets. Patrolman Look hap- 
pened along and attempted to arrest him. 
He startedin to give the officer battle, 
and Raphael Scarmella and Manuel For- 
ciette rushed to the assistance of their 
countryman. 

A hot fight ensued, but Patrolman Look 
clung to Saggese and called upon a 
passer-by for assistauce. This passer-by 
proved to be an ex-officer of the Cam- 
bridge jail. He start-d in to help Patrol- 
man Look, as did also James Wright, the 
propr.etor:f « furniture store near by, 
and then there was a lively time. 

Mob Starts to Work. 

A mob of over 590 persons soon gathered, 
and sticks, stones and bricks were hurled 
at Patrolman Look and his assistants by 
the infuriated Italians. 

A citizen ran to station land told Cap- 
tain Cain of the trouble, and that officer 
dispatched Sergeint Rosetti and a half 
dozen of patrolmen to the scene. Drs, 
Elliott and Dunn were also summoned to 
the station house todress the wounds of 
the injured. 

When the patrol wagon reached the 
scene the infuriated Italians attempted to 
stop it, and the policemen were obliged to 
jump over the heads of the crowd to get to 
the assistance of Patrolman Look, who 
was being driven back by the mob, but 
who still refused to release his hold on 
Saggese. 

There were more than a thousand pres- 
ent on the scene by this time, and the en- 
raged Italians were calling upon each 
other to kill the policemen. 

The latter used their clubs effectively, 
and, after ten minutes’ hard fighting, sub- 
dued the mob sufficiently to be able to 
take Saggese, Scarmella, Forciette and 
Dominico Alfonzo into custody. 

The Wounded, 

The men were taken to the station 
house and two hours were occupied by 
Drs. Elliott and Dnnn in dressing the 
wounds of the injured. 

Ex-Officer Fairbain fired the worse, he 
getting a bad cut just below the right hip, 
which necessitated three «r four stitches. 
The wound is alleged to have been in- 
flicted by Alfonzo. 

Dennis Suliivan and John Heury were 
also among those who 1ushed to the as- 
sistance of the officers, and they were 
badly beaten by the Italians, who drove 
them down North street atthe points of 
their knives. Sullivan sustained a bad 
cut on his neck, as wellas an injury to 
his leg. 

James Wright als» received a bad cut 
in the neck, and the four prisoners, all of 
whom had scalp wounds, resulting from 
their heads coming in contact with the 
policemen’s clubs, had their wounds 
dressed. 

Stood His Ground. 

During the storm of missiles that were 
hurled at Patrolman Look, he never once 
released his hold on his prisoner, and he 
never once drew his revolver. An eye- 
witness of the affair said last night that he 
would have been justified if he had used 
that weapon. 

Patrolman Look’s uniform was badly 
torn during the riot, and he was also 
badly scratched and bruised, and itJmay 
beafew days before he will report for 
duty again. 

Saggese is well known in the Italian 
quarters a: a pretty toush customer, and 
the police sta’e that this is not the first 
time he has given them trouble. He is 25 
years old, and weishs nearly 200 pounds, 
andis a big, strony fellow. Saggese, so 
the police say, was the instigator and 
leader of the big rio: by Italian laborers in 
Framinghum several years ago.

The 
supreme court findserrorsin the admis- 
sion and rejec ion of testimony and the 
charge of the judge, asd orders a new 
trial.

STOCKS ARE UP 


And There Is a Continued Increase In 
the Distribution of Products. 

New York, Oct. 28.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
Weekly Review of Trade says: Port isin 
sight after along and stormy voyage and 
the prospect of a speedy end of thestruggle 
over repeal has brought bright hopes to 
business. Stocks climbed rapidly for 
three days, banks relaxed restraints, com- 
mercial loans are more freely sought and 
good reports from all quarters show the 
prevalence of more hopefu! feeling. 

The anticipation of repeal, and the 
happy union of Vanderbilt, Jersey Central 
and Lackawanna in this gave the stock 
market three happy days, in which stocks 
rose an average of $2.50 per share, and 
trust stocks $3.50 pershare, and the sales 
forthe week have been 2%.250,000 shares, 
Notwithstanding the large sales the 
market continued unusually strong. In 
other speculative markets, in spite of mon- 
etary comfort and bright prospects, gains 
realized were small. 

As yet there is seen only a continuance 
of the faint and slow iucrease in distribu- 
tion of preducts which has been noticed 
for some weeks. Nor does even this gradual 
revival in demand extend to all branches, 
Most of the increase yet seen in cotton and 
shoe manufactures may be explained by 
mere exhaustion in stocks of dealers, as 
frequent requests for immediate delivery 
| show, but there is also reported by dealers 
a somewhat better demand from con- 
sumers, and four more cotton mills have 
started, and seven increasel force, against

demand has incre ised by six the number 
of hosiery and silk goods works reported 
in operation.

THE COLORS OF THE EARTH. 


How They Affect the Light That Our 
Planet Gives to the Moon. 

The wonderful difference between the 
same landscape in winter and in summer 
js a phenomenon familiar to all dwellers 
in the temperate zones. The two great 
elements of change are the presence of 
snow in winter and of leaves and grass 
in summer. If we could look at our 
globe from the moon, the variation in 
its aspect due to seasonal changes would 
perhaps be even more striking than it 
appears to those upon its surface, 

In fact, we sometimes lose sight of the 
very important part which vegetation 
plays in giving golor to what might be 
called the countenance of the planet. 

It is not the highest forms of plants 
that always produce the greatest effect 
in this way. Some of the most striking 
scenes upon the earth owe their charac- 
teristic features to mosses and lichens. 
The famous “crimson cliffs” of Green- 


| Jand, which extend for miles northward 


from Cape York, derive their splendid 
color from the growth of red lichen 
which covers their faces. 

The cliffs rise between 1,700 and 2,000 
feet straight from the water’s edge, and 
being composed of gray granite their 
aspect would be entirely different from 
what it is but for the presence of the 
lichen. 

Coming to less magnificent, but not 
less beautiful scenes, the rocky pass 
called the Golden Gate in the Yellow- 
stone National park owes its rich color 
and its name to the yellow lichen cover- 
ing its lofty walls, and the indescribable 
hues of the great hot spring terraces 
arise mainly from the presence of minute 
plants flourishing in the water that over- 
flows them. 

Considered as a whole, the vegetation 
of a planet may give it a characteristic 
aspect as viewed from space. Many have 
thought that the red color of Mars may 
be due to the existence of red instead of 
green vegetation there. 

That its broad expanses of forest and 
prairie land cause the earth to reflect a 
considerable quantity of green light to 
its neighbors is indicated by the fact 
that at the time of the new moon a 
greenish tint has been detected over- 
spreading that part of the lunar surface 
whick ic 
from the earth.—Youth’s Companion. 


Basque Is a Lonely Tongue Still, 

The question, Who are the Basques? 
that mysterious people wLo give their 
name to the bay of Biscay, is always 
cropping up, and Professor von der Ga- 
belentz has recently endeavored to show 
that the Basque language belongs to the 
African Berber family of speech—for ex- 
ample, the Kabyle and Taureg. His ey- 
idence, however, only amounts toa few 
culture words being identical in the 
Basque and Berber languages and cer- 
tain analogies in the laws of phonetic 
change. Moreover, he assumes that the 
Basques and Iberians were the same peo- 
ple. 

But, as Canon Isaac Taylor points out, 
the Iberian tongue, according to our 
highest authorities, was different from 
the Basque, and the French Basques are 
a different race from the Spanish 
Basques, who are a feebler people of the 
Iberian type. If we assume that the 
Basques conquered the Iberians, we can 
account for the resemblances noticed by 
Professor von der Gabelentz, because 
the Iberians of Berber origin in acquir- 
ing the language of their conquerors 
would retain their own phonetic ten- 
dency and also some culture words in 
both languages. As Canon Taylor re- 
marks, we may still believe that the 
Basque language is allied to the Ural- 
Altaic type.—London Globe. 


The Danger of Matches. 

We wonder how our ancestors man- 
aged to get along at all before the in- 
vention of matches; they are so indis- 
pensably handy that we keep them in 
every room in the house; the ‘‘men 
folks” carry them in their pockets, leave 
them hanging in their ‘‘other clothes” 
in a dozen closets in all portions of the 
house; we have a handful resting within 
reach while we sleep, they are dropped 
here and there as we attempt to handle 
them; if it is light and we readily see 
them, they are picked up, otherwise they 
are left tilla more convenient season— 
which generally does not come, simply 
because they are forgotten, being ‘‘only 
a match ’—we can get plenty more for a 
halfpenny, and time is too valuable to be 
wasted over s0 insignificant a trifle. 

Yet this ‘insignificant trifle” possesses 
the latent power to destroy the finest 
mansion, and with it lives of sweetness 
and beauty which the word can poorly 
afford to spare. The cause of the con- 
flagration may not always be revealed, 
for the fire demon frequently covers or 
destroys his tracks most effectually, 
But how often is it apparent that only a 
simple match—that insignificant trifle— 
could have wrought the ruin!—Family 
Doctor.

An indignant mother who saw her 16- 
year-old daughter clad in gorgeous 
tights practicing a somersault has noti- 
fied the police of a peculiar state of 
things. She says not only her daughter 
but a number of other girls of that age 
have been engaged to form a theatrical 
combination. These d msels, it ap- 
pears, meet for rehearsals in barns and 
are under the instruction of a couple of 
men. They intend to make a tour of 
the small towns of the state. All wear 
tights, it seems, and this one girl’s mam- 
ma was shocked at her daughter’s ap- 
pearance. The police are looking for 
the men who are training the tender 
maidens to feel at home in the skirtless 
costume.—Reading (Pa.) Dispatch.

Snake Charming.

WHISKY EXPLODED. 


t Results In a Fire and Loss of Over 
Half a Million Dollars. 

PittsBurG, Oct. 28.—The explosion of a 
barrel of whisky in the big wareheuse of 
the Chautauqua Lake Ice company caused 
the destruction of over $500,000 worth of 
property and serious injury to eight per- 
sons. A score or more of others sustained 
slight cuts and bruises, or were trampled 
on by the mob surrounding the burning 
buildings. 

It was 1:20 p. m. when a number of the 
employes onthe third floor of the Cha- 
tauqua Lake Ice company’s building was 
startled by a loud report, and almost in an 
instant the large room was ablaze. The 
men quickly gave the alarm and then 
started for the stairs, but the flames had 
already cut off their retreat, and the only 
means of exit left them were the windows, 
60 feet from the ground. 

By this time the heat wasso intense 
that they were forced to creep out upon 
the window sills and hang by their hands 
until the fise department arrived. The 
flames burned their hands and faces, but 
they hung there until the firemen got lad- 
ders and brought them down. 

At 2:30 the walls on the Mulberry alley 
side fell in with a crash and a few minutes 
later the eastern wall came down. The 
debris buried a long row of tenements in 
the alley and athree story brick dwelling 
vn Thirteenth street. The tenements 
were occupied by 20 families, but fortu- 
nately they had been deserted some time 
beforethe walls fell in. The rnins took 
fire immediately and it was dark before the 
fire was completely under contrel and all 
danger over. 

When the walls fell the great mob of 
people made a rush to ges out of danger. 
Several tripped and fell and were trampled 
under foot. Many men received painful 
but not dangerous bruises. Sheets of 
iron were cast from the burning bnildings 
by th: fury of the flames and hurled into 
the crowds. Scores of people received 
slight injuries 

On account of the varied interests and 
large number of people involved, a definite 
statement concerning the losses and in- 
surance is impossible at this time. Relia- 
ble sources place the total loss at from 
$500,000 to $700,000 with an insurance of 
about $1,000,000, 


TO BE A CRUISER. 


Brazilian Government the Probable Pur- 
chaser of the El Cid. 

NEw YorE, Oct. 28.—The steamship El 
Cid was the scene of great activity yester- 
day. Anextra large force of stevedores 
was busy unloading her cargo and clear- 
ing the ship ready for delivery toher new 
owners. Itis supposed that the El Cid 
has been purchased by the Brazilian gov- 
ernment. It was stated on good authority 
that Charles R. Flint & Co. were the 
agents in purchasing the steamship. 

This statement, in connection with the 
rumored contract made by the same agents 
with the Hotchkiss Ordnance company of 
London for $200,000 worth of guns and 
ammunition and the mysterious visit of 
Admiral Muurity of the Brazilian navy, 
gave great probability to the supposition 
that the El Cid was purchased for the 
Brazilian government for use as a cruiser. 

At the office of the Morgan line Mr. 
Hawlet said: ‘The negotiations were 
completed several days ago. The price 
paid was about $500,000, which is less than 
her original cost, which was $535,00C. Ido 
not know by whom she was bought or for 
what purpose. Business was slack and we 
could afford to sell the vessel at this time. 
She will be replaced. I know nothing 
more about the matter.” 


BURIED ALIVE, 


One Italian Instantly Killed and An- 
other Seriously Injured. 


NEWTON, Mass., Oct. 28.—The careless- 
ness of workmen in failing to properly 
brace the sides of asewer trench on Cen- 
tral street, Auburndale, resulted in the 
death of one Italian workran and the 
serious injury of another. Abouta dozen 
Italians were at work in the trench, 
which at this point was more than 80 feet 
deep. Suddenly one of the walls of the 
trench cavel in, and about 10 tons of 
earth and s’one fell among the workers at 
the bottom. 

All but two of the frightened Italians 
gotout. A few minutes’ work resulted in 
the unearthing of Morino Dominica, who 
was found to be only slightly injured. 
The other Italian was not found until an 
hour had been consumed in vigorous work 
with pick and shovel. He was found 
buried under at least five tons of earth, 
and from the appearance of the body it 
was judged that he was killed at the 
moment of the accident. The man’s name 
is unknown, but his number on the books 
of the contractor is 213. 


California’s Fair. 

BosTon, Oct. 28.—A communication was 
received from the governor of California 
by Governor Russell yesterday, officially 
informing him that California will hold 
an international exposition in San Fran- 
cisco this winter. Governor Russell has 
replied that the state can do nothing until 
the legislature meets next year, but that 
he will do what he can to encourage 
people here to support the contemplated 
exhibition. 


Stanton’s Reply. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 28.—Secretary Her- 
bert yesterday heard from Acting Rear 
Admiral Stanton in response to a tele- 
gram sent on We lnesduy detaching him 
from command of the South Atlantic 
squadron and ordering him home. He 
simply sent the following message: “I 
have hauled down my flag and will pro- 
ceed home by the first steamer.” 


Weekly Pay Law Unconstitutional. 

OTTAWA, Ills, Oct. 28.—The supreme 
court, in asbort but pithy opinion, writ- 
ten by Justice J. P. Shope, reverses the 
jecision of the lower court in the test 
pase of the people against the Braceville 
Coal company, and declares the weekly 
pay law passed by the last Illinois legis- 
lature unconstitutional.

New York, Oct. 28.—The former Mrs.

GAPTURED AT LAST. 


Lion Tamers Tackle the Refract- 
ory Wallace. 


BIG BEAST WAS PLUCKY 


But Fright Finally Compels 
Him to Yield. 


New York, Oct. 28.—Notwithstanding 
the statement made that Wallace, the lion 
that escaped from his cage in astable on 
East Eighteenth street had been captured, 
the big brute was still roaming and roar- 
Ing about the place yesterday morning, 
and the crowd was bigger thanever. The 
owner and keeper remained there all night, 
professing to renew their attempts to 
drive the beast into his open cage. They 
proved unsuccessful. Later they ran a 
line of hose from the water tapto the 
steps leading to the loft, playing upon the 
lion to his evident annoyance, for his roars 
were fierce and came at short intervals. 

The water treatment was soon aban- 
doned. Messrs. Cooklin and McDonald, 
lion tamers attached to Barnum & Bailey’s 
circus, arrived from the winter quarters 
at Bridgeport, Conn., yesterday. They 
were equipped with ropes, chains and 
several queer-looking devices, with one or 
the other of which they hoped to capture 
the lion. The Bridgeport men got to work 
soon after 1lo’clock. They were joined 
by Buckskin Joe, a Montana hunter and 
trapper. 

The first thing the lion hunters did was 
to begin the removal of the carcuss of the 
dead horse, which still had charms for 
Wallace, although it emitted an odor that 
was distinct across the street. By 12 
o’clock this was accomplished. The car- 
cass was hanled upstairs to the second 
floor. Bostock, Bocaccio, Conkling and 
McDonald then attucked the lion from the 
end of the building, where he lay crouched 
overa big blood spot left by tie dead 
horse. They drove him back afew feet, 
when suddenly the vicious brute turned 
and, leaping by McDonald, jumped intoa 
pen under the stairs. 

The lion was becoming more savage 
and it was deemed advisable for their own 
safety to give him a few minutes’ rest, 
Another attack was made. The man- 
eater jumped over the pen straight at 
Bocaccio and stood as if challenging a 
combat in the middle of the floor. He 
was allowed to sit there a moment, and 
then with pistol shots, yells and a din that 
sounded out on the street as if pande- 
monium had broken loose the men charged 
again, forcing the lion up to the door of 
the cage. 

Another moment’s rest and the final and 
fiercest charge was made. Forming a 
semi-circle around the lion, they jabbed 
him with iron pronged poles and fired 
blank cartridges into his face until 
he finally turued and leaped into his cage. 

The door was closed upon him and 
fastened in quicker time than it takes to 
tell it, and the great untamed maueater 
wasaprisoner again. It was just 12:50 
p.m. It has been intimated that the lion 
is 80 years old and toothless, but only that 
the notoriety may not lessen its value as a 
public attraction. 


FEMALE SUFFRAGE 


Receives a Severe Blow by the Decision 
of an Empire State Judge. 
SYRACUSE, Oct. 28.—A decision handed 
down by Justice P. C. Williams will 
cause grave disappointment to many 
women in this state, particularly in the 
western counties, He decides that the act 
of 1892, which gave women the right to 
register and vote fur school commissioner 
in the rural districts, is unconstiiutional; 
that the office of school commis:;io. er is 
elective, not appointive, and, therefore, 
subject to the inhibition imposed by the 

constitution of the state of New York. 

Upon this an order is entered to remove 
the names of all women from the registry 
lists. While it is possible that in other 
counties women who have registered will 
insist upon voting, the majority will be 
wary of being held to account for com- 
mitting an offense against the law as thus 
read, 


Gullty of Manslaughter. 

LOWELL, Mass., Oct. 28.—Guilty of man- 
slaughter was the verdict returned against 
Patrick F. Blake in the superior court. 
Blake was charged with causing the deat 
of Joseph Hereux. Judge Bond heard the 
counsel for the defendant in « plea fora 
light sentence, based upon the youth and 
previous good character of his client, and 
the entire absence of intent to commit 
serious injury. Judge Bond took the 
matter under advisement.

Cold Sympathy. 

Once yesterday Prendergast showed 
feeling over the death of Mayor Harrison. 
It was while he was at Mr. Harrison’s 
residence and waiting outside the room 
in which the coroner’s jury was deliber- 
ating on its verdict. He was sitting near 
Lieutenant Haas, and his attention was 
attracted by the presence of Mrs. W. J. 
Chalmers. For a moment his stolidity 
was broken and he pulled the lieutenant’s 
sleeve. The officer bent toward his pris- 
oner and heard him ask, “Is that Mrs. 
Harrison?” 

“No,” replied the lieutenant; “‘it is not. 
Why did you ask?” 

“I wanted to tell her,’’ replied Prender- 
gast, “that I was sorry for her trouble.” 
With that remark he relapsed into silence 
and returned to all other questions a va- 
cant stare. 

Lieutenant Haas drove his prisoner 
from East Chicago avenue station to the 
Harrison house without encountering any 
incident. Prendergast’s departure from 
the station and his presence in the house 
was not generaliy known. 

“Prendergast bss refused to talk,” said 
Lieutenant Haas, “except to give utter. 
ance toa few sentences in responss to 8 
question. He was asked why he did the 
shooting, and made the same statement 
nbout the mayor’s refusal to appoint him 
torporation counsel. He made some 
threats about beating out his brains 
against the cell doors, but I think he in- 
tended nothing of the kind. He spent a 
quiet night at East Chicago station.” 

Another object of interest was the 
weapon with which he committed the 
murder. It is a 32-caliberaffair of the 
Harrington pattern and breaks at the 
breech. It had evidently seen much 
service, for the plating was well worn and 
the weapon had marksof hard usage. It} 
worked perfectly, however, and had been 
recently oiled. 

Atthe time of the shooting Miss How- 
ard, Mr. Harrison’s betrothed, was at the 
residence of Carter Harrison, Jr., and was 
sent for immediately. Sie hastened tc 
the house, but arrived there too late to be 
recognized by the mayor, who was just 

sreathing his last. The shock completely 
prostrated her.

Shows No Regret. 

Prendergast is now locked in a cellin 
the county jail. He was carried around 
the city all day by the police, and the 
bars did not close behind him until ! 
o’clock yesterday afternoon. He was 
finally lodged in the county jail, where he 
will remain until his case is finally dis 
posed of. 

Parts of the Sunday papers were 
handed him, but none of them contained 
the local news sheets. He quickly noticed 
this and asked for the account of the 
murder. This was handed to him. He 
read down the columnsin an apparently 
mechanical manner. Then he dropped 
the paper and said: 

“J did my duty,’’ repeating this sentence 
several times. 

“TI am very tired,” he said, “having been 
bothered so much by so many people to 
day. I feel greatly relieved, as a great 
strain is off my mind. I have done my 
duty, and I think the majority of people, 
when they know this, will be on my side. 
I shall get out clear. I do not mind the 
physical confinement at all, and my mind 
is now clear.” 

“What was your reason for killing the 
mayor?’’ was asked. 

He replied emphatically: ‘I was to have 
had the position of corporation counsel, 
but he played false to me, and I only did 
right in killing him. I did not know that 
I had fired three shots at him until I read 
inthe papers. I was of the impression 
that I fired two shots at the mayor. I fired 
another shot as I went away to prevent 
any one from following me, as I expected 
a large crowd to follow me.” 

Here Prendergast claimed he was tired 
aud declined totalk any more. The ar- 
rangements for the funeral of the mur- 
dered mayor will not be made until after 
the special meeting of the city council.

MAJORITY OF TEN 


Calculated Upon In the Senate For the 
Passage of Repeal. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 3).—If Senator Voor- 
bees’ calculations do not miscarry, the re- 
peal bill will be passed by a majority of 10 
or possibly 11 votes this evening, and the 
longcontest will be ended, and the pur- 
chasing clause of the Sherman act ex- 
puuged from the books, so far as it lies in 
the power of the senate to do it. 

Senators are counting upon an adjourn- 
mentor a recess by Thursday, which it 
shall be wiil depend wholly upon the 
wishes of the committees on ways and 
means. Prominent members of the house 
assure the seuvators that the house will 
dispose of the repeul bill the second day 
after receiving it. 

The house will lay aside the bankruptcy 
bill this week as soon as the repeal bill 
comes back from the senate. The friends 
of the former measure have given up all 
hope of procuring a vote on it at this ses- 
sion. 

When the repeal bill comes to the house, 
if the unexpected does not happen, Mr. 
Wilson will be recoguized to move concur- 
rence in the senate amendment. The sil- 
ver men show no disposition to filibuster, 
but if they should try such tactics a rule 
will be brought in by the committee on 
rules that will force an immediate vote. 

A few hours may be allowed before the 
previous question calling off all debate, 
except 10 minutes, be amended. Alto- 
gether, Mr. Bland and the extreme silver 
men and, indeed, even some of the repeal 
men, would like the declaratory clause of 
the Voorhees’ substitute stricken out, but 
they will be outvoted. The repeal men 
have been telegraphed to be here, and they 
expect 260 members present when the 
bill comes to the house. 


ORDERED TO BRAZIL. 


Cruiser New York Will Join the Fleet 
at Rio Janeiro. 

New York, Oct. 30.—The big cruiser 
New York has received orders to prepare 
with the utmost haste to proceed to Brazil. 
Immediately upon its receipt telegrams 
were sent out from the vessel recalling all 
officers on leave of absence. Ensign 
Dashiel, who is undergoing examination 
for promotion at Washington, was or- 
dered to return at once to his ship. 

The New York is lying at the Brooklyn 
navy yard. She will probably get away 
from this port in four days. 

In naval circlesitis understood to be 
the intention of the present administration 
to make the United States naval force at 
Brazil the equal, if not the superior, of any 
foreign fleet now in those waters. The ar- 
rival of the New York at Rio de Janeiro 
will give the United States five vessels at 
the seat of war. They are the New York, 
Newark, Detroit, Charleston and Yantic. 

It is said here that the New York will 
carry to Brazil the successor to acting 
Rear Admiral Stanton.

No surprise will be felt in naval circles 
if the new commanderin-chief of the 
south Atlantic squadron manifests a pro- 
nounced disposition to assert on all occa- 
sions the principles of the Monroe doc- 
trine. 


Miss Garland Was Probably Insane, 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 30.—At a consulta- 
tion of family physicians, held at the resi- 
dence of ex-Attorney General Garland, the 
conclusion was reached that Miss Daisy 
Garland, who shot herself through the 
heart, was suffering from mental aberra- 
tion, probably the result of poor health 
The body will be conveyed to her former 
home, Little Rock, for burial. 


Charged With Manslaughter. 

FALL RIVER, Mass., Oct. 30.—Polycarpe 
Dione is under arrest charged with man- 
slaughter. His victim is Joseph C. Gautre, 
a young French boy, living at Flint Vil- 
lage. The boy was one of a number who 
opened a club room door a few nichts ago 
toannoy some young men in the room. 
Dione ran out and struck the boy on the 
head, fracturing his skull. 


Bricklayers Give It Up. 

@LOWELL, Mass., Oct. 30.—The strike of 
the Bricklayers’ union, which was begun 
last May, is declared off, because the Inter- 
national union considers it useless to ap- 
propriate any more funds to continue the 
struggle. The strikers’ officials say that 
the strike is only suspended for the pres- 
ent, and will be renewed next spring.

The 
Tonkawas, on returning, found the 
smoking remains of the house and 
the despoilers, overtaking 
them close to the Colorado, where an 
obstinate battle ensued, but both sides 
then consented to atruce. The chief of

The appointment of Mr. W. B. Rice of 


this city as councillor will come up for con- 
firmation on Thursday. As the Republi- 
cans would have a large majority there 
should be no objection.

But the radical element in the re- 
publican ranks have given it out that the 
council will refuse to confirm the gov- 
ernor’s nominee unless he is a republican.”

AFIERCE ENCOUNTER| 


Between Spaniards and a Body 
of Moors at Melilla. 


SPANISH GENERAL IS SLAIN. 


A Desperate Hand to Hand 
Encounter For His Body. 


MADRID, Oct. 30.—A battle fought in 
and about the trenches before Melilla and 
which resulted in the death of Gen»ral 
Margalla has caused a profound sensation 
here. 

The engagement was commenced by 
General Ortega, who, at the head of re-en 
forcements sent to Melilla, drove the 
Moors from the trenches they had occu- 
pied in front of the Spanish fortification. 
The Moors fought desperately and with the 
Greatest courage. Many of the Spaniards 
were killed, and among them was the un 
fortunate General Margalla, who only 48 
hours previously exposed his troops to a 
second defeat by sending a mere handful 
of men to the onslaught of tens of thou- 
sands of Moors, 

The Spaniards were amazed at the 
courage shown by the Moors in face of a 
terrible fire. The Moors charged reck- 
rd until they managed to ap- 
in 20 yards of the forts, drivy- 
ing the Spaniards in the trenches before 
them and cutting the telephone and _tele- 
graph wires, which had been erected in 
order to keep up communication with the 
outlying forts and trenches. While the 
Moors dashed forward, seemingly utterly 
regardless of the fire directed upon them 
by the Spaniards, they lost many men. 

Whole Spanish Territory lnvaded,. 

The Moors have now invaded the whole 
Spanish territory, making their advance 
during darkness, at the same time mak- 
ing an attack upon Forts Camelles and 
Cabrerizas, outside of which forts the 
Spaniards had parties of men at work 
digging trenches, under the protection of 
the guns of the forts and of advance 
pickets of soldiers, 

The Moors began the attack by opening 
fire upon the pickets and driving them in, 
whereupon they advanced in torce upon 
the right flank as well as upon the rear of 
the forts, with the intention of cutting off 
the retreat of the Spaniards, 

This movement would undoubtedly 
have been successfully accomplished had 
it not been for the skillful manner in 
which the guns of the Spanish warship 
Venadito were handled. The guns cn 
board the warship kept plumping shells 
infront of the Moorish advance, as wel] 
as dropping a number in the midst of the 
advancing hordes of Moors. The explo- 
sion of the shells seems to have caused the 
greatest consternation in their ranks, for 
it drove them back where the fire of the 
infantry seemed unable to stay their 
Pp issage. 

The Spaniards, in the face of this ad 
mirably planned attack, retreated inside 
the forts and had all they could do te 
reach the inside of the fortifications in 
safety. The Moors, in the meanwhile, 
pressed forward and succeeded in enter- 
ing the Spanish trenches and capturing 
two modern field pieces and a supply of 
ammunition,

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IMPORTART INVENTION. 


A West Quincy Jeweler Invents an Arti- 
ficial Hand. 

MrT -E. 
Quincy, has just completed a set of arti- 
ficial hands for Mr. James Donovan, which 
are a great improvement on anything of 
the kind ever made before, and a leading 
physician who has examined them, says 
they are the best thing he has ever seen. 

Four years ago Mr. Donovan was blown 
up by a premature explosion at Field & 
Wild’s quarry, and as a result of the acci- 
dent the unfortunate man lost both hands, 
the right near the elbow and the left at the 
wrist. 

Since that time he has been almost help- 
less, being unableto do anything for him- 
self, He has a wife and six children, the 
oldest but eleven years of age, and their 
lot has been a hard one, Some time since 
Mr. Williams conceived the idea that he 
could help the unfortunate man, and after 
persistent work he completed the two arti- 
ficial members, and Mr. Donovan is made 
doubly happy and very thankful to his 
benefactor. 

Mr. Williams’ invention differs from tbe 
ordinary artificial hands in the manner of 
operation, as heretofore in like appliances 
the thumb was worked bya spring which 
held it in position, but the moment pres- 
sure was applied the spring would give, 
causing the object held to become dis- 
placed. 

With that made by Mr. Williams the 
thumb is worked with a worm, operated by 
a small crank which can be easily worked 
with either hand. This worm works iu a 
steel rack in the back of the thumb, and by 
the simple turning of the crauk any size 
object is held in a vise-like grip. 

Mr. Donovan put on his artificial hands 
for the first time Friday, and Saturday 
afternoon he showed a representative of 
the LEDGER what he could do with them. 

A knife was held in one hand and a fork 
in the other, and he could use them almost 
as readily as a person can with natural 
hands. A pencil was then taken, and al- 
though Mr. Donovan had not made a mark 
for four years, he wrote his name in a per- 
fectly legible manner, and with a little 
practice he will be able to write a good 
round hand. 

He also has a drinking cup which he can 
readily use. He says that sometimes he 
has gone thirsty for many hours as he had 
no means of getting a drink of water. 

Before the unfortunate accident, Mr. 
Donovan was considered a good penman 
ind he hopes by a little practice to regain 
his former skill. He is a steady man of 
emperate habits and would be thankful for 
any work tha!

HE SPECULATED IN STOCKS. 


His Secret Carefully Guarded 
From His Employers.

Boston, Oct. 80.—Boston banks are con 
gratulating themselves on the fact that 
Benjamin E. Sanford of New York con 
fined the ex:rcise of his swindling in 
stincts to his own city. He is said to have 
emb zzled $53,000 of the funds of the Con- 
tinental Nationdi bank of New York 
That at least two Boston banking institu 
tions are pot sufferers by his peculatiom 
is due to the circumstance that he wa: 
only a corresponding clerk in the Conti- 
nental. 

The Bank of the Republic and the 
Hamilton National bank of Boston have 
deposits in the Continental National. 
These, with a Washington bank, struck 
Mr. Sanford as desirable concerns to assist 
him in his operations, There is always 
some new swindling scheme cropping uf 
in the banking business, but old financial 
heads confess that the game of Sanford’s 
was the most daring which was ever per 
petrated. 

Sanford had been corresponding clerk 
of the Continental for 18 years. The bank 
trusted him implicitly, even going so far 
as to permit him to conduct both the in- 
coming and the outgoing business— 
which in many large banks is handled by 
two persons 

This was S nford’scue. He formed a 
connect'ou with a brokerage firm named 
Harr's & Co. This Harris & Co. was 
backed by another firm, Maurice Mend- 
ham & Co., who did business for the 
Harrises, superintending the closing out 
of the’rs'o ks, ete. | 

It isa vi al rule of the Continental that 
none«wf itsemployés shall engage in any 
outside business, but Sanford kept his 
secret well. As Sanford controlled both | 
ends of the corrispondencs, he looked | 
about for a means by which he could} 
profit himself. 

His Modus Operandi, 


Under his nimble fingers a forged order 
would develop. purporting to come from 
one of the banks, and asking that a cer- 
tain sun be transferrel for them to the 
firm of Harris & Co., through the Mc- 
chanics’ National bank, 

This done, he would prepare a check 
conforming to the order, get the cashier to 
sign it and then sent it to the Mechanics’ 
National, which would accept it without 
question. 

Another order in Sanford’s expert pen- 
manship would form the busis of another 
check in favor of another firm. Another 
signature from the casher, and Sanford 
would change the name of the firm to 
whose credit the amount wasto be de 
posited, to Harris & Co., and duly for: 
ward the check to the Mechanics’ Na- 
tional. 

In this ingenious way and between the 
dates of July :9 and Ang. 9 seven checks 
had beeu rec ived by the Mechanics’ and |} 
deposited to the credit of Harris & Co.,| 
three for $10,000 each, two for $5000 each, 
one for $7000 und ove for $6000, 

Liberties With Boston Banks, 


Mr. Sanferd then cast his eyes on the 
balances of the Hamilton Natioual of Bos- 
ton and the Washingtou bank. He pro- 
ceelrd to take liberties with them, and 
when the monthly statements to these! 
banks were made out he would destroy | 
them and forge cthers with his own 
cbecks omitéed. 

The Continental bank requests all of its 
correspondents to show in detail just what 
items they find correct, so when the re- 
turn statements from the Boston banks 
came to hand it was Sanford’s hand that 
clasped them, and it was Sunford’s hand 
which altered them to screen his doings. 

A surprising illustration of the control 
Sanford exerc sed over the correspondence 
is given in au instance in which one of the 
banks s-nt on two drafts, which, with the 
forgeries, would have shown an _ over- 
drawal of its account. President Ran- 
dolph of the Continental became pos- 
sessed of the tw» papers, and having been 
informed of the state of the correspond- 
ent’s acc uut, at on-e telegraphed the 
bank asking the reason of the overdrawal. 

But Sanford was ready f>r all such con- 
ting: ncies. He destroyed the message, 
according to President Randolph’s com- 
plaint, aund«n he following morning that 
official f uid on his desk a forged reply 
from the outside bank, The president 
wrote a let'+r to the correspondent ex- 
pressing his congratulations that the hard 
times had not so much affected it as to} 
compel it to get bvhind in its accounts, 
ad when Sanford’s* hands reached for 
this letter, that was the last seen of it. 

Ou the 2lst the Continental learned for 
the first time that Sanford was a member 
of the brokcraye firm. When questioned 
the next day about the matter he ad- 
mitted that it was true. He was at once 
discharged. 

Following this came the snuffing of the 
firm cf Harris & Co., whose members van- 
ishe 1. 


Out $53,000. 


The Conti:eatal bank commenced an 
investigation of affairs with their corre- 
spondents. They hal no idea that any- 
thing was wrong; vothing but the sus- 
icious fact that Sanford had been doing 
usiness outside the bank. Comparisons 
were made with the corresponding banks, 
and after much labor the truth was out 
and the bank was out $53,000, 

The Continental's officials are wroth 
ageiust the Mechanics’ for rengiving ner- 
sonal business from one of the former’s 
clerks, but the Mechanics’ excuses itself 
by declaring that it thought Sanford had 
money. The cashier of the Mechanics’ 
states that the account of Harris & Co. 
was taken by his predecessor in the office, 
but was always sharply checked up and 
never allowed to be overdrawn. 

Sanford’s father was supposed to bea 
partner in the firm with his son and Percy 
M. Harris, but be was regarded as a 
figurehead. Hanis, who is thought to 
have the money, is out of sight, and de- 
tectives are looking for him. 

Young Sanford has been captured and 
awaits trial on a civil suit brought by the 
Continental bank, which scouts all idea of | 
acompromixe.

CuicaGo, Oct. 31.—The white city at 
Jackson park was quiet yesterday in 
honor of Chicago’s dead mayor. Instead

They found no evidences of 
rejoicing over the crowning achievement 
of the age;no sounds of sweet musicin 
the court of honor; no merry throngs, no 
celebration—only a solemn stillness, an 
unparalleled tribute to the memory of 
Chicago’s mayor. 

The multitude laid their tribute of re- 
spect on the bierof the assassin’s victim 
as much by their presence and their quiet 
actions as if they had laid rich flowers on 
the casket and eulogized the dead in elo- 
quent speech.

Wollaston and Quincy Point Next— 
West Quincy Gains But Four. 


The new voting lists to be issued 
this week show a gain in each ward 
of the city and an unexpected gain over 
last year which was an excitiag Presiden- 
tial contest. Registration closed Saturday 
evening with a grand total of 3573. 

The Board of Registrars have added to 
the lists since Oct. 1, a total of 396 names, 
and dropped 2 because of death. 

The following table the 
number at the coming State election with 
the number at previoustwo.

Ward Four continues the largest ward 
as in the past, but not by as large a lead 
It now has but 56 more voters than Ward 
Three, while it had 64 in 1892, and 86 more 
than Ward One ia 1891. 

The South Quincy ward which passed 
the Centre last year, has increased its lead 
of 9 to 12. 

Ward One's gain was small compared 
with last year, but it has nearly 100 more 
voters than November, 1891. 

The Quincy Point ward will have difti- 
culty in keeping abead of the Wollaston 
ward, as the latter is gaining three times as 
fast, and Ward Two leads by only 49. 

Wollaston is showing rapid gains—3s2 
this year, and 146 in two years. Itdon’t 
propose to remain asmall ward. 

The Atlantic ward, which makes the 
largest net gain this year, has also gained 
as many in two years as West Quincy, and 
the many land booms within its limits in- 
dicate big gains in the near future.

Shipwrecked Sallors Rescued by 
Crew of the Victoria. 

NEw YorK, Oct. 31.—While running 
through a nasty cross sea on Oct. 24, the 
British steamer Victoria fellin with the 
water logged Norwegian bark Saigons. 
Her battered decks were awash uni noth- 
ing but the stumps of her masts remained 
standing. When a boat from the Victoria 
approached the crew saw that numerous 
sharks were hovering near, waiting for 
the exhausted sailors of the bark to drop 
into the sea. 

The water in the immediate vicinity ap- 
peared to be alive with the maneaters. 
The shipwrecked sailors were terrified by 
the sharks and dared not make an effort 
to reach the small boat when it drew 
alongside. They were afraid of falling 
overboard in making the transfer. 

The rescuing boat returned to the steam- 
ship, where a rifle and revolvers were pro- 
cured. Several sharks were shot and in- 
stantly devcured by the others. While 
the rescuing »arty kept the sharks at bay 
with boathvoks and oars the sailors 
reached their boat, lowered themselves 
into it and pulled away from their sink- 
ing craft.

Disappointed Man Attempts a De- 
liberate Murder. 


HOT SKIRMISH WITH POLICE 


Which He Is Safely 
Landed In Prison. 


After 


New York, Oct. 31.—At 3:30 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon a crazy man fired two 
shots from a six-barrelled revolver into 
the stomach of a man whom he, in his in- 
sanity, imagined had done him a wrong. 
The man who was shot was Frederick 
Matthias, The man who did the shoot- 
ing is said to be named Thomas Bradley. 

Matthias is superintendent of construc- 
tion of the new Postal Telegraph building 
at Murray street and Broadway. But 
for the fact that 10 policemen of the Broad- 
way squad with their bodies and batons 
defended the prostrate, bleeding, mangled 
and shrieking form of the would-be mur- 
derer, aa infuriatei mobof over 1500 men, 
armed with sticks, clubs and stones, would 
have lynched him. The police had all 
they could do to keep back the struggling 
crowd, and, as it was, many ahead was 
cracked by the police in their struggles to 
get the crazy man away. 

The first intimation that the citizens 
promenading on Broadway at that hour 
had that anything out of the way was go- 
ing o», was when the ambulance from the 
Chambers street hospital dashed up in 
front of the Postal Trlegraph company’s 
new building. Five minutes before that 
100 excited men had rushed out from tbe 
basement of the building. They cried 
“Police” and “Murder,” and immediately 
there was on immense and excited throng 
all around tnat corner. In a short time 
doctors appeared from the building with a 
stretcher, on which was the form of a 
man. Blood dropped through a holein 
the middle of the stretcherto the street. 
The man on the stretcher was crying, 
moaning and cursing. 

Crowd Became Excited, 

“TIe’s killed me,” was 
crowd could hear. In an instant the base- 
ment of the 
man had been carried was filled with a 
surging crowd, Behind a pile of cornice 
was aman who hal attempted a murder. 
The crowd then made a dash for the nar- 
row exits, and there was the wildest 
scene of confusion. A pistol shot from 
behind the ; le of cornice did not help to 


keep the crowd from going too fast. Men 
hit each other with the fury of fear in 
their hearts, and half a dozen were 


trampled down. 

News had reached the police station that 
amadman was loose ia the new 
building, and the police were immediately 
sent to the scene. They cleared the 
place and marched into the basement. 

Behind the pile of cornice in the north- 
east corner lay the man who had at- 
tempted to murder Superintendent Mat- 
thias, The police learned that he had 
fired only two shots from his revolver and 
that he had four more to shoot, so that 
they advanced cautiously. 

They took up positions behind piles of 
cornice, which had been rapid!y thrown 
up as breastworks. To scare the man out 
the police opened fire and about 20 shots 
in all were fired. The man did not come 
out at the first volley, but when a_police- 
man got upon top of the pile, while the 
others were averting the man’s attention, 
and pointed a pistol ut him, already 
cocked, aud tuld him that unless he came 
out in three minutes he would be a dead 
man, the man threw up his hands, 

The policeman tcok out his watch and 
called out at tue end of one minute, then 
at the second minute. Then there was an 
ominous clicking asevery policeman in 
the crowd cocked his revolver. A moment 
later and the policeman on top of the pile 
came rolling down, There was a report of 
ap siol and the crowd cried out that the 
policeman had been shot. 

The Capture. 

This proved untrue, as the policeman 
jumped up imm« diately 
went up that the man had co .e from be- 
hind the pile of cornices. Policeman Gil- 
jespie made a ru-h at the mau b fore he 
got to theexit to Bo 
crack overt|.¢ head with his stick. The 
man, shricking and erying, striking out 
right and left with bis fis s, was felled to 
the ground, and baf a dozen pol cemen 
fellont«pof uim, It required three min- 
utes’ steady c ubbing to subdue him.

AN UNANSWERED QUESTION. 


Why Do Cats’ Eyes Shine In the Dark 
While Men’s Eyes Do Not? 

Why do cats’ eyes shine in the dark 
while men’s eyes do not? The author of 
“Idle Days In Patagonia” raises this 
question without answering it. He shot 
and wounded an eagle owl, and the sight 
pf the bird, he says, was one of the 
greatest surprises with which nature 
ever favored him. The owl’s haunt was 
an island overgrown with grass and tall 
wiliows. Thither Mr. Hudson went to- 
ward evening and found him upon his 
perch waiting for sunset. He eyed the 
intruder so calmly as almost to disarm 
him, but hunters of specimens have a 
way of hardening their hearts. Mr. 
Hudson fired. The owl swerved on his 
perch, remained suspended for a few mo- 
ments and then slowly fluttered down. 
He says: 

I found my victim stung to fury by 
his wounds and ready for the last su- 
preme effort. Even in repose he is a big, 
eaglelike bird; now in the uncertain 
light he looked gigantic in size—a mon- 
ster of strange form and terrible aspect. 

Each particular feather stood on end, 
the tawny barred tail spread ont likea 
fan, the immense tiger colored wings 
wide open and rigid, so that as the bird, 
| that had clutched the grass with bis 
great feathered claws, swayed slowly 
from side to side—just as a snake about 
to strike sways his head, or as an angry, 
watchfal cat moves its tail—first the tp 
| of one, then of the other wing touched 
| the ground. 

The black horns stood erect, while in 
| the center of the wheel shaped head the 
| beak snapped incessantly, producing a 
| sound like the clicking of a sewing ma- 
| chine. This was a suitable setting for 
| the pair of magnificent, furious eyes, on 
which I gazed with a kind of fascination, 
| not unmixed with fear, when I remem- 
| bered the agony suffered on former oc- 
| casions from sharp, crooked talons driv- 

en into me to the bone. 

The irides were of a bright orange 
color, but every time I attempted to ap- 
proach the bird they kindled into great 

| globes of quivering yellow flame, the 
black pupils being surrounded by a scin- 
| tillating crimson light which threw out 
| minute yellow sparks into the air. When 
| Iretired from the bird, this preternatu- 
ral fiery aspect would instantly vanish. 

The question as to the cause of this 
fiery appearance is one hard to answer. 
We know that the source of the lumi- 
nosity in owls’ and cats’ eyes is the light 
reflecting membrane between the retina 

| and the sclerotic coat of the eyeball, but 
| the mystery remains. When with the 
bird, I particularly noticed that every 
time I retired the nictilating membrane 
would immediately cover the eyes and 
obscure them for some time, as they will 
when an owl is confronted with strong 
| sunlight, and this gave me theimpression 
| that the fiery, flashing appearance was 
| accompanied with or followed by a burn- 
ing or smarting sensation. 

I have lived a great deal among semi- 
savage men. I have often seen them 
frenzied with excitement, their faces 
white as ashes, their hair erect and their 
eyes dropping great tears of rage, but I 
have never seen in them anything ap- 
proaching to that fiery appearance of the 
owl.—Youth’s Companion. 


How Sugar Melts. 

If we drop a lump of sugar into a cup 
of tea, we find it takes a considerable 
time to melt if allowed to remain at the 
bottom of the vessel, but if we hold it 
up in the spoon near the surface of the 
liquid it dissolves much more speedily. 
This is owing to the sugar, as it melts, 
rendering the portion of the tea con- 
taining it heavier. The sweetened part, 


therefore, descends, leaving the sugar | 


constantly in contact with unsweetened 
or only partially sweetened tea, in fact, 
a continual circulation of fluid is pro- 
moted until the whole is dissolved, 
When the sugar is placed or permitted 
to lie at the bottom of the cup, it dis- 
solves until the layer of fluid next itis 
thoroughly sweetened or saturated, when 
it practically ceases to dissolve any fur- 
ther, the sweetened and heavier stratum 
above it acting for a considerable time, 
| until the law of diffusion comes grad- 
ually into play, like an impervious cov- 
ering in keeping back the’ lighter un- 
sweetened fluid above. 
Hence the reason also why stirring, in

RACING IN MODERN ROME, 


Riderless Horses Goaded to Furious Speed 
With Balls of Prickles, 

The prizes for these races were ealled 
palii, and were usually pieces of brocade 
or some other rich stuff, which was 
thrown over the back of the horse that 
won and so displayed to the people. We 
also hear of a procession of the palii, so 
no doubt they often took the form of 
banner. Thenobles used to deposit them 
in their chapels, and in the last days of 
the papal government the French gol- 
diers substituted for theprocession of the 
palii that of the bue grasso., 

The pope’s dragoons used to gallop 
through the Corso to clear it before the 
race, and to warn the people that it 
had actually started. Either mortars 
were fired or trumpets blown, but acci- 
dents were perpetually occurring, and 
when in 1886 two people were killed jus¢ 
below the balcony where stood the Queen 
Margherita, the Barbary races were for- 
bidden in the Corso for the future, though 
renewed last year in a very much modi- 
fied form around the Piazza del Popolo. 

The horses had no riders, but carried 
two balls of lead, covered with prickles, 
loosely attached by leather thongs be- 
low the neck and on the back. So of 
course the harder they galloped the more 
these prickly balls danced up and down 
and goaded them gn. 

Dashing furiously along the Corso, 
they were past almost before people 
knew that they had started, and in such 
@ narrow street, with such a crush of 
people on either side and somebody al- 
ways trying to cross at the last moment 
or stepping out of the throng to see if 
they were coming, it was small wonder 
that it was a dangerous game, though 
of course the danger was in part also 
the attraction. 

A sheet was stretched across the street 
to catch the horses at the back of Piazza 
Venezia, in the passage still called Via 
della Ripresa de Barberi, in front of 
which was a cord covered with wet red 
paint. This dropped before the rush of 
the foremost horse, leaving a streak of 
paint on his chest, and thus all knew at 
once which was the winner.—Gentle- 
man’s Magazine. 


A Loud Telephone. 

An English paper describes a telephone 
which will talk loud enough for a person 
in any part of a large room to hear and 
understand, Mr. Graham, theinventor, 
has succeeded not so much by an im- 
provemnt on the existing telephones as 
by his method of arranging the circuit 
and bringing its resistance as low as 
possible. To this end the usual induc- 
tion coil is discarded, and the two instru- 
ments, transmitter and receiver, are di- 
rectly connected in circuit with the line 
and the battery. The transmitter at one 
end of the lineis connected to the re- 
ceiver at the other end, and two separate 
lines are employed having a common re- 
turn wire. Two correspondents can thus 
talk quite freely with each other, and as 
the receivers speak out so as to be heard 
in any part of a room conversation can 
be carried on by each person simply 
speaking to his transmitter. 

The apparatus is attached to flexible 
conductors and is held in the hand. To 
open a conversation it is sufficient to 
pick up the portable transmitter and 
press a button in its casing, so as to es- 
tablish the circuit, The receiver at the 
other end acts as its own call bell by the 
loudness of its voice, and the response 
comes equally prompt and loud, The 
user has therefore no need to listen cere 
fully with one or two receivers held up 
to his head. All he has to do is to speak 
into his transmitter and keep his ears 
open, 


Sisterly Devotion. 

The beautiful Margaret of Navarre 
was devoted to her brother, Francis I. 
When he was apparently dying at Ma- 
drid, she found her way to him through 
privation and danger and succeeded in 
effecting his deliverance. When he was 
ill at a distance from her, she went every 
day and sat down on a stone in the mid- 
dle of the road to catch the first glimpse 
of a messenger afar off. And she said: 

“Ah! whoever shall come to announce 
the recovery of the king, my brother, 
though he be tired, jaded, soiled, di- 
sheveled, I will kiss him and embrace 
him as though he were the finest gentie- 
man in the kingdom.” 

When he died, she seemed literally 
heartbroken, and she did not long sur- 
vive him.—Youth’s Companion. _
